year students arrived to 
Brown, Prosser, and Walz halls with packed cars and 
often teary parents. Student Advisors, sports teams, so- 
rorities and fraternities as well as students from other 
campus organizations worked quickly to label each stu- 
dent’s bags and boxes and deliver them to the door of 
their dorm for their freshmen year. 

Orientation is held from Friday morning move-in 
until Opening Convocation on the following Sunday 
afternoon. While this is only a three day span, the long 
weekend is fully scheduled with activities ranging from 


fun, get-to-know-you icebreakers and FYS meetings to 
the StrengthsQuest workshops and traditional candle 
lighting ceremony in front of Haas Hall, to the Sedehi 
Diversity Project presentations and the Cardinal Key 
Society’s Trivia Challenge in the Wood Dining Com- 
mons. 

The SOAP (Student Orientation Advisor Planning) 
Committee begins planning in December along with 
Chris Jachimowicz, the Director of Student Leadership 
Programs. This year’s SOAP Committee of Matthew 
Bocchese, Laura Barbalato, Genevieve Daly, Nathan 
Frick, Adam Karp, Sarah Levitin, and Jena Verlin 
met weekly to brainstorm and plan, connecting even 


when some members were away from campus on study 
abroad programs. 

The entire Class of 2017 was split into 42 groups of 
about 14 students each, often mixing the floors of one 
building with another. Each group was led by a Student 
Advisor (SA), an upperclassman that had arrived on 
campus the Sunday before freshmen move-in to begin 
training sessions.

Haven’t We Seen This Before?

Op/Ed Writer out copious amounts of sequels/remakes to maximize 

profits from already successful franchises. This summer however, we got ripped off in 
an even lazier way. “Copy-Cat” movies, a term I was unfamiliar with until recently, is 
when two films of the exact same plot and format are released in close proximity to 
each other. A popular example of this would be Olympus Has Fallen (Gerard Butler, 
Morgan Freeman, Aaron Eckhart) and White House Down (Channing Tatum, and 
Jamie Foxx). Both films follow a Secret Service Agent as he attempts to single hand- 
edly rescue the President after the White House has been seized by terrorists. While 
this is a plot that would attract many Americans, it was not enough to make them 
see it twice. White House Down bombed at the summer box office just months after 
Olympus has Fallen was released, leaving us all asking the question, why was that a 
good idea? This perplexing business tactic is based simply upon competition between 
studios. When Studio A catches wind that Studio B has a high budget film in produc- 
tion, they immediately scramble to fast track a similar project in order to maintain 
competition. How can this be profitable for studios? Each studio is competing for an 
earlier release date, pushing Studio B’s fast tracked film to settle for a cheap budget. 

Due to this cheap budget, Studio B is able to make a profit strictly based upon low 
production costs. In most cases, both movies get a decent turnout, resulting in both 
studios making a reasonable profit.This was not the case this summer however, with 
a large majority of copy-cat films performing poorly at the box office. Started with 
White House Down, this trend continued most recently with the home invasion hor- 
ror film Your Next. Your Next follows a wealthy family as their home is invaded by 
unknown assailants, and was released only three months after an identical film, The 
Purge (Ethan Hawk, and Lena Headey). Following the same pattern, the fast tracked 
low budget film was able to get an early release, pushing it to instant success. Look- 
ing at the numbers, The Purge (3M budget) went onto gross 83M, while Your Next 
has grossed a mere 13M to date. Looking back into the past, many other copy-cat 
films can be observed, including Armageddon (Bruce Willis, Billy Bob Thornton) 
and Deep Impact (Robert Duvall), as well as A Bugs Life (Dave Foley, and Kevin 
Spacey) and Antz (Woody Allen, and Gene Hackman). With original movies rarely 
making it to the big screen, this business tactic only contributes to an already bland 
cinematic selection. That’s not to say there were no quality films released this sum- 
mer, with indie movies like The Bling Ring, The Way Way Back, and Fruitvale 
Station standing as counterexamples. With these most recent copy-cat films failing 
miserably, let’s hope it serves as a sign to Hollywood that we expect something more 
out of our summer blockbusters. 


Suicide and 


“This is 

“There are these two young fish swimming along

And the two young fish swim on for a bit and then 
eventually one of them looks over at the other and says, 

‘what the hell’s water?” 

This is a funny “didactic little parabalish story” as 
David Foster Wallace, an accomplished author, told and 
described in his commencement address to the Kenyon 
College graduates of the class of 2005. 

And then he explains the meaning of this saying that 
he is not the wise old fish about to tell these graduates 
what water is but “merely that the most obvious 
important realities are often the hardest to see and talk 
about”. 

This speech, which I heard on YouTube, helped me 
to change my outlook on life, if only a little, and it may 
change yours. 

I have always thought of my self as being fairly self- 
aware but at the same time I knew I was missing some 
important stuff because all people are limited in their 
awareness and understanding of reality; maybe myself 
more than most. 

Wallace relates the belief “that the most obvious and 
important realities are often the hardest to see and talk 
about”, to the challenges of what he calls “day in, day 
out” daily adult life. 

He explains how the extraordinary monotony of routine and repetition can lead 
to negative thinking and unhappiness, and in extreme cases depression. 

He gives a statistic that in suicides by guns the majority of the time the person 
shoots themself in the head. Which leads him to quote another aphorism, “The 
mind is a good servant, but a terrible master”. 


Water" 

Although, this is the darkest moment of the speech it is both thought-provoking 
and predictive; as David Foster Wallace would go on to kill himself only three years 
later, at the age of 46, hanging himself in his garage. Wallace’s father said that he 
had battled depression for the past 20 years. 

Although, this is a terribly sad story, it doesn’t change the 
truth of his speech’s message. He ends it by saying, “. . . 
Which has nothing to do with knowledge and everything 
to do with simple awareness. 

Awareness of what is so real and essential, so hidden in 
plain sight that we have to keep reminding ourselves, over 
and over, this is water, this is water.” 

While this line is slightly out of context for those who 
haven’t seen the speech that reminder “this is water, this is 
water” is all too important in understanding the world and 
our lives. 

It may sound wrong to admit that you are missing what 
is going on right in front of you but I think a lot of this 
particular problem stems from the innate belief that we 
are the center of the universe (which Wallace so glibly 
suggests). 

Because to us we are in fact the center of our universe; 
that is the way in which we perceive the world. We are 
always the main character in the movie that is our life, 
never a supporting character. 

When I adjust my thinking and think about people not 
as supporting characters in relation to me I think I can see 
what is front of me a little more clearly. 

This change makes all the difference in our perspective 
and what Wallace would call being a “well-adjusted” person. 

But it doesn’t guarantee personal change; only that can be done through direct 
action. 

But I will still try and remind myself “This is water, this is water” and then I don’t 
know. That was the end of David Foster Wallace’s speech.

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The Lasting Appeal of Justin Timberlake

While it’s heartening that viewers engaged critically with Cyrus and Thicke’s performance, at a certain point we are feeding the monster through our continuous discus- 
sion of the performance. 

Timberlake’s award may have taken a backseat to the salacious and the sensational, but his longevity as an artist suggests that our appetite for shock-value entertainment 
exists among a desire for entertainment that simply makes us happy.

A preview of the local teams for the 2013 NFL season

Sports Writer Strengths: Whenever you have a Manning under center, 

you’re going to have a very good year. With great outside 
weapons with Victor Cruz and Hakeem Nicks, the Giants 
will put points on the board. Running back David Wilson has shown his explosive- 
ness in the preseason and is poised for a big breakout year at running back. The Gi- 
ants front four is their bread and butter on defense. When healthy Tuck and Jason 
Pierre-Paul provide a nightmare for offensive lines. With great depth at the defen- 
sive end position, with Mathius Kiwanuka 
and rookie Damontre Moore, and Linval 
Joesph and Cullen Jenkins filling up the 
middle, the Giants defense could be poised 
to create havoc in 2013. 

Weaknesses: On offense the Giants are go- 
ing to need to find consistency at the run- 
ning back position. The G-men also need 
to keep Manning upright. Last season the 
offensive line showed many holes that at 
the moment don’t look to have been filled 
since the end of last season. If the Giants 
can’t keep Manning upright, then the of- 
fense will sputter. On defense the Giants 
need to stay healthy and get pressure on 
the quarterback. With a weak safety, and 
an even weaker line-backing core, the Gi- 
ants need a big season out of the front four. If they can’t stay healthy or get to the 
quarterback, then the Giants defense will once again be a revolving door for the op- 
posing offense. 

Overall Prediction: 9-7 1st place NFC East: 

With a difficult schedule this season, a 9-7 record would be where the Giants fin- 
ish. Considering all the question marks on defense, the offensive line, and health, 
the Giants should be able to make the playoffs despite not winning ten games. They 
have the best quarterback situation in the talented NFC East. The Cowboys haven’t 
proven to be serious contenders in years, the Eagles are rebuilding, and the Redskins 
need to see if RGIII can get through a full season at quarterback. Either way it looks 
like the Giants will be back in the playoffs in 2013 and will try to make another run 
to the Super Bowl, which will be in their own stadium this year. 

New York Jets 

Strengths: If the Jets want to be competitive at all this season the defense must be 
a top unit in the NFL. While the deep secondary may have some holes, especially 
with Darrelle Revis leaving, the Jets still have a strong secondary with Pro Bowl cor- 
nerback Antonio Cromartie and rookie Dee Milliner. With Muhammad Wilkerson 
establishing himself as one of the best defensive players in the NFL, the Jets also 

added first rounder Sheldon 
Richardson to the pass rush. 
While it remains to be seen 
if Quinton Copies will re- 
main at outside linebacker, 
with more athleticism and 
a stronger emphasis on the 
blitz, the Jets defense will 
get to the quarterback. On 
offense the Jets have added 
more depth to the running 
game, as they will emphasis 
running the football more. 
Plus with Pro Bowl center 
Nick Mangold and offen- 
sive tackle D’Briclcashaw 
Ferguson on the line, the Jets may once again be one of the best at running the ball 
in 2013. 

Weaknesses: Hmm other then quarterback? While it remains uncertain who will be 
the signal caller for the Jets in 2013, one can only hope it’s not Mr. Buttfumble Mark 
Sanchez. While it does look like it will be Geno Smith time sooner then later, the fact 
is the Jets quarterback situation is terrible. Add in the lack of a star running back, a 
weak receiving core that’s still unsure when Santonio Holmes will return, and argu- 
ably the leagues weakest crop of tight ends, the Jets offense isn’t looking too good 


right now. On the defensive side the two questions are: can the safeties be solid start- 
ers and can Quinton Copies effectively transition to the rush 3-4 outside linebacking 
position? 

Overall: 8-8 2nd AFC East: 

If Geno can be a solid quarterback, which isn’t too hard given Mark Sanchez’s recent 
history, the Jets can be a .500 team. Rex Ryan is coaching to save his life and knows 
that he has to give a great performance this year. This defense is vastly underrated 
and has the potential to be a great defense. If the offense can run the ball, and not 
turn the ball over, then the Jets could surprise a lot of people in 2013. One thing is for 
sure: there is never a dull moment with this team. 

Philadelphia Eagles 

Strengths: Given Chip Kelly’s prolific offense in Oregon, this could be a year where 
the Eagles light up the scoreboard. When healthy, Michael Vick still has big play 
capability and a big arm to stretch the field. Whoever the quarterback is, he’ll have a 
vast arsenal of weaponry at his disposal. DeSean Jackson, Jason Avant, Brent Celek, 
Zach Ertz, and LeSean McCoy are all playmalcers that create nightmare matchups 
for opposing defenses. With an improvement along the offensive line it could be a lot 
easier for Eagles quarterbacks this season. If the quarterbacks can remain upright, 
this offense will score some points. 

Weaknesses: On offense there are only two. 

First, who will be the quarterback by the end of 
the season, and second, can this offensive line 
protects whoever that quarterback will be? Mi- 
chael Vick hasn’t played a full season in years, 
and it’s likely that the Eagles will turn to Matt 
Barkley or Nick Foies by the end of the season. 

The biggest problem for this team is the defense. 

Last year it was one of the worst units in the 
NFL, but now many starters from last season 
have been replaced with general unknowns. 

While the Eagles have lost many defensive start- 
ers, the biggest problem is that they are switch- 
ing from a 4-3 to a 3-4 defense. The problem? 

The Eagles personnel fits a 4-3 defense better. 

Trent Cole, the Eagles best defender, is a great 
4-3 end, but moving him to a standing up 3-4 
linebacker could make him less effective. 

Overall: 6-10 4th NFC East: 

Sorry, Eagles fans. In the difficult NFC East, 
with questions at the quarterback position, and a terrible defense, it’s going to be a 
rebuilding year in Philadelphia. While the team will score points, we will see games 
where they will score 30 points but lose because their defense is so bad. Chip Kelly 
may begin righting the ship in Philly and bring his high-powered offense to the pros, 
but unfortunately you need to play defense to win. 2013 will be a step in the right 
direction; it just won’t be a step back into the playoffs.

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Men’s soccer team opens with hard-fought loss at home 


By Holden Walter-Warner The Muhlenberg Mules men’s soccer team had the 
Managing Editor privilege this weekend of hosting the first home 

sporting events of the year for the college. Two 
games were hosted on Varsity Field at 5 PM East- 
ern on Friday, August 30 and Saturday, August 
31. One resulted in a loss for the Mules, the 
other in the first victory of the season. 

Friday’s tilt against Rutgers-Camden ended 
with a 2-1 defeat for the Mules. It’s difficult to 
put an entirely negative spin on the loss, since 
Scarlet Raptors entered the game ranked 14th in 
the NSCAA preseason poll. The game carried 
the emotional intensity of a conference rivalry, 
displaying the heart of the Mules right off the 
bat this season. 

Before the game, it was easy to take notice of 
slight changes to the stadium and the team. Last 
fall’s Hurricane Sandy knocked out the podium 
standing between the two sets of stands next 
to the field. The new podium has been set up 
across the field (closer to the football stadium), 
which unfortunately makes the lineup matchups 
before the game difficult to hear. The benches 
have also moved to that side, putting the rabid 
student section in front of the stands. 

The Mules also appeared to be wearing new 
uniforms that really popped to the eyeballs with 
a bright red. The most aesthetically appealing 
object on the field, however, was the soccer ball 
itself. It was orange with blue emblems covering 
it, but to the casual observer it looked like a roll- 
ing watermelon, flying through the air and into the net on three separate occasions. 

Back to the emotional intensity, though. Things on the field became very heated 


after some sliding tackles from the Scarlet Raptors took out goalie Ellison Heil '16, 
an illegal maneuver the referees were somewhat complacent in letting go. When the 
zebras finally did blow the whistle, an opposing player got in Heil’s face and called 
him out for perceived flopping. This would set the tone for the entire game. 

The first strike came with 19:22 remaining in 
the first half, and Rutgers-Camden would exit 
the pitch at the midway point with a 1-0 lead. 
Travis Wantchekon '15 chose to carry the bur- 
den in the second half of knotting up the contest. 
With 33:05 remaining in the game, Wantchekon 
struck a laser, grazing the head of a defender on 
the way into the net. 

“We were losing, but in control of the game at 
that point; the only problem was that we weren’t 
converting any of our chances on a team with 
a questionable goalkeeper,” said Wantchekon. 
“So when Jeff [Reinhart '14] passed me the ball 
from 30 yards out, I only had one thing on my 
mind.... Fortunately for me it ended up in the 
back of net.” 

This also marked a special occasion for the 
starting midfielder from New York City. “That 
was the first goal I’ve ever scored at home for 
Muhlenberg so to score in that fashion was one 
of the greater moments in my soccer career.” 

A goal slipped in just minutes later for the 
Scarlet Raptors, proving to be the game winner. 
Luckily, the Mules defeated Neumann the next 
day for their first victory of the season. Chris 
Royer ' 14, who scored his first career goal for the 
Mules, spearheaded the win. 

The team will play host once again on Saturday against Ithaca College at 4 PM, 
before a contest at rival Moravian.

Volleyball splits opening four matches

Muhlenberg Athletics leyball team took the court to 

warm up for its final match 
at the DeSales Invitational, 
junior co-captain Holly Hynson borrowed a mop from 
the corner of the gym and did some cleaning of the play- 
ing surface. And that wasn’t the only sweeping the Mules 
did. 

Muhlenberg swept Albright and Ithaca on the second 
day of the tournament to finish the season-opening event 
with a record of 2-2. On the first day, the Mules were 
swept by tournament champion Cabrini before dropping 
a five-set thriller to DeSales. 

Freshman Allison Glass was named to the all-tourna- 
ment team after making an impressive collegiate debut. 

The outside hitter averaged a team-best 3.50 kills and 
2.21 digs per set. She had 20 kills and 15 digs in the De- 
Sales match. 

The Mules won the three sets in the Albright match decisively, 25-15, 25-17 and 
25-13. Glass had 11 kills and was supported by the efficient hitting of sophomore 
Sarah Weyhmuller (6 kills in 8 attempts) and Erin Murphy (5 kills in 9 attempts). 


Sophomores Chelsea Kaser (11) and freshman Eliza- 
beth Garrison (10) both reached double figures in digs, 
while Glass and junior Nicki Dickson each recorded 4 
of the Mules’ 16 aces. Sophomore Katherine Boll had 
5 blocks. 

Muhlenberg trailed 10-7 early in the Ithaca match be- 
fore going on a 6-0 run behind the serving of Kaser. But 
the top server of the match was Dickson, who recorded 8 
aces to go along with 8 digs and 21 assists. Dickson had 
back-to-back aces twice in the second set and a run of 
three straight aces in the third set. 

Weyhmuller again made her hits count, recording 8 
kills on 1 1 attempts, and Boll also had 8 kills. 

The two sweeps helped ease the sting of the DeSales 
loss, in which Muhlenberg came back from a first-set loss 
to take the next two sets. The Bulldogs won the fourth set 
to force a decisive fifth set between the two teams for the 
second straight season. In that fifth set, the Mules came back again, forging a 10-10 
tie before DeSales scored the next four points en route to a 15-1 1 win. 

Kaser had 2 1 digs in the marathon, and sophomore Vanessa Pulice had a double- 
double with 13 assists and 13 digs.

Student Hot Spot

News Writer Muhlenberg College led to a completed and spec- 

tacular expansion of the campus Hillel in February, 

2011. The building spans almost 20,000 square feet and continues to be a popular 
place for Muhlenberg students, faculty, and alumni. 

With hundreds of active members, Hillel is the largest student organization of 
any kind on campus, providing a good reason to have such a massive building. The 
additions created a Shabbat dining room that seats over 300 people, a sanctuary, 
a full kosher kitchen, additional student and staff offices, and a student lounge. It 
also allowed Hillel to house the college’s sociology and anthropology departments. 

Currently, the space is used for a variety of things including social, religious, 
community service, cultural, and educational activities. Hillel’s most frequent ac- 
tivities are the weekly Friday night Shabbat services and Shabbat Dinners. How- 
ever, Hillel occasionally hosts speakers, Sunday bagel brunches, and other holiday 
events. 

Aside from the religious aspect, students can spend time at Hillel for various 
other reasons. Yoga takes place weekly, and students are encouraged to eat, study, 
socialize, or just relax in the building. “We do all sorts of activities, from just hang- 
ing out, to Shabbat dinners, to discussions about Israel,” said junior Matan Ayash. 
Senior Becca Diamond said, “This is my living room at college. I study, eat, do 
laundry, and see friends here.” 

While some of the new additions to Hillel are being put to use and bringing 
members together every day, there is still a lot of space that sits alone during the 
day. The purpose of the expansion was to fit every Hillel member comfortably 
in the building. Prior to the additions, students 
chose not to go to Hillel because of the simple

are re-connecting. The one question that continues to 
be asked, however, is, “Where is El Burro?” The GQpit 
stop where you could get all your Mexican food crav- 
ings is now gone! Personally, being an undying fan of 
their steak quesadilla, I was understandably shocked 
and confused, that is until I sat down with Evan Rehrig, 
the Marketing Manager for Muhlenberg Dining. 

Rehrig explained the vastness of new products be- 


ing offered by dining services this year: He commented 
that, in his three years at Muhlenberg, these new prod- 
ucts are the most that have ever been rolled out at once. 
When asked about the disappearance of the famed El 
Burro, he explained, “El Burro isn’t gone.” Quesadillas 
are now being made at the grill, and rice bowls and bur- 
ritos are available at Sub Connection. In addition, there 
will be Mexican food at the newly re-opened Mobile 
Mule! The Mobile Mule, which has made appearances 
in past years, but never for very long, is now planning 
to be open year-round (pending blizzards or torrential 
downpour). The eatery is open Monday through Fri- 
day from 11 -2pm, located near the Century Arch. It 


will be running on a rotating schedule in terms of food 
served: each week, for three weeks, there will be a dif- 
ferent dining option until the schedule starts over again. 
These three rotations are: 1. chili dogs and hand-cut 
fries, 2. grilled cheese and Campbell’s tomato soup, and 
3. ‘Fresh Mex’ (made-to-order burritos).

“Better” Isn’t 
Good Enough 

By Randy Helm If you have seen “The Butler” or read The Warmth of 

President of the College Other Suns by last spring’s commencement speaker Isa- 
bel Wilkerson you already know that our country has 
made progress in its struggle with racism. 

But if you have read about the Supreme Court’s gutting of the Voting Rights 
Act, or followed the trial of George Zimmerman for the murder of Trayvon 
Martin, seen the fact-based film “Fruitvale Station,” or watched the HYPE-doc- 
umentary “Still Seeking Justice” (http://www.youtube.com/watch?v=RT7Tpl- 
FVHc&feature= share) you must realize that we have no excuse for complacency or 
self-congratulation. 

Among the many obstacles racism creates for members of our society, three par- 
ticular realities of contemporary American life combine to pose an unacceptable 
threat to the lives of young men of color in the United States: (1) poorly regulated 
gun ownership; (2) racial profiling; and (3) Pennsylvania’s two-year old expansion 
of the “Castle Doctrine” - a “stand-your-ground” statute that has shifted the state’s 
protection from the rights of alleged criminals to the rights of individuals who feel 
threatened. 

There is no safe haven from this toxic blend, even right here in Pennsylvania. 

How would you react if Muhlenberg issued a policy like the following? 

Effective immediately, all students, faculty, and staff of color will be required to wear cloth- 
ing and hairstyles that will not be perceived by other students, faculty, and staff as threaten- 
ing”. Penalties for non-compliance may be severe, up to and including summary execution by 
any gun owner who feels threatened. 

Absurd? Crazy? Paranoid? Perhaps, if you are white. But if you are an African 
American male wearing a black hoodie, carrying a box of Skittles and a bottle of 
iced tea, almost certainly not. 

Muhlenberg is a small component of a large and complex society, but even if we 
can’t solve a national problem that was centuries in the making, we can do our best 
to confront it on our own doorstep. 

First, we do not and will not permit guns on our campus. We cannot dictate gun 
ownership in the neighborhood beyond our boundaries, but on our own property, we 
enforce strict regulation of weapons. If you’re unfamiliar with our policy, check it

of pain, suffering, and, most of all, humiliation.

Lenox is a small town in the Berkshire Mountains of Massachusetts. For me it is 
not a town, but a place where Camp Lenox, a sleep away camp for boys and girls, 
ages seven to 16, is located. I first went there when I was 11, the summer before 
seventh grade. Looking back on it now, I realize that those three summers made me 
who I was from that point on and who I am today. 

When I first entered the camp bunk and looked around at all the other beds and 
the kids, I felt extremely nervous and scared. I don’t remember exactly what I was 
nervous about. It was probably the newness of it all that frightened me, since I was 
a shy kid. 

The first week was awkward. The camp was cool and somewhat appealing be- 
cause we played sports most hours of the day, which is what I lived for as a kid. 

But I had trouble fitting in. Almost all of the people in my group had been going 
to camp for many years and were already close friends. They didn’t seem to need 
another friend as much as they needed someone to make fun of. Every group has 
one person who is a little less cool than the others and becomes the designated 
“whipping boy,” so to speak, and the first week of camp I was not that person. No, 

I was too shy and quiet to be made fun of. I learned early on that if you don’t do 
anything there is nothing for which people can make fun of you. The honor of be- 
ing made fun of was given to another new kid who I’ll call “Randle” (not his real 
name). Randle was a little weird at first look, so he was naturally the focal point of 
the bunk’s torment. At one point I remember standing up for him because I felt bad 
and thought I could take it. We ended up becoming friends because we had some 
things in common. We were both new to camp, and therefore, we had no other 
good friends yet. 

And then things changed. Randle ended up not being weird in a bad way, but 
rather, in a really funny good way. Randle became instantly popular with the entire 
group, and before I knew it, Randle was neglecting me because I was not part of 
their “group”. I will never forget that moment when he left me behind and how be- 
trayed I felt. It is why I value loyalty in a friendship so greatly today. 


And as the saying goes, “It all went down 
hill from there.”

And sometimes it was not playful or even just 
for laughs. It was cruel, the kind where you 
don’t care at all about the other person because 
you see yourself as superior to the person who 
you are making fun of. I am somewhat hazy 
on some of the details, but I have snapshots in 
my brain of the worst times and the feelings 
of embarrassment and humiliation that with 
them.

But 
staying altered my life forever.

Second, we will not engage in racial profiling. Dean Green and I have spoken to Muhlenberg’s faculty and staff about this before, and 
we will continue to do so. We have provided training to Campus Safety Officers in the past, and will continue to do so in the future. Stereotyping people who differ from 
oneself may be hardwired into human nature, and, yes, it has happened here. But that doesn’t mean we have to accept it. Profiling is wrong, and as a campus that aspires 
to be both tight-knit and inclusive, we must reject it. 

Third, we must continue to talk about this issue as a community. A good next step would be to attend the BSA’s Shout Out on Wednesday, September 18 th from 6 to 
7:30 PM in the Event Space of Seegers Union. I also invite faculty, students, and staff who are passionate about these topics to organize a teach-in or other programming 
so we can learn more about Pennsylvania’s stand-your-ground law, the risks it poses, and how they it be changed. 

As long as some members of our community are at risk, none of us should rest.

from Molly | page l amounts of serotonin (the hormone responsible for your happiness) to be released after use. By releasing large amounts of serotonin, Molly 

causes the brain to become significantly depleted of this hormone, contributing to the negative mood that users often experience for several 
days after taking MDMA. Once the brain becomes damaged, it is highly unlikely that normal functioning will return back to normal. 

Other side effects of the drug are dehydration and lockjaw. Dehydration is extremely problematic because it often goes unnoticed. When people take Molly, they 
are often consuming alcohol or dancing heavily, which both cause water loss alone. If one becomes overly dehydrated, it can cause extreme nausea or even death. 

One misconception that many uneducated teens have is that Molly is the “pure” form of ecstasy. Although MDMA is only one substance that is found in the classic 
ecstasy tablet, it can still be laced with other drugs such as cocaine or PCR Frankly, most people play Russian Roulette when it comes to purchasing their Molly. You do 
not know where your drugs are coming from, and you especially don’t what is really in the powder that Molly came in. 

Despite the problems with the drug, many people who take it consider it “not quite as bad” as other hard drugs. To many, it’s a drug that is used to have fun and solely 
for recreational purposes. Many would deny being addicted to Molly. 

There have been recent deaths linked to the drug. Just last weekend, there have been two confirmed deaths and many have been hospitalized from consuming Molly. 
In 2010, a fifteen-year-old girl died at the Electric Daisy Carnival in Los Angeles. Although some of the deaths are due to overdose, the fatalities are often due to the body’s 
inability to regulate itself once the drug is consumed. 

After the recent deaths and hospitalizations that occurred last weekend, it is obvious that extreme measures will be taken by authorities to prevent deaths. The glory 
days of Molly will be coming to an end very quickly.

When Muhlenberg 
met Civc 

By Allison Diamond The Muhlenberg community has taken a big step in 

News Writer broadening its scope beyond the intimate borders of 

campus. The college has a growing relationship with 
The Civic Theatre of Allentown that includes discounted ticket prices for students and 
Thursday night film discussions led by Muhlenberg professors. These initiatives mark 
the beginning of a formal, four-year partnership between the College and Civic The- 
atre that supports the theatre’s use of digital technology while deepening the relation- 
ship between Muhlenberg and Allentown’s West End Theatre District, home to Civic 
Theatre. A ten-minute walk from campus on 19th street, Civic offers films that skew 
slightly from the mainstream, including documentary, foreign, and independent films. 
Its offerings this fall have included Woody Allen’s Blue Jasmine and Lee Daniels’ The 
Butler. Past films have included the Ryan Gosling drama Blue Valentine, Academy 
Award winner The Artist, and the critically lauded Fruitvale Station. In addition to 
film, Civic also has a theatre program that will include a production of Spring Awak- 
ening this October and an annual production of A Christmas Carol in December. The 
College is hoping to utilize the theatre, originally built in 1928 as a movie palace, for 
student music and theatre events. 

Roberta Meek, lecturer in History and Media & Communication, led the first in a 
series of talkbacks with Muhlenberg professors at Civic after a screening of The Butler. 
In discussing the historical accuracy and representational issues of the film, perspec- 
tives from both the Allentown community and Muhlenberg were voiced. Programs 
to look for later in the semester include late night film screenings organized by the 
Muhlenberg Activities Council that will be free to Muhlenberg students, as well as 
films screenings related to Muhlenberg courses. Alfred Hitchcock’s Rear Window will 
be shown at Civic later this semester as part of Dr. Amy Corbin’s introductory film 
class. Dr. Corbin, who has been working with the theatre to develop programming, 
hopes that students will see Civic as an extension of campus life. 

Michael Bruckner, Vice President of Public Relations for the College, said of the 
partnership with Civic, “This is a win-win. The College wins because our faculty, staff 
and students will have greater access to an outstanding film and entertainment venue. 
The Civic and the West End neighborhood wins because this should lead to increased 
attendance by our 2200 students and 700+ faculty and staff. It helps create a vibrant 
neighborhood and continues the strong relationship between the College and the West 
End.” The College’s partnership with Civic continues to grow, and students and fac- 
ulty are encouraged to develop innovative ways to foster this relationship.

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Yeezus 
album review 


By Holden Walter-Warner Yeezus is the sixth studio album from Chicago hip- 
Managing Editor hop artist Kanye West. It was released by Roc-A- 

Fella Records and Def Jam Recordings on June 18, 
2013. This project is unique from many 
different angles, but won’t prove to win 
over very many fans for the ballyhooed 
rapper. 

Believe it or not, this is the first time 
your resident blogger has taken on West 
in a full album review. There was My 
Beautiful Dark Twisted Fantasy (#2 in 
2010) before the reviews were full-length 
articles. Watch the Throne (#2 in 2011) 
was split amongst himself and Jay-Z. 

Cruel Summer (#3 in 2012) featured the 
whole GOOD Music gang. Needless to 
say, all of these albums were winners in 
their respective years. 

This album was more brash, abrasive, 
and dark. For the first time, there was no 
radio-friendly song that could make its 
way onto the airwaves. This album would 
have to get by in the sales department 
on its own merit, in addition to word of Kanye West, 
mouth, due to a nonexistent marketing 
strategy. 

Everything about this project was minimalistic, which was all part of West’s 
master plan. He purportedly recorded these grandiose tracks, and then proceeded to 
strip them of almost everything besides a heavy backbone and his voice. There was 
only credited feature on the album (more on that in a moment). 

The first impression I received from this album came from West’s performance 
of “Black Skinhead” and “New Slaves” on Saturday Night Live a month prior to 
the album release. I was frightened. He just seemed to be spewing hatred towards 
everything, with no musical beauty or concise message. 

The album itself wasn’t any more pleasing. Frankly, it was rather off-putting 
altogether. I’m sure with more listens will come a greater understanding to what 
the audience is supposed to be getting from this, but West has taken a clear step back 


from his previous solo album. 

That being said, West always provides some sort of intrigue in his efforts. For 
starters, the sampling list is just fascinating. He samples obscure music from 

European bands of the 1970s, a gospel 
choir, and a Nina Simone song (“Strange 
Fruit”), among others. It puts an odd feel 
to the procession. 

Songs featured vocals from Justin 
Vernon (of Bon Iver), Kid Cudi, and 
Frank Ocean, among others. However, 
the song “I Am a God” features “God”. 
This is why people struggle to like Kanye 
West. No matter what he does, he will 
always find a way to make himself out 
to look like an arrogant, pompous fool 
who is above everyone else. It will simply 
never change. 

The throbbing baseline is influenced by 
post-industrial grunge, Chicago dancehall 
flavor, and strong electronic vibrations. It 
gives something to bop your head to, even 
if the lyrics aren’t your cup of tea. Hip- 
hop has become lighter in the mainstream, 
and West is experimenting with pulling it 
Photo Courtesy of Google Images the Other way. 

While the lyrics were upsetting, there 
were a few gem lines in there. The main anthem in “Black Skinhead” is that “we 
livin’ in the moment”, a line repeating in the hook over and over. Obviously no 
line is better than that in “I Am a God”, though, when West says, “In a French-ass 
restaurant, hurry up with my damn croissants”. 

This work is intriguing, but uneven, and it will alienate some old fans, and won’t 
really bring in any new ones. It’s safe to say the 36-year old has hit a crossroad in his 
musical career.

Royer’s shoulder golden for men’s soccer

Muhlenberg Athletics not to wait until the 

last minute to do some- 
thing. For Chris Royer and the Muhlenberg men’s 
soccer team, though, procrastination is paying off 
quite nicely. 

Royer notched his second game-winning goal of 
the season with 6:36 to play in the second overtime 
against Ithaca, handing Muhlenberg its third con- 
secutive shutout victory in dramatic - and bizarre 
- fashion. After waiting more than three years to 
find the back of the net, the senior forward has now 
done it twice in three games. Unlike his first, a pic- 
ture-perfect volley in a 2-0 win over Neumann, this 
one had plenty of luck to guide it. 

Just like that goal, Royer’s latest winner was set 
into motion by a free kick from junior Bryan At- 
tanasio. This time, Attanasio’s service to the box 
initially found the head of junior forward Joey Rob- 
erts, who flicked it towards the back post. Stationed 
in the perfect position, Royer had the ball bounce 
off his shoulder and into the net, stunning the 
Bombers and giving the Mules their first regular- 
season overtime home victory since a 1-0 decision 
against Gettysburg in 2006. 

“Bryan had a nice set piece like the one he had 
for my first goal,” Royer explained. “He sent the 
ball in really well, and Joey flicked it on, and it de- 
flected off my shoulder. It was kind of lucky, to be 
honest, but it was one of those right place at the right time things.” 

For over 100 minutes, Muhlenberg couldn’t seem to be anywhere near the right 
place. The Mules, who didn’ play a single overtime game a year ago, managed just 
three shots on goal before Royer’s shoulder injected itself into the action. Once again, 
their defense was equal to the challenge of covering for a struggling attack. 


Sophomore goalie Ellison Heil made two saves for his third straight shutout, and a 

Mules defense bolstered by the return of senior co- 
captain Ryan Barlotta extended its scoreless streak 
to 315 minutes. 

“Our defense has been stellar this year,” said 
Royer. “Three straight shutouts - obviously that’s 
huge. The defense has been the whole backbone for 
this team through this little streak we’ve got going 
on.” 

Though his latest tally might not make a skills 
video, Royer appears to be in form after spending 
most of his career desperately trying to dent the 
scoreboard. 

“I guess it was just getting that monkey off my 
back,” he said. “Everything seems easier now. I had 
a few goals taken back earlier in my career, so it was 
a great confidence-builder to get that one.” 

Call it karmic justice for Royer, whose goal gave 
Roberts his first career assist. And, for that matter, 
for the Mules, who generally controlled the game 
and had several close calls fall by the wayside before 
finally breaking through against an Ithaca squad 
that is its defending conference co-champion. 

“We totally controlled the game,“ Royer said. 
”We felt that we should have been up by at least 
four or five goals at the end of regulation, but you 
get in these games and you just have to grind it out. 
A 1-0 win is just as good as an 8-0 victory.” 

A shoulder, in turn, is just as good as a head, or 
a foot. With his latest unlikely goal, Royer is now just one off the active Muhlenberg 
lead, behind an even more unlikely candidate. 

“[Senior co-captain] Jonathan Schauer has three goals, and he’s the center back,” 
Royer said. “He always jokes around how he has the most goals out of our class, and 
he’s a defender.”

tion and controversy to the game of football. 

Beginning with his glory days at Blue Mountain State, where he was the premier 
defensive player in college football, Castle has provided both jaw dropping playmalc- 
ing ability and controversy.

Delaware Valley: After starting at outside midfielder for 
the first year-plus of her collegiate career, the soph- 
omore was moving to forward for the Mules’ 2013 
home opener. 

Putting a regular player with no career points at 
forward might seem like a surprising move to many, 
but it worked on all counts: Nehila netted her first 
career goal to open the scoring, and Muhlenberg 
went on to its second 2-0 win in as many days. 

Nehila, who scored eight goals as a forward in 
her senior year of high school, played in all 19 
Mule games last year without a goal or an assist. 

And just like her first career point was just a matter 
of time, so was the first Muhlenberg goal against 
Delaware Valley. The Mules (2-2) dominated play 
from the start, hitting the post with their first two 
shots and having a third shot knocked off the line 
by an Aggie back. 

Finally, in the 20th minute, junior Krissy Fioretti 
- who assisted on all three Muhlenberg goals in 
the first three games of the season - sent in a long 
pass from the back that reached the goalie on one 
hop. The keeper fumbled the ball, and Nehila, like 
a good forward should, followed up the loose ball 
and tapped it into the open net with her left foot. 

“This has been a long time coming. I’m so hap- 


py,” said Nehila of her first goal. “I was so excited, I didn’t know to react.” 

She and her teammates reacted by keeping up the pressure on Delaware Valley 
(1-2), a team that defeated the Mules last year. With less than 10 minutes left in the 

half, sophomore Gabriela De Frutos send in a cross 
from the endline that slipped past the goalie to the 
waiting foot of senior CJ Graetzer, who knocked in 
her 13th career goal. 

Although Muhlenberg didn’t score any more, the 
outcome was never in doubt. The Aggies took only 
one shot (to 29 for the Mules), which was well wide 
of the net. 

Sophomore goalies Jen Mermelstein and Franc- 
esca Cobuzzi combined on a shutout for the second 
day in a row, with the back four of seniors Susan 
Galgano and Stephanie Tramutola, freshman Ra- 
chel Manci and Fioretti keeping the ball far from 
the goal area for the majority of the game. 

The win enabled the Mules to even their record 
on their second weekend of playing back-to-back 
days. After dropping their first two games to a pair 
of regionally ranked opponents, Muhlenberg will 
head into Saturday’s Centennial Conference opener 
at McDaniel on a winning note.

Yom Kippur began at sunset on Friday, September 13 
and ended at nightfall on Saturday, September 15. 

Yom Kippur is one of the most important Jewish 
holidays of the year. The words “Yom Kippur” literally 
mean “day of atonement.” On this day, Jews are sup- 
posed to repent for their sins of the past year and make 
amends with themselves and G-d. Traditionally on 
Yom Kippur, Jews follow a strict set of rules that pro- 
hibits them from eating, drinking, showering, bathing, 


wearing makeup/deodorant, wearing leather, and en- 
gaging in sexual relations for 25 hours. The purpose of 
these sacrifices is to repent and ask forgiveness for one’s 
sins. The day is meant to be spent at temple and/or 
alone, so that a person can come to terms with himself/ 
herself as well as with G-d.

Op/Ed Writer peared in the last issue of the Muhlenberg Weekly 

discussed the extent to which sexually explicit songs 
are culturally lauded, specifically with regard to the song “Blurred Lines” by Robin 
Thicke. Robin Thicke certainly needs to be criticized, but not for our Victorian-like 
fear of anything related to sexuality. 

The song “Blurred Lines” is an overwhelming example of rape-culture, a term 
describing a culture where rape and trivialization of sexual violence are not only the 
norm, but are in many cases encouraged.

When a woman goes to a party, a club, or even on a date, her presence is not indica- 
tive of consent. Neither her style of dress nor level of alcohol consumption says she 
“wants it,” as Thicke says it does. In conclusion, the question we should ask our- 
selves is not whether sex sells, but whether or not we’re buying into misogyny.

Op/Ed Editor curred this Tuesday afternoon, and many freshman 

and sophomore students undoubtedly have begun to 
mull the prospect of Study Abroad, there would be no more appropriate time than 
now for me to offer a brief overview of my time in Sevilla, Spain during the Spring 
2013 semester. 

It had been a pervasive dream of mine to study in Spain since sixth grade, when 
I first noticed that I had a gift for learning the Spanish language. Even then, it was 
clear to me that the language one learns in a classroom is a far cry from the lan- 
guage spoken in the daily life of that language’s native land(s). 

Therefore, when I had the opportunity during my sophomore year at Muhlen- 
berg to sign up for Study Abroad in Spain, the only uncertainty I had was which 
city was the right fit for me. I decided on Sevilla, since all of my middle school and 
high school Spanish teachers said that it was the most beautiful city in all of Spain. 

Now, please don’t let me trick you into believing that I had no doubts. Having 
never spent more than ten days away from my home country at that time, three- 
and-a-half months seemed like an eternity. Eventually, however, I reconciled my 
fears and made the leap of faith, because I knew that I would come out of it a 
richer, more worldly, more mature human being. 

Okay, on to the trip from Newark to Sevilla on January 31, 2013, which I know 
you are anxiously waiting to hear. I could recount the then-aggravating story 
about the layover we had in Lisbon, Portugal, where the plane that was to take us 
to Sevilla could not land because of the thick fog, so we had to take a bus from the 
Lisbon International Airport to a smaller airport, but I’d rather begin from the first 
time I saw my dear Loli at Calle Madre Rafols 19, Sevilla. 

Who is Loli? I got out of the taxi cab completely disoriented, thinking to myself 
that the cab drivers in Sevilla were even more ballsy that the drivers in New York 
City. The driver kindly opened the trunk and took out my three suitcases, and as 
I turned around, I saw a woman bundled up in a tan, puffy coat, holding white, 
plastic grocery bags. She looked familiar to me, and I suddenly remembered seeing 
her face on Skype a few weeks prior. It was my host mother, Maria Dolores. She 
looked at me, smiled, and opened her arms as if to say, “Come give your mother a 
hug!” I walked over and hugged her, and I felt at that moment as if I had known 
her forever, as if she were a member of my family. She introduced herself as 
“Loli,” which apparently was a derivative of the name “Dolores.” I grabbed my 
suitcases, and she and I chatted in Spanish as we took the elevator up the three 
floors to her apartment. She asked me about my family, my interests, my hobbies, 
and so much more. I think after ten minutes with her, she knew more about me 


than I knew about myself! When we walked through the door of her apartment, 
a medium-sized dog named Sam ran around the corner and stood up on his hind 
legs when he reached me, dancing around me in delight. I had no idea that my 
host family had a dog, which excited me to no end. I then met my roommate, 

Mike, with whom I had spoken on Skype a few times and who had been studying in 
Sevilla since the beginning of January. Loli and I continued chatting as we walked 
into the living room. (Remember, this was all in Spanish. I spoke no English from 
the time I stepped off the plane in Sevilla, except when I called my parents.) 

Loli and I established an immediate rapport with each other, and I started to love 
her right away. Sometimes people come into your life at just the right time, and 
they give you just what you need. I can say without an ounce of hesitation that 
Loli was the main reason I enjoyed my time abroad. 

As I am an only child, the fact that Loli had five children, only one of whom 
lived in the apartment with her but all of whom came over for lunch at least once a 
week, was a godsend. They accepted me right away as their “hermanito,” and I felt 
both protected and exposed to a new way of thinking, at the same time. Oh, and I 
just have to say that the food she cooked every day for lunch, although somewhat 
bland compared to what most non-Spanish people expect, is delicious! 

Loli and I would talk for hours every day, about topics like family, philosophy, 
marriage, relationships, friendships, academics, literature, and religion. It’s impos- 
sible for me to disseminate all of the wisdom that she imparted to me in this article; 
however, suffice it to say that she and I established a level of trust with each other 
that I highly doubt either one of us has ever enjoyed, either in her then-58 or my 
then-20 years of life. 

I suppose that you, dear reader, would like to know about the academics, too? 
Well, even though the academics paled in comparison to how much I learned from 
Loli and her family in terms of both my proficiency in Spanish and in my over- 
all knowledge, it is worth discussing briefly. I would have to say that the greatest 
benefit of the academics was the fact that all of my professors were authentically 
Andalusian Spanish, and I most valued the exposure to the language and the accent 
at all hours of the day. The classes themselves were interesting, but the language 
was always my main focus. 

Leaving Spain was very difficult for me, but I know I will return one day. As Loli 
said to me (I will try my best to translate the essence of her words into English), 
“When you come back to visit, I will take out the roll away bed and you can sleep 
in my living room for as long as you want!” 

I wish all of the future study abroad students an experience as meaningful and as 
impactful as mine was. 
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Talking 
about sex 


By Randy Helm Last week’s Center for Ethics event (attended by 

President of the College more than 250 students, faculty, and staff) has, I am 

told, generated numerous conversations on campus. 
Members of the Muhlenberg family beyond the campus, also a vital part of our 
community, are likely to have their own reactions to this year’s theme: “Sex, Ethics, 
and Pleasure Politics.” As President of the College, I hope that each year’s Center 
for Ethics programming will enable us to consider and address important questions. 
Though I am rarely invited to participate in planning these themes, I was invited to 
do so by Bruce Wightman, Jeremy Teissere, and Cathy Ouellette when they started 
putting together this year’s program, and I provided candid feedback. Based on 
these conversations, I am confident that we agree on two matters of fundamental 
importance. 

First, “sex” is a sensitive and complicated subject with implications ranging from 
the physical, to the social, emotional, spiritual, and, yes, even political. It involves 
our most personal identities and vulnerabilities as well as our values and (for many) 
religious beliefs. A successful series on sex and ethics must acknowledge all of 
these dimensions, even if it cannot address them in all their complexity. 

Second, members of the Muhlenberg community have very different values, pref- 
erences, comfort levels, and beliefs in regard to sex. Some may be eager to discuss 
their views; others would rather not. We need to acknowledge and respect these 
differences, using the series as an opportunity to learn from each other - not as an 
opportunity to shock, titillate, exoticize, or pass judgment on those unlike ourselves. 
Mutual respect, patience, openhearted listening, and empathy will be required of 
those who choose to participate in the conversation. This may be easier said than 
done, but we all need to commit to these values if our community is to benefit from 
this series. 

It’s important to acknowledge that there are aspects of this Center for Ethics 
series on which, I suspect, many of us will disagree. One example is the appropri- 
ateness of bringing “sex workers” as speakers to our campus - something for which 
several students at the forum advocated strongly. 

It is certainly legitimate to debate the morality and legality of “sex work” (pri- 


marily prostitution and pornography). Some members of our community regard 
these as victimless activities that should not be regulated or criminalized. Others 
regard them as immoral and degrading. Many believe that the issues include im- 
portant questions of human rights, including human trafficking and sexual abuse. 
Any program that oversimplifies these complexities would, I believe, represent a 
pedagogical and ethical failure, and might make the College complicit in activities 
that violate our most fundamental values. 

Many promising issues were raised during last week’s forum, including the effect 
of hook-up culture on students, the cultural assumptions that make sexual assault 
more likely, and others. The program directors of this year’s Center for Ethics 
certainly have a rich vein of material that could be mined and connected with ques- 
tions of ethics and values on campus. 

One student suggested that the College’s president should articulate a “Sexual 
Vision” for the College. I must confess that I don’t have one and I’m not certain that 
I should. But I will comment on one issue that I think is of paramount importance: 
the question of mutual consent. Personally, I believe that anything adults choose 
to do by mutual informed consent is okay as long as it doesn’t harm or violate the 
rights of others. But “mutual informed consent” isn’t as simple as it sounds. 

During the September 10th program, 55% of participants answered that they 
knew when their partner was willing to engage in sexual activity because they 
“asked”. That sounded encouraging until only 5% reported that “talking” was part 
of foreplay. 

I’m not sure what kind of “asking” can take place without “talking” but I suspect 
it is the kind of “asking” where both questions and answers are ambiguous and mis- 
interpretation is easy. All too frequently the result of this communication failure is 
deeply traumatic for both victims and perpetrators. Our community should spend 
more time thinking and talking about the meaning of consent, and how partners 
communicate clearly and unequivocally about what they want and don’t want. 

As we talk about sensitive issues throughout the coming year, I ask all members 
of the Muhlenberg family to demonstrate the mutual respect and consideration that 
are hallmarks of our community. 


Letter to the Editor: Discussion on Sex Talk 

Last Tuesday, one of the largest crowds for a Center for Ethics event packed Miller 
Forum for a discussion entitled “How should we talk about sex at Muhlenberg?” — 
the first event in this year’s program on Sex, Ethics, and Pleasure Politics . It was im- 
portant to hear so many different student voices and perspectives, some of which 
had an edge to them. As Program Co-Director Jeremy Teissere suggested in closing 
remarks, this energy should provide the momentum for an ongoing conversation 
and perhaps inspire more student-originated programming on campus than is typi- 
cally the case at Muhlenberg. 

One question that was posed several times in different forms was why the Center 
for Ethics didn’t invite a sex worker or “sexpert” as part of the program. Let me 
try to answer that question here, by explaining how the Center for Ethics process 
worked this year. Faculty involved in program planning decided to tackle ethical 
questions as they relate to sexuality, following up on a proposal long-championed 
by Professor Jim Bloom of the English Department. Because of the obvious 
sensitivity of the topic (last Tuesday WAS awkward at times), I took the unusual 
step of consulting the administration as we developed the theme and program. 
Everyone should understand that there was general support for the theme, given 
its significance to the college community and the slowly changing sexual norms 
in American society. A strong opinion was voiced by the administration that a sex 
worker should not be part of the Center for Ethics program. I want to be clear that 
the Program Directors (Drs. Teissere and Ouellette) and I do not necessarily share 
this view and have some concerns about prejudging speakers on the basis of their 
occupation. The Program Directors felt that the program they envisioned could be 
fashioned without inviting a sex worker to talk. However, there will be academic 
speakers (Linda Williams and Denise Brennan) who will address the issues of sex 
work directly. A “sexpert” remains a possibility for future programming. 

I encourage those who have an interest in this theme to give the program de- 
scription by Drs. Teissere and Ouellette a very close reading. It is available on the 
Center for Ethics webpage. The program, as they envision it, is not just about sex, 
but also about the difference between private and public conversation. This dif- 
ferentiates our program about sex from those on most other campuses. Indeed, I 
would argue that it creates a unique program — in the true sense of the word. The 
hope is that this program will complicate our views about the nature of sexual- 
ity and how we represent and study sex. As such, I hope students will come and 
engage in this year’s program. Student voices can be powerful and help shape the 
direction of future conversations and additional program on our campus.

from Ethics | page l the student body present is that an overwhelming majority believes sex is always okay as long as it is between consensual parties. Barely 

anyone voted for the classic Christian value of waiting for marriage. 

A point of controversy arose surrounding a poll relating drunkenness to sex. Zero percent of the student body admitted to engaging in sex while drunk, which aroused 
many questions regarding sexual assault on the Muhlenberg campus. President Helm spoke to a 100% correlation between sexual assault and drinking, but a student re- 
torted, “Correlation does not equal causation”. This topic will surely come to the forefront at future discussions. 

In regards to sexual assault, it was mentioned rape was mostly committed by men. Professor Tjelveit listed several reasons for this, including the male complex attributed 
to the desire to dominate. “Power reels its ugly head,” Tjelveit said. Power is always a term people need to remember in regards to most aspects of life, including sex. 

The panelists fell flat to many members of the audience. Most of the adults seemed tentative when answering the questions, using the polls to hide behind. Other panel- 
ists simply didn’t talk and didn’t dare to answer questions out of discomfort, or fear of alienating the audience. 

Two panelists do deserve to be commended for their work that evening, however. One is, Director of Multicultural Life, Robin Riley-Casey. She was witty with her 
opinions, but also very honest about her previous experiences. Being a black woman, it was an intriguing and important perspective to hear from. 

The other panelist worthy of recognition was Mel, the student representative on the panel. She was engaging and open, the only panelist willing to venture into the depths 
of every question and pull out an opinion, typically agreeable with the present student body. She was making the finest points of the lot, and proving she may be more 
knowledgeable than most of the other panel members. 

Her most important point may have been when she said, “I think sex education needs to be on this campus.” When she said this, she wasn’t just speaking about the typi- 
cal sex education, involving the mantras of safe sex and avoiding teen pregnancy. She also meant the history of sex, the pleasure of sex, and so much more that is rarely 
talked about. 

Many students hope this was just the beginning of an ongoing discussion about sex on campus, since so much was left to be desired in this opening event. The next event 
in the series will be on October 23, when Joan Bertin, Executive Director of the National Coalition Against Censorship, gets into the history of sex and sex education.

berg offered a shuttle to and from all three of these services. Within walking distance, at the Congregation Sons of Israel (Orthodox), services 
were held on Friday evening and Saturday morning.

from Syria | page l Before opening the floor for comments, Dr. Christopher Herrick, Dr. S. Mohsin Hashim, and Dr. A. Lanethea Matthews from the Politi- 

cal Science department and Dr. Mark Stein from the History department shared background information on Syria and the US involvement. 
For those who are unfamiliar with the conflict, Syrian Pres. Bashar al Assad is an Alawite, which is a Shiite branch, and is the ruling minority in Syria. The suffering Sunni 
majority started peaceful protests in 201 1 , but their protests were met with aggression. The Free Syrian Army was fully formed and functional shortly after the protests were 
met with Assad’s aggression. Jihadists have since joined the rebel cause. Two years later, since the sarin gas attack, the world now has their eyes on Syria. 

The microphone was left vacant for less than a moment before being handed off to students and faculty members in the Great Room. 

Early on, many who spoke were quick to criticize the lack of humanitarian concern for Syria’s suffering. Chelsea Rahal, a senior History major, commented, “Humanitar- 
ian effort should be a higher concern. If we[the US] are only concerned on an international level, then I think we are very callous.” The fact that people in Syria have been 
suffering for two years and received little attention until now resonated with some people and horrified others. 

But where is the rest of the world’s horror? Where is the rest of the world that has been idly watching the appalling footage of Syrian massacres? A student commented, 
“The world needs to stand up. The superpowers are, but many countries are not. This is a world issue.” 

So how should the world respond? Many were interested in Pres. Putin’s diplomatic solution. Some favored military action instead. 

“What happens when a Russian bomb sinks a U.S. ship? What happens when Russia shoots down a U.S. plane? That is the danger in military action,” offered Michael 
Hoffman, a senior Political Science and Media & Communication double major who served in the military in 2003. By opting for military action, the high risk of further 
foreign entanglement is what discourages some Muhlenberg students from supporting military action. 

Instead of American action, a woman who identified with Syria said, “We need to pressure the Arab countries because Syria has more respect for them.” Other partici- 
pants were in favor of this strategy because it avoided the American imperialist image, but did not completely release the responsibility of the US to act or to offer support. 

After an hour, some students left the Great Room for classes, but many stayed behind to continue discussing the issue with other students and professors. 

Alexander Brotman, a senior Film Studies and Media & Communication double major reflected, “I was not surprised at all that so many were against military action. I 
had been leaning towards military strikes, but after this discussion I started to change my mind. I’m still not sure.”

September 1 1th Memorial

News Writer American history, the Wescoe Garden was alight with 

candles to commemorate the September 11th attacks. 
Approximately thirty to forty students and faculty attended the memorial that evening 
to take time to remember the 2,996 victims of not only those affected by the World 
Trade Center attacks, but also the lives lost at the Pentagon and the fallen plane in 
Pennsylvania. 

Throughout the day leading up to the ceremony, many took time to recall their 
personal experiences on that day. Although most students were only about six to nine 
years old in 2001, many still remember the day as if it had happened recently. It was 
hard for many to fathom that the attacks were over a decade ago. In conversations 
with their friends and colleagues, people’s own experience on the days of the attacks 
were shared amongst the crowd: Many people’s lives were directly affected during 
9/11 since most of the student body is from the New York/New Jersey area. 

As students and faculty entered the ceremony, a violin piece set the stage for the 
opening of the memorial. A sense of grief and sadness was widespread as people 
entered, but President Helm uplifted spirits with a psalm reading. The psalm gave an 
optimistic feeling of hope that although God may not seem as if He’s always there, we 
cannot lose faith. 

The names of Muhlenberg alumni who passed away during the attacks were read 
aloud. Attendees were touched by their shared stories, few of whom were just starting 
their career after graduating from the college. 

This simple ceremony was extremely touching. It reminded us all that we must 
stand proud as Americans and come together in times of need to help our neighbors. 
Those who perished in the attacks may be gone, but never forgotten. 

Students may visit the September 11th Memorial in the Wescoe Garden on the front 
lawn of the college whenever they please. It is always open if one wishes to pay their 
respects to the fallen victims.

Comedy with a side of 
Gender Politics

Arts & Culture Writer directed by actress Lake Bell. Bell grounds her 

story in the specific and largely unexplored world 
of voiceover actors. She plays Carol Solomon, a vocal coach who wants to transition 
into the male-dominated sphere of voiceover acting, within which her father is a brash 
and successful star. When Carol begins to find success in movie trailer voiceovers, 
her father feels that his own place in this world, as well as the dominance of male 
voices, is threatened. 

In a World..., for which Bell won a screenwriting award at the Sundance Film 
Festival, is a delightfully funny and sensitive film that deftly addresses the significance 
of the gender disparity in voiceover acting. A small but key role is played by actress 
Geena Davis, whose character emphasizes that the presence of female voices in 
film trailers is an empowering opportunity for women. Davis is no stranger to the 
intersection between gender and media. She is the founder of the Geena Davis 
Institute on Gender in Media, an organization that works toward gender balance 
and the reduction of stereotypes in media representations. Much of the attention 
on the relationship between women and media is focused on representation - on the 
mediums and ways in which the perspective of women is heard. In her film, Bell 
subverts this focus to where women are - and aren’t - literally being heard. 

It can be difficult to attend to what isn’t there - to notice what isn’t offered and 
represented in a media-saturated environment. The average fare on the CW, for 
example, features white, middle-class characters. To look beyond the pretty young 
things and soapy storylines is to notice the lack of diversity in who is represented 
and how they are represented. I had never consciously thought about the voice that 
narrated the hundreds of film trailers I’ve seen. What does it mean that this voice 
is overwhelmingly male and is so normalized in this way that it goes unquestioned? 
Under Bell’s direction, In a World... calls for the recognition of this practice and the 
inclusion of a diversity of voices. That she does this in a joyful and witty comedy is 
proof that her voice is one to pay attention to.

The ones who didn’t get away : SMU, college 

football’s greatest mistake 


SMU. What do these three letters mean to you? 

Don’t worry take a few seconds. Done? Ok good. 

My guess is that you have no idea what those three let- 
ters stand for. It’s okay, you can thank the NCAA for that. 
Back in the early 1980’s the Mustangs of Southern Methodist University, SMU, field- 
ed one of the greatest teams in 
college football history. From 
1981-1984 the Mustangs would 
be 41-5-1 with three conference 
championships. Not only that, 
but they had arguably had the 
greatest baclcfield tandem with 
NFL greats Eric Dickerson and 
Craig James. 

So what happened to them? 

Why does no one know of this 
great football dynasty? One 
word: money. 

If I were to list all of the 
NCAA football programs that 
have made illegal payments to 
student athletes, it would take 
forever. A few do come to mind 
however; USC, Miami, Ohio 
State, Alabama, and Kentucky, 
just to name a few. Why is 
SMU different? 

Well they were the ones 
that were penalized the most. 

What happened, was that 
SMU boosters were actually 
signing players to professional 
contracts to come play college 
football. Just ask Dickerson, 
where the most common joke 
is that he took a pay cut when 
he came to the NFL. All of a 
sudden after Ron Meyer took 
over a struggling program in 
1978, SMU soon became a recruiting juggernaut. 

In 1979 Eric Dickerson was the most sought after player in high school football. 
While originally committing to Texas A&M, which itself was shady, he somehow 
wound up with a gold Trans-Am, and at the last-minute Dickerson decided to com- 
mit to SMU. Many coaches and fans were left wondering, how the heck is SMU get- 
ting all these players? During the eighties the team would be hit with sanction after 
sanction when it became apparent that SMU had been giving incentives to its players. 

In 1984 the program was put on probation for two seasons after it was discov- 
ered that an offensive lineman, Sean Stopperich, had been given money and a house 
for he and his family as a gift of good faith from SMU alums. After this probation 
the NCAA created the so-called “Death Penalty” for second time offenders to the 
NCAA rules. 

After two 6-5 seasons, SMU would find itself in the crosshairs of the NCAA. After 
not being allowed to join the team after a drug problem, linebacker David Stanley in- 
terviewed with Dallas Channel 8 and exposed that SMU was still paying players even 
after the 1985 probation. The main reason SMU didn’t stop the payments is because 
they knew that if they stopped the payments, someone would talk. 

After the news broke, the NCAA decided to act. On February 25, 1987 the NCAA 
banned the SMU football program from playing any games or scholarships as the 
program was issued the “Death Penalty”. With the death of the SMU program, the 
lone star state lost not only lost the only major college football team in the state’s 
largest metropolis Dallas, but it exposed a rampant problem of illegally recruiting 
throughout the state of Texas. 

To make matters worse, the chairman of SMU who had promised to clean up the 


program was none other than Texas governor Bill Clements. Think about it, the gov- 
ernor of the state didn’t stop a cheating scandal for a college football program. After 
the Death Penalty, SMU’s top players were allowed to attend the university, which a 
vast majority of them did. 

It wasn’t until 1989 that the SMU football program would return to the field. 

However, with their reputation 
and a crack down on recruit- 
ment, SMU found it impos- 
sible to recruit the same talent 
they had before. Marred the 
scandal the program the Mus- 
tangs were forced to join Con- 
ference USA after the SWC 
dissolved. Despite the move, 
from 1989-2009, SMU would 
only have one winning season. 
Despite a recent resurgence in 
the program, including mov- 
ing into the American Athletic 
Conference, the program still is 
nowhere near being a national 
competitor like in the early 
eighties. 

While only time will tell us 
how Penn State’s probation 
will affect the school long-term, 
it’s clear it will not be as severe 
as SMU. While many of the 
schools today get put on proba- 
tion or might lose some schol- 
arships or bowl appearances, it 
doesn’t come close to suspend- 
ing the entire program for two 
seasons. 

Did SMU deserve to get 
slammed for its actions? Ab- 
solutely! Did it not deserve the 
opportunity to compete for thir- 
ty years? No. After the Death 
Penalty was issued and the impact of the decision was realized, it is my personal 
opinion that the NCAA will never issue another Death Penalty again. 

Firstly, there is too much money at stake, especially if they ever had to get rid of a 
top program for one year. Also, I believe the NCAA thought that SMU could recover, 
but after realizing the damage it had done, the NCAA will not put another program 
through the same turmoil- just look at Penn State. This was a program that had been 
associated with egregious crimes and while they did get severely penalized, they were 
allowed to keep their program. 

Of all the people who suffered the most from SMU’s penalty, it was the kids. The 
fans and athletes who didn’t get money were being punished for something that they 
weren’t involved in. Why should a whole school, football program, and city suffer 
for the bad decisions of a few individuals? Penn State fans are upset about their bowl 
appearances and Joe Paterno’s wins being forfeited, but they still have a competitive 
team to root for. SMU had to go two years without a team to cheer for and have gone 
almost thirty years without a team that they could hope would be in the hunt for a 
national title. 

I hope SMU gets there one day. While it is a steep climb to the top, this program 
has been steadily moving in the right direction for the past couple of seasons. This is 
a team that I think a lot of fans can get behind. A team and fan base that has gone 
through so much finally rising from the ashes and reaching upward. Being a UConn 
fan myself, I’m ecstatic the SMU Mustangs are joining the AAC. They are a team 
on the rise and a team that once again could make some major national noise in the 
future. 

Who knows: maybe one day SMU fans, the Pony Express will ride once again.

got their Centennial Confer- 
ence seasons off to a flying 
start, each earning victories at McDaniel in their CC 
openers. 

Volleyball’s sweep of the Green Terror was part of a 
2-0 day in which the Mules (6-4) also posted a 3-0 win 
over Goucher. Sophomore Sarah Weyhmuller led the 
way in the McDaniel match, producing a team-high 10 
kills and three blocks as Muhlenberg took the first two 
sets by a score of 25-15 before edging the Green Terror, 

25-23, in the third. 

Sophomore Joanne Josephson turned in a solid all- 
around performance with nine kills in only 13 attempts, 
three digs and three blocks in the CC opener, while 
sophomore Katherine Boll (six kills, four aces, two 
blocks), freshman Allison Glass (six kills, two aces, five Abby Lazofsky, class of 2017 
digs) and sophomore co-captain Chelsea Kaser (team- Photo Courtesy of Muhlenberg Sports 



high 15 digs) also played well. 

Tied at 23 in the third set, Josephson’s kill gave the Mules a match 
point, and sophomore Erin Murphy came up with a block to seal the 
victory. 

The passing of sophomore Vanessa Pulice and junior Nikki Dickson 
(23 combined assists) enabled Muhlenberg to hit an astounding .326, 
with only eight attack errors. 

Women’s soccer, meanwhile, scored an early goal and held on for a 
1-0 victory at McDaniel, the Mules’ third consecutive shutout. 

Freshman Abby Lazofsky (right) netted her second career goal off a 
corner kick by senior co-captain Stephanie Tramutola in the 20th min- 
ute, giving the Mules (3-2, 1-0) an early lead. That was all Muhlenberg 
would need, as sophomore goalie Jen Mermelstein (three saves for her 
first career shutout) and the rest of the Mule defense made sure the ad- 
vantage held up. 

The Mules, who outshot McDaniel, 12-5, for the contest, avenged a 
1-0 setback at the hands of the Green Terror in last season’s conference 
opener. Since then, Muhlenberg has allowed only two goals in 10 CC 
matches.

Moving Forward With Diversity at Muhlenberg 


By Briana Stapleton When one thinks of the 

News Writer stereotypical Muhlen- 

berg student, the image 
of the white, upper middle-class often comes to mind. 
The initiative to change this homogenous picture of the 
College has come to the surface last year thanks to Pres- 
ident Helm and students of the Multicultural Center. 

After talking to students of all grades, it is clear that 
the word “diversity” causes some confusion. Do we 
mean religious diversity? Racial diversity? Economic 
diversity? 

The answer is a little bit of all of them. While 
Muhlenberg does have a strong Jewish and Catholic 


base, the College is beginning to expand its applicant 
pool to include more Hindus and Buddhists. The larg- 
est focus in the upcoming year, however, has to do with 
increasing racial and economic diversity. 

At the beginning of the spring semester, President 
Randy Helm addressed the issue of diversity on cam- 
pus. At a college that is approximately 75%-80% Cau- 
casian, he acknowledges that increasing matriculation 
from varied racial and economic groups is a “work in 
progress”. Nonetheless, he is proud of some of the ac- 
complishments at Muhlenberg as of last year. 

The College’s current budget has approximately $31 
million dollars per year designated for financial aid. 


Most of this money supports socio-economic diversity 
in the student body. In the past ten years, the percentage 
of aid awarded to students of color has increased from 
13.4% in 2003 to 17.4% in 2012. There has been slow 
but steady increases in racially diverse applicants. In 
the class of 2016, the student body is made of 12.12% 
multicultural students as compared to 11.6% in 2012. 

Some may consider boasting a 1% increase in diver- 
sity at the school is something we should not take seri- 
ously. We must remember, however, that stereotypes do 
not change overnight. President Helm emphasizes that 

it is a slow journey

Tales from Abroad: 

Maastricht University

I am studying abroad in Maastricht — the small, 
southern-most and oldest city in the Nether- 
lands. Not Holland, as people here in the south 
have reminded us time and time again - Holland is just 
the northern part of the country. Choosing where to study 
abroad can be a long and arduous process; however, since 
I am a business major, it was quite easy choosing Maas- 
tricht. Maastricht University has had a special program 
designed specifically for Muhlenberg students for years. 

While studying at Maastricht University, if you are a 
business major, you complete all but one of the necessary 
classes for a concentration in international business. 

Maastricht University, a relatively new university found- 
ed in 1976, in an attempt to attract more students, has a 
huge international student population compared to many 
other universities. The classes at Maastricht University are 
based on a type of learning called Problem Based Learn- 
ing (PBL). PBL is similar to many Muhlenberg classes in 
that they are small, discussion-based classes; however, the 
professor is now called the tutor, and does not teach or say 
much, but rather guides the classroom discussion. In PBL, 
the students essentially become the teacher. Each class, a 
different student leads the discussion. Unlike Muhlenberg, 

Maastricht has a large student population - about 15,000 
- and there is no campus. It is located throughout the city 
and the dorms are located about a 10-15 minute bike ride 
from the closest school building - yes, bike ride. 

The first thing I noticed when I arrived here in Maas- 
tricht was that everyone rides bikes. On every street there 

are bike lanes and the biker always has the right away - even if while biking you 
crash into a car, it is the driver’s fault. We were told that we should buy bikes - so 
that’s exactly what we did. In one of the first few days here we had heard of an 
elderly woman who sold bikes out of her backyard. We had been warned not to 
buy bikes from shady characters, but we decided to give it a shot anyway. A few 
friends and I decided to make the 30-minute walk to the woman’s house in an area

we hadn’t yet explored. When we arrived we knocked on her front door and said, 
“We are looking for bikes.” In broken English, the elderly woman said, “Around 
back,” and pointed around the corner. Yes, we were quite nervous too. When we 
got to the back alleyway, sure enough, her backyard was 
full of bikes - probably about 100 or so. They were in all 
different conditions and styles and the price varied de- 
pending on the quality of the bike - a decent one could 
be bought for anywhere from 50 - 70 euros (we were told 
not to spend too much since they would most likely be 
stolen anyway). So my friends and I each chose one that 
we thought suited us best and decided to test drive them up 
and down the alleyway behind her house. Some of us had 
not been on bikes in years so we were a little off balance 
(this must have been a sight to see), but the saying is true 
- it was just like riding a bike - you never forget. So after 
we each decided on a bike, had our seats adjusted, and 
purchased a lock, we were off, better able to explore this 
amazing city. 

While studying abroad, travelling is a must. When else 
will you get this opportunity? And travelling in Europe 
is not expensive at all. With some planning and flying 
Ryanair (a very low-cost airline) and research on hostels, 
it is easily done on a budget. You get to experience other 
cultures and see the history you have learned about — his- 
tory that the United States does not have. Yes, the United 
States is the best country to live in, but you will not fully 
appreciate that until you are able to experience other 
cultures. Even if you are not studying abroad, travel- 
ling anywhere you get the chance, is essential - travelling

United States, one of the first thing brought to your 
table at a restaurant is a glass of tap water. This is 
not the case in Europe. Many places will look at you like you have 5 heads when 
you ask for tap water, but some reluctantly give in - others will simply say no. If 
you are thirsty, you must purchase a bottle of water (you are always asked still or 
sparkling), a soda (with no free refills, and the bottles are smaller), or a beer or wine 
(which are usually cheaper than a water or soda). 

The hardest thing about studying abroad is not being able to adjust to the culture. 
It seems as if no one likes to work here in The Netherlands. Instead, they just sit 


in a market square for hours, relax, and have a drink or two. For me, the language 
difference has not been a problem, because everyone here speaks English and is 
always eager to practice it with a native speaker (even though many of them speak 
better English than we do). The hardest part has been communication with people 
at home - significant others, family, and friends. The time difference can be a chal- 
lenge - especially when everyone has different schedules. But with some planning, 
it becomes much easier. Skype, Facebook, Whatsapp, or Viber, are necessities when 
studying abroad to stay in contact with everyone back at home. Communication, 
especially while travelling, with everyone back at home is vital. Do not forget about 
your significant others, friends, and family - they have not forgotten about you.

Muhlenberg Athletics cross country teams learned that 

they were regionally ranked, they 
looked the part in dominating the 
Cedar Crest/Muhlenberg Invitational. 

Both Mule squads won the team title for the second year 
in a row, and the meet co-hosts also produced both individual 
gold medalists in senior Nicki Cronin and junior Luke Mu- 
nyan. 

It was the fifth time since the meet began in 1993 that 
Muhlenberg swept the team titles, but the first team that both 
race winners came from Muhlenberg. 

A car that drove ahead of runners, beeping spectators away 
from the course, was the only competition for Cronin, who 
won by a whopping 46 seconds. She was the seventh Mule 
female to win the meet and set a meet record for highest finish 
by a Cronin - her older sister Jenn, running unattached, came 
in second last year. 

Munyan, on the other hand, had someone to flank him for 
most of the race - freshman Jaryd Flank, who came in a close 


second. Munyan is only the third member of the Muhlenberg 
men’s team to cross the line first at Cedar Crest, and the first 
since 2003. 

Munyan and Flank led an impressive performance by the 
men, who had the first four finishers and seven of the top 
nine. Sophomore Stephen Srolca and junior Kenny Wohl 
came in third and fourth, respectively, and after runners from 
Moravian and Ursinus interrupted the parade of Mules, ju- 
niors Zach Lifman and Joshua Elkan and senior Jarrett Felix 
resumed it. 

Muhlenberg’s 1 7 team points, only two more than the low- 
est score possible, were far ahead of second-place Ursinus 
(71) and third-place Moravian (77). 

The women’s race was a little closer, with the Mules finish- 
ing nine points ahead of Ursinus despite competing without 
their No. 2 runner from the first meet of the season. Sopho- 
more Claire Thornton finished seventh in her season debut, 
with senior Ramzy Burns (11th), junior Chelsea Rivenbark 
(13th) and senior Lauren Zakheim (14th) also placing in the 
Photo Courtesy of Muhlenberg Athletics top 15.

Hall of Fame to Add Four 


Courtesy of Muhlenberg College will induct four new members into 

Muhlenberg Athletics its Athletic Hall of Fame on Saturday, October 5. 

The Hall of Fame Class of 2013 includes Sam Stovall 
’77, Michael McCabe ’01, Dawn Iberer ’04 and Kristen Bruschi Wade ’05. 

Stovall was one of the top kickers in Muhlenberg football history, earning first- 
team All-MAC South honors in 1976, when he was a perfect 29-for-29 on extra 
points. He set school records (since broken) for career PATs made (78), consecutive 
PATs made (30), PAT percentage (.940) and points scored by kicking (111). 

Stovall also was a four-year letterwinner as a javelin thrower on the Mule track 
and field team. He served as a team co-captain his senior year and won the javelin at 
seven dual meets in his last two seasons. 

McCabe shattered the school records for passing in his three years as a starting 
quarterback, throwing for 6,938 yards and 64 touchdowns. The records before he 
arrived were 4,549 and 42, respectively. He recorded eight 300-yard games (of the 18 
in program history), including a school-record 471 yards against Dickinson in 1999. 
McCabe had a 20-11 record as starting quarterback and led the Mules to their first 
postseason appearance in 54 years in 2000. 

In addition to the records above, which still stand, McCabe holds school marks 
for attempts (928), completions (502) and lowest percentage of passes intercepted 
(3.2) in a career and yards (2, 560)and touchdowns (26) in a season. An All-Cen- 
tennial Conference second-team selection in 2001, McCabe ranks sixth on the CC’s 
all-time passing list and holds the league record for passing yards by a left-handed 


quarterback. 

Iberer is the all-time leading scorer in Muhlenberg women’s soccer history with 
134 points. She scored a school-record 59 goals in her career and holds three of the 
top four single-season point totals in program history. Iberer was the first Mule to be 
named to the All-CC first team all four years, and she also was named a second-team 
All-American in 2001. 

Iberer helped Muhlenberg to three CC championships and a record of 63-18-4 
(.765) in her four years. Twice during her career, the Mules advanced to the “Sweet 
16” of the NCAA Tournament. She scored five goals in six career NCAA Tourna- 
ment games. 

Bruschi is the all-time leading scorer in Muhlenberg field hockey history with 135 
points, 40 more than the player in second place. She broke a 40-year-old school re- 
cord for goals in a career (59) and also holds records for goals (19) and points (44) 
in a season and assists in a career (17). Bruschi was named to the All-CC team three 
straight years, earning first-team honors in 2002 and 2004, and was also named to the 
All-South Region team all three years. 

Bruschi helped the Mules tie a school record with 14 wins in 2002 and earn a na- 
tional top- 10 ranking in 2003. She also lettered three years on the women’s golf team, 
finishing in the top 10 at the CC Championships twice. 

The Hall of Fame induction celebration is scheduled to begin at 5:00 with a recep- 
tion, followed by dinner at 6:00.

On 
defense, Crichton led the Mules with 10 tackles and junior 
linebacker Jeremey Thomas added six tackles of his own, a 
forced fumble, as well as a blocked punt.

Congress Stalemate Promotes Government Shutdown

on September 30, Re- 
publicans and Democrats in congress failed to create a 
spending plan for the new fiscal year. This resulted in a 
government shutdown, an event that has not occurred 
for 17 years. 

By midnight on Monday, a memo was issued by the 
white house budget office that requested the orderly 
shutdown of government agencies. This will result in 
800,000 federal workers being furloughed on Tuesday 
and staying home, without receiving pay, rather than 
going to work. This happens because government 
agency workers are divided into “essential/ expected” 
and “non-essential/non-expected.” Those in the “es- 


sential” category will continue to work, most likely 
receiving delayed paychecks once the shutdown has 
ended. Those who have been deemed “non-essential” 
will have half a work day to finish their tasks, then they 
will stay at home for the remainder of the shutdown. 

Some of these essential functions include the postal 
service, the military, and social security, meaning that 
the shutdown will not hurt nor greatly affect the general 
public. However, certain aspects of our lives will defi- 
nitely be hindered. Loans for buying a home, passports, 
and gun permits will not be given out any time soon. 
Also, most federal offices, museums, and national parks 
will be closed. 

However, government workers who protect our na- 
tional security, such as air-traffic controllers, prison 


guards, and border patrol agents are required to work. 
Also, the government will keep paying our troops dur- 
ing the shutdown, so Americans should not fear that 
our national security is in danger during this time. 

The cause of all this is the inability of Democrats and 
Republicans in congress to come to conclusions and 
create a spending plan.

See Us: A Call To End Racial 
Profiling on Campus 

By Vernon Jordan On February 26, 2012, in a hot, sweltering state, the 

Op/Ed Writer life of a young man was taken. The police contacted 

his family two days after the incident, and neglected to 
bring the gunman, George Zimmerman in for questioning and investigation for an- 
other two weeks. That night the life of Trayvon Martin was taken; and by March of 
2012 this nation had erupted with what so many of us had tried to deny still existed: 
the presence of fear, hate, and violence projected toward people of African descent. 

In other words, the United States of America, that not too long ago just elected its 
first Black President, still holds an issue with Black persons - and in this case, black 
young men. 

Here’s what we know: (1) we know if Zimmerman had obeyed the dispatcher’s 
orders Trayvon would not have been murdered that night.; (2) we know that Trayvon 
wore a hoodie and carried an Arizona Ice Tea and a bag of Skittles; Zimmerman car- 
ried a gun; (3) we know that Trayvon looks just like us: he is a Black young man; (4) 
we know racial profiling was involved; (5) and we know, hypothetically, had Trayvon 
Martin- a black boy from a project in Sanford, Florida -been a Thomas Smith- a 
white boy from a suburban Wayne, Pennsylvania - things would have ended differ- 
ently. 

The series of media publicity, mixed feelings, candle-light vigils, and articles came 
to a peak and held its breath on July 13, 2013 when the defendant, George Zimmer- 
man, was found not guilty of second-degree murder. The verdict, the various re- 
sponses to the verdict, and the fact that a law could justify this young man’s murder, 
to us, symbolizes a clear statement that this country puts zero value on the life of 
black and brown people. And that hurts. 

We want to be clear here and say we’re not surprised by the verdict; we want to 
be clear here and say we’re not surprised that something like this could happen (the 
death of an innocent, black male victim, Jonathan Ferrell, occurred more recently). 
What we are surprised at is for all of our “improvements” and “changes” things in 
our present are too similar to our past; too similar to the America that was in 1619, 
when African slaves first touched shore; too similar to the America that was in 1963, 
when four young African American girls lost their lives in the bombing of 16 St. 
Baptist Church, in Birmingham, Alabama; and in light 

of all of this, we’re an America that has continued to see racial | page 3

Fast forward roughly 120 years and “reading people” (a phrase Balasz would be 
amused at, I’m sure) is at a near pandemic level. Most people think they know how 
to read emotions well, whether they actually do or not (most of the time not). I’m 
sure we all know many people who, upon first meeting them, during those initial 
awkward conversations (why are they awkward, I wonder...), claim that they “can 
read people really well” and “know exactly what people are thinking a lot of the 
time.” 

This seems to be a direct effect of the moving image’s impact on our culture. 
We’ve seen so many movies, so many scenarios played out, so many emotions deft- 
ly displayed by some of the world’s best actors. We think we know what emotion 
really looks like. But we don’t, we really don’t. 

One of the main colloquial criticisms of any film is that “it wasn’t realistic 
enough.” But if one digs even an inch below that statement, it becomes evident that 
it holds no weight. What does one mean by ‘realistic’? Emotions on film are cer- 
tainly not realistic; no matter how hard an actor tries, there will always be height- 
ened emotion and a heightened reality. It’s in the nature of visual narrative to tran- 
scend realism. The real trouble here is when we look to what causes this heightened 
state: the conveyance of truth. An actor is in constant search of how to portray the 
truth pristinely. It is their main job. They are telling the truth, even when their char- 
acters may be telling the crudest lies, they are telling the truth. 


So, one might ask, if they are telling the truth how is that not realistic? Well, we 
are forgetting that no human tells the truth in real life. We are lying, even when we 
are telling others our darkest and most sacred secrets, we are lying. 

To quote Tom Stoppard’s Rosencrantz and Guildenstern Are Dead, “We’re actors — 
we’re the opposite of people!” 

So, what then does it mean that we in this generation all think ourselves experts 
of empathy after being engrossed by a visual deluge of human souls immediately 
made flesh, by the language of gestures and facial expressions, since birth? It means 
we are actually lacking empathy, having replaced it with some kind of shadowy 
doppelganger. 

The other day I was sitting in the light lounge, watching the coverage of the Navy 
Yard shooting in Washington, D.C. I was wrestling with my feelings about the situ- 
ation when a girl walked up to a table of her friends and made a comment I found 
greatly disconcerting. 

“Oh yeah, they’ll report on this, but not on the shootings that go on in the streets 
every single day.” 

At face value, yes, this comment makes sense. The media is twisted in its depic- 
tion of events and should report more of the crime that no one thinks about, and 
that is just one problem among a myriad of other journalistic travesties going on in 
television today. 

But the comment reveals the empathetic torsion going on inside many of this 
generation’s minds. There is a constant struggle between the over-intellectual, the 
anti-intellectual, and the hostile-intellectual at play here. These aspects are tied 
directly into the concept of “Muhlenberg Nice,” a syndrome that runs rampant 
on campus, and, I suspect, through the behavior of most college-educated twenty- 
somethings roaming the world today. We must be extremely pleasant on the out- 
side, all the time, forever, in order to harbor the emotions that we are oh-so-good at 
identifying in others, inside ourselves. 

Otherwise, what will people think of us?! 

We can’t come across as rude! Then they might not like us! We might offend! 

We have become a 21 st century adaptation of the proper Victorian Englishperson. 

Now with more sex! 

Speaking of sex, the Center for Ethics panel entitled, “How should we talk 
about sex at Muhlenberg?” explicitly revealed actu-

sex at Muhlenberg. Rather, not at all. The behavior 
displayed at the event perfectly mimics the empathetic torsion and struggle of, at 
least, the over-intellectual and hostile-intellectual (the anti-intellectual is at play 
elsewhere) that dominates our thinking on how to behave as educated, well-mean- 
ing, intelligent human beings. It seems we are taught so constantly to question that 
we have forgotten how to listen for the answers.

for Black people is much less equal than we’d like to 

imagine. 

And finally, we want to be clear that the following words are not up for debate: 

We, as men of color, are still upset and outraged by such blatant disregard for 
Justice and the life of our young brother (in color) Trayvon. This reflects how 300- 
plus years later, we are still fighting to be viewed and treated equally within this 
country. This is a statement declaring that we will not stand for any form of insti- 
tutional or social injustice within the nation or on campus. We demand that we be 
recognized and respected, not only as men of color, but as men equal to all others 
on this campus. We will not stand for racial profiling on this campus, whatever the 
status of racial profiling in this nation may be. 

We’ll put this in perspective: Muhlenberg offers us a chance to become better, 
and on the same line this moment, these words, offers Muhlenberg a chance to be- 
come better as well. So, if you in the Muhlenberg community value us as students, 
as friends, as people who give money, as success stories, as people who add to the 
makeup of racial diversity on campus, and more, also value us in the same way 
you value our white counterparts: see our religion for what it is, our heritage, our 
sufferings, our greatness, our Blackness. This is intended for the entire Muhlenberg 
Community - from Administration to Campus Safety, Students and Faculty in- 
cluded . We want to be clear here and say: we, as Black men, would like you to see 
us, not suspect us.

from Hazing | page l cause new members harm?” He questioned those who say the activity is fun, asking them to question themselves, although I may find this 

activity [scavenger hunt] fun, is there someone else who might feel differently? 

At Muhlenberg, there is a wealth of programming that goes into hazing education. Jachimowicz said, “Education is the strongest preventative measure. We really 
try to focus on the educational aspect of it to empower more people to react when they see hazing.” One of the educational measures taken is National Hazing Prevention 
Week. This year, according to Jachimowicz, Theta Nu Xi got in touch with the Athletics Department to bring into the picture that fact that it is not just Greek organiza- 
tions that experience and perform hazing activities. A set of hazing statistics from hazingstudy.org and insidehazing.com states, “55% of college students in a club, team, 
or organization have been hazed.” The fact that hazing doesn’t just occur in Greek organizations, however, doesn’t mean that Greek organizations should be exempt from 
scrutiny. At Muhlenberg, Jachimowicz hosts an anti-hazing presentation for new Greek members on Bid Day each year. He says, “It is important for potential victims to 
understand more about what hazing is, how to report it, and how to address it.” In addition, all fraternities and sororities “are expected to conduct their own anti-hazing 
lessons within the chapter. . .and provide proof that they have shared the college’s policy.” Matan Ayash, Risk Manager for Delta Tau Delta Fraternity, commented on what 
he is doing within his chapter, “In honor of anti-hazing week, I am giving a presentation in our next brotherhood meeting on what hazing actually is. Because when people 
think of hazing, they think of the horrible stories they have heard, or disgusting things they may have seen in movies. But what I am trying to make my brothers aware of, is 
how the term hazing covers a wide variety of things-whether it’s causing physical harm or making only the new members cook dinner for their respective Greek organiza- 
tions, it is still technically hazing. I think that making people aware of what hazing is and what the possible consequences of it are really help to prevent the horrible things 
that could come of it.” 

One of the biggest issues facing campus communities right now is the Bystander Effect. People see hazing happening but are too afraid to report it. In fact, accord- 
ing to the same websites cited above, “40% of college students admit to knowing about hazing activities.” The first step is reporting what you know. You can visit hazing- 
prevention, org or call 1-888-NOT-HAZE to report hazing.

after disguising himself, Asgar meets Gulchohra, the beautiful daughter of merchant Sultan bey (Snow), and falls in love at first sight. Trouble 
unfurls as Asgar tries to hide his true identity and Gulchohra struggles to break class boundaries in order to be with him. The result is a clever romantic comedy that manages 
to entangle their family and friends. 

The Muhlenberg performance wisely used English dialogue and the original Azerbaijani music, which gave the audience a context for the story while still maintaining the 
operetta’s Middle Eastern roots and beautiful language. Another unique touch was the addition of a butterfly, played by 2013 alumna Meredith Stapleton, as an “embodi- 
ment of Gulchohra’s soul” which reacts to her rollercoaster of emotions as she falls in love and reflects Asian folk imagery, according to Professor Schnack. One of the most 
touching outcomes of the performance was the reaction of two Pakistani girls whom a faculty member brought along, whom replied that they felt proud of their heritage 
after seeing the show, the first of its kind in the Middle East. In fact, Schnack hopes to possibly continue the operetta’s success in cities like Houston and Washington D.C. 
in upcoming months. 

Putting together a show of such proportions was no easy task. The performers “rehearsed in waves”, Schnack remarks, coming from Minneapolis, San Diego, Vienna, 
and other remote areas to work in June. Eight alumni dancers and two guest artists worked together for ten days whilst the principals were given two weeks of rehearsal, all 
of which was combined during three days at the end of August. Interestingly enough, Schnack considers this extensive commitment to putting together a “gypsy vagabond 
production” to be the most exciting part of directing “The Cloth Peddler.” Many of the actors unaffiliated with Muhlenberg were surprised by the welcoming response of the 
college, whose provost office provided money to produce the show and alumni held a reception at the L.A. performance. “The Cloth Peddler” benefitted from the support 
of Muhlenberg College and was a truly beautiful celebration of being true to oneself.

health insurance through their companies. Democrats say that the mandate would help keep the cost of health insurance low and make sure 

that all people, even those with preexisting conditions, receive coverage. This argument, along with many other smaller disagreements, lead to the long and inconclusive 
process that took place this past weekend. 

Over the weekend, the House, which is mainly Republican, passed two amendments to the spending bill. When the bill went back to the mainly Democratic Senate, the 
amendments were rejected. The Senate has asserted that they will absolutely not make a deal if it involves making changes to Obamacare. On Monday, the Senate rejected 
two plans that still sought to amend Obamacare. In response, Republicans requested a conference with the Senate to settle some differences. 

The length of time that our government will be shutdown is unknown, but senior Republicans have predicted that it will last at least a week. More information about the 
negotiations and the length of the shutdown will be available toward the end of the week.

berg College campus. It shares a shopping 
center with Panera Bread and a dollar store. 

It has the appeal of providing a meal most 
carnivores savor in: hamburgers. It is not 
alone in the community. 

There is also a Five Guys in the neighbor- 
hood, not more than a light pebble’s throw 
away. The differences between them are 
minimal. The only noticeable difference 
is Elevation Burger primes itself on having 
more organic produce. 

Elevation Burger is in its infancy as a 
national chain burger joint, having been 
conceived in 2002. Actually, make that an 
international chain burger joint. Locations 
range from as far out as Kuwait and Qatar, 
and as continental as Raleigh, North Caro- 
lina and Austin, Texas. 

Their motto is “Ingredients Matter”. That 
is why their beef is 100% USDA-certified 
organic, grass-fed, free-range beef. Accord- Elevation Burger, 
ing to their website, they are “committed to 
offering our guests an exceptionally flavor- 
ful, nutritionally superior product.” 

Time to kick in the similarities with one of its biggest competitors. The “Eleva- 
tion Burger” has two patties, just like at Five Guys. At the order counter, you order 
toppings ranging from bacon (costs extra), mushrooms (costs extra?), and cheese 
(how could that possibly cost extra?!?!), in addition to various sauces and vegeta- 
bles. Even the fancy electrical soda machines that have endless options are in both 
Allentown locations. 

The toppings on my burger at both places are generally the same. Bacon, Ched- 


dar cheese, pickles, and a sauce. At Five Guys, it was a southern-style barbeque 
sauce. At Elevation Burger, their special sauce, which is supposedly a bit sweet, and 
tomato-based. 

The difference between tastes is massive. 
Five Guys Burgers and Fries easily takes the 
cake. Their burger is juicier, and the top- 
pings spring into your mouth like hot springs 
spewing out of the Earth. The Elevation 
Burger tasted slightly better than mediocre, 
but the toppings were thrown on carelessly, 
and their special sauce is only special in 
the sense that it’s tasteless. It was also too 
greasy, requiring a napkin rub after nearly 
every bite. 

It’s negligible to say which soft drink 
machine was better, they’re identical. The 
fries make a difference though. The Five 
Guys fries have a salty twang to them, and 
their thickness allows them to be eaten sans 
ketchup. The thin, bland fries of Elevation 
Burger need loads of ketchup to salvage 
them. 

Neither place is truly service based, so

Comparing the price is essential though. 

The burger with fries and a soft drink at 
Five Guys came out to around $10. The same meal at Elevation Burger costs a 
whopping $14. 

This Elevation Burger review really turned out to be a weighing of the two major 
fast burger options in the Allentown area. Elevation Burger will provide you with 
the basic necessities in a more nutritional fashion, but Five Guys will be more fla- 
vorful and cost conscious.

tina Garcia, the first of six authors who will 

visit the College as part of the Living Writers 
course, shared her experience of writing a bold, Fidel Castro-inspired character 
to a rapt audience of students, faculty, and staff. Garcia’s anecdote represents the 
opportunity provided by Living Writers to collaboratively peel back the layers of the 
writing process. The course has been offered every three years at the College since 
1994. Linda Miller, Associate Professor of English, adapted the program from its 
first incarnation at Colgate University, developed by the late writer and Muhlen- 
berg alumni Frederick Busch. The course brings a series of writers to the College 
to speak on their work, which the students taking the course have read, and engage 
in discussion with students and faculty alike. The visiting authors are both estab- 
lished writers and up-and-comers. During a conversation with Professors Dawn 
Lonsinger, Alec Marsh, and Linda Miller, they recalled memories of visiting writers 
past. Dr. Marsh remembered author David Sedaris’ request for an old-fashioned 
typewriter during his visit, and writer Alice Fulton’s expression of gratitude for her 
reception at the College, which allowed her to look into the face of her readers. 

The program holds a unique appeal for the visiting writers. The dialogue 
between the authors and students who have read their work in a thoughtful and 
scholarly environment differs from an average reading or interview. Students, on 
the other hand, are exposed to the range of lives that writers lead. For students 
who would like to follow in the visitors’ literary footsteps, the presence of a work- 


ing writer on campus allows for an “I could be this person” moment. Senior Brian 
Borosky describes the course as “a rare and ‘big- world’ series of events”, and fellow 
senior Lauren MacArthur underscores the interactive nature of the course. “We 
read to engage with the writers and to be able to ask them questions.” Senior Nata- 
lie Ridgley also emphasizes the tangible aspect of the course. “It’s not very often 
that we have the opportunity to meet the people behind the concepts we study in 
our classes. Knowing that we are going to have a discussion with the author makes 
me feel much more in touch with the writing and accountable for my ideas and 
opinions.” 

Living Writers has a freedom in its themes and focal points, which largely 
depend upon the work of the participating writers and how they choose to dis- 
cuss their process and the work itself. Professor Miller described the endpoint of 
the course as flexible and undetermined by a syllabus, while Professor Lonsinger 
emphasized the organic nature of the course, as the ideas and connections made 
among authors are often unplanned. 

The program aims for diversity in age, gender, and form among the visiting writ- 
ers. This year’s program hosts novelist Cristina Garcia, novelist and playwright 
Colm Toibin, poets Patrick Lawler, Kay Ryan, and Terrance Hayes, and graphic 
novelist Chris Ware. All students - not just those taking Living Writers - are wel- 
come to attend the campus readings. During his visit, Toibin spoke of the trust he 
gives to his narrative. He allows the text to dictate what comes next, forgoing a 
rigid structure. The visiting authors are given a similar trust, and we are theirs to 
illuminate and inspire.

Johns Hopkins Runs Away from Football Team

away in the second half, ending the game by scoring 
31 unanswered points en route to a 45-13 win. 

For the second game in a row, the Mules (2-2, 1-2) 
forced a turnover on the first play from scrimmage, 
as junior Kevin Cellary recovered a fumble. That did 
not lead directly to any points, but Muhlenberg did 
grab a 3-0 lead later in the quarter on a 27-yard field 
goal by junior Connor Winter. A 52-yard pass from 
freshman Nick Palladino to junior Cody Geyer set 
up the three-pointer. 

Winter later added a career-best 44-yarder, but 
Hopkins (4-0, 3-0) led 14-6 before Palladino hit soph-

omore Mike Harris with a 1 7-yard touchdown pass 
with 2:38 left in the half to cut the margin to one 
point. 

The Blue Jays were faced with a third-and-18 near 
midfield on the ensuing drive but converted with a 
21 -yard pass play. On the next play, a 23-yard pass 
into the end zone gave Hopkins a 21-13 lead with 
22.3 seconds on the clock. 

Hopkins outscored Muhlenberg 24-0 in the sec- 
ond half. 

Harris caught five passes for 96 yards (both career 
highs) for the Mules, while Palladino passed for 21 1 
yards. Junior Gene Blanco led the defense with 17 
tackles, including 2Vi for loss. Senior Kory Crichton 
(14) and junior Chris Flynn (12) also reached double 
figures in tackles for a defense that was on the field 
for 88 plays.

and volleyball prevailed in five sets. 

“That was my redemption goal,” said an 
elated Galgano after netting her first career 
goal at just the right moment - as a sopho- 
more she had scored against Dickinson, 
only to have the goal disallowed by an off- 
side call. 

There was also redemption for the Mules 
(4-4-1, 2-1), who had a bad taste in their 
mouth after their last CC game, a 5-0 loss 
to top-ranked Johns Hopkins last Saturday. 

Dickinson (4-4-2, 0-1-2) had a 17-8 ad- 
vantage in shots, but the game went back 
and forth, with both teams having scor- 
ing chances. Senior Amanda Wong turned 
away five Red Devil shots to earn her sec- 
ond shutout of the season. 

With time winding down, sophomore Ni- 
cole Karsch played the ball back to Galgano, 
who put it into the upper 90 from about 45 
yards away. 

It was the second straight year Muhlen- 
berg defeated Dickinson 1-0 on a late goal; last year the score came with nine minutes 


left. 

“I was not expecting to score today,” said Galgano (right). “After the game every- 
body rushed off the bench and hugged me. It was pretty surreal.” 

Volleyball redeemed itself after losing in five sets last year to a Dickinson team that 
came in with a record of 1-11. 

The Mules (8-5, 2-1) started out 
slowly, losing the first set, 25-16, but 
won the next two and then pulled 
out the decisive fifth set, 15-12. 

Freshman Allison Glass (left) re- 
corded three of her team-high 14 kills 
in the fifth set, in which Muhlenberg 
jumped out to an 8-3 lead and held 
off the Red Devils from there. 

Sophomore Katherine Boll also 
hit double figures in kills with 10, 
and she was one of five players 
who combined for 13 blocks in the 
match.

Setters Nikki Dickson and Van- 
essa Pulice combined for 36 assists, 
with sophomore Chelsea Kaser (13 
digs) and freshman Elizabeth Garri- 
son (12 digs) leading the defense.

Thanks to a penalty kick in the 49th minute by junior 
midfielder Travis Wantchelcon, the Mules knocked off the 
Diplomats 1-0 in Saturday night’s conference battle. The 
win helped propel Muhlenberg to a winning record for the 
year (5-4), and their first conference victory of the young 
season. Just scoring a goal on Franklin and Marshall was 
a tough task. 

The Diplomats entered the game ranked 12th by D3soc- 
cer.com (they have since dropped to 15th), undefeated on 
the year and having just one draw with Elizabethtown. 

They also hadn’t allowed a goal all season, one of two 
teams in the entire NCAA to have that streak running; 

Division II Lander, located in South Carolina, is the other 
squad. Wantchekon changed all that early in the second 
half. 

A foul was against junior Lance Dotzman inside the 
box during a free kick. Wantchekon elected to take the 
free kick, and planted it in the back of the net for the goal. 

After a momentary quiet moment for the goal-scorer, he 
ran across the fan sideline in a state of utter euphoria. 

“When the PK was awarded to us I immediately looked at my coach,” said 
Wantchekon. “There was some talk on the bench about who’d take it but in train- 
ing, I’m always the one practicing penalties and luckily Coach has been seeing that.” 


Wantchekon rewarded that faith with a goal that will 
be remembered on the Muhlenberg campus for the rest 
of the season. 

Various aspects of this game were also intriguing to be- 
hold. Goalkeeping was a big to-do, notwithstanding the 
opposing goalkeeper hadn’t allowed a ball to touch the 
inside of the net this season. He knocked away a great 
free kick earlier in the game. 

Not to be outdone, sophomore Ellison Heil made a div- 
ing save with 3:34 remaining in the first half to preserve 
the draw going into the half. The defense also held firm 
against a strong attack at the end of the game, posting the 
fifth shutout of the season. 

Coming with the territory of a conference rivalry, emo- 
tions also became heated during the second half. Shortly 
after being fouled, senior Jeff Reinhart drew a yellow card 
four minutes after Wantchelcon’s goal. A Diplomat kept 
coming at him, and things became very testy as the two 
players had to be separated from one another. The Dip- 
lomats looked absolutely crestfallen when the final horn 
sounded, some lying motionless on the ground for a brief 
moment. 

As conference play picks up, the task ahead for the 
Mules is large. They haven’t scored a non-penalty kick 
goal since September 18. They have to travel to Swarth- 
more, who is just outside of the D3soccer.com Top 25, 
before hosting Washington College at 4:00 this Saturday. 
The confidence gained from the monumental home upset 
will stick with them, though. 

“I’m just happy we won, probably against the best team we’ve played all year,” 
Wantchekon continued. “Now we have the confidence we need to finish on top like 
we have deserved to.”

Golf Teams Host Large Tournament

Muhlenberg Athletics competition to be halted after nine holes. This year, the Muhlenberg Invitational was two weeks earlier, and the weather could not have been any

A large field of 20 teams and 100 golfers enjoyed the sunshine and mild weather in the combined men’s and women’s tournament. The Mule men’s team tied for sixth out 
of 17 teams, while the women were second out of three. 

Senior Kristin Lang took advantage of the ideal conditions to tie for second with a career-best 91-12 strokes better than her previous low round. Junior Christina Bryde 
was sixth with a 95, and sophomore Kerrilynn Lanza shot a birdie on the par-3 16th hole. 

Muhlenberg’s team score of 395 was its lowest since the 2008 Centennial Conference Championships.

Graulich, competing as an individual, tied for 10th with a 78.

Surprising Benefits of 
Strict Teachers

Assistant News Editor dence have proven that childhood stress and a 

bit of grit lead to better academic performance. 

The conventional way of teaching students through exorbitant amounts of praise 
and hand holding is less effective than the traditional way of teaching through 
discipline, lectures, and memorization. Researchers and psychologists have derived 
eight principles that discuss the most effective methods of producing intelligent 
students. 

The first principle is that a little pain is actually good for you. This is popularly 
called “no pain, no gain.” However, it is actually a serious and proven fact that 
constructive and hard to hear feedback is a necessary component of the learn- 
ing process. A 2007 Harvard Business Review article discusses how coaches 
and teachers who are unsentimental and challenging are able to push students to 
achieve their best. 

Another form of mental toughness and achievement is memorization, the sec- 
ond concept. Drilling memorization is a valued concept in India and China, which 
explains why Indian and Chinese children often excel in spelling bees and math- 
ematics. In America, the focus on repetition of basic addition, subtraction, and 
multiplication is lessening. This is directly related to why American students strug- 
gle in math, as they do not have the basics down pat. In a 2008 report, the U.S. 
department of education even concluded that American schools need to practice 
more memorization because students are lacking in math ability. 

Another aspect of learning is trial and error and the concept of failure. The third 
principle is the idea that failure is not bad. Children who are exposed to failure 
end up performing better as they grow older. A 
Bowling Green State University graduate per- 
formed a study in 2006 that concluded that fail- See Teachers | page 5

While Muhlenberg does have a strong Jew- 
ish and Catholic base, the College is beginning to expand its applicant pool to include 
more Hindus and Buddhists. The largest focus in the upcoming year, however, has to 
do with increasing racial and economic diversity. 

At the beginning of the spring semester, President Randy Helm addressed the is- 
sue of diversity on campus. At a college that is approximately 75%-80% Caucasian, 

he acknowledges that increasing matriculation

Muhlenberg Students Start the Second Year of Eye-to-Eye!

funded mentoring pro- 
gram for K-12 students with learning disabilities (LD) 
and/or ADHD. Our chapter is assisted financially 
by the Oak Foundation, a philanthropic organization 
based in Geneva. 

There are currently 51 active chapters in 19 differ- 
ent states, including at Columbia University, PENN, 
Brown University, and the University of Pittsburgh. 
The program matches Muhlenberg students with simi- 
larly labeled middle school students at two Allentown 
Middle Schools working with the Office of Community 
Service and Civic Engagement. 

Our students meet one hour per week for the full aca- 


demic year, supporting middle school kids as they work 
on art projects that center on learning and self-aware- 
ness. Muhlenberg students act as mentors for the kids, 
promoting their self-expression and fostering their cre- 
ativity. Art helps the mentees remove some barriers to 
learning, as the projects have neither rules nor expected 
guidelines to follow. Last year, 1 7 students participated 
and this year, we will add another 10-15 new mentors. 

Eye-to-Eye means much more to students than art 
projects. By pairing the middle school students with 
a Muhlenberg student who has a similar learning dif- 
ference, it gives the kids someone to look up to as a 
role model and go to for help. It lets them know that 
although they have learning differences, there are older 
students who have dealt with the same issues who are 


there to help them and share the ways they have coped 
with it throughout their lives. Many of the mentors did 
not have the same resources to help them deal with 
their disabilities. One mentor stated that “Eye-to-Eye is 
a good way to help the students learn more about them- 
selves, and it gives them a safe place to go to talk about 
their issues.” Mentors teach the kids how to embrace 
their learning issues, strengths and weaknesses, and 
how to practice self-advocacy. Self-advocacy is vital for 
the students because they need to learn how to speak 
up positively and express their unique needs to others. 

The program has proven to be extremely powerful 
and effective. Nationwide, 88% of the mentees reported 

feeling better about

Anti-Semitism 
as Laziness

Op/Ed Editor His Excellency Benjamin Netanyahu, orated a speech 

in front of the UN General Assembly. I watched it 
live, reveling in my pride at the PM’s strong and passionate rhetoric. However, later 
on in the evening, I decided that I would watch it a second time to see if I missed 
anything the first time around. I went to YouTube and found it easily. As I watched, 
I scrolled down to the “Comments” section and perused what people were saying. 
My heart sank at what I saw. Rather than responses to the content of the Prime Min- 
ister’s speech, which I expected to find, I encountered what can only be described as 
“Jew bashing.” There was a deluge of threats to barbecue Jews alive, throw stones 
at Jews, beat Jews, stab Jews, and other grizzly, repulsive ideas of how to persecute 
the Jewish people. And those were some of the more mild statements. I was simply 
flabbergasted at the rhetoric that these vermin were spewing. Whether they were 
“trolls” or truly Anti-Semitic, it didn’t matter to me. 

When I first read the comments, I thought, “These people should be ashamed of 
themselves.” But over time, I began to think, “I should be ashamed of myself for 
giving so much credence to what they say.” Even when I tried to convince myself 
that they were not worth my time, it didn’t work. I continued to feel offended, in 
spite of myself. 

As the night progressed, however, my feelings evolved once more, from feeling 
offended by the rampant Anti-Semitism to feeling offended by the commenters’ 
ignorance and outright laziness. I began to consider the context and the irony of 
the comments further. Essentially, they took the easy way out. They didn’t analyze 
and interpet the content of the speech and make a thoughtful, deductive argument 
to counter it. They didn’t care enough about the content of the speech to respond 
to it directly, but rather felt compelled to propogate their prejudices. They hated 
Jews, and yet they actively searched out the Israeli Prime Minister’s speech. And as 
I considered all of these factors, I realized how little credibility their comments had. 
All of a sudden, my mood improved substantially. I came to the recognition that 
prejudice and ignorance are not worthy of consideration, as they are not thoughtful 
or credible. Why should I expend energy in the face of such stupidity? 

This experience has served as an invaluable lesson in my life thus far, as I have 
learned that I should not allow prejudicial remarks to cause me to question my 
beliefs. 


Perks of paying for 
Twitter data?

however, another aspect of the company is actually 
quite serious and prevalent. Twitter has an entire business consisting solely of sell- 
ing its data to companies who then use it for insight into current events and popular 
trends. The Wall Street Journal recently published an article entitled “Twitter’s 
Data Business Proves Lucrative” about the massive amounts of money ($47.5 mil- 
lion to be exact) that Twitter earns from selling its data. 

Product developers and retailers use information found on Twitter to get feed- 
back on products and predict what is currently popular and what will be popular in 
the near future. This data allows companies to uncover trends and opportunities 
that are occurring now , rather than the outdated information that studies typically 
provide. The quantity of data is so large and easily accessible, that even the United 
Nations is using it to discover places of social unrest before it escalates. DirecTV 
uses customer complaints to spot power outages before they affect too many people. 
Investors, who are risking a lot of money, are putting their trust in Twitter data and 
using it to make business decisions. 

While the data is beneficial in the sense that it is quickly and easily accessible, I 
have my doubts about the true effectiveness of the information. Two quite over- 
bearing factors play into the verifiability of the data, including who is behind each 
account and why they are tweeting certain information. 

Social media sites are filled with people who create two, three, even four ac- 
counts. Obviously, this throws off the data because a person may bash a certain 
company multiple times on multiple accounts, making it appear as though nu- 
merous people have had the same bad experience, even though it is really only 
one. Clearly, one fraudulent situation like this would not make the data unusable, 
however, thousands of repeat statements can definitely have a greater effect than it 
should. 

Even setting aside the idea of repetition and overlapping ideas, there are still 
reasons why tweets should not be trusted. Companies and product developers do 
not know the genders and ages of the people who are tweeting and providing them 
with this “valuable” information. While it may seem like a new trend is on the 
rise, it could just be popular within a certain gender, age group, or social class. This 


categorization would not be recognized solely from the tweets and it could lead to a 
great misinterpretation of the data. The article states that 30% of Twitter users are 
under the age of 30, proving that information that appears to be representative of 
the general public is possibly inaccurate, and more representative of younger indi- 
viduals only. 

Even if age, gender and other characteristics have no effect on the data, people’s 
reasons for tweeting definitely do. Generally, people tweet about something that 
causes them to have a reaction, either positive or negative. People do not think 
about tweeting, or want to tweet, about something that they perceive as average or 
boring. For example, brushing our teeth is such a common, uneventful thing, that 
the majority of people would never even consider tweeting about it, unless they had 
a very bad or very good experience while brushing. When something grabs the at- 
tention of someone, they feel justified to tweet about it. 

So, if an individual went into a store, and had a wonderful experience, they may 
tweet about it, because it was memorable and pleasurable. On the other hand, if 
they went in the same store and had a bad experience, they may tweet about it in an 
angry rage. But, if that person went into a store, and nothing happened, they most 
likely would not have anything to say, so they would not write a tweet. Therefore, 
the spectrum of people who are tweeting and creating this data is very biased. It is 
filled with predominantly very satisfied or very unsatisfied people. For any event, 
the extreme opinions of both sides are tweeting about it because it has drawn a 
reaction out of them. The mass amount of people who have average opinions are 
opting out of tweeting, because they have nothing to say. 

Further, those people who do have strong opinions may not even be expressing 
them accurately. On the surface, it appears that having access to Twitter at any giv- 
en moment is beneficial. In our very own fingers, we hold the power to put poten- 
tially life changing things in a tweet that will forever remain in cybersace. It literally 
takes less than a minute to do this. This leads to extreme and sometimes untrue 
data as it essentially results in people blurting out exactly what they are thinking at 
one very second. Humans often think irrationally in the heat of the moment and 
say things that they regret, and this behavior transates directly into the tweets that 
are so highly trusted and valued. While it may be nice to have such easily acces- 
sible data, its origin is often vague and its validity is very biased.

from Teachers | page l ure does not have negative effects regarding self-esteem and confidence. In fact, it actually encourages students to get back up and try again. 

Students need to learn on their own in order to persevere, they do not need teachers who will coddle them and accept underperformance. 
The fourth principle is that strictness in necessary, and niceness is not. In a 2005 study lead by Claremont Graduate University education professor Mary Poplin, researchers 
have found that students who are achieving the highest test scores report that their teachers are “strict.” They also found that teachers who instilled discipline, gave instruc- 
tion, and held lectures were far more effective than those who allowed group projects and discussions to take place. 

Teachers often assign projects so that students can draw from their creativity, however, the fifth concept explains how creativity can be learned. Through much research, 
Temple University psychology professor Robert W. Weisberg proves that there is no such thing as a born genius. He explains that creativity is built on the basis of “learning 
the discipline.” It is a process, rather than a spontaneous, inborn thing. 

Just as creativity is learned, talent is overrated. The sixth principle demonstrates how grit is more important, effective, and useful than plain talent. University of Penn- 
sylvania psychology professor Angela Duckworth has found that grit is the best predictor of success and actually has an unrelated or negative correlation with talent. In the 
long run, perseverance will take someone farther in life than natural talent will, because with determination, anything can be accomplished. 

While grit makes an individual strong, the seventh principle describes how praise makes an individual weak. Studies by Stanford psychology professor Carol Dweclc 
show that ten year olds who receive a large amount of praise grow to be less confident, while children who receive less praise, grow to be more confident. This is because 
the children who are praised then have trouble handling their struggles, as they are so used to being told that they are smart and great. 

Similarly, the eighth principle proves that stress makes an individual strong as well. A 201 1 University at Buffalo study proves the concept that stress at a young age actu- 
ally leads to general toughness and resilience. If children learn to deal with undesirable situations, then when they come across problems in the future, they will be better 
equipped to handle them successfully. 

While these principles may seem harsh, they have good intentions behind them and encourage an overall sense of confidence and self-belief among children. They require 
children to try harder and strive for the best, without stumbling on setbacks. 


from Diversity | page l in progress”. Nonetheless, he is proud of some of the accomplishments at Muhlenberg as of last year. 

The College’s current budget has approximately $31 million dollars per year designated for financial aid. Most of this money supports 
socio-economic diversity in the student body. In the past ten years, the percentage of aid awarded to students of color has increased from 13.4% in 2003 to 17.4% in 2012. 
There has been slow but steady increases in racially diverse applicants. In the class of 2016, the student body is made of 12. 12% multicultural students as compared to 1 1 .6% 
in 2012. 

Some may consider boasting a 1% increase in diversity at the school is something we should not take seriously. We must remember, however, that stereotypes do 
not change overnight. President Helm emphasizes that it is a slow journey towards a racially-diverse campus. In March 2013, the College developed the Diversity Strategic 
Planning Committee. As a part of its mission statement, the committee devotes itself “to develop specific, measurable, and attainable goals” in attaining diversity. In part- 
nership with the Multicultural Center, it plans to expand on educating students in the culture of other ethnicities that students may not be particularly familiar. Muhlenberg 
College believes that diversity is essential to a successful learning community. A broader range of cultural perspectives and opinions gives rise to more ideas and discussions 
both inside and outside the classroom. 


from Eye-to-Eye | page l ing part in Eye-to-Eye, and 93% reported their mentor was the kind of student they want to be. Eye-to-Eye noted that 90% of the college 

mentors strongly agreed that this program helped them think differently about their strengths and 95% of mentors reported that they felt part 

of a real community with Eye-to-Eye. 

ly against the individual mandate because they believe it gives the federal government too much power as well as hurts employers who offer health insurance through their 
companies. Democrats say that the mandate would help keep the cost of health insurance low and make sure that all people, even those with preexisting conditions, receive 
coverage. This argument, along with many other smaller disagreements, lead to the long and inconclusive process that took place this past weekend. 

Over the weekend, the House, which is mainly Republican, passed two amendments to the spending bill. When the bill went back to the mainly Democratic Senate, the 
amendments were rejected. The Senate has asserted that they will absolutely not make a deal if it involves making changes to Obamacare. On Monday, the Senate rejected 
two plans that still sought to amend Obamacare. In response, Republicans requested a conference with the Senate to settle some differences. 

The length of time that our government will be shutdown is unknown, but senior Republicans have predicted that it will last at least a week. More information about the 
negotiations and the length of the shutdown will be available toward the end of the week.

Carrying a black glove in his right hand as navy 42 on his back bounces up and 
down with each long stride he takes towards the pitching mound. As he once again 
climbs the Yankee Stadium mound and grabs the baseball everybody is thinking the 
same thing. Game Over! 

In the final days of the 2013 season, Yankee fans enter an unfamiliar world. A life 
without Mariano Rivera. As Mo departs the Yankees, many of the Yankee faithful 
and baseball fans are left to wonder, is this the 
beginning of the end for the Yankee Empire? 

Through all the tough times and questions 
that have surrounded this franchise for years 
now from declining production, bad free agent 
signings, and off the field issues, the one con- 
stant has been Rivera. When the game was on 
the line everyone knew who was going to take 
the ball. Mariano Rivera blowing a game hap- 
pens about as often as a blue moon. If it hap- 
pened, it was a rare anomaly. 

What only adds to the Rivera mystique is not 
only how good he is, but how long he’s been 
dominant. During his reign as the game’s elite 
closer, we’ve seen many great closers come and 
go, but Rivera was the standard.

Jonathan Papelbon? Sure he’s won a World Series, and while he has had some 
dominant season, he’s had his fair share of mediocre ones. When we talk about great 
closers, Rivera is the one we all think of. 

Don’t believe me? Name five other elite closers; better yet name three that are in 
the same ballpark as Rivera! Can’t do it, can you? 

What sets Rivera apart from every other closer is all of the great attributes the man 
possesses. He has a composure that cannot be broken, even in the toughest situations. 
Rivera has incredible stamina. In an age where closers are bred for three outs, Rivera

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Volleyball Wins Two to Extend Streak to Five

at the last moment.” * 

That is an apt description of the 
Muhlenberg volleyball team’s key 3-1 win 
against Washington College - in more 
ways than one. 

The Shorewomen (12-6, 2-2) came in 
as one of the upstart teams in the league, 
with sweeps against 2012 Centennial Con- 
ference playoff qualifiers Gettysburg and 
Swarthmore already on their ledger. The 
Mules (11-5, 4-1), who swept Hood in 
their second match of the day, are now just 
a half-game behind first-place Franklin & 

Marshall in the CC standings. 

Muhlenberg was in danger of letting a 
2-0 lead slip away when Washington won 
the third set, 25-19, and raced out to an 
18-11 lead in the fourth. The Shorewomen 
led the fourth set, 23-20, before the Mules 
scored the final five points to secure the 
match. 

At 23-22, freshman defensive specialist 
Elizabeth Garrison dug an attack attempt 
by a Washington player. But instead of go- 
ing to the setter, the ball went over the net 
and landed in the corner on the other side 
of the court for the tying point. 

Muhlenberg wrapped up its set-closing 
14-5 run with a Washington attack error and a kill by junior Holly Hynson. 

“It was a mis-hit, but we’re keeping that a secret,” joked Garrison. “But it goes 
down as a kill! It doesn’t matter how you get the point.” 

Scoring points in any manner was common in the closely contest match. The 
Mules staved off a set point in the first set, scoring the final two points of the 26-24 
win on Washington attack errors. In the fourth set, Muhlenberg scored 14 of its 25 
points on Washington attack, service or ball handling errors. 

“In that third game we made a lot of mistakes,” said Garrison, referring to a 25-19 


loss. “We kept our focus [in the fourth set] by trying to minimize our mistakes, keep 
the ball in play and let them make mistakes.” 

Freshman Allison Glass led the attack 
with 1 1 kills, with sophomore Joanne Jo- 
sephson adding seven in only 12 attempts. 
Sophomore Chelsea Kaser pulled up 
20 digs, with Garrison and junior Nikki 
Dickson (17 assists) adding 13 digs apiece. 

The defense was also solid on the front 
line, where the top blocking team in the 
CC recorded 10 blocks, including six by 
Josephson and four apiece by sophomores 
Katherine Boll and Erin Murphy. 

“It’s so helpful to have strong block- 
ing,” said Garrison. “The blockers are an 
important part of our defense, and when 
they do their job it makes our job easier. 
We might have a great dig but a lot of 
credit goes to them.” 

Muhlenberg used its superior depth to 
wear down Washington on an unseason- 
ably hot and humid day; the Mules used 
13 players as opposed to eight for the 
Shorewomen. Muhlenberg also spread 
out the playing time against Hood, with 
Hynson recording a team-high nine kills 
and senior Laurainne Ojo-Ohilcuare add- 
ing eight without an error. 

The Mules now have a five-match win- 
ning streak, their longest since 2001. That 
was also the last time Muhlenberg was 4-1 
at the midpoint of the CC season, and in that year the team reached the CC champi- 
onship match for the only time. 

“Our goal is to make it to the conference playoffs, and each match is really impor- 
tant,” said Garrison. “We all took this match with a sense of urgency, and that helped 
us rally back. 

“We’re on a winning streak, and we want to continue to do that.” 

* according to Dictionary.com, the term comes from 19th-century jockey Edward 
(Snapper) Garrison, who often won in this fashion.

Big Day from Unlikely Goal Scorers Keys Blowout Victory

Headed 

into a battle with Washington College, the team 
was just 1-2 in the conference, with their lone vic- 
tory being an upset a week before against Frank- 
lin and Marshall. 

Maybe a game against the Washington Shore- 
men provided a spark for the team to finish out 
the season strong. After all, it was the less herald- 
ed players of the team who proved to be essential 
this past Saturday. 

The game got off to an auspicious start due 
to some technical difficulties. The Star-Spangled 
Banner managed to reel off the last line of the 
song, without the previous notes of the song. It 
was a strange way for the festivities on the field to 
kick off, but alas, the team was undeterred. 

Goals were scored by seniors Jeremy Katz 
and Jonathan Schauer, and the Mules took down 
Washington by a score of 3-1. Katz had never 
scored a goal in his career prior to scoring the first 
goal of the game during the first half. Schauer 
plays back, so his opportunities to put the ball in 
the net come few and far between. 

“It was a great win for the team to get back 
on track in the conference,” said Katz. “It was 
especially good to score two goals in the run of 
play, as most of the recent goals have been off of 
set pieces, penalty kicks or throw-ins. The field 
was dry and bumpy, and the air was humid which made it difficult to play with a lot 
of energy and fast paced, but we were persistent and kept going at them. We knew 
we would break through as we wore them down.” 

The goal by Katz was just a wonder to behold. He took a pass from fellow senior 
Brendan McIntyre, controlling it with his chest, and then rocking it into the back of 


the net in the 32nd minute of the contest. This sent the team into a frenzy as Jeremy 
made a beeline to his younger brother, Oliver, who was on the bench, as the entire 

team embraced the moment. 

“It was an awesome feeling to notch my first 
collegiate goal, especially with a volley like that 
on the top of the box,” Jeremy continued. Hope- 
fully with my first one behind me, I can score a 
few more this year and help us win some critical 
games to ensure we get into the CC playoffs.” 
The lead didn’t stick for long, though. The 
Shoremen scored in the 42nd minute to tie the 
game up at 1-1, a score that would hold headed 
into the half. The Mules were controlling the ball 
well and passing like a team on a mission, a mis- 
sion they would complete in the second half. 

Schauer was in the vicinity of the opposing 
box during a corner kick in the 60th minute. 
Following the corner kick, the ball was floating 
around in the air being batted around. Eventu- 
ally, Schauer made sure his head met the ball and 
the ball met the right corner of the net for the 
game-winning goal. Junior Lance Dotzman add- 
ed a goal six minutes later to create the 3-1 final. 

The Mules once again received great goalten- 
ding from sophomore Ellison Heil. While he 
couldn’t notch his fifth shutout of the season, his 
aggressive goaltending style led to the snuffing 
out of several Shoremen chances. He only re- 
corded two saves, but helped to prevent countless 
other shots from being taken. 

While the Shoremen were at the bottom of the conference standings, the upcom- 
ing stretch doesn’t get any easier for the Mules. Following a game against TCNJ, 
who received votes last week in the d3soccer.com Top 25, the Mules travel to Haver- 
ford (7-3, 2-2 CC) for a 3:30 game on Saturday. The Mules are currently 6-5, with a 
2-2 mark in Centennial Conference play.

Two Football Players Earn CC Honors 

Courtesy of Two Muhlenberg football players were honored by the Centennial Conference for their play in yesterday’s 38-18 win against Susquehanna. 

Muhlenberg Athletics Junior linebacker Jeremey Thomas was named defensive player of the week, and junior kick returner Cody Geyer was named co-special teams 

player of the week. 

Thomas had five tackles for loss among his seven stops for a Muhlenberg defensive unit that allowed only 144 yards, nine first downs and three points (15 of the points 
were scored against the offense and special teams). One of his tackles for loss was a sack that forced a fumble on a third-down play, and he also intercepted a pass. 

Thomas is third in the CC with 9Vi tackles for loss and is tied for sixth with 3Vi sacks. He is one of three players in the league to have forced two fumbles this season. 
Geyer returned six kicks for 174 yards and made the game-changing play, an 82-yard punt return with the Mules trailing 5-0 in the second quarter to set up the go-ahead 
touchdown. He set a school record by averaging 35.0 yards on four punt returns and amassed 265 all-purpose yards, the most by a Muhlenberg player since 2003. 

Geyer is second in the CC with his average of 20.2 yards on punt returns; his 242 yards on punt returns at the midpoint of the season are already the most by a Mule since 
2005. He also ranks second in the CC in yards per catch (21.9).

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The Ethics of Being a 
Bystander

Co-Editor-in-Chief Katz lecture titled “Bad Boys and Bystanders.” 

Katz has studied the topics of gender violence 

and domestic abuse and presented his ideas and beliefs on these topics. The lecture 
started with Katz claiming that gender abuse and domestic violence is a problem, 
and one not only that women should be concerned about. In order to take action 
against reducing gender violence and domestic abuse, Katz believes that men need 
to take responsibility and recognize that these problems are also their problems. 
Katz discussed that in order to truly reduce gender violence and domestic abuse 
there needs to be a shift in power to the passive group. For example, people current- 
ly ask this question: how many women have been sexually assaulted as opposed 
to asking how many men have sexually assaulted women. The fact that people 
ask these questions the way they do inherently makes the problem worse. Further, 
Katz discussed how this has a political effect. The conservative view is to maintain 
the status quo, which is done because of how men perceive women and vice versa. 
A way to fix this is to get men talking with other men and women about gender 
violence and domestic abuse. For example, a woman being called a “male-basher” 
has the connotation of women being violent and has the intended affect to silence 
women. Moreover, Katz raised the question: why does society listen to men and 
not women? This stereotype will take a while to change, but Katz raised the point 
that since this is the norm right now, men need to talk about gender violence and 
domestic abuse. This led to Katz’s point that domestic awareness is good, but ac- 
tion is better and needs to be taken. This includes taking accountability and using 
Jackson Katz democracy. Another point that Katz made was

Dean Huber Discusses Muhlenberg’s Theory of Connectivity

all directly related to a strategy of creating an engaged 
and interactive community called the Theory of Con- 
nectivity. The theory creates opportunities for students 
to contribute to a common good by prompting interac- 
tions within the Allentown community and closing the 
gap between the college and the city. It also provides 
quality academic resources for students, faculty, and 
staff to learn, enjoy, and engage with one another.

Dean of Academics, Mi- 
chael Huber, plays a huge role in the Theory of Con- 
nectivity at Muhlenberg. “The website merely scratch- 
es the surface regarding our passion for connection,” 
he said. He also stated, “the theory of connectivity in- 
cludes manners in which we as a learning community 
try to associate our small piece of the liberal arts educa- 
tion with other pieces.” 

To demonstrate, students have open-minded discus- 
sions in classrooms that allow them to leave with a 
sense of understanding and the ability to connect and 
apply the newly learned information to other classes as 
well as the “real world.” One example is that students 


can take a course that combines history and political 
science in the setting of modern Turkey; then, they can 
study abroad in Turkey. 

Dean Huber actually took three courses in Italian 
when he first arrived at Muhlenberg seven years ago 
because he wanted to study the mathematics of Gothic 
architectures, and he also wanted to go to the Vatican 
Library for research, so he needed to learn Italian.

She connected our 
workbooks to watching films in Italian. We watched

We Care. Do You? 


For our last editorial before Fall Break, we wrote about the many activities that 
are possible during the Fall. Though shopping was listed as one of these activities, 
we decided to highlight a topic that has never been covered in a Weekly issue. In 
November of 2012, a fire occurred at the Tazreen factory in Bangladesh, killing 117 
ad injuring at least 200 of the 2,000 workers. 

In aiming to understand how this event occurred, The Weekly staff wanted to 
highlight shopping as a severe and overlooked problem in our culture. Excessive 
“shopping” has become the main activity of the quintessential American consumer. 
After researching some of the components of this “shopping” addiction, we found 
that the act of shopping alone is not a problem, but specific brands such as H&M 
and Zara are the roots of disaster in areas such as Bangladesh. By outsourcing work 
to other countries and allowing specific garment factories to produce huge volumes 
of clothing, we are adding to the many ingredients for disaster. 

80% of the country’s $24 billion annual exports are made up of Bangladesh’s 
ready-made garments. There are about 4,500 garment factories throughout Bangla- 
desh that make clothes for stores like Wal-Mart, J.C. Penney, H&M, Marks & Spen- 
cer, and Kohl’s. These numbers speak to the aforementioned shopping addiction 
that is ramped in the United States. 

Consumers tend not to think about where their clothes come from or who is 
in charge of manufacturing them. We feel that if consumers were better educated 
about what goes on behind the scenes in this industry, they would be more conscien- 
tious about which stores they choose to shop at. Consumers would not want to sup- 
port the sweatshop industry in Bangladesh and thus would, presumably, not support 
stores that manufactures their products in factories in Bangladesh.

The Failure of America’s 


Two-Party System 


By Ryan H. Lee Among world democracies, there are two types of 

Op/Ed Editor government styles: that of the United States, and 

that of every other democratic state. Our American 
government is known as a presidential form of government, in which executive 
power is invested in only one individual. This person functions as the head of 
state, as well as the chief executive of the government. In contrast, countries like 
Great Britain, Germany, Israel, France (although tenuous), and many others have 
one head of state, who serves as a figure head, and a chief executive, who runs the 
government. In Great Britain, for example, Queen Elizabeth II is the head of state, 
while Prime Minister David Cameron is the chief executive. 

Another major difference between presidential and parliamentary types of gov- 
ernment is the structure of the legislature. Parliamentary systems usually have a 
unicameral legislature, meaning “one body,” while our presidential system has a 
bicameral legislature, with the House of Representatives and the Senate forming 
the two separate bodies. In the United States, we have a two-party system, with 
the Democrats comprising the left flank of the political spectrum, and the Repub- 
licans comprising the right flank. However, parliamentary systems could have 
several small but prominent parties, all of whom vie for power within the govern- 
ment. Usually, when a new government is formed in a parliamentary system, each 
party receives the percentage of seats that it wins during elections, allowing for 
diversity of opinion among the parties. The winning party must create a coalition 
government, in which the head of the party, known as the “prime minister,” must 
aggregate enough parties together to give his own party overarching power in the 
government. This process often becomes very difficult, with the prime minister’s 
party having to compromise on its platforms in order to appease the parties it hopes 
to entice. And this is what truly separates the presidential from the parliamentary 
form of government, that in parliamentary governments, compromise is necessary. 
In a comedy routine several years ago, Lewis Black made a very astute observa- 
tion about America’s governmental structure: “Our two-party system is a bowl 
of [insert expletive here], looking in the mirror at itself.” In light of the events of 
the past few weeks, during which the American government shut down, Black’s 
assertion has renewed relevance. Among the many heated arguments that perme- 
ated Congress prior to the eventual shutdown was the fate of the Affordable Care 
Act, labeled “Obamacare,” which came into effect just prior to the shutdown. The 
Republican Party equated Obamacare to their normal complaint that the Demo- 


crats spend too much, and the Democratic Party platform as a whole refused to 
compromise. Essentially, the deadlock was instigated by the excessive polarization 
on both sides, with party loyalty coming to outweigh what is best for America. I 
have no desire of delving into the specifics of who specifically was at fault for the 
government shutdown, as I believe that the problem was systemic, not the result of 
the people themselves. 

I blame the government shutdown on our two-party system. Having two such 
all-encompassing parties dominate the political scene is bound to be problematic, 
considering that each party will be tempted ultimately to define itself in terms of its 
disagreements with the other party, as opposed to what the party itself advocates. 
The government shutdown illustrated this rather well, with the Republicans dis- 
agreeing with the implementation of Obamacare but failing to decide upon a viable 
approach to replacing it. Furthermore, the existence of only two parties will tend 
to drive the ideologies of both sides to the flanks, which could be a major inhibitor 
to those Americans who identify themselves as “moderate,” or falling in between 
liberal (lowercase “1”) and conservative (lowercase “c”). Because the radical ends 
of the spectrum are more clearly-defined in terms of ideology, it is unsurprising that 
the Republicans and Democrats have steadily shifted their beliefs further apart from 
one another. The definition of the ideologies of the flanks allows for more fluid 
arguments between the parties. If the space between the parties were less, on the 
other hand, it would be more difficult for each party to define itself. 

And this argument leads me to my final point. I fundamentally believe that the 
existence of a third party would serve to ameliorate the current political situation. 
Some may rebutt, “What about the Tea Party? Aren’t they a third party?” Well, for 
now, the Tea Party appears to be aligning itself with the Republican Party, com- 
prising the extreme right of the party, which is actually exacerbating the problem 
rather than improving it. What I suggest is the formation of a party that falls right 
in the middle of liberal and conservative ideals. Hypothetically speaking, I would 
venture to suggest that the existence of a truly moderate party would provide a 
much needed “check” on the extremity of the Republican and Democratic Parties, 
mitigating at least some of the crass behavior that has come to define partisan poli- 
tics. Although partisan politics are necessary for the existence of a vibrant democ- 
racy, those involved must be willing to compromise and to admit that the “truth” 
is illusory. Neither party’s ideals are necessarily correct and must be subject to the 
ultimate desire to improve the standing of American society.

from Katz | page l is when someone reports a sexual abuse/domestic violence crime. In current journalism, “victim” is replaced by “accuser”, and Katz claims 

that this is a bad thing. This is because generally, people sympathize with victims, so calling the victim an accuser in these types of crimes 
has a negative connotation. Also, this will inevitably cause a shift in people sympathizing with the accused rather than the victim. Furthermore, in the last part of Katz’s 
lecture, he spoke about the bystander approach to these problems. Katz developed the Mentors in Violence Protection (MVP), which is the first program for gender/ domestic 
violence to use the bystander approach. The MVP program advocates different ways that people can respond to certain situations that they are not directly involved in. This 
forces bystanders to take leadership and action. Katz ended the lecture by showing how media can affect these issues by showing some clips from his movies. 

Katz’s lecture best relates to the concept of ethical egoism as discussed in class. The concept of ethical egoism is that an action is right only if the action best promotes the 
agent’s best interest as he/she defines those interests. The argument for ethical egoism is based on psychological egoism, which is the concept that human beings, whether 
they want to acknowledge it or not, are selfish creatures, so all actions are motivated, ultimately, by self-interest. If we start with the notion that psychological egoism is true, 
then we can say that one can’t help but act in ways that maximize one’s self-interest; then, we can say that if one can’t help but act in ways that maximize one’s self-interest, 
one can’t possibly be obligated to do otherwise. Next, if one can’t be obligated to act contrary to one’s own interest, ethical egoism must be true. However, there are problems 
with this argument. The main problem is that psychological egoism is not a sounds theory, so it cannot establish ethical egoism. The second problem is that ethical egoism 
is an implausible theory of morality and would make social life difficult because it does not necessarily encourage restrain of impulse. As a result, ethical egoism would al- 
low actions that are blatantly wrong. Despite proving that ethical egoism is not a sound theory, I believe that it best describes how Katz views the actions of men and society 
in regards to the issues of gender/ domestic violence. He claims that men are not taking accountability and are not talking about these topics because it is not in their best 
interest. According to Katz, it is not in their best interest because men think that these issues do not affect them, when in reality they do. Therefore, Katz’s argument is an 
example of why ethical egoism is not a sound theory.

Huber then traveled to Italy, became a researcher in the Vatican Library, published a paper, and gave presentations at conferences about his 
research. Other faculty at Muhlenberg took interest in Huber’s work and invited him into their classrooms to connect his experiences to their classes. Huber said, “Imagine 
a math professor being invited to a first-year seminar taught by a humanities professor to discuss architecture.” 

To ensure that everyone at Muhlenberg can have a similarly rewarding experience, a series of cluster courses has been added to the academic curriculum. This will create 
at least 30 pairs of deliberate and unique connections across disciplines. 

Setting aside academics, the Theory of Connectivity is also present in other aspects of the Muhlenberg community. It is the glue behind the Muhlenberg community 
garden, which was developed behind the campus-owned houses in 2010. The garden provides fresh, local, and nutritional food for the community to enjoy, as well as an 
oportunity to grow together in an active, hands-on environment. 

Another community activity related to the theory is the walking tour of the Allentown Farmers’ Market. This was implemented by a former student, Abigail Possinger, 
along with faculty and staff to show students all that Allentown has to offer and how they can support local business. Eventually, students will graduate from Muhlenberg 
and they will become the potential consumers and employees of the local businesses in Allentown; because of this, it is important for students to learn how to thrive in the 
Allentown community, as well as in any “real life” community. 

Huber said, “Connectivity is analogous to networking. Employers, casting directors, graduate and medical school admissions teams - they all want college graduates who 
can connect what they have learned in some context.”

Random Access Memories

Random Access Memories is the fourth studio 
album from French 
electric duo Daft Punk. 

It was released through 


Columbia Records on May 17, 2013. While not falling into 
the traditional potholes of pop music, this album brought 
forth a level of life not recently felt in the music scene.

Project. 

Kaling plays the role of Dr. Mindy Lahiri, a New York based obstetrician desperately trying to balance 
her professional life with her love life (or lack thereof). Lahiri shares her practice with Dr. Danny 
Castellano (Chris Messina) and Dr. Jeremy Reed (Ed Weeks) along with male nurse Morgan Tookers (Ike 
Barinholtz). 

In September 2013, the series entered its second season. In the first episode, “All My Problems Solved 
Forever,” viewers learn that Dr. Lahiri has spent the past six months of her life on a volunteer mission 
building hospitals in Haiti alongside her (now) ex-boyfriend Casey.

In episode four “Magic Morgan”, Dr. Lahiri deals with her recent breakup from Casey the only way she 
knows how-by listening to the Les Mis soundtrack, requesting “heartache days” off from work to recover, 
and drinking. 

In perhaps the most entertaining episode of the season thus far, Dr. Lahiri, after finishing several bottles 
of wine on her own, unintentionally preforms an act of sexual harassment against co-worker Morgan 
Tookers. Tookers threatens to sue Dr. Lahiri unless she will agree to go on a single date with him, which 
she agrees to.

favorite pastime. However, for one fan he didn’t catch a 

memory, he caught hell. 

Being a Cubs fan is about dreaming. Dreaming that your team, a ball club that 
hasn’t won a championship since 1908 will win the World Series. Then you wake up.

Football to Win at Gettysburg

Muhlenberg Athletics Baseball teams pursuing a championship this time of the 

year. For the Muhlenberg football team, it’s punt return- 
ing and defense. 

For the second game in a row, junior Cody 
Geyer turned the tide with a long punt return, 
and the Mule defense allowed only 1 1 first downs 
and recorded six sacks in a 35-10 win at Gettys- 
burg. 

Senior Kevin Van Laar rushed for a career- 
high 124 yards and three touchdowns as Muhlen- 
berg (4-2, 3-2) won at Gettysburg for the first time 
since 2007. 

The game was tied 7-7 midway through the 
second quarter, with the teams having traded 
touchdown passes. (The Mules’ came on a 14- 
yard toss from freshman Nick Palladino to junior 
Michael Long.) Gettysburg (3-3, 2-3) was forced 
to punt after the defense made a stop on third- 
and-2, and Geyer brought the kick back 73 yards 
for a touchdown to put Muhlenberg ahead for 
good. 

The touchdown was the first on a punt return 
(not a blocked punt return) for the Mules since 
2003, and it was the longest scoring punt return 
since 1982. It was not the longest return of Gey- 
er’s career, however: In Muhlenberg’s last game, 
his momentum-shifting return covered 82 yards 
although it ended short of the end zone. 

The Bullets closed to within 14-10 with a field 


goal on their first possession of the third quarter, and after that the Mules turned the 
game over to their defense and Van Laar. 

Gettysburg went three-and-out on its next four possessions, and on all of them the 

Bullets had seven yards or more to go on third 
down. 

“It’s a lot of fun,” said junior Ian Gimbar of 
facing third-and-long. “As a defense, that’s the 
best feeling when you know they have to make 
long plays. You can just lay things on the line and 
get after it.” 

The defense held Gettysburg, which came in 
averaging more than 500 yards per game, to only 
295, including just 83 in the second half. Junior 
Greg DeLade had two sacks among his three 
tackles for loss, and senior Andrew Onimus made 
a team-high 13 tackles, including two for loss. 

It helped the defense that it wasn’t on the field 
much in the second half. The offense held the ball 
for 21:17 of the last 30 minutes, putting the game 
out of reach with three 2-yard touchdown runs 
by Van Laar. 

It was a welcome change for the Muhlenberg 
offense, which had scored a total of 30 points in 
its last four games at Gettysburg. 

“Our last trip here was not the best,” said se- 
nior Chris Litzenberger, who caught a career- 
high five passes. “You always have to hear about 
it for the next two years, and the coaches always 
bring it up. It feels great to end my career with a 
win at Gettysburg.”

Wednesday at Ursinus (7-15, 0-7 CC). 

Game 1 of the doubleheader started off as a 
thriller. The Mules and Bullets went back and 
forth before Muhlenberg took a tight first set, 25- 


set well in hand before a barrage of Bullet strikes. 
Muhlenberg was able to withstand the rally, how- 
ever, and took the set 25-21. The fourth set was 
never in doubt, as the Mules rolled 25-12 to take 
the match. 

Freshman Allison Glass led the team with 16 
kills and five service aces, continuing her utter 
dominance this season. The most remarkable ef- 
fort came on the blocking end, especially at the be- 
ginning of the fourth set, when sophomores Sarah 
Weyhmuller and Joanne Josephson were manning 
the net, letting next-to-nothing get by them. Jo- 
sephson finished the game with seven blocks. 

The Mules didn’t fare quite as well in their sec- 
ond match of the day, against the nonconference St. 
Lawrence Saints (17-7). The Mules took the second 
set 25-19 and the third set 25-14 to take a 2-1 lead in 
the match. After dropping the fourth set, though, 
the Saints took the deciding set 15-10 for the vic- 
tory. 

Glass led the way again with 17 kills in the sec- 
ond match as she continues her assault on the re- 
cord books.

Cross Country Teams Turn in Top- 10 Finishes at Gettysburg 

Courtesy of The Muhlenberg cross country teams closed out the regular season with solid showings against a large field at the Gettysburg Invitational, the 

Muhlenberg Athletics final tuneup for next month’s Centennial Conference Championships. 

The men placed fourth out of 26 teams, while the women came in ninth of 27 squads just two weeks in advance of the conference meet. Junior 
Luke Munyan and sophomore Stephen Sroka led the way for the men, finishing eighth and ninth, respectively, in a field of 281 runners, while 
sophomore Melanie Tramontina paced the women with a 19th-place showing on the flat and fast course. 

Munyan has been the first Mule across the finish line in each of their four events this season. Freshman Jaryd Flank ran well for the men, placing 19th, and senior Bobby 
McGetrick finished 29th. Junior Kenny Wohl (41st), senior co-captain Jarrett Felix (46th) and junior Josh Ellcan (47th) rounded out the top seven for the Mules, who were 
coming off back-to-back team titles in the Muhlenberg Invitational and the Paul Short Run. Muhlenberg finished 60 points clear of fifth-place Salisbury and just four shy of 
third-place Shippensburg, one of five Division II schools in the meet. 

Sophomore Claire Thornton was the second runner across for the women, who were competing without their top runner. Thornton wound up 48th in a field of 276 
entrants. Junior Chelsea Rivenbark (58th) and senior Ramzy Burns (59th) finished back-to-back, and senior Lauren Zalcheim (62nd) joined them in Muhlenberg’s top five. 
The Mule women were competing for the first time since winning the Muhlenberg Invitational nearly a month ago, as their leg of the Paul Short Run was cancelled due to 
excessive heat two weeks ago.

Rubbing a Pregnant Woman’s Stomach Leads to Harassment Charges

Assistant News Editor berland County Pennsyl- 

vania, a man was charged 
with harassment for hugging a pregnant woman and 
then rubbing her stomach. The accused man, Richard 
J. Beishline, 57, was visiting his 30 year old pregnant 
neighbor’s trailer when the incident occurred. While 
visiting her, Beishline allegedly hugged her, then pro- 
ceeded to rub her stomach. At this point, the woman 
pushed him away and he exited her trailer. She imme- 
diately called the police and reported the incident. 

Trooper Robert Hicks, a public information officer 
for the Pennsylvania State Police commented on the 
case, saying that Beishline was later charged for harass- 
ment. The Pennsylvania law regarding harassment is 


relatively vague and can be interpreted on a case to case 
basis. It states that a person can be charged with harass- 
ment for an action they take that has an intent to harass, 
annoy, or alarm another person. The law applies to all 
people, pregnant or not, though this is one of the first 
times it has ever been used in a case like this. Pittsburgh 
attorney, Phil DiLucente, also commented on the case. 
He said that it is extremely rare and unheard of for a 
pregnant woman to press charges against someone for 
unwanted stomach rubbing. He speculated that this 
case may even be the very first time it has happened. 

While it may seems like the hug and stomach rub- 
bing are harmless acts of good intention, they could 
still fall into the category of harassment. DiLucente 
explained that any form of unwanted contact can be 


classified and interpreted as harassment. In Pennsylva- 
nia, the charge is called a summary offense and usually 
requires a person to pay fines. 

The legal process, put simply, is as follows. A per- 
son is first charged with the offense. Then, a citation 
is issued and the individual can choose to plead guilty 
or not guilty. If a person pleads guilty, they must pay 
a fine, but if they please not guilty, they must attend a 
hearing at a district court. In Beishline’s case, the ha- 
rassment charges were filed, but he has not responded 
to the charges or received his formal citation. 

DiLucente said that it will be very difficult for the 
plaintiff to win this case, because she would have to 

prove a “course

Beishline will receive a simple criminal citation. This holds a similar weight and seriousness to that of a traffic ticket. 

While opinions vary as to whether or not Beishline deserves to face charges, the case will still be significant regardless of what happens to him. This is an eye opener for 
people that some women feel uncomfortable about having their stomachs touched while they are pregnant. This case may give a woman the confidence and the support to 
say no if someone ask to or just invites themselves to touch her stomach. The important part of this case is less about whether or not Beishline deserves to face charges, and 
more about bringing awareness to how society treats pregnant women.

but they persevered and went on to beat or tie every team in the league. The team made the playoffs, but eventually lost to the championship 
winners by one goal in the semifinals. Additionally, during this season the first ever Centennial Conference Hockey was formed. The champion was called the “Centennial 
Cup,” and Muhlenberg hosted Johns Hopkins, Gettysburg, Franklin & Marshall, and Washington. Muhlenberg played a tough schedule of 5 games in just 2 days. The team 
went on to defeat Franklin&Marshall 6-2 in the finals to earn a place in history as the first Centennial Cup Champions! In the Spring of 2006, the Great Northeast Col- 
legiate Hockey Conference was established. This conference was founded by the previous members of the DVCHC; in addition to Muhlenberg College, these included the 
University of Scranton, the College of New Jersey, Millersville University, Franklin & Marshall College, and LaSalle University. The conference competes at the Division II 
level within the ACHA. The team made history during the 2006-2007 season by winning the first GNCHC championship. They continued to be successful throughout the 
2007-2008 season, but eventually lost to the same team they had defeated just the year before in the championship game. Unfortunately, during the 2008-2009 championship 
game, the team lost again. During the 2009-2010 and 201 1-2012 seasons the team qualified for the playoffs, but were not successful. Throughout the team’s time here they 
have represented the College extremely well on and off the ice. 

Most recently, the team has held a reception the U.S Naval Academy after playing against them and with adopting a young cancer survivor. The past few years the team 
has travelled to the U.S. Naval Academy to play them there. This year it was arranged for Muhlenberg to host the Army team at home. According to the current ice hockey 
coach, Howard Unrue, “The team likes to show our appreciation to the Service Schools and players for all they do to protect our freedoms as US citizens. At the naval acad- 
emy we had the opportunity before the game to visit the Naval Hospital and have the players and coaches meet with returning wounded servicemen and women to thank 
them personally for their service and sacrifices. This dinner was just another opportunity to thank them. The parents and student managers really put together an awesome 
event.” All of the players were very honored to show their respect to the players of the U.S. Naval Academy. 

Additionally, some of the players were looking for a way to give back to the community and through their events they discovered Team Impact. Team Impact helped them 
decide that the team wanted to adopt a young cancer survivor to help make a different in their life. This is how the team adopted Duncan, a young cancer survivor. Unrue 
comments on this, “I can tell you that as much as the relationship with the team has positively affected Duncan (his parents have often mentioned how he has come out of 
his shell), Duncan has had just as positive an impact on the team. Duncan and his wonderful family (mom, dad, and big sister) show up at most home games, some away 
games and have ridden with us to an away game on the team bus and they have participated in our end of season banquet. Duncan is considered a part of the team and his 
family is part of the Muhlenberg hockey family.”

PRISM Album Review

Managing Editor musician Katy Perry. It 

was released by Capitol 

Records on October 18, 

2013. There is a strong power behind the album, but it 
doesn’t seem to have the flair of previous albums. 

In her brief career, Perry has had an enormous amount 
of success. Her most recent album, Teenage Dream, was 
released in 2010. It went double platinum and spurred 
an incredible six singles. It’s hard to trump that kind of 
massive success. 

This album attempted to move in a different direction. 

Perry, at this point, is aware she’s a superstar, and there’s 
no box she can crawl back into to hide from the spotlight. 

There was a good try to advance her music to a darker, 
more heartfelt tone. At the end of the day, though, a lot 
of the songs echoed the sounds and feels of previous hits. 

The first example of this is “Dark Horse”, the only 
artist collaboration on the album. It features rapper Juicy 
J, and isn’t an amazing song by any means. But those 
who remember “E.T.”, which featured Kanye West, will 
find the instrumentation and hook in this song to be quite 
familiar. 

Additionally, the song “International Smile” sounds nearly identical to “Teenage 
Dream”, before slowly drifting away from it. It’s been said on this blog time and 
again: in order for an artist to get my unhindered respect, their music needs to 
progress, or at least not plod in the same continuum. 

The first single on the album is “Roar”. The song serves as a coming-out party for 
Perry, who is trying (and failing on this album) to break out of her shell and become 
her own person. It’s message is powerful, and it’s quality is addictive. 

There was a big controversy about this song in relation to Sara Bareilles’ track 


Brave”. There are parts, especially the beginning, that sound very similar, leading 
to people calling Perry on ripping off another artist’s track. 
“Roar” was recorded well before people knew of “Brave”, it 
just wasn’t released for a long time. So let’s put those rumors 
to rest. 

The second single on the album is “Unconditionally”. It 
sounds like a decent track, and really comes from Perry’s heart, 
as she discusses how she “will love you unconditionally”. 
Could this be about on-again/off-again boyfriend John Mayer, 
who helped write the deluxe track “Spiritual”? 

In addition to “ Dark Horse”, another promotional single is 
“Walking on Air”. The hook to this song is a bit tedious, but 
the song is cool and transports the listener back to the era of 
workout beats in a jazzercise studio in the 1990’s, in a way like 
Beyonce’s “Love on Top” did. 

This album is all about how you perceive it. Critics think 
“This Is How We Do” is a potential summer anthem. This 
blogger thinks the song screams with pretentiousness and puts 
the trappings of glamour and celebrity in an undeserved light. 

Some of the more beautiful and person songs are “Double 
Rainbow”, “Ghost”, and the deluxe track “It Takes Two”. 
None of those songs are going to be played on the radio 
though. That belongs to “This Is How We Do”, “Walking on Air”, “Roar”, 
“Unconditionally”, and if I had to take a guess, the sexualized “Birthday”. 

There’s a lot to be debated here, and Perry’s star won’t stop rising from this album. 
It just seems like one of those albums in her career that will be more forgettable than 
not.

Barcelona

decision: Where are my 

friends going? Does this 
program make the most sense for my major? Will all of 
my credits transfer? Well, I pondered all of these questions 
with regards to Barcelona, and every single answer was the 
opposite of what it should have been. I am the only Mule 
in Barcelona, this program is not intended for Econ/Fi- 
nance majors, and I am taking a Spanish class that doesn’t 
even count towards my transcript! It does not seem logical 
that I took this path, but therein lays my rationale. This is 
the road less traveled. I sought an adventure, and I have 
surely achieved my goal. Traveling alone to a foreign city 
can certainly be intimidating at first, but the return is be- 
yond imagination. I have no doubt that I would have had 
a fulfilling experience in a more Muhlenberg-concentrated 
program, but I would have been within my comfort zone. 

This experience is not for everyone, but those who crave an 
independent adventure should consider taking the plunge 
and straying from the herd. 

Envision the weather of Los Angeles, the coast of Flori- 
da, and the city of New York, add a touch of Gaudi archi- 
tecture and some of the most superior clubs in the world, 
and you will have an vague conception of Barcelona. 

The weather has remained consistent between 70 and 85 
degrees into the now late October. The city is directly on 
the “Costa Brava” and is a historically significant shipping 
port. The coast is home to several museums, clubs, restaurants, a mall, and many 
other recreational venues. The uniqueness of a cosmopolitan city on the Mediter- 
ranean Sea is truly undeniable and provides an interesting contrast. 


Barcelona is the home of Modernisme and Antoni Gaudi exemplifies this contem- 
porary movement with his architectural expression. Casa Batillo, Parc Guell and the 

Sagrada Familia church are only three of his many iconic 
masterpieces. There are buildings that look as if they are 
melting and seem as if they are products of dreams. The 
sheer beauty that emanates from the streets of this jewel of 
a city makes sense of the high volume of tourism. 

Aesthetics aside, everyone knows that the most impor- 
tant aspect of traveling abroad is the food. Spanish cuisine 
can be characterized in one word: tapas. These small plates 
are the most commonly found dishes at traditional, local 
restaurants. The “french fries and ketchup” of Spain is pa- 
tatas bravas. They are a small plate of hash brown style 
potatoes covered in a spicy mayo sauce. Paella is also a 
classic dish here. It is basically rice with meat, seafood or 
vegetables. Gourmet Spanish cuisine is not nearly as preva- 
lent as French or Italian cuisine, but there are an endless 
variety of restaurants in Barcelona. 

While the recreation, food, and travel are entertaining 
and satisfying, I find the knowledge that I’ve gained abroad 
is unlike any learning that can be absorbed in an American 
classroom.

The perspective that one 
gains from being an ember in the flame, rather than a mere 
spectator, is substantially more profound. Anyone can take 
a vacation to a foreign land for a week, but true cultural immersion is a rare opportu- 
nity that the vast majority of people will never experience. We have that rare chance 
and should not turn it away. Study abroad. . .

Muhlenberg Athletics cer team needed to pick up a win at Ursinus in its next-to- 

last game of the regular season. And that’s just what the 
Mules did, despite playing the second half down a man. 

Junior Lance Dotzman put in a rebound with 19:21 left to break a 1-1 tie, and 
Muhlenberg (8-7-1, 3-4-1) held on to snap its three-game winless streak. 

A loss would have eliminated the Mules from Centennial Conference playoff con- 
tention. As it is, they still are in a precarious position. Tied for sixth place with Ursi- 
nus and Gettysburg, Muhlenberg first and foremost needs to defeat McDaniel next 
Saturday and hope for a Franklin & Marshall loss to first-place Swarthmore and a 
loss or a tie by Gettysburg to Ursinus, among other results. 


The Mules took a 1-0 lead in the 18th minute on a goal by freshman Nick Sarkos. 
Dotzman took a shot from the left side that was blocked by a defender right to Sar- 
kos, who slotted it in for his first career goal. 

The Bears (7-8-1, 3-4-1) tied the game on an own goal just before halftime, and 
shortly thereafter Muhlenberg lost a player to a red card. 

But the Mules outshot the Bears by a 9-4 margin in the second half, netting the 
winning goal off a corner kick when Dotzman notched his team-leading seventh goal 
of the season after Brendan McIntyre’s header was blocked. 

The win extended Muhlenberg’s unbeaten streak against Ursinus to 28 games, dat- 
ing back to 1984. And it ensured that the Mules will finish with a non-losing record 
for the 28th straight season. 


Volleyball Clinches Playoff Berth

The win, combined with losses by Johns Hopkins (in 
four sets to McDaniel) and Gettysburg (in five sets to Franklin & Marshall), assured 
that the Mules (17-8, 7-1) will finish in the top five teams in the CC. Muhlenberg can 
clinch a first-round bye by winning one of its two remaining league matches and will 
earn the top seed and hosting rights if it wins both. 

Just three years ago, the Mules tied for last place. But an infusion of talented play- 
ers turned the program around, and they were on display against the Bears (7-16, 
0-8). Muhlenberg won its three sets with ease, 25-13, 25-14 and 25-12, dropping the 


third by a 25-22 count. 

Sophomore Sarah Weyhmuller led the attack with 11 kills in only 19 attempts, 
while junior Lindsey Gambocurta, sophomore Katherine Boll and freshman Allison 
Glass had nine apiece. That quartet combined to hit .389, and Glass added four aces. 

Junior Nikki Dickson recorded 17 assists, running her career total to 997, and 
sophomore Vanessa Pulica added 15. 

Sophomore Joanne Josephson (eight blocks) and Weyhmuller (five) took care of 
the defense at the net, sophomore Chelsea Kaser (15 digs) and freshman Elizabeth 
Garrison (10) in the back row. 

Kaser became the first player in program history to record at least 300 digs in both 
her freshman and sophomore seasons.

The Mules were

season, standing at an even .500 record but nearing a 
conference playoff berth. But the Bears were a behe- 
moth to play. 

The program has always been a juggernaut, and 
this season had been no exception. The Bears came 
into the game ranked 15th in Division III, having not 
lost to Muhlenberg since joining the Centennial Con- 
ference in 2003. The last time the Mules beat Ursinus 
was in 1980. 

All of that changed on Saturday. 

The Mules erased a two-goal deficit en route to 
a 3-2 win over Ursinus. The win, combined with a 
loss by Johns Hopkins, catapulted the Mules into the 
Centennial Conference playoffs for the first time since 
2007. In all likelihood, the Mules will play Haverford 
in the first round of the playoffs, right after the teams 
square off in the regular season finale this Saturday. 

The winner would host the playoff game as long as 
Ursinus defeats conference dormant Swarthmore. 

The game got off to an auspicious start for the 
Mules. They seemed to score early on to open up the 
game, but the referees disallowed the goal. Ursinus 
proceeded to score two goals off of corners to take 
a 2-0 lead practically down to the end of the first half. The Bears were completely 
controlling the pace of play, and keeping the ball in the Mules’ defensive zone. 

Towards the end of the first half, though, momentum began to swing in Muhlen- 
berg’s favor. The team began to reel off shots on the opposing net, beginning to apply 


pressure to the defense and goalie of Ursinus. Junior Kayleigh Thies scored off of a 
penalty corner with 44.5 seconds remaining in the half, cutting the halftime deficit to 

2-1, in favor of the Bears. 

The second half belonged to the Mules, as they 
shutout the Bears two-zip. The first goal came cour- 
tesy of a pass from Thies to freshman Emily Boyle. 
It was Boyle’s first career goal for the Mules, and tied 
the game up at 2-2 with 28: 12 remaining in the game. 
The game was iced when junior Christine Germaslce 
crossed the ball and deflected if off a Bear to put the 
Mules up 3-2 with 20:01 to go. The defense and junior 
goalie Sierra Lenker held the Bears off from there. 

With the assist, Thies reached 18 career assists for 
the Mules, breaking Kristen Bruschi’s school record 
of 17 career assists. Thies still has another year of eli- 
gibility, so the odds are in her favor to put the record 
far out of reach for any Mules for a long time. 

The game was marred by plenty of inconsistency 
from the zebras on the field. After disallowing the 
Mules’ first goal, it seemed as if every penalty went 
against the Mules, drawing the ire of some of the 
fans and parents in the stands. It seemed Ursinus was 
getting many chances on the corner, an area where 
they’re especially dangerous. At the end of the day, 
however, Muhlenberg’s will helped them overcome 
any obstacles on the field for the win. 

Following a game at nonconference opponent 
Drew, the Mules close the season out at home against Haverford on Saturday at 6 PM 
in a game with plenty of playoff implications. After the upset over Ursinus, one has 
to believe the Mules will have all the confidence in the world for their regular season 
closer. The playoffs are fast approaching.

Marking the Anniversary of the War of the Worlds Broadcast

News Editor thrives on irony, parody, 

and subversion, we, as 
contemporary media consumers, have seemingly de- 
veloped a discerning eye for ‘the real’ and ‘the non- 
real’, be it a faux-news story or a satiric viral video. 
Along with a modern awareness of media production 
processes, one wonders if it is possible for the media 
savvy consumer to be ‘duped’. October 30th marked 
the 75th anniversary of Orson Welles’ War of the 
Worlds radio broadcast, an event whose significance 
has reverberated in academic and popular circles, rais- 
ing questions about the nature of media audiences. At 
the time of the broadcast, Orson Welles was an up-and- 
coming stage actor and director. The broadcast, part 


of a weekly series called The Mercury Theatre on the 
Air, adapted H.G. Wells’ science fiction novel The War 
of the Worlds, which detailed an alien invasion in the 
town of Grover’s Mill, New Jersey, for a radio audi- 
ence. Welles famously tweaked the material to simulate 
a news broadcast, and the sober tone of the broadcast 
left its listeners panicked and frightened, believing that 
an invasion was, in fact, taking place in this small New 
Jersey town. Although the broadcast landed Welles in 
hot water, it bolstered his career and led to opportuni- 
ties in film, most notably 1941 ’s Citizen Kane, regarded 
as a groundbreaking moment in film history. 

To dismiss the listeners of the broadcast as 
naive would be to ignore the context surrounding the 
1938 broadcast, which aired during a time of national 


fear of war. It has also been debated that newspaper 
reports emphasized the panic created by the broadcast 
in order to depict radio - a then-growing competitor for 
advertiser revenue - in a negative light. The broadcast 
was devoid of behind-the-scenes context and the visual 
information available in television and film. 

Listeners were without many of the tools 
that form our contemporary understanding of media. 
Though I know the exploits of Miley Cyrus have been 
discussed to an exhausting degree, I do think her per- 
formance at the MTV Video Music Awards is relevant 
here. The performance dominated the social media 
conversation and was dissected from a variety of per- 
spectives. The na-

The Unsurprising Reelection of Chris

Op/Ed Editor down, it is clear that incumbent governor Chris Christie (R) 

will crush democratic opponent Barbara Buono in a landslide 
victory. Presumably bolstered by his swift action and appar- 
ent compassion following Hurricane Sandy in 2012, the Republican Christie is an 
enigma in New Jersey, a democratic state for decades. His sweep in the election is 
even more staggering when one considers the innane nature of Christie’s education 
reform plan. 

Governor Christie has mounted a campaign to reform the public school system 
in New Jersey, without regard for the collateral damage he is causing along the way. 
While it is understandable and even reasonable for Christie to oppose organized 
labor, he does not appear to recognize the people he is governing on an individual 
level. Under the guise of reforming education to increase “accountability in the 
classroom” through various methods of gauging teacher performance, Christie is ef- 
fectively punishing the effective teachers and the ineffective teachers alike, especially 
in low-income areas. The positive language on his website states, “The Christie 
Reform plan puts an end to policies that reward teachers who fail over teachers who 
succeed by measuring performance and paying higher salaries for it.” The criteria 
for “teachers who fail” versus “teachers who succeed” are evidently measured by 
how well students do in class, consequently. What this argument fails to mention 
is that there are many factors that contribute to poor student performance in the 
classroom, not just teachers. Poor parenting, for instance, impacts a child’s ability 
and willingness to learn, no matter how hard the teacher may try to accomodate the 
child. What the teacher teaches in the classroom must be reinforced at home, and if 
parents don’t care, teachers cannot do their jobs effectively. 

My argument is not excusing the bad teachers who don’t care about their stu- 
dents’ performance; I am merely attempting to highlight the fallacious argument that 
student performance is the only gauge of teacher performance. If this system keeps 
up, fewer and fewer people will want to become teachers, which is certainly not in 
the best interest of New Jersians or, more broadly, Americans. 

Chris Christie’s intentions for New Jersey may be laudable, but his methods for 
achieving those goals are questionable at best. His image as a “teacher hater” is a 
direct result of his lack of circumspection regarding his plan. New Jersey simply 
cannot afford to reelect a governor who doesn’t think about all of the possible conse- 
quences of his actions. His imminent reelection serves to reinforce the unfortunate 
apathy on the part of American voters, who would rather vote for what they know 
than for what they don’t know.

enough, Cyrus herself has pro- 
vided a ‘debriefing’ of sorts in the months following the perfor- 
mance, describing it as a conscious attempt to garner controversy. 
Our understanding of the performance is now shaped by Cyrus’ 
revelation of her motives and of our knowledge of the star-mak- 
ing process in general. 

At the time of the 1938 broadcast, a media product was 
received without the accompanying background that exists in 
our current media culture. The prevalence of social media and 
the immediacy of blogs contribute to a growing transparency be- 
tween media producers and consumers. It appears that if we are 
fooled, we are not fooled for long.

The Evils of Facebook: 
All a Myth?

terms of use that Facebook has permission to 
use your uploaded content (pictures, posts, etc) to sell to third party 
advertisers. Facebook’s privacy policy has been ever-changing since 
2005. First it was very closed, staunchly stating there was no selling or 
sharing of information to developers or advertisers. Now, Facebook 
admits it shares your personal info with developers, advertisers, use 
it for “data analysis,” and more. They also state that although we as 
Facebook users give Facebook the right to use our information, we 
still own it. They will never share our info without spelling it out in 
the privacy policy, notifying us privately, or use it without redacting 
it first. 

Seems fair right? So what is the bottom line here? I see so many 
Facebook friends of mine complain about Facebook’s terms of use 
ON their very own Facebook pages almost daily. Are we as the 
public, mad that Facebook may be giving advertisers the right to see 
into our posts, pictures, and thoughts? If that is true, do we really 
have any right to be mad? Facebook is a free, social media service. They have come 
up with a way to generate income because they have grown to be a successful business 
since 2005, gaining a captive audience of OVER 1 billion people. I don’t know about 
you, but if I became that wildly successful, you better bet I’d think up a way to make 
money off it. We as Facebook users are not required to pay money for Facebook, 
despite all the services it offers. These services include document sharing, private 
messaging, and numerous options revolving around posting links, music, pictures, 
and other third party data that can be sent straight to your timeline. 


Facebook also does not force you to sign up. When signing up for a Facebook, 
you agree to the terms. You have every right to read and review these terms without 
making a profile. With knowledge of how Facebook uses your data, any functioning 
human can make a rational decision of whether or not Facebook is 
the place for them. 

Facebook also gives a fairly clear indication of where the terms 
are located. By simply scrolling to the bottom of the screen while on 
your Facebook homepage, click on the link “terms” at the bottom, 
and every detail of Facebook’s operation is right there in black and 
white. There doesn’t seem to be many secrets, and it is my belief 
that Facebook makes its terms pretty transparent - something they 
wouldn’t need to do, since Facebook is as previously mentioned, a 
free service.

The 
second way to opt out, is through deletion of your account. Deletion will actually 
delete your Facebook information and data, though Facebook states it may take up 
to 90 days to complete. 

So the question remains, why is there so much animosity towards an optional free 
service that seems to be very transparent with its users? I’ll continue to use Facebook 
responsibly and monitor the privacy policy until I become uncomfortable with it. As 
for the people complaining about Facebook ON Facebook... It’s time for them to log 
off.

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The Mystery of Edwin Drood 


Theater Review

From October 25 through November 3, the 
Muhlenberg College 
Department of The- 
atre and Dance put on Ru- 


pert Holmes’ The Mystery of Edwin Drood. Rupert Holmes 
wrote this innovative interactive musical in 1986 and received 
Tony Awards for the book as well as the witty lyrics. 

The show enacts Charles Dickens’ final literary work. Un- 
fortunately however, Dickens’ was unable to finish his book 
before the time of his death-leaving the story unfinished. 

Holmes saw this missing ending as an extremely exciting 
theatrical opportunity. In a 2012 interview with Michael Rie- 
del for Theater Talk, Holmes explains “that instead of [the 
missing ending] being a problem, it’s the height of theatri- 
cality to allow the audience to weigh in on what they, that 
night, that performance, thought the ending might be.” 

Just as Holmes hoped, the extreme level of audience par- 
ticipation throughout the show and the incredible level of 
control given to the members of the audience made the per- 
formance both exciting and memorable. 

I was fortunate enough to attend the show on the 
afternoon of Saturday November 2. I was greeted at the en- 
trance by several cast members very much in character. From 
the moment I stepped into the theater, I was made aware that 
I would not merely be watching the show, but would essen- 
tially become a part of it. 

All audience members, along with the traditional pro- 
gram, were handed a rather authentic looking cast list for 
the show within the show. The Mystery of Edwin Drood is, 
in fact, a play within a play. The onstage actors play the

role of 19th century actors at the Music Hall Royale in the year 1892 as they play the 
role of the characters in Charles Dickens’ unfinished story. 

In the show, a young man, Edwin Drood, played by a fe- 
male (in this case played by Stefanie Goldberg) is set to marry 
the beautiful young Rosa Bud (in this performance played by 
Rachel Kaufman). Drood’s uncle, John Jasper (Joe Marx), 
however, has developed a deep infatuation with Rosa Bud af- 
ter working as her vocal instructor. The extreme jealousy and 
an incredibly apparent psychological disorder lead John Jas- 
per to plot revenge against his young nephew. Unfortunately 
for Jasper, Drood proves to not be the only competition he 
must worry about. 

Helena and Neville Landless (Emily Phillips and Alan 
Mendez), twins from a distant land, soon come into the pic- 
ture. Neville, despite both Drood and Jasper’s best wishes, 
becomes somewhat besotted with Rosa Bud, as well. 

As the story progresses and Edwin Drood goes missing, 
Helena, Neville, Jasper, Rosa Bud, as well as the characters of 
Durdles (Dan McKenna) and The Reverend Mr. Crisparkle 
(Wesley MacBeth) become suspects in Drood’s murder. 

Following Act II, the cast members flood the audience as 
they collect votes to see which character will be cast as the 
murderer. Although I voted for Rosa Bud (fairly certain she 
was the culprit), for my show, the murdered turned out the be 
Durdles. 

The audience participation, exciting song and dance num- 
bers, and excellent acting made the nearly three hour show 
flyby. 

Overall, The Mystery of Edwin Drood was one of the 
most entertaining shows that I have been able to attend. 


Muhlenberg stages a brisk 
‘Winter’s Tale,’ Nov. 20-24

Department of Theatre & Dance his career, Shakespeare broke away from the 

conventional rules of playwriting and wrote a 

series of plays that featured wild dramatic verse 
and then-contemporary humor. The epitome of this defiantly innovative approach 
was “The Winter’s Tale,” written around 1610, and coming to the Muhlenberg 
College mainstage Nov. 20-24. 

“The play has a real spirit of experimentation and rebelliousness,” says Troy 
Dwyer, who directs the production. “When they go see Shakespeare, many 
audience members brace themselves to do a lot of work. And often enough, modern 
productions make them.” 

Dwyer’s aim, he says, is to allow the audience to relax and enjoy the playfulness 
of Shakespeare’s writing. 

“I want the audience to let us do the work,” Dwyer says. “I want them to experience 
a strong sense of joy and understanding that they don’t have to labor for. That joy can 
come from comedy or it can come from the thrill of genuinely absorbing drama.” 

“The Winter’s Tale” is the story of two intertwined kingdoms gripped by an icy 
prophecy. A demon bear hunts its victims along the tree-lined shore of Bohemia. 
Hundreds of miles across the ocean in Sicilia, something just as nightmarish 
stalks a young queen - her husband’s jealous madness. As both monsters pounce, 
Shakespeare’s unpredictable fantasy is set into motion. 

Part suspenseful tragedy, part rollicking comedy, part grisly fairy tale, the play de- 
fies convention while showcasing what Dwyer calls “some of the most breathtaking 
language ever heard on the English stage.” 

The show runs Nov. 20-24 in the Studio Theatre, Trexler Pavilion for Theatre & 
Dance at Muhlenberg College. In the interest of expediting the action, Dwyer has cut 
the play to a brisk two hours. 

“Modern audiences are very different from 1610 audiences,” Dwyer says. “They 
understand stories differently, and I think if you’re going to do Shakespeare in 2013, 
you have to adapt to that different sensibility. That doesn’t mean dumbing the play 
down or stripping out historical context. It just means being thoughtful about pacing 


and emphasis, and working to develop relatable characters.” 

Dwyer has also added choreography by Allison Berger and an original score by 
Sean Skahill for an enhanced multisensory experience. 

“I want the audience to be pulled away from the dependence on language and 
narrative by providing other textures of experience,” Dwyer says. For example, the 
play’s infamous demon bear is depicted not by a large fuzzy costume but by the 
actors, through movement and music. 

“The music and choreography makes it a more holistic and engaging experience 
for audiences,” Skahill says. “Music can express what you can’t get out through just 
talking.” 

Dwyer says the play closely examines the institution of marriage with its inherent 
issues of power and parity. He expands that exploration to modern-day issues of 
marriage equality by gender-swapping certain characters. 

“The play is partly about marriage and who has a right to it,” Dwyer says. “It’s 
about the ways that marriage is both a privilege and a peril — about the mythic 
demands that get mapped onto the institution of marriage. The play’s young lovers 
believe that marriage is something worth fighting for, which is a refrain we hear all 
the time in current discourse. I think the play helps us to disentangle some of the 
more oppressive threads woven into marriage vows.” 

Muhlenberg College’s Theatre & Dance Department offers one of the top-rated 
college performance programs in the country, according to the Princeton Review 
rankings. Muhlenebrg is a liberal arts college of more than 2,200 students in 
Allentown, Pa., offering Bachelor of Arts degrees in theatre and dance. It has been 
named annually among the Fiske Guide to Colleges’ top 20 small college programs 
in the United States. 

“The Winter’s Tale” runs Nov. 20-24 in the Studio Theatre, Trexler Pavilion for 
Theatre & Dance, Muhlenberg College, 2400 Chew St., Allentown. 

Performances are Wednesday through Friday at 8 p.m., Saturday at 2 and 8 p.m., 
and Sunday at 2 p.m.

Volleyball Clinches Bye in CC Playoffs

Muhlenberg Athletics berg volleyball team, the way it started certainly made 

it worthwhile. 

The Mules swept Swarthmore to lock up a bye in next week’s Centennial Confer- 
ence playoffs, finishing in the top two in the league standings for the first time since 
2001. The second-seeded Mules will meet third-seeded McDaniel in the semifinals 
at Franklin & Marshall next Saturday. Muhlenberg swept the Green Terror in the 
conference opener for both teams back on September 14, which kicked off the Mules’ 
journey to their first playoff berth in four years. 

Muhlenberg fell in four sets to Moravian in its second match of the afternoon, but 
not before solidifying its playoff positioning in the final CC regular-season match of 
senior Laurainne Ojo-Ohikuare’s career. 

Ojo-Ohikuare, who was honored along with student assistant Christopher Zum- 
berge and former player Morgan Duggan in a pregame ceremony, finished with four 
kills in each match for the Mules (19-11, 8-2), who lost the first four points against 
the Garnet but quickly found their footing. Sophomore Katherine Boll led the way 
with 1 1 kills, while classmate Sarah Weyhmuller (nine kills, two blocks) and junior 
Lindsey Gambocurta (eight kills) also posted strong hitting performances. 


After taking the first set, 25-20, Muhlenberg was on the verge of dropping the sec- 
ond as Swarthmore took a commanding 20-13 lead. The Mules, however, won the 
next nine points to turn the tables, punctuated with a kill by Gambocurta on an assist 
from sophomore co-captain Chelsea Kaser (15 digs). Weyhmuller ’s powerful spike 
on set point completed the comeback, and Muhlenberg finished off the match with a 
comfortable 25-17 score in the third set. 

After taking the first set against Moravian (12-21), the Mules looked poised to 
cap a big day with a Matte Award point, but the Greyhounds found another gear 
and took control. Moravian, which finished with 19 aces, won the next two sets by 
double-digit margins (25-13 and 25-11, respectively) before capturing the final three 
points of a 25-22 decision in the fourth. That gave Moravian a 4-2 edge in the annual 
all-sports competition, with a football clash and the NCAA Mideast Regional for 
cross country on tap in two weeks. 

Boll and freshman Allison Glass had 10 kills apiece for the Mules, with Boll’s com- 
ing in just 19 attempts. Ojo-Ohikuare, who also had a pair of digs against the Garnet, 
needed only five attempts for her four kills. Sophomore Vanessa Pulice contributed 
a team-high 20 digs, freshman Ali Mayer added 10 digs and three aces, and junior 
Nikki Dickson turned in nine assists and six digs.

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Football Uses Big Plays to Topple Dickinson

A week after us- 
ing a ball-control 
offense to run a 


school-record 97 plays at Juniata, the Muhlen- 
berg football team took to the big-play attack 
and rolled to its fourth straight win, 42-3 against 
Dickinson. 

The Mules (6-2, 5-2) scored six touchdowns, 
and four of them were on passes of 30 yards or 
more. Of the six scoring drives, only two lasted 
more than four plays. 

Leading the charge were freshman quarter- 
back Nick Palladino and junior wide receiver 
Cody Geyer, who teamed up on a 62-yard pass 
play to open the scoring with 6:22 left in the first 
quarter and a 58-yard play on the first play of 
the second quarter. Each also added a rushing 
touchdown. 

Palladino finished 15-of-18 for 255 yards and 
three touchdowns while playing just one series 
into the second half. Geyer accumulated 218 
all-purpose yards (204 of which he had midway 
through the second quarter), catching seven pass- 
es for 151 yards. 

The defense, meanwhile, held the third-best 
rushing attack in the CC to 80 yards on 45 car- 
ries. The Red Devils (3-5, 3-4) gained only 185 
total yards and punted nine times. 

Junior Greg DeLade made seven tackles and 
had one of the Mules’ four sacks, while junior 
Kevin Cellary also recorded seven stops and 

freshman John Feaster recorded his team-leading fourth interception of the season. 

Junior Connor Winter was a perfect 6-for -6 on extra points to tie the school and

PATs made (53, dating back to a miss in last 
year’s Dickinson game). He also punted five 
times with an average of 40.0 yards per kick and 
had touchbacks on three of his kickoffs. 

The teams traded punts on the first four pos- 
sessions of the game before Palladino found 
Geyer behind the Dickinson secondary on the 
left sideline for the 62-yard touchdown. It was 
the fourth straight week that Geyer had made a 
play of 60 yards or longer. 

Dickinson put together a 12-play drive on the 
next possession, but a 48-yard field goal attempt- 
went wide left with 30 seconds left in the first 
quarter. Two plays and a change of fields later, 
Palladino and Geyer hooked up on their second 
long touchdown. 

On the sixth play after Feaster’s interception, 
Geyer bounced outside on a jet sweep and ran 
24 yards into the end zone for his second rushing 
touchdown in as many weeks. 

Dickinson got on the board with a 24-yard 
field goal with 1:51 left in the half, but Palladino 
engineered a two-minute drive that ended with 
his 10-yard scoring run with 24.3 ticks on the 
clock. 

Palladino threw a 31 -yard scoring pass to ju- 
nior tight end Michael Long early in the third 
quarter, and senior Joe Carlucci capped the scor- 
ing with a 40-yard scoring strike to junior Bren- 
dan Connolly with 6:29 left to play. 

Palladino and Carlucci combined to pass for 366 yards as the Mules rolled up 506 
yards of total offense. 


Cross Country Teams Fifth at Centennial Meet

Muhlenberg Athletics vision III, the Muhlenberg men’s and women’s cross 

country teams both finished fifth at the Centennial 

Conference Championships. 

The men matched their finish from last season but improved their team score by 
almost 30 points, from 167 to 139. In a race in which the order of finish was nearly 
the same as last year’s, the Mules showed the greatest improvement in points. 

Freshman Jaryd Flank led Muhlenberg by coming in 20th. He is just the second 
freshman since 1994 to be the Mules’s top runner at the CC Championships. 

Junior Luke Munyan (30th), sophomore Stephen Sroka (31st), senior Bobby Mc- 


Getrick (44th) and senior Charlie Kline (49th), in his first meet of the year, also 
placed in the top 50. 

The women slipped a spot from their fourth-place finishes of the previous two 
years, but this was the first team in program history that they wound up in the top 
five in three straight seasons. They also finished ahead of Gettysburg, which came in 
ranked 10th in the region. 

The women prevailed in a four-team race for fifth place, coming in three points 
ahead of Bryn Mawr, four ahead of Gettysburg and six in front of Ursinus. 

Senior Niclci Cronin led Muhlenberg by crossing the finish line 19th. Sophomore 
Melanie Tramontina was 27th, an 18-place improvement from last year.

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Grounds to Grounds: 

Muhlenberg’s Newest Greening Initiative

Dining Intern Muhlenberg College. From the new ‘Berg To Go 

reusable containers to the Just Tap It program, 

the college has always taken its impact on the environment seriously A few weeks 
ago, Muhlenberg Dining and Plant Operations introduced a new program to fur- 
ther improve greening efforts on campus. 

“Grounds to Grounds” recycles used coffee grounds from on-campus dining 
venues and transforms them into a compostable product that is spread on campus 
grounds. Used coffee grounds and filters are collected by Java Joe employees and 
picked up by Plant Ops on a daily basis. The grounds are stored at a designated lo- 
cation on campus where they naturally break down. Once ready, Plant Operations 
utilizes the compost as an amendment to mulch on the Muhlenberg’s campus. 

“It’s the right thing to do,” said Peter Stark, Operations Manager for Muhlen- 
berg Dining. “The college benefits by being able to provide nutrient-rich compost 
to its bedding. This is an internal source, so now Plant Ops does not have to go out 
and purchase bedding material to put on the flower beds or vegetable gardens or 
wherever else they can use it.” 

Grounds to Grounds (and future composting initiatives) may also save mon- 
ey for Muhlenberg Dining in terms of decreased waste hauling and, for the Col- 
lege, by decreasing the amount of mulch and soil amendments that need to be 
purchased. Because recycled pickle buckets are being used to collect the coffee 
grounds, the initiative comes at no cost. And while this cause definitely appeals to 
administration (the President’s Greening Committee supports it), students should 
Grounds to Grounds Logo care as well.

Legal or Not? 

California High School Mascot Under Scrutiny Because it is Deemed Racist

News Writer is under pressure from 

the American- Arab Anti- 
Discrimination Committee to change its mascot- an 
Arab. The mascot, depicted as hook-nosed man wear- 
ing a keffiyeh (Middle Eastern headdress), was deemed 
derogatory and a “gross stereotype”. Committee of- 
ficials believe that by allowing Arab Mascot, students 
will get the wrong idea and believe that negative images 
of Middle Eastern culture is encouraged. 

The superintendent of the Coachella Valley Unified 
School District plans to hold a meeting with the school 
board as a result of the complaint in order to discuss 


changing the mascot’s name. The Coachella Valley 
High School named its mascot in the 1920s, and the 
superintendent claims that it was not created in order to 
offend. In fact, it was chosen with admiration towards 
the culture. It was created to acknowledge the impor- 
tance of date farming, a traditionally Middle Eastern 
crop, in the California East Valley. What upsets the 
anti-discrimination committee today is the offensive de- 
sign that has developed over the decades. It has a more 
angry and vengeful look to it than in the past.

Tragedy in the Philippines 

As of 2:35 a.m. on Tuesday, November 12th, the Typhoon Haiyan death toll 
soared to over 1,700. Muddled, lifeless bodies lie in the cluttered streets, scattered 
anywhere along the path the body of water happened to abandon them. 

Surrounded by piles upon piles of rubble and corpses, desperate survivors are 
now searching for food. . .and family members. Though many victims are dead, even 
more are barely surviving underneath the remaining fragments of Tacloban. Many 
relatives of victims have been attempting to bury their dead loved ones and aid their 
living family members, but in many cases, there is no one to remove the corpses 
that are currently littering the city. In The Guardian Newspaper, one woman told a 
reporter that, “Those are dead people in front of our house and the smell is awful.” 

According to CBS news, the Typhoon struck Friday, November 8th, with 147mph 
winds and a 20-foot fall of seawater. Authorities estimate that the storm killed 10,000 
or more people, but amidst the remains and the rubble, there are many bodies, which 
cannot be accounted for. 

Fortunately, Philippine soldiers were distributing food and water, and assessment 
teams from the United Nations and other international agencies were seen Monday 
for the first time. According to CBS, aside from this significant help, “The U.S. mili- 
tary dispatched food, water, generators, and a contingent of Marines to the city,” the 
first outside help in what is assumed to crescendo into a major international relief 
mission. 

Though the Philippines suffers from tropical storms and typhoons each year, 
even by the standards of the Philippines, Haiyan was an especially horrific event. Its 
winds were among the strongest ever recorded, and it appears to have killed more 
people than the previous deadliest Philippine storm, Thelma. 

It is time to do something about this catastrophe. Though we must be aware that 
there are always scammers looking to profit on disasters, the following aid organiza- 
tions can serve as a reference point for considering donating to known relief efforts, 
such as the Red Cross.

Last Saturday night during the Kearns Canyon Hopi High School’s Division V 
playoff game against Arizona Lutheran Academy, Charles Youvella, a 5’ 5” senior 
running back and defensive back for Hopi, suffered a critical head injury that caused 
his untimely death. Youvella’s head hit the ground hard on a seemingly harmless 
tackle and remained in the game for two more plays before collapsing. Youvella 
was conscious, alert and talking after he collapsed. However, his condition quickly 
worsened. When he arrived at St. Joseph’s Hospital and Medical Center in Phoenix 
his condition quickly worsened and ultimately passed away on Monday. 

According to Richard Obert of azcentral.com, “Just a great kid. Pound for 
pound, by far the toughest kid I ever coached. He had the heart of a lion. He was 
5-5 and 115 pounds ringing wet. But he played 10 times that size. ...Like in life, 
when you’re born, there are no guarantees. It’s just real unfortunate. Charles was 
just a great kid. Always positive. I’ve never seen someone that small in stature have 
a heart of a lion. He had no fear.” Additionally, Arizona Cardinals wide receiver 
Larry Fitzgerald offered his support as well. The potential future Hall of Fame 
receiver tweeted a picture of Youvella and asked his followers to pray for the fallen 
high schooler. 

This is a tragedy that no one, parents, sisters, brothers, cousins, grandparents, 
aunts, uncles, friends, teachers, coaches, teammates, should have to deal with. The 
unfortunate thing about Youvella’s untimely death is that it could have been avoided 
if he had not been playing football. I send my deepest regrets to Youvella’s family 
and friends.

Nuclear Iran as a Threat to the National Security of Israel, 
the Middle East, and the United States 


By Ryan H. Lee Among the innumerable threats to Israel’s national 

Op/Ed Editor security, the Islamic Republic of Iran has presented 

itself as the most viable, most hostile opponent to the 
existence of the state of Israel during the modern era. The danger described relates 
not only to the rhetorical opposition that Iran espouses regarding Israel, but also to 
the possible advantage that Iran unremittingly seeks — the acquisition of a nuclear 
capability. The amalgamation of ferocious oratory and nuclear weapons would 
almost unquestionably prove fatal to the continuity of Israel as a state, Jewish or 
otherwise. To illustrate this point, the former president of Iran, Mahmoud Ahma- 
dinejad, said at the World Without Zionism conference in 2005, “the occupying 
regime [Israel] must be wiped off the map.” What many Americans do not know, 
however, is that a nuclear armed Iran would not only threaten Israel, but the United 
States as well. 

During the past several decades, there has been some curiosity about whether Is- 
rael itself has nuclear weapons and if so, how many it has. This is precisely because 
Israel has neither confirmed nor denied the presence of a nuclear arsenal, although 
it is more likely than not that Israel has a grandiose collection of nuclear warheads. 
Nevertheless, the juxtaposition of a possibly nuclear Israel to a possibly nuclear 
Iran allows the observer to recognize a crucial dissimilarity. First of all, even if 
Israel has nuclear weapons of any sort, it has never threatened to use them. While 
Iran has never stated outright that it would utilize its potential nuclear weapons 
to eradicate Israel, the political pressures from the Iranian populous suggest that 
uranium enrichment and eventual nuclear capabilities would be used offensively in 
an attempt to destroy Israel. 

The methods that Iran would employ to achieve its presumed goal, however, are 
not in any way traditional. Rather than attack Israel in the guise of a state actor, 
Iran conventionally has vested its political interests in the region in non-state, ter- 
rorist establishments, with the intention of removing a certain amount of culpabil- 
ity from itself. Hezbollah, Iran’s proxy in Lebanon, is a recognized terrorist group 
whose ultimate mission is to destroy all opposition to Islam. Hamas, the governing 
party of the Gaza Strip, has furthermore received much of its funding from Iran. 
Islamic Jihad, a more fractured yet even more radical Islamic fundamentalist group, 
may trace its funding back to the identical location, Tehran. Up until now, the 
weapons capabilities that Iran, in part, has distributed to these organizations are 
primarily non-nuclear weapons, such as long-range rockets and missiles. In 2012, 
for example, Hamas waged an attack on Israel with a barrage of rockets on Israeli 


towns near Gaza and, for the first time, reaching Israel’s financial center, Tel- Aviv. 
Iran had contributed the weapons necessary for this attack to be carried out. There 
is reason to believe that if Iran provides non-nuclear weapons to these terrorist 
groups in an anti-Zionist, anti-Israel, anti- Jewish capacity, it will likewise provide 
nuclear weapons to these groups if it is allowed to achieve a nuclear weapons capa- 
bility. 

Some experts deny the premise that Iran’s leaders are “insane” enough to launch 
a nuclear attack on a country whose nuclear capabilities are sufficient to cripple it 
in return — the concept of “mutually assured destruction.” According to Leonard 
Weiss, “[t]here is no evidence to suggest that the ruling clerics are so disposed.” In 
response to this argument, it is indeed highly unlikely that Iran itself would utilize 
nuclear weapons against Israel, but would rather supply Hezbollah, Hamas, and 
other groups with the weapons necessary to perform an attack on the Jewish state. 
Weiss fails to mention this possibility, however. 

The reality of the situation is that while Iran’s current president, Hassan Rou- 
hani, has mitigated the intensity of his rhetoric against Israel and has promised the 
international community that they are not seeking a nuclear capability, Israel has no 
cause to trust Iran’s apparent benignity. Israel and the United States must prepare 
themselves for the possibility of a nuclear-armed Iran, no matter how unpleasant 
the prospect. 

But what does all of this have to do with the United States? one might ask. The 
answer to that question is multi-faceted. If one considers the Middle East in terms 
of an ideological disparity between religious authoritarianism and democracy, 

Iran’s opposition to Israel demonstrates its rejection of democracy in general, 
which is a slap in the face to the United States as well. It is most certainly not in 
the best interests of the United States to allow such a threat to democracy and hu- 
man rights to occur. From a regional level of analysis, the Middle East in general 
is very fragmented in terms of Shi’ite and Sunni Muslim sects who distrust each 
other in addition to having very poor structure within themselves. Iran as a primar- 
ily Shia nation is unique because the majority of the Arab world is Sunni, and if 
Iran were to acquire a nuclear weapon, the Sunni Muslims would almost assuredly 
begin to seek their own nuclear weapons capabilties to counter Iran, leading to a 
Middle Eastern nuclear arms race. The United States relies upon stable regimes in 
the world to support its basic initiatives, and a Middle East where mutual assured 
destruction ran rampant among the Arab nations and Israel would be very difficult 
for the United States to handle.

The second song, entitled “The Prophet Told Me” played with the idea of religion and sexual identity. Anna told a heartwarming as well 
as heartbreaking anecdote about realizing she was in love with her best friend, but feeling like she had to keep it a secret. With chilling details she explained that the meadow 
where her and he friend spent time together “felt like the freedom of skinny dipping in a warm pool at night.” 

Speaking to those who feel compelled to give up, the women’s next song assured listeners that “there is so much you can live for.” In the fourth song, the women sang, 
“She’s your fellow and you love her, that’s all there is to that,” reassuring the listeners that love is a good enough reason to live. Next, Anna/Kate sang about the power of 
love with strong lyrics like “I’d take a bullet for you.” Anna began her spoken word by saying that she both loved and hated being queer. Then, after discussing how she just 
recently started to feel comfortable, she said “I will always love and hate being single, but I love being queer.” 

The sixth song was a cover of the Civil Wars’ song, “I’ve Got This Friend,” and the seventh was a cover of the popular Rihanna song, “Stay.” In between, Anna and Kate 
told a story about volunteering at a homeless shelter and discovering that “people needed people.” The following song, “My Head is on Vacation” was a reference to the 
feeling of being in love. Speaking about the song, and the performance’s theme as a whole, Kate said, “We want radical compassion.” Anna/Kate closed the performance 
part of the evening off with “Even Over Odd,” a song about being set free and loving openly. 

With the remaining time, Anna and Kate answered the audience’s questions about being self-producing artists in New York City. They explained that they are influenced 
by spoken word artist Andrea Gibson, who combines spoken word and theater to create a more unique performance. “I use my theatrical skills to tell a story,” Anna said. 
“Having a theater background helps but is not necessary.” 

Speaking about this show specifically, the women explained that they were given a two month notice to put a performance together. Both Anna and Kate wrote and edited 
songs and spoken word day and night. “Two weeks before the show, we finished finally,” Anna said. While the process may have been stressful, it was an incredible experi- 
ence for Anna/Kate. Anna explained, “You don’t turn an opportunity like this down in New York City.” 

This was Anna/Kate’s third performance of this particular show, so the feelings are still relatively new. In this small setting, Anna described how she could see everyone’s 
facial expressions and reactions as she was singing and speaking. “In our first performance, the entire audience was blocked and out of my view,” she said. 

Though performing in public is tough, Muhlenberg College had prepared Anna well for the task. “I am incredibly grateful for the professors, classes, and students that 
have influenced my life and my performances,” she explained. 

The theme of the performance was raw honesty and vulnerability, as well as the relief of openly choosing who you want to love, even if it may not follow social norms. 
Anna said, “If we are going to tell this story, we are going to be honest about it.” Similarly, Kate explained “Anna and I write songs when the words are too hard to find or 
too scary to say.”

Album Review

on November 5, 2013 

by Eminem’s own Shady 
Records, the album is considered a sequel to one of his most 
critically acclaimed albums, 2000 ’s The Marshall Mathers LP. 

The work is sharper and more intriguing than anything Eminem 
has put out in a long time, making this an automatic must-listen. 

It’s been awhile since the world has heard from Slim Shady. 

Two years ago was Hell: The Sequel with friend Royce da 5’9”, 
and three years ago Recovery, the last solo album Eminem had 
made, which more than made up for the horrendous Relapse. 

Since then, radio silence. 

Well, he’s back in a massive way. He goes after everybody 
and everything, with speed and technique unmatched by nearly 
anyone on the planet. He still has his drawbacks, namely the 
fact he can’t stop using a slur for homosexuals that is outdated 
and truly offensive. He also still has his unique strengths, 
putting more of his heart on a track than any rapper before or 
after him ever will. 

The first single from the album is “Berzerk”. It’s a fun song 
echoing Eminem’s way of screeching choruses, demonstrating that even though he 
can’t sing, he won’t stop trying. His performance of this on Saturday Night Live 
caused me some worries he may be hooked on drugs again, but now my hunch is 
leaning towards him putting out a more bizarre public persona recently as a means 
of promoting a bizarre album. 


The second single is “Survival”, which he also performed on SNL. The anthem 
was a perfect song choice to promote the new Call of Duty video game. The hook 
feels a little out of sync with the music, but that doesn’t change 
the power this song carries to be a warrior all day, every day. 

The third single is “Rap God”. Eminem makes no bones 
about it here; he is the best rapper alive, spitting rhymes 
at a speed close to breaking the sound barrier. He craves to be 
the best, and executes it in “Rap God”, claiming, “Why be a 
king when you can be a god?” 

The fourth (and final, for now) single is “The Monster”, 
which features Rihanna. This seemed like a song that came 
more out of commercial desire than anything; the duo’s 
“Love the Way You Live” was a massive hit off Recovery. 
Nevertheless, the undertones of hope and accomplishment 
make a quality song of a grasp for commercial promotion. 

There’s so much going on, it’s hard to really settle on 
something to talk about. One subject is echoes to his previous 
selves. He maintained a relatively straight shot in his previous 
solo work, but he’s bouncing off walls here. Not only is he 
channeling past personas, he’s using them to progress forward. 
There are references to “Stan”, “Without Me”, and maybe 
even “Cleanin’ Out My Closet”. 

Speaking of the latter, a song where Eminem tries to confront his demons about 
his own mother, there’s a lot of parental talk on this record. “Rhyme or Reason”, 

a song with the feel of a James Bond movie while

opposite, “Headlights” featuring fun. front man Nate 
Ruess, seems to work to repair his relationship with his mother. Noticeably absent: 
references to Kim, his ex-wife, and even his daughters. 

Only one other rapper appears on the entire album: label mate Kendrick Lamar, 
on the laidback “Love Game”. Kendrick has been proclaimed for the past couple of 
years to be the best rapper of the times, yet Shady completely massacred his rhymes 
on the song. 


If there’s any better symbolism from this album, I don’t see it. The deluxe version 
is excruciatingly long, clocking in at over an hour and forty minutes, and yet it doesn’t 
feel like a chore to listen to it in one sitting. Eminem is not only back, but he may be 
better than ever, a scary thought for any and all haters. 

Best Song: “Headlights” (feat. Nate Ruess) - Really strong emotional tugging 
involving Eminem’s mother. 

Worst Song: “So Much Better” - Kind of a dud for the fourth song on the album.

ship game a year ago. 

The Mules took control of 
the game right after intermis- 
sion, peppering the Haverford 
defense with five shots in the 
first five minutes of the second 
half. Their offensive surge paid 
dividends in the 52nd minute, 
when freshman Emily Boyle 
found an equalizer on an im- 
pressive play. The Fords (11-7) 
attempted a pass back toward 
midfield, but the ball eluded the 
intended recipient. Boyle took 
advantage of the miscue, rac- 
ing to recover the loose ball and 
beating the Haverford keeper 
one on one with a powerful shot 
to pull the Mules into a 1-1 tie. 

Despite playing a person 
down, the Fords broke the stale- 
mate just two minutes later and 
added an insurance tally in the 
60th minute. The Mules earned 
four corners down the stretch, 
but were unable to cut into the 
deficit as Haverford held on. 

Junior goalie Sierra Lenker 
made five saves for the Mules, while freshman Claudia Theriault recorded a defen- 
sive save, reacting instantly to clear a Haverford shot ticketed for the back of the net 

off the line 25 minutes into 
the game. 

Though the final result 
wasn’t what they had hoped 
for, the Mules had no rea- 
son to hang their heads after 
walking off the field for the 
last time this season. After 
being picked to finish tied 
for ninth in the 11 -team CC, 
Muhlenberg outperformed 
expectations to secure its 
first playoff berth since 2007. 
After the game, the Mule 
coaching staff thanked se- 
niors Mariah Alston, Ashley 
DeAngelis, Dayna Hovern 
and Erin Cummings for lead- 
ing a team that won only two 
games in 2010 all the way to 
the playoffs three years later. 
After their first taste of the 
playoffs, they certainly left 
the program better than they 
found it.

Volleyball Falls in CC Championship Match

Muhlenberg Athletics in the Centennial Conference championship match, the 

Muhlenberg volleyball team played well in the middle 
two sets but struggled in the first and fourth and was defeated, 3-1. 

The Mules end their season with a record of 20-12 and as CC runners-up just 
three years after finishing in a tie for last place. The Blue Jays (14-12) won their third 
straight title and will represent the CC in the NCAA Tournament. 

Hopkins jumped out to an 11-3 lead in the first set and breezed to a 25-11 win. 
Muhlenberg regrouped in the second set, however, extending a 10-8 lead to 13-8 on 
three straight service aces by sophomore Joanne Josephson. The Blue Jays closed to 
within 15-14 before the Mules ran off six consecutive points behind the serving of 
sophomore Chelsea Kaser. 


A kill by sophomore Sarah Weyhmuller closed out the set at 25-21 and tied the 
match at one apiece. 

Muhlenberg took the momentum into the third set, opening up an early 9-4 lead. 
Hopkins came back to tie, and the score stayed close the rest of the way. The Mules 
led 20-19 before the Blue Jays scored the next four points to take control. Down 24- 
21, Muhlenberg fought off two match points on kills by Kaser and junior Lindsey 
Gambocurta, but Hopkins scored the next point to take a 2-1 lead in the match. 

The Blue Jays led from start to finish in the fourth set, finishing off the match with 
a 25-10 win. 

Josephson had eight kills and four blocks to go along with her three aces. Allison 
Glass also recorded eight kills to become only the second Muhlenberg freshman with 
300 in a season. 


Freshman Gridders Win CC Honors

Muhlenberg Athletics and John Feaster were honored by the Centennial Con- 
ference for their roles in yesterday’s 41-10 win at Ursi- 

nus. 

Palladino was named offensive player of the week after setting a school record 
for freshmen with 339 yards passing and four touchdowns. His scoring passes cov- 
ered 18, 53, 16 and 63 yards, and he also rushed for a 2-yard TD to tie the school 
mark of five touchdowns responsible for in a game. 

In addition to his 63-yard TD pass to junior Cody Geyer, Palladino also threw 
a career-best 66-yard completion to junior Michael Long. It was the first time two 
different Mule receivers caught 60-yard passes in the same game since 2000, when 


Alfredo Mercuri and Anthony Wolfsohn accomplished the feat against Dickinson. 

For the season, Palladino has passed for 1,707 yards, a school record for fresh- 
men and 140 yards short of the CC freshman mark of 1,847. 

Feaster was named defensive player of the week. The cornerbaclc made six tack- 
les, intercepted two passes and broke up another. His first pick set up a Muhlenberg 
touchdown, his second thwarted a Bear drive in the end zone, and his breakup 
came on third down. 

The two interceptions ran Feaster’s season total to six - tops in the CC and a 
school record for freshmen. Feaster has four of his picks in the last three games and 
is the first Muhlenberg player to intercept a pass in three straight games since Matt 
Rathbun in 2008.

Palladino Has Record Day

Muhlenberg Athletics Ursinus, the defense had to make a play on the last snap 

of the game to preserve a win. This time, the offense 
made sure that wouldn’t be necessary. 

Nick Palladino passed for 339 
yards, a school record for freshmen, 
and was responsible for a school- 
record-tying five touchdowns as the 
Mules won thier fifth straight game, 

41-10 at Ursinus, to move into sole 
possession of second place in the 
Centennial Conference. 

With one game remaining in the 
regular season, the Mules (7-2, 6-2) 
can finish no worse than tied for 
second. This will be their sixth first- 
or second-place finish in the last 
seven years. 

Palladino completed 17 of 26 
passes for 339 yards and four touch- 
downs while also rushing for a 
score. His yardage total broke the 
school record for a freshman of 290 
yards, set by Justin Jones against 
Ursinus in 1999, and was the third- 
most by a freshman in CC history. 

Palladino ’s five total touchdowns 
tied the school record set five times 
previously, most recently in 2006. 

Three of his scoring passes went to junior Cody Geyer on plays of 53, 16 and 63 
yards. Geyer finished with eight catches for 181 yards, both career highs, and was the 
first Muhlenberg player to catch three touchdown passes in a game since 2003. 

Although the Mule defense allowed 331 yards, it picked off three passes, including 
two by freshman John Feaster, whose six picks this season are the most by a Muhlen- 
berg player since 2002. 

The defense started quickly, as sophomore Matt Pagano intercepted a slant pass on 
the first play from scrimmage. It was the third time this year that the Mules forced a

turnover on the first play from scrimmage, and five plays later Palladino squirmed in 
from 2 yards out to give Muhlenberg a 7-0 lead just 2:05 into the game. 

Ursinus (6-3, 5-3), which held a fourth-quarter lead at nationally ranked Johns 
Hopkins in its last game, threatened to score later in the first quarter after recov- 
ering a fumble at the Mule 28. But 
the defense broke up two passes and 
stopped a run for a 1-yard loss, and 
a 46-yard field goal try went wide. 

Palladino’s 18-yard pass to soph- 
omore Mike Harris doubled the 
lead to 14-0 with 8:06 left in the 
half. After a short Muhlenberg punt 
from deep inside its own territory, 
the Bears got on the board on a 32- 
yard field goal with 59. 1 seconds left 
in the half. 

The Mules took possession with 
less than 50 seconds left and moved 
down the field on three short passes. 
On the next play, Palladino took his 
shot deep and found Geyer over the 
middle for a 53-yard score with just 
9.9 seconds on the clock. 

Junior Connor Winter missed the 
35-yard extra point (after a Mule 
penalty), snapping his CC-record 
streak of 55 straight makes and 
leaving the score 20-3 at the half. 

After a scoreless third quarter, Muhlenberg broke the game open with touchdowns 
by Geyer on back-to-back passes from Palladino. The duo hooked up on a 16-yard 
pass three plays after Palladino’s 66-yard pass to junior Michael Long got the Mules 
out from their own territory. 

Feaster picked off a pass on the second play after the kickoff, and on the next play 
after that Palladino hit Geyer from 63 yards out. Geyer has made a play of at least 60 
yards in five straight games. 

Senior Chris Litzenberger caught five passes for 60 yards for the Mules, and junior 
Gene Blanco led the defense with 10 tackles.

Thies, Theriault Named to All-CC Field Hockey Team

Muhlenberg Athletics represented Muhlenberg on the All-Centennial Confer- 

ence field hockey team. Thies was one of three unani- 
mous first-team selections, while Theriault was voted to 

the second team. 

Thies, who made the second team last year, is the first Mule to receive first-team 
honors since 2009. She led Muhlenberg with 30 points on 1 1 goals and eight assists 
and ranked third in the CC with 22 points in league games. Thies led the Mules’ 
charge to their first playoff berth since 2007 by recording at least one point in eight 


straight games late in the season - the longest streak by a Mule in 15 years. 

Thies was the first Muhlenberg player in nine years to score 30 points in a season 
and will enter her senior season sixth on the program’s all-time scoring list with 73 
career points. She already holds the school record for career assists. 

Theriault is the first Mule freshman to earn All-CC field hockey honors since 1997 
and the first ever named to the second team or high. She started all 18 games at back, 
anchoring a defense that ranked second in the CC with only 13 goals allowed in 10 
league games. Theriault recorded a defensive save in Muhlenberg’s playoff loss to 
Haverford.

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from Healthcare | page l John A. Kristel, MBA, MPT, President & CEO, Good Shepherd Rehabilitation Hospital. 

After cocktails and mingling, President Helm gave a short speech and officially introduced Singer to the audience. Singer shared some of 
his college memories with the event’s attendees. Not only did he graduate with a 4.0 GPA, but he immersed himself in the community as an avid volunteer and as “Little 
Ray Your Main DJ” for Muhlenberg’s radio station WMUH. Following his speech, he read a note written by his late father and then made a generous donation to the col- 
lege in honor of his mother and late father. “All of my dreams have come true because of Muhlenberg College,” Singer said. 

Next, Singer introduced the first panelist member, Joanne M. Judge, Esquire, CPA, Co-Chair of Health Law, Stevens & Lee. Judge, who has been practicing law for 16 
years, brought a business perspective to the discussion. When speaking about the future of healthcare, she said that people need to be more informed and there needs to 
be a greater emphasis on treat-ment itself, rather than where the treatment is taking place. “I am optimistic, but not blindly optimistic.” She said, “I recognize that there are 
obstacles.” 

Kristel spoke second, saying that the healthcare fields need to focus more on the value that is being provided to consumers. Quality over quantity is the key to success. 
He explained, “Value is different for every person that touches the healthcare system.” Kristel also stressed that “there has to be checks and balances in the system.” 

Following Kristel was panelist Christopher P. Molineux, President & CEO, Pennsylvania Bio. He added great value by throwing many statistics into the conversation. He 
shocked the audience when he said that the expert prediction of United States spending on heat disease alone was $222 billion in the year 2010 and is expected to more than 
double to $473 billion by 2020. Molineux expressed that the healthcare reform should be tackling the task of decreasing money spent on chronic diseases. 

Next, Gary D. St. Hilaire, President & CEO, Capital Blue Cross confirmed that the healthcare reform is more complicated than anyone would like to think due to the 
massive amount of regulations and ramifications. He also discussed the three elements of medical value, which include quality, cost, and satisfaction. 

Building off of this, Swinfard criticized that “30% of the money spent on healthcare does not add any value.” He discussed how much money could be saved and how 
many illnesses would be prevented if people would simply go to check-ups and take their medicines regularly and as directed. 

After the panelists spoke individually, a question and answer session took place. By the end of the evening, students, faculty, alumni, and guests felt informed and en- 
lightened. Muhlenberg senior and attendee Ramzy Burns said “I am thankful for the opportunity that I had to learn from very influential leaders in the healthcare field.” 


from Sleeping | page l ally the prime time for students to get their assignments completed. Most will run back to GQ in order to get their second cup of coffee. By 

this point, you’re probably not going to go to bed until 1 :00/l :30 in the morning. 

The answer to this would probably just be to not get that second (or third. . .or fourth. .) cup of coffee at 9pm, but scientists mention an interesting fact that they’ve found 
in their studies. According to the study “Late Afternoon, Early Evening Caffiene Can Disrupt Sleep At Night” (sciencedaily.com), scientists at the American Academy of 
Sleep Medicine say that “Drinking a big cup of coffee on the way home from work can lead to negative effects on sleep just as if someone were to consume caffeine closer 
to bedtime. Even when caffeine was consumed six hours before going to bed, total sleep time in our subjects was dramatically reduced (more than one hour).” The results 
suggest that caffeine generally should be avoided after 5 p.m. in order to allow healthy sleep. 

Sleep is an important part of academic success and mental health. Not enough sleep can be detrimental in the classroom because we may be too tired to focus. If you 
are over-tired, you may crash unexpectedly. If you go to bed at 1:30am, chances are that you will not be able to pay attention in that 8am class, and you may even skip in 
order to get more sleep. 

Cut the caffeine. Students should not be dependent on coffee to get them throughout the day. Often, students have to rearrange their schedule and learn to manage their 
time in order to complete their day’s tasks and get enough sleep.

Van Laar is the team’s leading rusher but 
was forced to the sidelines by injury twice 
this year. He looked healthy and strong 
against the Greyhounds, carrying the ball 
40 times and bowling over a tackier to con- 
vert a fourth down in the third quarter. He 
also scored the game’s first touchdown on a 
fourth-down run, carrying in from 2 yards 
out with 1:37 left in the first quarter. 

Moravian appeared poised to tie the game 
after scoring a touchdown in the final two 
minutes of the half, but the snap on the extra point was low and the Greyhounds 
could not get the kick off, leaving the score 7-6. 

Muhlenberg extended its lead just before halftime on a drive extended by the first 
of three big special teams plays - a 45-yard run by senior Joe Hogh on a fake punt. 


Junior Connor Winter booted a field goal with 6.7 seconds left to make it 10-6. 

Although the Greyhounds had the better 
of the play in the third quarter, the Muhlen- 
berg defense kept them off the board with 
key plays. Junior Michael Long blocked a 
25-yard field goal try, junior Gene Blanco 
intercepted a pass near midfield, and Blan- 
co and junior Jeremey Thomas combined 
for a stop on fourth-and-2 from the 6. 

After the latter play, Carlucci came on 
in relief. The co-captain, who missed three 
games with an injury earlier in the season, 
was a perfect 6-for-6 in his quarter-plus of 
action. On his first drive, he engineered a 
15-play, 94-yard march that flipped the mo- 
mentum of the game back to the Mules. 

Two plays after sneaking for a first down 
on fourth-and-1, Carlucci found junior 
Cody Geyer alone in the end zone for a 19- 
yard touchdown to give Muhlenberg some 
breathing room at 17-6. 

It was 24-6 less than a minute later. Win- 
ter’s onside kick was recovered by sopho- 
more Michael Hovan, and two plays later, 
Carlucci went deep to Geyer for a 45-yard 
touchdown. 

Geyer finished the game with a career- 
high 10 catches for 138 yards, going over 
1,000 yards for the season. 

Moravian scored a touchdown with 
8:31 left, but the defense forced a three-and-out on the next Greyhound possession. 
Muhlenberg took over with 5:35 left and ran out the clock, with Van Laar carrying 
on seven of nine plays on the final drive, including a career-best 21 -yard run on the 
last play before the Mules took a knee.

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Mules Bring the Scotty Wood Titles Back to School

the men’s and women’s season opening Scotty 
Wood Tournament. Whether it was a Malique Killing crossover, a Leeanna Talla- 
my layup, or teaching a new varsity program not to mess with the Mules, basketball 
was all the rage for the student body and the basketball teams, primed to reclaim 
what is properly theirs. 

Both the women’s and men’s basketball teams took home the trophy after win- 
ning the Scotty Wood Tournament. Both teams won the home tournament in 
2011, only to fall last year in the championship game. The men’s team defeated 
Gwynedd Mercy in the final; the women took down Misericordia. 

The tournament wasn’t just about the action on the court. The football team 
defeated rival Moravian on the gridiron. The basketball games included halftime 
contests, raffles, performances by students, and a student section that got up and got 
loud throughout the contests. 

The first Mules action of the tournament 
came on Friday, starting with the women’s 
team going against Rowan, a struggling 
program. After a moment of silence for 
Aril Bryant, a former player who passed 
away, the season was off and running with 
a new rule: teams had to advance the ball 
past the half court line within ten seconds 
of the shot clock starting, just like in the 
men’s game. This was done as a means to 
increase scoring, and it sure did. 

The Mules scored 50 points by the break, 
and carried out a 92-72 wreckage over the 
Profs. The defense somehow surrendered 
44 in the first half, surprising considering 
the hardline inbound pass defense, which 
forced the Profs into a considerable num- 
ber of turnovers and football throws they 
couldn’t manage to make. The Mules out- 
rebounded the Profs 64-39 and forced 34 
turnovers. 

It was a career best performance for sophomore Christina Santone, who recorded 
nine rebounds. Junior Leeanna Tallamy also had an insane game off of the bench, 
matching a career-high with 18 rebounds and setting a personal best with 14 re- 
bounds. It wasn’t even her breakout performance of the tournament. 

The men’s game, directly following the women’s game, had several interesting 
storylines to it. Outside of the Mules’ desire to reclaim the trophy, they were going 
up against Bryn Athyn, a school that had never played a varsity basketball game 
before. 

At first, it seemed the Lions posed a real threat to the Mules. The players looked 
athletic, and built like tanks, and basketball is certainly a sport where athleticism 
can carry one far. But they seemed to lack some basic fundamentals, shot tech- 
nique, or knowledge of their own playboolc, helping hand a 95-55 win to Muhlen- 
berg. 

The Mules carried a 44-3 1 lead into the locker room at the half, but the victory 
didn’t seem to be a sure thing. It helped to have sophomore Alec Stavetski heat up 


in the second half, seemingly knocking down three-pointer after three-pointer in 
his first career start. It was a team effort on the whole, as every player on the roster 
scored in the contest. 

Excitement abounded when senior Kevin Hargrove slammed it down, a rare oc- 
currence last year for the Mules. To top it off, freshman John Hunter, an inch short- 
er than Hargrove, did the same just moments later in the game. The bench was in 
near hysterics about the rim-rattling, as were the fans. 

On Saturday, the ladies were back at it first in the championship game against 
Misericordia. The coaching standards of Ron Rohn were still present, namely the 
“platoon” switches, when he would swap out five for five on the court. Discipline 
wasn’t as present, however. 

Turnovers abounded, 18 of them in total. Fouls were everywhere too, with the 
Mules committing 27 of them. Even though it was ugly at times, the victory was 
never in doubt in the second half, a 77-54 win. 

Despite the referees’ best intention to 
make basketball a non-contact sport, some 
Mules shone through to help guide the 
team. The first and most obvious one was 
Tallamy. After her impressive season de- 
but, she again did incredible work off the 
bench, scoring a career-high 23 points and 
recording 12 rebounds en route to earning 
the tournament’s MVP honor. 

Another clutch performance came from 
the sweet-stroked hands of junior Abby 
Stenger. She shot 5-7 from behind the arc, 
all of her 1 5 points coming in the second 
half. Senior co-captain Leeann Lanza was 
named to the All-Tourney team. 

The men were up next, going up against 
Gwynedd Mercy, and their four loud fans 
sitting behind the rowdy student section. 
This was the biggest nail biter of the entire 
tournament, as arguably the best game was 
saved for last. That game was an 81-80 
thriller, won by the Mules. 

A scary start was in order for the Mules, as very quickly, as senior Brandon Bo- 
vino inadvertently elbowed Hargrove in the face, causing a rush of the red stuff to 
drip from his nose. Things looked bad at the trainer’s area as they patched Har- 
grove up, but he only missed a few minutes and returned to the game, making his 
usual hefty impact. 

The star of the game was junior Malique Killing, though. He was doing things 
on the basketball court, slicing and dicing past defenders, or simply outrunning 
them on the way to the hoop. He recorded 28 points, was named tournament MVP, 
and surpassed 1000 career points. He’s on pace to shatter the school record. 

The game came down to the final buzzer, when the Griffins had an opportunity 
to take a full court lunge for the win. It missed its mark, though, and the Mules 
hoisted the trophy, a well-deserved moment to end a captivating weekend. 

The teams should bask in their victories, but not for long. Among a patch of 
games, both squads will play their first conference road games on Saturday at 
Washington College.

On Saturday, February 1, 2014, President Randy Helm notified the College com- 
munity of his plan for retirement on June 30, 2015. This announcement came as a 
surprise to the student body, which has grown to appreciate the very man behind the 
Helm.

It doesn’t make the movie any easier to 
watch for those families, in all likelihood. 

The star of the movie is Mark Wahlberg (The Departed), 
who played Luttrell. The raw emotion Wahlberg portrayed 
was powerful, showing him to be practically defeated, 
heartbroken, and even inspired, but never out of the fight, 
something Luttrell has expressed as his way of living through 
those days. 

Taylor Kitsch (X-Men Origins: Wolverine) played Mike 
Murphy as a hero who sacrificed any chance of survival in an effort to save the 
team. Emile Hirsch (Into the Wild) played Danny Dietz in a tough light, show- 
ing him as a fighter who succumbed painfully to his injuries. Ben Foster (3: 10 to 
Yuma) played Matthew Axelson, who had so much to live for but couldn’t fend off 
the multitude of enemies in his way. 


The beginning of the movie gave little glimpses of backstories for each of the 
main four heroes of the movie. After the audience’s introductions to them, though, 
their lives outside of the war were tossed aside for their roles as soldiers. This could 
be a metaphor to the soul-crushing life of a soldier in a war- 
zone, but since the movie depicted real people, it would’ve 
been nice to acknowledge their lives more fully. 

The action scenes in the movie were absolutely stunning, 
impossible to look away from. There seemed to be a sense 
of realism unfolding on the screen, as bloody vestiges and 
states of shock set in for the soldiers. Explosions looked, 
sounded, and felt real, and the members of the squad 
bounced, for lack of a better word, around their battle- 
ground like a soccer ball. 

One sequence to point to is when the members of the 
squad went tumbling down the mountain they were sta- 
tioned on. It was disturbing to see the soldiers tumble down 
the hill as cracks sounded in the background, any clear if 
it was the rattling of branches or bones. There’s another 
sequence harder to watch than most in the film, but for the 
sake of avoiding spoiling the movie (like the title doesn’t 
already spoil it), I’ll digress. 

Berg does a good job attempting to stay neutral about 
both the rules of battle, as well as the debate on the war in 
Afghanistan. There aren’t any overt references as to whether 
or not the war is good or bad; it just is. Watching the 
Lone Survivor poster tragedies unfolding in war may push someone towards being

in this movie, appears to be a responsible decision. 

The tribute at the end of the movie is a nice touch. It’s important to remember 
all of the heroes who fought and died defending the freedom the United States 
enjoys on a daily basis.

There’s No Time For Siesta On 

Wall Street 


By Steven Kraushaar I recently had the unique privilege of studying 

Arts & Culture Editor abroad in Barcelona, Spain. Aside from 

indulging in the obvious pleasures that the city 
had to offer, I 

developed quite a perspective on Spanish 
culture and European economics. Anyone 
who has read a newspaper in the past six 
years knows about the global economic 
downturn. When the housing bubble burst 
in the United States in 2008, there was a 
ripple effect that was evidently paralleled 
in the European countries. The stars of the 
European economic collapse are identified 
as PIGS: Portugal, Italy, Greece and Spain. 

With present-day data indicating an upturn 
on the United States economic growth, it is 
curious why Europe is growing so slowly, 
especially in the Southern countries. There 
is a stigma in Europe over the dichotomy 
between the Northern countries and the 
Southern countries: Saintly North , Sinner 
South . For example, many Germans 
will stigmatize Greeks for being lazy, 
unproductive and retiring earlier than them. 

Well, data actually refutes the claim that 
Southern Europeans work less hours than 
the Northerners, however they work with a far inferior production rate. 

While many economists rely on statistics as a basis for their claims, I had the 
supplementary experience of living amongst local Spaniards and getting to know 
many of them on a personal level. One custom that I became familiar with was the 
afternoon nap, aka siesta . The siesta can be described as an elongated lunch. Store 
owners close their shops for two to three hours, workers enjoy copious beer and wine 
and children go home to nap, eat and play. This custom is practically unfathomable 
to the average American who works nine to five, or the U.S. doctor who puts in 100- 
hour weeks at their residency. 

This emphasis on leisure time is a traditionally European custom that is far more 
prominent in the South of Europe. Professionals, who work in Berlin and London, in 


Northern Europe, tend to practice similar working customs to a New Yorker. 

The youth unemployment rate in Spain is over 50%, and I witnessed this personally 
and spoke with several locals in their mid-twenties. They shared the fact that many 

young Spaniards who study engineering, 
law, medicine, banking and other top-shelf 
professions, will outsource their skills and move 
out of the country as soon as they acquire a job 
elsewhere. The job market in Spain is so sparse, 
and the earning potential is so meager, that the 
“best and the brightest” are moving out and 
building futures elsewhere. While the mentality 
towards work is one of the cornerstones of the 
poor Spanish economy, the whole economic 
system in Spain lacks the incentives necessary 
to foster a prosperous economy. 

The average salary for a doctor in Spain is 
only slightly higher than the average teacher’s 
salary. Why, then, would ambitions young 
Spaniards choose to sacrifice an extra decade 
of their lives towards medical school, residency, 
and internships, when they can become 
teachers with the same earning potential? With 
the high rate of taxation on Spanish citizens, 
especially top earners, and the government-run 
healthcare system, there are simply few fiscal 
incentives to entering the medical field. This 
concept applies to other professional fields as well, and it is no wonder that these 
people migrate away from their home country. 

It is frightening to witness this failure of an economic institution, and see that 
we are moving in the same direction as a welfare state like Spain. Obamacare is the 
exemplification of socialized medicine, and parallels the Spanish healthcare system. 
I have spoken with several American doctors who have regretfully informed me that 
they are now earning half of what they were back in the height of their careers. It is 
daunting to see our country make the same mistakes as those of PIGS, but history 
tends to repeat itself. There is a reason that the United States is as powerful and as 
rich a nation as we are, and our work ethic is a paramount part of this fact. There is 
no time for siesta on Wall Street.

Throughout the film, as Travers and Disney form a more 
friendly relationship and the film is completed, she is able to 
return (somewhat) to a state of childlike innocence.

Muhlenberg Honors 
Mildred Greene 

Courtesy of The Muhlenberg College Muhlenberg College Theatre & Dance will remember Mildred Greene, long-time costumer and costume designer, with a special 
Department of Theater and Dance exhibition of her work Feb. 5-27. The exhibition, titled “It Fits, You’ll Wear It & Love It,” will honor Greene’s impact on the 
department and its productions. 

Greene built and designed costumes for the Theatre & Dance Department and Muhlenberg Summer Music Theatre from 1979 
until her retirement in 2003. During her 24-year career at Muhlenberg, she designed and produced thousands of costumes for the stage. 

The exhibition will feature costumes as well as photographs of Greene’s design repertoire spanning her Muhlenberg career. A free reception for the exhibition will be 
held Friday, Feb. 7 from 4 to 6 p.m. 

Greene’s skill, expertise, and no-nonsense charm endeared her to her colleagues and hundreds of students, according to Curtis Dretsch, professor of design and technical 
theater. 

“Mildred could do more, with less, more quickly than anyone else I’ve ever known,” Dretsch says. 

Greene was destined to create costumes for the stage, as her father was an upholsterer and her mother sewed clothing and dance costumes for the family. She worked in 
New York City during World War II as a pattern maker for McCall’s Pattern Company while also work in alterations shops honing her construction skills. 

Reviewers consistently praised Greene’s work throughout her career. “Mildred Greene’s costumes deserve to be kept on display as examples of theater art even after 
audiences can no longer enjoy the sterling play they frame,” wrote Morning Call theater critic John Flautz in his 1988 review of “The School for Scandal.” “They are nothing 
short of stunning!” 

Muhlenberg College is a liberal arts college of more than 2,200 students in Allentown, Pa. The college offers Bachelor of Arts degrees in theater and dance. The Princeton 
Review has ranked Muhlenberg’s theater program as in the top twelve in the nation for the past seven years, and Fiske Guide to Colleges lists both the theater and dance 
programs among the top small college programs in the United States. Muhlenberg is one of only eight colleges to be listed in Fiske for both theater and dance. 

“It Fits, You’ll Wear It & Love It” runs Feb. 5-27. The exhibition will take place in the Galleria Lobby, Baker Center for the Arts, Muhlenberg College, 2400 Chew St.,

Album Review: 

BEYONCE 


BEYONCE is the eponymous fifth studio

she does on this album. It works for her. 

Beyonce has developed a reputation 
as being a strong-armed person who 
can do whatever she pleases, hence the 
nickname “Queen Bey”. 

Her music has been outstanding 
since being part of Destiny’s Child, and 
her solo career has been one of the best 
in recent memory. Still, nobody could 
imagine she could make a larger impact 
without music marketing than most 
artists can with the assistance. 

On a Friday midnight, out of 
nowhere, Beyonce appeared on the 
iTunes store. 

It spread like wildfire. Social media 
was salivating at the lips at the devilish 
surprise she had in store, a full-length 
album nobody had expected. She 
wasn’t done. 

The entire album is a “visual album”. 

Every song has a video to serve as an 
accompaniment. 

The fact none of this leaked prior 
to the surprise release is amazing, and Beyonce 
made the album a complete spectacle. 

For the record, this review will cover 
the audio album and not the visual one. 

Listen to this album, just for the pure lore of it all. The things you may hear in the 
media are accurate. 

There’s something special about this album, ranging from its ratchet edginess to 
its feminist ideals to its deliciously dark tone. At times this sounds like Beyonce. At 
other times, it sounds like Beyonce meets Eminem. 

The first single on the album is “XO”. It’s surprising this song is a single, since it 
is one of the less identifiable songs on the album. It’s a cute little love song, but one 
of the less bold songs presented. 


The second single on the album is “Drunk in Love”. This more prevalent single 
features her husband, rapper Jay Z. Supposedly, both of the artists freestyled their 
verses in the song, which leaves something to be desired from the rapper, since 
freestyle is not his forte. Being “Drunk in Love” probably quells the rumors of 
marriage trouble, admittedly. 

This album is erratic in its tonal jumps. She starts with a song, “Pretty Hurts”, 

which chides how society looks upon women 
solely for their looks.

Track Teams Compete at Lehigh; Wrestlers 

Split Their Matches

Muhlenberg Athletics outstanding performances by the Muhlenberg track and field teams at Lehigh’s John Covert Classic. 

Cano’s throw of 43-214 landed him 10th on the school’s all-time performance list and shattered his previ- 
ous best of 40- PA. He finished second in his flight and ninth overall in a field of 30 entrants. 

Senior Stephanie Carnevale turned in the lone EC AC-qualifying performance for the Mules, who won 15 places in a meet that in- 
cluded three Division I schools. Carnevale posted a third-place finish in the 60-meter hurdles. 

In addition to Cano , three other Mules cracked the top- 10 lists. Junior Josh Elkan was second in the 1000 meters with the seventh- 
best time in Muhlenberg history. Classmate Cody Geyer finished fourth in the 60 meters with the fifth-best time on the performance 
list, and sophomore Francesca Aldrich is now fifth all-time in the 60 meters after finishing in 8.41 seconds. 

Muhlenberg’s 4x800-meter relay team of senior Jarrett Felix, Elkan, sophomore Forrest Kentwell and junior Kieran Newcomb took 
second place. 

Three members of the Muhlenberg wrestling team combined to go 3-3 in a Centennial Conference trimatch at Gettysburg with New 
York University. Due to forfeits, the Mules lost to NYU, 46-4, and Gettysburg, 42-8. 

Freshman Jaryd Flank was impressive in sweeping his two matches at 125 to improve his season record to 13-5. He recorded a 15-2 
major decision against NYU and a technical fall against Gettysburg, building a 17-0 lead midway through the second period.

Muhlenberg Athletics against McDaniel, the senior on the Muhlenberg wom- 
en’s basketball team had just secured a defensive rebound 
in the final second. She held on for dear life, assuming the battle would continue into 
overtime. Then came the whistle. 

“I was shocked,” Laney said. “I heard the whistle, and I was looking around won- 
dering what it could be.” 

It was a reachin foul on McDaniel. With the Green Terror already over the limit 
and just 0.8 seconds showing on the clock, 

Laney found herself with two chances 
to win the game with a free throw. The 
first was long, but the second was true. 

Fittingly, Laney intercepted McDaniel’s 
last-ditch heave, securing a thrilling 60- 
59 victory that put an exclamation point 
on the Mules’ “Think Pink” day, held in 
honor of former player Aril Bryant, who 
lost her life to breast cancer last summer. 

“You can look at that situation two 
ways,” Laney said of her high-stakes trip 
to the line. “Either there’s a lot of pres- 
sure or no pressure, because even if you 
miss them both you go to overtime. I told 
myself if I hit one, we win. Of course I 
missed the first; I had to get some nerves 
out. The second one felt good coming 
out of my hand so I knew it was in.” 

It was, and it gave the Mules (12-7, 

9-4) plenty of reasons to celebrate. With 
a sea of pink on hand to show support for those fighting breast cancer as part of 
the Play 4Kay initiative, it was already a special day. To put the icing on the cake, 
Muhlenberg’s victory extended its winning streak to five and pulled it into a tie with 
McDaniel for third place in the Centennial Conference, two games back of Haver- 
ford in the loss column. In addition, the Green Terror (14-5, 9-4) came to town on a 
six-game winning streak. 

“It was a great day, a very emotional day,” said Laney, who had 14 points and 
eight rebounds. “McDaniel was just ahead of us, and this was a big game. It was a 
great way to celebrate Aril, to come together like that. It just proves the heart of this 
team and how far we’re willing to go.” 

Muhlenberg spent most of the day going inside to Leanna Tallamy. The junior 
finished with a game-high 27 pointsand eight rebounds and added a career-best

four steals on the defensive end. Tallamy, as usual, lived at the foul line, making 15 
of 18 to put her just four away from tying the school record for free throws made in 
a season (123). She split a pair with 36.8 seconds left, pulling the Mules into a 59-all 
tie and setting the stage for the stunning finish. 

Holding for the last shot, the Green Terror had a look at a baseline jumper, but the 
shot was long, and Laney secured the carom, ready for time to expire. But several 
McDaniel players surrounded her, and one got a piece of her arm. 

“I thought it was going to be an air ball, so I jumped too soon,” said Laney, who 

added a block and two steals. “I was 
thinking, oh shoot, I’m not going to get 
this, but I jumped again and pulled it 
down. I knew they were going to come 
hard. I guess I had it at such an angle that 
the girl hit my arm, and the ref was right 
there. I got lucky on that one; you don’t 
see that call a lot.” 

“We like to make it interesting,” said 
senior Leeann Lanza with a laugh. “It 
can never be easy.” 

That hardly mattered to the Mules. 
Despite holding its opponent to 34-per- 
cent shooting, Muhlenberg found itself 
in a nail-biter as McDaniel hit one three- 
pointer after another. The Green Terror 
made 10 for the game, including one 
during an 11-0 run that gave it a 45-41 
lead with 14 minutes remaining. A three- 
point play by junior Hannah Rush and a 
jumper by Laney gave the Mules the lead 
right back, setting off a seesaw battle in which neither team led by more than three 
over the last 13 minutes. Muhlenberg saved its best defense for last, holding the Green 
Terror scoreless over the final 3:38 after falling behind 59-56 on a three-pointer. 

Senior Colleen Caldwell had four assists for Muhlenberg, which finished with 14 
assists and 12 turnovers against the team leading the CC in steals and turnover mar- 
gin. It also forced 20 McDaniel turnovers and came up with 13 steals to cap another 
strong defensive effort. 

Next up for the Mules, winners of seven of eight: a date at Haverford, and a chance 
to pull even closer to the conference lead. 

“We’re a mentally tough team,” Laney said. “There may have been points in the 
season where we doubted that, but right now we’re playing as well as we have all 
year. We just have to keep pushing forward.”

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Mules Terrorize First Place McDaniel in Basketball 



By Holden Walter-Warner When it game to the basketball game this past 
Managing Editor Saturday, McDaniel 

never really had a 

shot. Couldn’t even hit one. 

Junior Malique Killing continued his incredible 
stretch of scoring with 27 points, and the Mules pieced 
it together to top Centennial Conference leader McDan- 
iel by a score of 68-54. This was the men’s basketball 
team’s second victory over the conference frontrunner 
during the week. 

One of the more remarkable statistics of the game 
was the field goal percentage of the Green Terror. They 
shot a horrendous 34.5% for the game, including an 
abysmal 26.9% in the second half, which the Mules 
soundly dominated. This can be attributed to the Mules 
clamping down on defense in the second half, making 
every bucket for McDaniel a struggle to come by. 

The story of the game could be Killing’s theatrics 
on the court once again, mirroring a certain NBA su- 
perstar who recently went on a scoring binge. Killing’s 
27 points came on the heel of a 35-point performance 
against Dickinson earlier in the week. He has scored 
133 points in his past four games (through Saturday), 
scoring 30-plus in three consecutive games, trying to 
match the Oklahoma City Thunder’s Kevin Durant 
shot for shot. He also broke the non-senior record for 
most points in a season in the conference, a mark that 
once stood at 1,426 points, but will be far beyond that by season’s end. 

There is a team around Killing, however, and the team played remarkably well in 


what was shaping up to be a possible defeat. The Mules jumped out to a quick start, 

but senior big man Kevin Hargrove was quickly saddled 
with two fouls, relegating him to the bench. The Green 
Terror took advantage of the loss of a starter, and pro- 
ceeded to a 31-23 lead as the first half drew near its 
close. A big run cut the deficit to two by the time the 
teams went into the locker rooms. 

The second half began as a back-and-forth struggle 
between two potential Centennial Conference playoff 
teams. But the squad from Muhlenberg proved to be 
superior, going on an 11-0 run to put the game firmly 
out of McDaniel’s reach. 

The only other Mule to reach double-digit scoring in 
the game was senior Austin Curry, but this didn’t factor 
into the final result. Hargrove pulled down six rebounds 
to go along with his six points, while senior sixth-man 
James Albano contributed across the box score, scoring 
seven points, grabbing three rebounds, dishing an assist 
and grabbing a steal. His three-pointer at the end of the 
11-0 run took the wind of the McDaniel sails. 

As of the win on Saturday, the Mules are tied with 
Johns Hopkins for fourth place in the conference with 
an 8-4 CC record (13-6 overall). Following a game at 
Haverford, the Mules will travel to Gettysburg, a team 
they are trying to stave off for one of the last bids in the 
conference tournament. The games against Gettysburg 
are always close and entertaining; the teams played a 
memorable playoff game in Memorial Hall last year, a game in which Killing hit a 
memorable buzzer-beater for the win.

Tallamy, Killing Repeat as Players of the Week

Muhlenberg Athletics teams swept the Centennial Conference player of the 

week awards. And it was the same two players: juniors 
Leanna Tallamy of the women’s team and Malique Kill- 
ing for the men. 

Tallamy scored more than 40 percent of the Mules’ points in two CC wins, aver- 
aging 23.0 points and 8.5 rebounds while shooting 53.8 percent from the field. She 
scored 19 points in a 48-35 win at Dickinson and poured in 27, a career high for a 
CC game, to go along with a career-high four steals in a 60-59 defeat of McDaniel. 

The forward came up big down the stretch in the one-point win against McDaniel. 
She made a layup with 3:06 left to bring Muhlenberg to within one, at 59-58, and 
ended the next three Green Terror possessions, two with steals and one with a defen- 
sive rebound. Her steal of a skip pass with less than a minute remaining set up her 
game-tying free throw with 36.8 on the clock. 

Tallamy went 15-for-18 from the line in the McDaniel game - the most free throws 
made by a Mule since Sarah Clarke was 16-for-18 in a 1999 game against Widener. 
The leading scorer in the CC, Tallamy needs just five more free throws to break the 
22-year-old school record of 123 free throws made in a season. 


Killing averaged 31.0 points and shot 64.7 percent from the field to lead Muhlen- 
berg to a pair of wins, both against teams that not only came into the game in first 
place in the CC, but also ranked in the top 10 in Division III in a major defensive 
category. Dickinson was fourth in field-goal percentage defense, and McDaniel was 
ninth in scoring defense. 

Killing scored 29 of his 35 points in the second half of a 75-72 win at Dickinson, 
becoming the first player in team history to record three straight 30-point games, and 
added 27 points in a 68-54 defeat of McDaniel. Killing was a perfect 13-for-13 from 
the line, dished out seven assists and broke the CC record for points scored in the 
freshman, sophomore and junior seasons (1,428). 

With six games remaining in the regular season, Killing is running away with the 
CC scoring title. In league games, he is averaging 26.4 points; the player in second 
place is more than 11 points behind at 14.6. Killing, who is just 50 points away 
from breaking the season scoring record he set last year, is only the second player in 
Muhlenberg men’s basketball history to be named CC player of the week in back-to- 
back weeks. The other was Tom Scott in 2007. 

Both Tallamy and Killing have been named CC player of the week three times this 
season.

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The “Science Guy” 
Debates Creationism 

By Amy McGovern On February 4, 2014, William Sanford Nye, bet- 

Editor-In-Chief ter known as Bill Nye the Science Guy, and Ken 

Ham, a young-Earth creationist, engaged in a con- 
versation regarding the teaching of evolution verses the teaching of creation at an 800 
seat sold-out live debate held at Kentucky’s Creation Museum. 

Ham, the founder of Kentucky’s Creation Museum, holds the belief that the Earth 
was created by God a mere 6,000 years ago and that the Bible recounts factually the 
universe’s beginnings as well as the creation of human beings. On the contrary, Nye 
believes that the Earth was created by a big bang billions of years ago and that human 
beings were not created, but instead are a product of evolution over the centuries. 

While Ham argued that the Bible could act as the sole educational source for natu- 
ral history, Nye felt especially concerned that the teaching of creationism to children 
could lead the United States to fall behind others in regards to scientific research and 
education. Nye states, “If we continue to eschew science. . .we are not going to move 
forward. We will not embrace natural laws. We will not make discoveries. We will 
not invent and innovate and stay ahead.” 

Throughout the debate, Nye presented his opponent with scientific evidence based 
on years and years of intense research and observation; however, Ham explained that 
no evidence would sway him from his literal interpretation of the creation story in the 
Bible. Ham stated, “Em only too willing to admit my historical science is based on 
the Bible.” Many scholars as well as audience members believe that as soon as Ham 
admitted that no amount of evidence would change his mind, he lost the debate. His 
unapologetic closed-mindedness, to many, was an indication that Ham had no interest 
in expanding his knowledge — thus, seemingly dismissing the idea of an educational 
and conversational debate and instead turning it into a bitter argument. 

From the start, Nye attempted to make it clear to his opponent as well as to view- 
ers that his argument was not against religion itself — it was specifically against those 
who write scientific fact off as frivolity. Nye explained, “I just want to remind us all 
there are billions of people in the world who are deeply religious, who get enriched 
by the wonderful sense of community by their religion. But these same people do 

not embrace the extraordinary view that the Earth is

Health Center Provides Flu Season Facts and Stats

News Editor about than cold weather and cancelled classes. 

They must turn their attention to their health, as 
flu season is in full swing and last week, the Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion (CDC) reported widespread flu activity in 29 states, including the northeast. 
Currently, the most common illnesses at Muhlenberg are Upper Respiratory Infec- 
tions and Pharyngitis, commonly known as sore throats. However, the Health Cen- 
ter has reported seeing several students with flu-like symptoms. 

Along with the CDC, Nurse Practitioner Brynnmarie Dorsey from the Health 
Center has provided information about preventing and caring for the flu. The ab- 
solute best way to prevent the flu is getting a flu vaccination yearly. During the fall 
semester, around 300 flu shots were administered by Health Services on campus. If 
an individual has not been vaccinated, it is not too late and they should still get the 
vaccination. 

There are many other methods of prevention that should be practiced regardless 
of whether or not an individual got a flu shot. People should avoid close contact with 
sick people, even if that person is a friend, relative, or roommate. They should also 
wash their hands more often than usual, especially before consuming food. Dorsey 
explained that an alcohol based hand wash is sufficient if soap and water is not avail- 
able. 

It is important to avoid touching your face, especially your eyes, nose, and mouth 


because germs can easily enter the body through these orifices. Aside from these 
extra precautions, individuals should continue to practice good health because it is 
important for the body to be strong and able to fight off illness. This includes get- 
ting enough sleep, eating a nutritious diet, drinking plenty of fluids, and managing 
stress levels. 

Regardless of whether or not these methods of prevention were used, some people 
have the flu right now. “Students with flu-like symptoms should come promptly to 
Student Health Services for an evaluation,” said Dorsey. Flu-like symptoms include 
fever, cough, sore throat, runny or stuffy nose, headaches, body aches, chills, fatigue, 
and nausea. The sooner a student reports to Health Services, the sooner they can 
be prescribed antiviral medication for treatment. It is recommended that treatment 
start within two days of getting sick, because the medication can lessen symptoms 
and shorten the amount of time you are sick by 1 to 2 days. It is also highly recom- 
mended that students who have the flu do not attend class until they have not had a 
fever for 24 hours, without the use of Tylenol or Ibuprofen. 

Since living quarters are close in college, it is easy to get sick just from being around 
a sick roommate. “If your roommate is ill, you should try to distance yourself as 
much as possible from him or her,” Dorsey recommends. It is important to have 
tissues available for your roommate to cough and sneeze into. Students must also 

remember to frequently disinfect commonly touched 

surfaces. This includes doorknobs, refrigerator doors, see Flu | page 6

Olympic Embarrassment Unfolds 
Prior to the Games

Managing Editor ago, I was enjoying a summer at sleep away camp. 

George W. Bush was barely 75% through his much 
ballyhooed presidency. Sochi, Russia was being awarded the 2014 Winter Olympic 
Games. Think about that: Vladimir Putin knew the Olympics would be hosted in 
his favorite getaway location 79 months prior to the opening of the competition. 
That’s a lot of time to be aware of a major international event taking place in your 
country. 

So how did the days prior to the 2014 Olympic Games unfold in such an ugly 
fashion? It began long before the unforgettable opening ceremony. 

Security concerns became an overwhelming point of interest. Sochi, after all, is 
not far from the North Caucasus, the sight of an insurrection against Russia. The 
most famous terrorists in the States are the Tsarnaev brothers, responsible for the 
Boston Marathon bombings in April 2013. Members of the insurrection also 
perpetrated bombings on public transportation in the months leading up to the 
Olympics. 

Even drunks can be a security concern. A Turkish man attempted to hijack a 
plane to Sochi while the opening ceremonies were taking place. Luckily, the pilots 
and flight crew handled the situation with incredible poise and intelligence, avoid- 
ing tragedy. Sochi is ready for this, though; there’s a ring of soldiers surrounding 
the city, and anti-aircraft missiles pointing skywards. 

Attacks against the LGBT community have become commonplace. There’s 
a law in Russia which bans the public display of affection between people of the 
same-sex. Viral videos have popped up of people getting the dirt kicked out of 
them for performing these acts. Putin has tried to quell this issue; publicly con- 
gratulating a lesbian medal-winner, but that appears to be little more than a public 
relations move. 

Then, the reporters arrived. They arrived to rubble where hotels were promised. 
They arrived to construction workers in their hotel rooms, trying to finish the work 
that should’ve been completed years ago. They arrived to water which was said to 
be “dangerous to apply to the face.” Russia’s known for years that the press would 
come to their games, as well as international tourists; how could they not be pre- 
pared with the lounging necessary to accommodate these people? 

Russia even struggled to get the opening ceremony right. In a beautiful display 
of lights, five rings were to emerge from snowflakes to reveal the symbol of the 
Olympics; one of these rings failed to transpire.

Technology Leads to 
Higher Anxiety Levels in Teens 

By Amy McGovern I recently came across an article online stating that 

Editor-in-Chief the average high school student today has the same 

level of anxiety as the average psychiatric patient did 
in the 1950s. Researchers have suggested that this increase in anxiety levels over the 
years is due to a decrease in social connectedness, an increase in desire for material 
possessions, and increased accessibility to bad news that contributes to the “Mean 
World Syndrome.” What is most interesting about these three factors is that all 
three are promoted by modern technology. 

First, the decrease in socialization can easily be attributed to the rise of social 
networking sites. Why bother leaving your room to see friends when you can just 
chat with them on Facebook? More and more students are using Facebook Chat 
or interactive Google Documents to complete group projects — further demonstrat- 
ing technology’s ability to diminish the need for real socialization. Although many 
may see this as a benefit of modern technology rather than a hindrance, in many 
cases this ability to act from behind a computer screen rather than face-to-face has 
resulted in incidents of cyber-bullying. 

According to statistics on cyber-bullying from the i-SAFE Foundation, 25% of 
adolescents and teens have been bullied repeatedly online with 1 in 3 experiencing 
cyber threats. Sites like Facebook, Twitter, and Instagram make it easier for cyber 
bullies to target a victim without having to deal with the immediate ramifications 
that could occur in face-to-face bullying. 

Moreover, social networking sites such as Facebook and Instagram that allow us- 
ers and sponsors to post pictures have been seen to add to users’ desire for material 
possessions. It is nearly impossible to log into Facebook and not be overwhelmed 
by the “personalized” advertisements crowding the right side of the screen. Even 
more impossible, however, is the thought of logging into Facebook or Instagram 
during the holiday season without being bombarded by images captioned “Look 
what Santa brought!” 

What has proven to be even more difficult than escaping the constant advertise- 
ments online, however, is the possibility of escaping the apparently endless stream 
of bad news. British writer Douglas Adams once said, “Nothing travels faster than 
light, with the possible exception of bad news, which follows its own rules.” Be- 
cause media outlets have realized that bad news sells,

Discussing the Virtues of Minor 
League Football 

By Rob Fagan There are 12,600 players that played Division 1 football in 

Op/Ed Writer 2013. Of those 12,600 players, only 255 players, or 2%, 

will be drafted by the National Football League to con- 
tinue playing the sport that they have spent their entire life committed to and devel- 
oped a comparative advantage in. While players who are not drafted can still enter 
the NFL by signing as Undrafted Free Agents, they face an uphill battle and usually 
make a team through their work on special teams if they aren’t cut during training 
camp. For the other 98% of players, their dream of playing professionally vanishes 
into the air unless they decide to pursue a career in the Arena Football League or Ca- 
nadian Football League, two leagues that have a significantly lower level of play and 
pay than the NFL. While the NFL prides itself on only attracting the best athletes in 
the world, they are utilizing an extremely inefficient use of available labor and would 
benefit greatly from implementing a minor league system similar to the National 
Basketball League’s Development League. 

Due to the violent nature of the sport, NFL teams face a myriad of injuries during 
the season that cause them to look elsewhere for effective replacements. Instead of 
going outside of the organization, the NFL should create a system in which they 
have a reserve labor force ready to play when the need arises. This can be accom- 
plished through a minor league in which every NFL team is allotted 25 players, with 
1 1 being allocated on offense, 1 1 on defense, and 3 utility players such as kickers, 
return specialists, and H-backs that play against each other every Friday. By doing 
this, the NFL would add 800 jobs at a minimum cost of $150,000 per team based on 
the $6,000 per week minimum salary for practice squad players. This concept would 
yield a plethora of positive benefits, with one being that a minor league team would 
enable NFL teams to cut down on their transaction costs of bringing in a replace- 
ment, as the minor league players would be familiar with the teams playbook and 
terminology thus creating a more seamless transition than bringing in a free agent 
who has to learn the playbook as quickly as possible. More importantly, this would 
provide a medium for talented players who would not have the chance to play in the 
NFL due to a lack of ideal physical traits, fundamentals, and exposure to develop 
their talents and maybe have an NFL team sign them to a contract. It is proven that 
the NFL draft is an inexact science and that teams have missed out on talented pros- 
pects, with Undrafted Free Agents and Pro Bowler’s Arian Foster and Kurt Warner 
epitomizing how the draft can undervalue prospects who might not have the bench 
press capabilities of Thor and a 40 yard dash time of The Flash. While the NFL 
currently employs an 8 team practice squad, the players on the team do not receive 

as much individual attention and are usually used to 

mimic opposing players, not focusing on improving see NFL | page 3

‘The Learned Ladies’ 

Courtesy of The Muhlenberg In directing Moliere’s “The Learned Ladies,” opening Feb. 20 at 
College Department of Muhlenberg College, James Peck had two choices. 

Theatre and Dance He could either let Moliere’s 17th century sensibilities take the reins, 

and produce a play about the absurdity of its female characters’ efforts 

to educate themselves. Or he could dig a bit deeper, and find the ways in 
which Moliere’s comedy reveals a nobility and bravery in those efforts. 

“I can see two versions of this play being produced,” Peck says. “It could certainly be done as a 
misogynist satire, and some directors really want to steer clear of the play because of that. But I think it 
more fundamentally — and the version we’re trying to do, certainly — is a play about the ridiculous lengths 
that men have sometimes gone to in order to keep women from educating themselves.” 

In other words, it’s the sexism that’s absurd, rather than the ladies themselves — at least most of the time. 
In support of this perspective, Peck has cast women in all of the roles, male and female — including his 
faculty colleague Francine Roussel in the role of Belize. 

“I think having an all-female company of women who are themselves ‘learned ladies’ underscores the 
point,” Peck says. “And to be fair to Moliere, often his female characters are the savviest people on the 
stage. As soon as you start thinking that the women are ridiculous, they do or say something that’s really 
kind and beautiful and insightful. 

“The play is also blindingly funny,” he says. “I mean, these intellectual ideas are important to me, but 
the humor is as well.” 

“The Learned Ladies” runs Feb. 20-23 in the college’s Dorothy Hess Baker Theatre. Broadway lighting 
designer Rick Fisher, winner of the 2009 Tony Award for his work on “Billy Elliot: The Musical,” is 
designing the lights for the show as part of a semester-long residency. 

For Peck, the project also represented an opportunity to work with Roussel, who returns to the 
Muhlenberg mainstage for the first time since “Cabaret” in 2005. A native of France, Roussel was among 
the founders of the Actors Studio in Paris. She has written and performed her own shows, and continues her 
acting career in France and America. Her numerous film and television credits include “Sex and the City,” 
“Saturday Night Live,” and Sydney Pollack’s feature film “The Interpreter.” Roussel directs frequently for 
the Muhlenberg mainstage and teaches acting at Muhlenberg. 

“Working with Francine has been an incredible pleasure,” Peck says. “She’s a truly skilled actress. She 
has really penetrating insight into what’s happening in the scene, as well as tremendous comic timing.” 

In his 1672 satire of culture pretentiousness, Moliere asks whether a woman can be both a devoted wife 
and a devoted scholar. Henriette and Clitandre wish to marry. Henriette’s father and uncle are in favor of 
the match, but the women of her family are obsessed with the allure of salon culture, and wish for her to 
marry Trissotin, a pompous but mediocre poet. Henriette must decide whether she should live life as a 
highly educated but unhappy woman, or whether she can continue her education without sacrificing love. 

The production features a 1978 translation by acclaimed poet Richard Wilbur, in which “words dance 
delectably,” according to The New York Times. 

The set for the play, designed by Muhlenberg design professor Curtis Dretsch, is a giant armillary sphere 
— a model of celestial objects consisting of a series of concentric rings that spin around one another. The 
design concept reflects the characters’ desire literally to map the heavens, and more broadly, to come to a 
greater understanding of the universe around them. 

“The sphere provides unusual playing spaces for the action of the show,” Peck says. “It also serves as the 
perfect image for the women’s learned enterprises.” 

“The Learned Ladies” will be performed Feb. 20-23: Thursday through Saturday at 8 p.m. and Sunday 
at 2 p.m. Tickets are $15 for adults and $8 for patrons 17 and under. Performances are in the Dorothy 
Hess Baker Theatre, in the Trexler Pavilion for Theatre & Dance, Muhlenberg College, 2400 Chew St., 
Allentown.

Men’s Basketball Moves Closer to Playoff Berth

Muhlenberg Athletics career, Jon Schreer only 

wanted a small reward. 

“I am exhausted,” Schreer said. “I’m going to go 
home and take a nice shower.” 

He certainly earned it. Schreer netted a career-high 
18 points in 34 minutes in his first career start to push 
the Muhlenberg men’s basketball team to a 73-68 vic- 
tory at Gettysburg in a Centennial Conference tilt with 
big playoff implications. The freshman made all four 
of his three-pointers to lead four players in double fig- 
ures as the Mules (14-7, 9-5) moved two games ahead 
of the Bullets (9-12, 7-7) with four to play in the race 
for the fifth and final playoff spot. 

“I just went out there and played my game,” Schreer 
said. “ Opportunities came and I capitalized on them, 
but I was letting things come to me. I’m more happy 
with how the team played and reacted to everything.” 
Sophomore Alec Stavetslci chipped in 16 points and 
a career-best five assists, senior Kevin Hargrove (10 
points, 10 rebounds) notched his ninth double-double 
of the season and classmate Austin Curry (11 points) 
hit some big shots in the second half for Muhlenberg, 
which nearly let a 20-point lead slip away before right- 
ing the ship and winning in Gettysburg for the first 
time in four trips. The Mules has not dropped back-to- 
back CC games all season. 

Thanks in large part to Schreer, the Mules’ nearly 
flawless first half proved too much to overcome for the 
hosts. The freshman scored 13 points in the opening 
stanza, including a three-pointer and layup during a 
21-6 run to close the half, which sent Muhlenberg into 
the locker room ahead 41-24. The Mules shot nearly

had nine assists to just three turnovers in the first 20 
minutes. 

“That was a great feeling,” said Schreer, who hit 
double figures for the first time since early December. 
“Everyone, from the starters to the bench, was jump- 
ing and screaming. When we had that run, everyone 
brought energy. We all stepped up.” 

The Mules’ euphoria only intensified after inter- 
mission, when Schreer established a new career high 
on a three-pointer that made it 44-24 less than a min- 
ute into the second half. But the Bullets had plenty of 
ammunition left. 

Gettysburg quickly cut the lead to single digits 
with a 13-2 run, then got as close as 58-55 on a three- 
pointer with 5:39 remaining. Staring down a raucous 
crowd and the hard-charging Bullets, the Mules didn’t 
blink. 

They held Gettysburg scoreless over the next four 
minutes while a jumper by Curry, two free throws by 
Stavetski and one by Curry pushed their lead to eight 
with 1:45 remaining. The Bullets closed to within 
four, but Curry and Stavetski each drained a pair at 
the line to put them away for good. 

By sweeping a regular-season series from Gettys- 
burg for the first time since the formation of the CC 
in 1 994, Muhlenberg is now tantalizingly close to the 
playoffs. The Mules could clinch a postseason berth 
Wednesday with a victory at home against Swarth- 
more and a Bullet loss to Johns Hopkins. 

“It’s a big win in the conference, obviously, but it’s 
a better win for us as a team,” Schreer said. “We re- 
ally came together and played like a family. It’s a great 
feeling to play with so much passion and energy.”

Softball and Baseball Captains Named

Muhlenberg Athletics ball team. 

Kline is coming off another exceptional season at first base. The 2012 Centennial Conference player of the year led the team in batting average 
(.412), home runs (6) and RBI (42) en route to All-CC second-team and All-East Region third-team honors. Kline is the program’s all-time leader 
in home runs (21), extra-base hits (53) and RBI (1 18). 

O’Donnell started all but three games a year ago. The versatile utility player hit .226 with a team-best nine doubles among her 26 hits. She scored 17 runs, drove in 1 1 and 
stole a pair of bags, and her bases-clearing double in the bottom of the 10th gave the Mules a wallcoff win against defending CC champion McDaniel. O’Donnell is tied for 
third in program history with six home runs, and she ranks 10th in doubles (24) and 12th in runs scored (76). 

Wenzel started all 41 games for the Mules, landing on the All-CC first team for the second straight year after hitting .273 with 23 RBI, good for third on the team. She had 
eight doubles and a triple, and her only home run of the season was a grand slam. Wenzel ranks fourth all-time with 99 career runs scored, and her 2011 total of 40 is the 
school’s record for a single season. 

Jones turned in a stellar season at the head of Muhlenberg’s staff. The CC co-pitcher of the year finished 1 7-4 with a 2.5 1 ERA, setting school records for wins and innings 
pitched (150. 1) in a season and tying the mark for complete games (20). She also tossed the first perfect game in program history, striking out 1 1 in a dominating performance 
against Misericordia. Jones was unblemished in CC play, going 9-0 with a 1 .42 ERA. 

The Mules are coming off one of the best seasons in the history of Muhlenberg athletics. They set a school record for all sports by winning 3 1 games, winning the CC 
regular-season crown by a record-tying four games with a 14-2 league mark and receiving votes in the national poll or the first time in more than 20 years. With six all- 
conference players back, Muhlenberg is looking for more of the same in 2014. The Mules open the season with games against St. Benedict and Ohio Northern on March 1, 
the kickoff to their spring trip to Clermont, Fla. 

Four players - seniors Nick Kennedy, Tyler Latrenta and Brett Rosen and junior Matthew Lawsky - will serve as captains of the 2014 Muhlenberg baseball team. 

Kennedy shifted across the infield to start at first base after spending last year at third. He hit .329 and drove in 29 runs, belting 13 doubles and reaching the 100-hit mark 
in just his second full season. A career .340 hitter, Kennedy scored 25 runs and stole two bags. 

Latrenta (second from left) started 12 games in the outfield for the Mules, finishing with a .333 average in 57 at-bats. He notched a pair of doubles and scored 12 runs. 

Rosen (right) turned in a stellar campaign as the team’s starting catcher. At the plate, he hit .330 with two homers and tied for second with 29 RBI in the best offensive 
season of his career. He added nine doubles and a triple. Rosen was flawless behind the plate, setting a school record by fielding 178 chances without committing an error. 

Lawsky (second from right) made nine starts near the top of the Mules’ rotation. The right-hander finished 3-2 with a team-best 3.18 ERA, posting 38 strikeouts to just 
13 walks in 56.2 innings. 

The Mules finished an even 20-20 overall and 7-1 1 in the Centennial Conference last season, a four-game improvement that saw the program jump to seventh place in the 
CC following a last-place mark in 2012. Muhlenberg is scheduled to open the 2014 season with a doubleheader at Shenandoah on February 22.

Muhlenberg Athletics home game, Erin Laney made a free throw with less than 

a second remaining for a 
crucial victory over McDaniel. 

Fast forward nine days, to the Mules’ non-Centennial 
Conference finale against Wilkes, and the senior for- 
ward found herself in a similar situation, at the line with 
a one-point lead and 16.2 ticks showing. Though the 
outcome would have no effect on Muhlenberg’s post- 
season pursuit, the pressure was still on. After all, one 
teammate was celebrating a birthday, and another was 
coaching against her. 

“I had to do it for Katy,” Laney said of classmate 
Katy Mitton, who turned 22. 

It came with some anxious moments, but Mitton got 
her birthday wish: a win. Laney knocked down both 
ends of a one-and-one to give the Mules a 62-59 lead, 
and the defense forced the Colonels into a despera- 
tion heave that fell well short as the buzzer sounded. 

Muhlenberg closed the contest on a 9-2 run to clinch 
a winning non-conference mark for the 11th straight 
season in the return of three members of its 2011 CC 
championship team. 

After dropping back-to-back road games in league 
play, the Mules returned home for a welcome distrac- 
tion. They greeted former teammate Kim Mui, now a 
graduate assistant at Wilkes, and former assistant Chris 
Heery, now the Colonels’ third-year head coach, with 
warm hugs before the game, then locked horns with 
former teammate Ellen Rich during it. The matchup 
played out like one might expect from so much familiar- 
ity; each team finished 23-of-67 from the field and made 
five three-pointers. 

Muhlenberg (13-9) took an eight-point lead into halftime before the Colonels 
fought back, regaining the lead at 49-48 on a three-pointer with 7:26 to play. Wilkes 


(5-16) led 57-53 on another long ball three minutes later, but the Mules came up big 
down the stretch. A steal and layup by junior Abby Stenger gave them the lead for 

good, and junior Hannah Rush found classmate Lean- 
na Tallamy for a layup that made it 60-57 with 2:18 to 
play. 

After the Colonels cut the lead to one, senior Lee- 
ann Lanza grabbed an offensive rebound with 25.4 sec- 
onds to go; three Wilkes fouls later, Laney’s clutch free 
throws provided the final margin, the second coming 
after Heery called a timeout. One stop after that, the 
Mules were enjoying the taste of victory - and birthday 
cupcakes for Mitton. 

“We play against a lot of people that we know in 
this conference,” said Laney, who finished with a team- 
high 18 points, five rebounds and two blocks. “But it’s 
special when you’re going up against an old teammate, 
especially one who’s now a coach! Kim knows every- 
thing about Muhlenberg basketball, but we know a bit 
about them too. Chris tried to ice me, but it feels great 
to make those free throws.” 

Tallamy scored 13 points and junior Nicole Pepe 
added 1 1 , nine of them coming on a trio of first-half 
three-pointers. Mitton chipped in with four points and 
seven rebounds in her seventh start, and Rush stuffed 
the stat sheet, producing a career-high-tying eight re- 
bounds, six assists and three steals to go along with a 
three-pointer that pulled Muhlenberg into a 51 -all tie 
with 6:17 left. Senior Colleen Caldwell also dished out 
six assists, including the 200th of her career. 

Now comes the home stretch: Muhlenberg has 
three CC games remaining, all against teams with los- 
ing records, and holds a two-game lead on sixth-place 
Swarthmore for the final playoff spot. 

“Even though this game doesn’t affect our conference record, it’s still nice to get a 
win and head into the last three games with some momentum,” Laney said.

Although Horowitz successfully proved that a simple parody can cause mass hys- 
teria in t representatives of Starbucks ensured that his operation was closed down. In 
an official statement released by Starbucks it was stated, “While we appreciate the 
humor, they cannot use our name, which is a protected trademark.” Aaron Moss of 
the law firm Greenberg Glusker stated, “Simply calling something a parody does not 
provide some kind of magical protection against [trademark] infringement.”

Specialized Suits Slow 
Down U.S. Speedskaters in 

Sochi

News Editor States Speedskating team wore high-tech aerody- 

namic suits specially produced by Under Armour 
Inc. Though they were designed to give the skaters a faster, more competitive 
edge, they seemed to have done the opposite and actually slowed down U.S. skat- 
ers. The suits were custom fit with special textures and five synthetic materials. 

After uncharacteristic losses with the new suits, the team reverted back to their 
old ones, however the team still continued to lose. According to the Wall Street 
Journal, insiders say that doubts were planted into the skater’s heads before they 
went on this ice. This may have interfered with their confidence and focus, caus- 
ing them to fail in the mental aspect of the competition. 

Under Armour had intended for these suits to prove successful, turning their 
company into and international sensation. Unfortunately for the company, the 
opposite appears to be happening as the stock fell 2.38% last Friday. The situa- 
tion could be devastating for Under Armour’s reputation. While the company is 
widely known here in America, it is actually just beginning to make an interna- 
tional name. This is why success in Sochi was so important and depended upon. 

The slow skating may be of no fault of the company though, as they worked 
with the skaters to produce prototypes and used synthetic materials that are known 
to reduce friction. They spent over 300 hours testing the suits in wind tunnels with 
fiberglass mannequins. It was reported that almost $1 million was spent on creat- 
ing these specialized suits. 

An alternative possibility for the team’s slow times may have been the fact that 
the team agreed not to wear the suits until competing in the Olympics. Further, 
speeedskating pre-Olympic training took place in Collalbo, Italy on an outdoor 
rink and at an altitude. The team was practice in cold, windy conditions than they 
would not be experiencing in Sochi’s indoor, sea level rink. 

Another factor in the U.S. Speedskaters’ poor performance was actually the 
success of the other teams. We were fractions of seconds quicker than our times 
a year ago, however the other teams were whole seconds quicker. Technically, we 
did not get worse; the other teams just got much better. 

The theory held strongly by Under Armour is that the suits were not a problem, 
but the athletes were at a lack of confidence because they were surrounded by 
coaches and critics who suggested that the suits might cause drag. The loss was 
falling into a psychological issue because the skaters went into races believing they 
could not win with their Under Armour suits. 

When interviewing the athletes, the Wall Street Journal reports that they ad- 
mitted the suits could not be blamed for their performance in Sochi because thou- 
sands of things factor into the outcome of an Olympic race.

Outfitters Offends... 

Again

Editor-in-Chief and sales of a t-shirt deemed highly controversial. The 

white shirt was covered in variously sized font reading 
“depression.” Surprisingly, this was not Urban Outfitter’s first offense. In 2010, 
the company was forced to take a shirt reading “Eat Less” off of their website and 
discontinue distribution. Did they learn nothing from their previous mistake? 

Although I am a big fan of Urban Outfitters in general, these “mistakes” are 
entirely inexcusable. Using mental illness as a fashion statement is not and should 
never be considered a marketing tactic by any corporation. According to reports, 
the depression t-shirt was actually created by a small Singaporean clothing com- 
pany named “Depression”; however, although this offers some explanation for the 
production of this highly offensive article of clothing, it leaves me wondering why 
Urban Outfitters — an American company originating in Philadelphia — would deem 
this socially appropriate?

Interview With Dancer: 
Melissa Ryan Reitberg

She 
also has a background in contemporary dance 
and has recently explored circus. She assured 
me that circus, like Cirque du Soleil, requires 
much weight lifting and upper-body strength. 

Most pertinent to current and aspiring dance 
majors at Muhlenberg: the Muhlenberg 

Dance Association. Melissa describes this 

organization as efficient and as a useful Melissa Modeling a Bra Top 
resource for dancers looking for professional 
guidance. Meetings include resume 
preparation and advice for applying to dance companies. She mentioned Matthew 
Wright, the photographer for Muhlenberg theater and dance, with high regards 
towards his talent and impressive work at Fig Tree Photography. When I inquired 
about her professional career in dance, Melissa explained that she is a freelance 
dancer. With regards to freelancing, she stressed the significance of utilizing ones 
resources such as the internet and friends with photography equipment. Her favorite 


dance company that she recently freelanced for is “Marked Dance Project”. This 

is a mixed abilities company that gave her exposure 
to different race and different ability dancers. She was 
able to work with disabled dancers, which interestingly 
resulted in some unique dance moves. Aside from 
freelancing and dancing at Muhlenberg, Melissa is 
also a dance teacher. I queried as to her motivation 
for dancing and teaching, and she explained that 
she receives an immense satisfaction from watching 
dancers surprise themselves on their abilities. Some 
of her Muhlenberg dance projects have been summer 
Music Theater, where she played Cinderella, and 
Master Choreographers, which is a yearly pleasure 
of hers. Last year, she worked with Trinette Singleton 
with whom she built a great relationship. Heidi 
Cruz Austin is another dancer who Melissa gained 
exposure to in her sophomore year of college. She was 
adamant to exclaim, “Heidi is beautiful”. Recently, 
Melissa had the opportunity to model in New York 
City at a Capezio Photoshoot. She was featured in 
an international catalogue for a fitness basic line. She 
modeled bra tops, booty shorts, jazz pants, jazz shoes, 
and kneepads. She particularly enjoyed modeling the 
lcneepads, and was featured on a full page spread. 
Most of the models that are featured in the catalogue 
are not mentioned by full name unless they are part of 
a major dance company; Melissa was the exception. 
I asked what advice she would have for aspiring 
dancers. She highlighted the importance of making a 
reel with photographs and networking, especially with 
classmates because there is a possibility that one of 
them will move on to start their own dance company. 
As for the future, she plans on attending law school 
in the fall. She seeks to merge her skills and practice 
what she knows: financial and legal consulting for 
dance companies. She also plans to pursue the legal 
end of copyrighting with an ultimate goal of ending 
piracy. As such an adamant dancer, I was curious as 
to why Melissa did not plan on pursuing dance further after college. She informed 
me that she has done most of what there is to do in the professional dance world, 
and that the only career opportunity that would tempt her to deviate from her plan 
of law school, is an international dance tour. We shall see what the future brings 
for Melissa, and after reviewing her resume; I would advise any aspiring dancers to 
request her business card.

Preview: Men’s Lacrosse Looks to Recapture Magic 


Courtesy of The Muhlenberg men’s lacrosse team was king of the 

Muhlenberg Athletics comeback in 2013. A year later, the Mules hope the mag- 

ic hasn’t faded. 

Four times last season 

- twice in the face of big deficits against nationally 
ranked opponents - the Mules scored in the final 15 
seconds of regulation to force overtime. One of those 
equalizers came with one tick remaining, another at 
the buzzer, and both capped fourth-quarter comebacks 
of at least five goals. 

To return to the postseason for the first time since 
2008, Muhlenberg - which is scheduled to open 
Wednesday against Montclair State - will likely need 
to catch lightning in a bottle again. 

“I think we have a little more magic in us,” said se- 
nior co-captain Danny Thomas. “I think we can take 
those games, look back at them, and keep learning 
how to finish. 

“Playoffs are always the goal. We play in a very 
competitive conference, so every game is going to be 
close. We just have to make sure we come out on top 
in those games that are decided by one goal or at the 
very end.” 

The Mules took a big step forward last season, fin- 
ishing 6-9 overall and 2-6 in the Centennial Conference 
a year after going 2-12 overall and winless in league 
play. To continue the upward trend, Muhlenberg will 
have to successfully navigate its annual scheduling 
gauntlet. Its 14 opponents for 2014 were a combined 
142-92 (.607) a year ago, and five of them were NCAA Tournament teams. And in 
the always loaded CC, Dickinson (5), Washington (9) and Gettysburg (20) all appear 
in the preseason top 20. 

“It is always a challenge,” Thomas said of the Mules’ daunting schedule. “Every 
game takes a lot of preparation; even in practice we go over things tirelessly.” 

With lots of experience lost to graduation, Muhlenberg will rely on a bevy of play- 
ers to step into larger roles. Juniors Jon Thomas (28 goals, 9 assists) and Jason Mertz 
(22 goals, 9 assists) - half of a school-record four players with 20 goals last season 

- are back to lead the offense, while junior co-captain Adam Schlauch returns as the 
starting goalie after finishing fourth in the CC in saves per game last year. 


Senior co-captain Tom Glancy is the most experienced attackman on the roster, 
and should be one of the team’s top scorers. Juniors Conner Burdick and John Het- 

zel, meanwhile, figure to compete for starting time on 
attack. 

The Mules look to be strong in the midfield, where 
Jon Thomas will be joined by senior co-captains Mat- 
thew Gallo and Casey Gill. Gill, who netted four 
goals in the middle of the man-up unit last year, ap- 
pears poised for a breakout final campaign. Juniors 
Pat Farrell and Michael Heenan should be in the mix 
in the midfield, while classmate Connor Winter, who 
turned in an excellent season as a defensive midfielder 
as a sophomore, could see some time on offense. Ju- 
nior Austin Akner should also see significant time af- 
ter moving over from attack in the fall. 

“We have a lot of depth in the midfield,” Thomas 
said. “A lot of sophomores are really stepping up at 
practice, and the juniors are playing great. I really 
think we have some great talent there.” 

Danny Thomas is the team’s most experienced de- 
fenseman, and the lone returning starter at close de- 
fense after taking over midway through last season. 
Sophomore Jashon DeSenna is projected to start at 
close defenseman after an outstanding fall, while 
classmate Louie Bellucci has also shown great im- 
provement. Fellow sophomore Eamon Epstein will 
also push for playing time. 

Senior co-captain Jason Monroe is expected to 
be one of the team’s top playmalcers and could con- 
tend for all-conference honors as a longsticlc midfielder. Junior Nick Farmer, one of 
Muhlenberg’s most improved players last season, will also see time at that spot and 
as a faceoff wing. 

Sophomore Ryan Bohrod is set to take over faceoff duties, along with classmate 
Steven Casella, and will also see action as a shortsticlc middie. 

With so many players hungry to step in and prove themselves, Thomas sees the 
Mules as a dangerous group. 

“We may not have a star player, but our depth can be a really good thing for us,” 
Thomas said, “because against teams that haven’t seen these players before, we are 
able to give them lots of different looks.” 



Women’s Basketball Edges Closer to Playoffs

Muhlenberg Athletics First, the 6-2 sophomore center had to do the pregame handshakes with the starters because junior Emily Lesher, who normally performs that 

role, was under the weather and did not make the trip. Then, when senior Katy Mitton was forced to the bench with an injury four minutes into 
the game, she came in to fill the void in the post. 

Santone was more than ready on both fronts, performing the handshakes flawlessly and scoring a season-high 10 points to help the Mules to a 70-58 win. 

The victory edged Muhlenberg (14-9, 10-6) closer to a Centennial Conference playoff berth. With two games remaining in the regular season, the Mules have a two-game 
lead over sixth-place Ursinus for the fifth and final playoff spot. 

Junior Leanna Tallamy scored a team-high 20 points, and junior Laura Gregory came off the bench to add 1 1 as Muhlenberg won for the ninth time in 12 games. 

“It was just all of a sudden,” said Santone of her early entry. “It’s usually later in the game when I get in, but I had to be ready.” 

She was. With the Mules trailing 10-8, Santone made a layup the first time she touched the ball to tie the score. She added four more points, a steal and a blocked shot in 
a 13-1 run that gave Muhlenberg a 25-15 lead midway through the first half. 

But the Diplomats (3-20, 1-15), who nearly won at first-place Johns Hopkins 10 days ago, battled back on their Senior Day, using a big rebounding advantage to draw even 
at 33 at halftime. 

The Mules never trailed in the second half, breaking a 41-all tie on a runner by junior Nicole Pepe with 15:10 left. Santone’s elbow jumper at the 12:22 mark made it 50-45 
and put her in double figures for the second time in her Muhlenberg career. 

“I was really just feeling it,” she said. “The high-low that we were running was working really well, and I knew I could just shoot over whoever was guarding me.” 

The Mules did not put the game out of reach until a 10-1 run gave them a 12-point lead with under five minutes to play. Tallamy scored the first eight points, and Gregory 
ended it with a putback - one of two she had in the second half. 

Solid play at the point by senior Colleen Caldwell and junior Hannah Rush, who combined for seven assists, five steals and only one turnover, contributed to the win, 
which snapped a two-game skid in CC games and sent the Mules home for their final two games of the season in a positive mood. 

“This game gave us the momentum we needed to get ready for the postseason,” said Santone. “It was a great win, and we’re going to be ready to go in our two home 
games next week.”

Cross Country Teams, Cronin Honored for Academics

Muhlenberg Athletics honored for their academic accomplishments. 

The men’s and women’s cross country teams earned All-Academic Team honors from the U.S. Track & Field and Cross Country Coaches As- 
sociation, and senior Nicki Cronin earned individual All- Academic honors. 

To earn All- Academic Team honors, programs must have compiled a cumulative GPA or 3.10 or greater and competed in at least five different meets with at least five 
runners representing their school at each. 

Muhlenberg was one of 141 colleges to have both its men’s and women’s teams recognized. The Mule men combined for a 3.23 GPA, while the women clocked in with 
an impressive 3.63, which tied for 18th in Division III. 

A total of 10 Mule runners were named to the Centennial Conference Academic Honor Roll last fall. 

For the individual award, honorees must have compiled a cumulative GPA or 3.30 or greater and must have finished among the top 25 percent of finishers at their respec- 
tive regional championships. Cronin, a physics major, placed 20th at the NCAA Mideast Regional to earn all-region laurels for the third year in a row. She also earned a bid 
to the NCAA Championships, where she finished 135th. 

In the last 15 years, the Muhlenberg cross country and track teams have received a total of 79 certificates from the USTFCCCA for academic achievement.

Holden Walter- Warner hosted the 2014 Battle of the Chefs. The much 

anticipated event brought colleges from across 
Pennsylvania to Muhlenberg to put 
their culinary skills on display-allow- 
ing students to cast their votes for the 
school of their choice. 

Students began lining up for the 
incredibly alluring event hours before 
the dining hall opened its doors at 
4: 30-forming a line spanning nearly 
the entire length of Seegers Student 
Union. 

The colleges in attendance, in addi- 
tion to Muhlenberg, included Lehigh 
University, Moravian College, Man- 
sfield University, and finally, DeSales 
University. Each school, in correspon- 
dence to this year’s theme of comfort 
food, composed creative menus offer- 
ing students unique and innovated din- 
ing options. 

Muhlenberg’s station creatively 
played on the concept of microwavable 
dining options-with a larger than life 
handmade microwave appearing to be 
on fire decorating their station, where 
the Chef’s Table generally resides.. 

The College’s menu featured items 
based on the popular “Hot Pockets.” 

The dishes served included: Haute Pockets, Spicy-Hot Pocket Salad, Taco Egg Rolls, 
Cheddar and Onion Borekas, Chicken Rice Rolls, and Apple Pie Pockets for dessert. 

Although all of these choices were extremely delicious and an incredibly pleasant 
change from the regular options, the two favored options were the Cheddar and On- 
ion Borekas and the delicious Apple Pie Pockets. The Cheddar and Onion Borekas 
were crisped to perfection while remaining soft and creamy inside while the warm 
and sugary Apple Pie Pockets, served with a side of vanilla ice cream, acted as the 
perfect end to the meal, permanently satisfying the taste buds of our executive editor, 
Jen Freed. 

Lehigh University opted for a more traditional comfort food inspired menu-of- 
fering students an array of various grilled cheese sandwiches with a side of smoked 
tomato bisque. The sandwiches offered included regular grilled cheese, beef brisket 
grilled cheese, and finally, fontina and tomato grilled cheese. As another side to these 
incredibly appetizing sandwiches, Lehigh served handmade rosemary Parmesan po- 
tato chips. The combination of flavors worked together excellently. For dessert, 
Lehigh served a grilled buttery pound cake topped with strawberries and chocolate. 
While some found this dish a bit too rich, its presentation was certainly aesthetically 
pleasing. 

Moravian College, too, chose to play on more traditionally accepted comfort foods 
when creating their menu. The main dish served by Moravian as a buffalo chicken 
mac and cheese. The combination of bleu cheese, buffalo sauce, and perfectly grilled 
chicken made this one of the preferred dishes of the event. Served with the mac 
and cheese was a tomato Florentine soup. Conveniently, Moravian had all of their 
dishes pre-plated so that students need not wait any longer in the lines that neces- 
sary, an endlessly frustrating process for students every year. While this convenience 
certainly played a part in the fact that Moravian seemed to be one of the evening’s 


top contenders, the innovative take on traditional dishes, too, played a large role in 
their contender status. 

Mansfield University had perhaps one of the more nontraditional menus. Al- 
though certain aspects of the menu

food, the dishes served seems more 
experimental than those served by 
the rest of the colleges in attendance. 
Mansfield served pork infused hot and 
sour soup, siracha cilantro udon salad, 
sushi style hot dogs, and for dessert, an 
Asian banana fritter. The banana frit- 
ter, served warm, perfectly combined 
flavors both sweet and savory-making 
it the preferred dish offered by Mans- 
field. 

Last, but certainly not lease, De- 
Sales University served up a fairly tra- 
ditional Italian-inspired comfort meal. 
Upon getting in line, students were in- 
structed by the line of chefs to choose 
which toppings they wanted sauteed to 
top their delicious cheese ravioli.

The best part of the meal, in addition to the freshly pre- 
pared ravioli, was the mini cupcakes.

gling to keep his first business Zip2 afloat, Musk 
eventually sold the business to venture capitalists. Using the funds he received 
from selling “Zip2”, Musk founded an online bank called X.com, which eventually 
purchased the company that created PayPal - an online payment service that is still 
hugely popular and continuing to gather more users, despite the fact that he has 
sold the company to eBay.

Hagel Offers Cutting the 
Size of the Military 
Ground Forces

Op/Ed Editor ington political establishment, Secretary of Defense 

Chuck Hagel announced his plan to shrink the size 
of the military ground forces to below 450,000, the smallest since it has been since 
prior to US entry into World War II. 

Nevertheless, Hagel is planning to divert the resources from the army ground 
forces to my technologically-based areas of the military: “The development and 
proliferation of more advanced military technologies by other nations mean that 
we are entering an era where American dominance on the seas, in the skies and in 
space can no longer be taken for granted,” Hagel told reporters at a news confer- 
ence, according to a Washington Post article dated February 24. 

Hagel is evidently alluding to the newfound challenges facing the United States, 
acknowleding the fact that ground forces no longer play as vital a role in the nation- 
al security of the United States, at least not as much as several decades ago. While 
Republicans like Senator John McCain have opposed Hagel’s proposition, believ- 
ing that any cuts to any aspect of the military represents a fundamental ignorance 
of world affairs, some Washington fiscal conservatives agree that the need to cut 
spending should extend to defense spending. 

The disagreement among the various factions of the Republican party and Dem- 
ocratic party has come to be expected in the modern day, although it seems that the 
sequestration levels of party polarization are beginning to level out. Although the 
frustration across the United States at the deadlocks that have occurred in Congress 
during the past several years is completely justified, some people refuse to acknowl- 
edge that fundamental disagreement and passionate arguments among opposing 
beliefs is intergral to the efficacy of the democratic process. Holding fast to one’s 
beliefs and an unwillingness to compromise, while frustrating, represent something 
admirable about federal politics.

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The Importance of Michael Sam

Managing Editor be blasted out there on every sports website and every morning talk show There’s validity to this statement; it isn’t even legal to ask 

someone about their sexuality on a job application in the Unites States. 

But Michael Sam may be the most important figure in athletics in 2014, and whether or not there is agreement about his sexuality, his importance needs to be embraced 
and braced for by all. 

In publicly announcing his homosexuality, Sam became a beacon for gays around the country, and perhaps the world. Shortly after his coming out, a star in her own 
right, Ellen Page, also came out of the closet. His announcement may have had an untold effect on young athletes around the world, unsure if there machismo exterior was 
allowed to be in sync with an interior who professed love for people of unexpected sexes and genders. 

Sam has the potential to be the first openly-gay, active player in the NFL. This matters in a league imagined as the home of the strongest and most manly men in the 
country. The homosexual stereotype usually depicts gays as being feminine and having no athletic tendencies. Sam, who unfortunately faces all pressure in the world, has 
the capability to break through the stereotype. 

Sam now faces more scrutiny than ever before, though, potentially dashing his hopes. The lineman was defensive player of the year in the SEC, the best conference in 
college football, this past season for the Mizzou Tigers. He was projected to be a mid-round pick. But now some analysts believe teams will be scared off by the attention 
that will come with his arrive. Others have been looking at his game tape and have been shouting “overrated” from the mountaintops. 

If his status falls from mid-round draft pick to undrafted and not in the league, it will be one of the biggest shaming jobs in sports history. 

Comparisons to Jason Collins have run rampant in the press over the recent days. Collins, you may remember, came out of the closet during the NBA offseason this past 
year, while he was scheduled to be a free agent. Many thought he was the perfect person to carry the torch and lead the way for gay athletes. 

There are a couple of important similarities between them. They are both incredibly well-spoken, and understand the situation they are in. Also worth noting, they are 
both black. Images of gays tend to portray whites more than blacks (images of heterosexuals and other sexualities do this as well), so they can be a beacon not only for 
athletes but also their race. 

In some ways, however, Sam is better equipped for the task at hand. For starters, Sam is at least a decade younger than Collins, and therefore has grown up in an era 
where gay rights and the prevalence of gay people is commonplace and accepted by a majority of society. The people coming into the league with him have already possibly 
played with a gay player in their lives. 

Sam also represents something athletically Collins did not a year ago. Collins was an aging player whose value for NBA teams was already beginning to wane. The fact 
that he was a free agent meant no team needed to have him, and the chance a team could get rid of him simply because of his sexuality was nonexistent. 

Sam is a young, talented asset. His best years as a football player are likely ahead of him. His accolades in college should be enough for a team to take a chance on his 
talent alone, not mentioning his seemingly immense character, since he could potentially help a football team win, the ultimate goal of the sport. 

Negatively, there is a precedent for players to be blackballed from the NFL due to intense media scrutiny. Tim Tebow is no longer in the league, and it’s hard to say his 
never ending media attention wasn’t a factor in that. But Tebow plays the most scrutinized position in the league, and Sam doesn’t. Sam may also be a better player. Besides, 
Collins didn’t face a great deal of scrutiny for long after his coming out. 

There are two players who are going to receive more attention in this draft, anyways: Johnny Manziel and Jadeveon Clowney. Sam has been receiving high media atten- 
tion for two weeks; Manziel and Clowney have been facing it for at least two years. 

There will always be bigots standing in the way of major social change: the Westboro Baptist Church has already made an ill-fated stand at a Missouri basketball game. A 
huge swarm of people made a line and blocked the protestors from even being seen. They may not agree with Sam’s lifestyle, but they will defend his right to live it. 

Michael Sam has the potential to change the perception of a marginalized people. Whether or not you agree with him, he should be commemorated for his effort and 
bravery, and kept an eye on for the immediate future, until the day his sexuality will cease to matter to the general population.

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Asaf Romirowsky Discusses 
Middle East Peace

Managing Editor tingency of Muhlenberg students lacks when it 

comes to one of the most contentious conflicts in 

world history: first-hand experience. 

Romirowskiy, a Middle East researcher and professor, visited Muhlenberg College 
last Tuesday night to discuss the state of affairs in the Middle East. Among his major 
talking points were issues surrounding Palestinian identity and the so-called “right of 
return.” 

There has been a contentious battle going on, both in terms of arms and in terms 
of public perception, between Jews in the land of Israel, and Palestinian Arabs who 
currently live, or used to live, in what was once known as the land of Palestine, and 
is now known as the state of Israel. Things came to a head when David Ben Gurion 
declared Israel a Jewish state in May 1948, and tension has been high between the two 
rivals since then, occasionally leading to a breakout in armed conflict. 

A two-state solution has often been referred to as a potential solution to the con- 
flict, where the Jews would have their piece of land and the Palestinian Arabs would 
have their own piece of land. Romirowsky believes this is untenable, as the Arabs are 
already divided between two strips of land, the West Bank and Gaza, and that there 
would need to be three states set up to satisfy the needs of everyone. 

The Arabs need their own state in the first place due to the lack of a “right of 
return.” This would grant Palestinians displaced by the war to return to their old 
homeland within the nation and resume life there with citizenship. In this situation, 
Palestinians could refuse returning, but be given significant monetary compensation. 

Israel has refused to even entertain the idea of the “right of return.” They believe 
the Palestinian Arabs left on their own accord and have no right to the land 65 years 
later. Descendants of the originally displaced people are considered refugees, suppos- 
edly the only case in modern history where the term “refugee” didn’t solely apply to 
the first-generation of people displaced from their homes. 

Romirowsky believes the idea of there being a Palestinian identity is intrinsically 
linked to being a Palestinian refugee. Romirowsky posits that without a narrative shift 

and shift in identity, Palestinian Arabs will always be 

a marginalized people in the eye of the world. The see Peace | page 6

News Writer is a defining aspect of our community, evident 

in the diligence of student tutors at the Writing 
Center and even the often-cited door holding in the student union. 

The Muhlenberg College Emergency Medical Services (MCEMS) is a student- 
run, volunteer Quick Response Service, and its members help students in arguably 
the most essential way. With almost thirty certified EMTs (Emergency Medical 
Technicians), MCEMS is dedicated to maintaining a safe and supportive environ- 
ment, collaborating with Campus Safety and the Health Center. MCEMS operates 
when the Health Center is closed, responding to calls that include respiratory or 
breathing problems, allergic reactions, and broken bones. At any given time, two to 
three EMTS are on duty. 

EMTs are dispatched by campus safety and work to quickly stabilize the patient 
upon arrival. In fall 2013, an EMT was on scene on an average of four minutes after 
being dispatched. MCEMS Captain Mark Tamarin and President Adam Elwood, 
both members of the class of 2016, emphasize the importance of teamwork when 
arriving on scene, citing delegation and cooperation among EMTs as vital to the 
treatment of a patient. 


Tim Wise: 

Anti-Racist Reflections from 
an Angry White Male

Editor-In-Chief and author Tim Wise visited Muhlenberg to deliver his 

speech, “Anti-Racism Reflections from an Angry White 
Male.” Since 1995, Wise has travelled to over 1000 high schools and colleges across 
the United States to address issues of discrimination and racism in addition to writ- 
ing six books and appearing in several documentaries on the subject matter. 

Although Wise was quite sick, explaining that shortly before beginning his 
speech he had a 101-degree fever, he managed to deliver an incredibly entertaining 
yet informative lecture to the large crowd in attendance. 

Wise began his talk by saying, “If you were academically bribed to be here, that’s 
okay with me.” For Wise, it is not why one becomes involved in the discussion of 
racism that matters — it is merely taking the initiative to approach the touchy subject 
that is important. According to Wise, “Nobody really enjoys discussing the issues 
of race”, but it has been and will continue to be an issue that must be considered. 

Wise declares that racism is not an issue that can be continuously placed on 
the back burner. He very cleverly compares discussing racism to discussing world 
hunger. Merely ignoring the issue of world hunger will not lead to the miraculous 
generation of enough food to feed all the hungry people in the world. Similarly, 
neglecting to discuss the ramped racism in our country will not make the issue go 
away. “You can not solve a problem you are not willing to confront.” 

Wise has worked for the past twenty years on anti-racism endeavors. After 
graduating from college, one of Wise’s first undertakings was a campaign to defeat 
David Duke — a “Paleolithic Nazi” running for the position of Governor of Louisi- 
ana. Wise explains that referring to Duke as a neo-Nazi would be inaccurate since 
the word “neo” refers to “new” and there was nothing new about the type of racism 
Duke was promoting. 

Wise explains that racism, like the ideals Duke had attempted to promote as he 

(unsuccessfully) ran for governor, can be traced to an

One particularly interesting exemplification of this act of scapegoating ‘the other’ is the fact that many racist Americans blame black 
individuals for taking all the jobs (supposedly because of the intense “reverse racism” being enacted by those in hiring positions); however, simultaneously, many racist 
Americans blame black individuals for utilizing all of the welfare funds. Wise asks how it is possible that black individuals are concurrently taking all the jobs and all of the 
unemployment money? This clearly impossible phenomenon is one of the more obvious exemplifications of scapegoating The other’ in today’s society. 

Towards the end of his speech, Wise noted that 75% of white not overtly racist Americans and an overwhelming 45% of black not overtly racist Americans have inter- 
nalized anti-black stereotypes. Although these individuals do not necessarily think racist thoughts or feel that they are, in fact, racist, the power of subconscious biases is 
incredible. 

In today’s society, dominant groups (non-minorities) have a strong tendency to choose to remain oblivious to what is going on in regards to the severe injustice and racism 
going on in the world; however, as Wise explains, no problem can be solved if individuals are not willing to confront it head on. 


Muhlenberg College Files Lawsuit 


Against Sportswear 


Jamie Rosenblum Muhlenberg College is currently suing Sports- 

News Editor wear, a Seattle based athletic apparel company, 

for allegedly using its logo and selling college 
merchandise without authorization. The suit alleges Sportswear, which sells its ap- 
parel at prepsportswear.com, is trading on “the enormous goodwill” associated with 
Muhlenberg and passing off its goods as those endorsed by the college. In short, 
Sportswear is selling the Muhlenberg logo and taking advantage of the college’s su- 
perb reputation to help build up their own standing among clientele. 

Mike Bruckner, vice president of public relations and Kent Dyer, chief business 
officer are dealing with the issue have provided details about the situation. It is not 
uncommon for a company to sell Muhlenberg College items without permission. 
Typically, when this happens, Muhlenberg contacts the company and asks them to 
stop selling the merchandise. In almost every case, the vendors stop selling the items 
and say they did not know it was a problem. 

However, in some cases the company does not stop selling or respond to the Col- 
lege. In turn, Muhlenberg has its legal counsel send a letter and that puts an end to 
the issue. Uniquely, the company Sportswear has refused to stop selling even after a 
lawyer letter was sent. 

Further, they are refusing to recognize that they are even in violation of the Col- 
lege’s trademark. The College has been in existence since 1848 and has been legally 
called Muhlenberg College since 1867, so there should not be any uncertainty as 
to whether or not Muhlenberg had a trademark before the company began selling. 


Mike Bruckner said, “The company responded to a cease-and-desist letter with defi- 
ance. They wrote back and said they will continue to sell Muhlenberg College items 
on their website.” 

A lawsuit was filed in the US District Court in Allentown. In the suit, Muhlenberg 
alleges that since Sportswear is using the College’s identity without permission, the 
company is violating federal trademark law. Kent Dyer explained, “We have regis- 
tered Muhlenberg’s trademarks with the federal government. There was a cost and 
some effort to do this but we tough it was important to protect the College.” 

According to a Morning Call story, this is not the first lawsuit that Sportswear has 
been involved in. Federal court records show that the company had been sued two 
other times in 2013, by Manchester University in Indiana and the Pinehurst golf 
resort in North Carolina. Court records show that both cases settled for undisclosed 
amounts. 

Though the amount of money the company could be making off Muhlenberg 
apparel sales is most likely trivial, the issue is of great importance. In this situation, 
the issue of money comes secondary to Muhlenberg College. “Our brand repre- 
sents quality and we need to protect that for our community and alumni,” explained 
Bruckner. 

Muhlenberg prides itself on selling high quality merchandise, and therefore only 
wants to let high quality companies sell its trademark. Bruckner said, “For us, it is 
about protecting the Muhlenberg College image, a name that stands for high quality 
and has prestige associated with it.”

Night Visions - Imagine Dragons 


By Holden Walter- Warner Night Visions is the debut studio album from 
Managing Editor alternative rock band Imagine Dragons. Its original 

release date was 

September 4, 

2012. The album has spawned several hits and 
well-received songs, and ushers in the revival of 
music designed to sing-along with, not to impress 
entirely upon the ears. 

This band has quietly been on the rise for a long 
time, and in 2013 they blew up in a massive way. 

Now a day doesn’t go by where one of their songs 
isn’t heard on the radio. Their first album has 
been an incredible debut work. 

The most important thing about Night Visions 
is the sing-along quality of the songs. Bands like 
Bastille produce beautiful music, but are always 
striving for that high note, putting an extra soulful 
touch on their sound. Imagine Dragons is giving 
you something to feel, to jam out to, and to rock 
along with. An alternative band like that has 
been solely missed over the past couple years. 

“Radioactive” is probably the most 
commercially successfully single from the 
album. The song is a delirious spin in a post-apocalyptic music setting, infused with 
toxic ooze. Speaking of toxic ooze, a remix not on the album exudes even more of 
this gooey stuff with rapper Kendrick Lamar. 

“It’s Time” is another wildly popular single from the album. There is pervasive 
drum beat, which starts the song and runs in motion throughout the piece. The song 
is an anthem for people who are ready to step up to their challenges and face life 
head on. “Demons” is a single on the rise. In many ways it has similar lyric themes 


to “It’s Time” in terms of overcoming obstacles to reach a pinnacle. The lyrics are 
deep and uplifting, while the musical ballad conjures images of rising in a cloud 

of volcanic ash, seeing over the landscape of the 
world below. 

A final notable song is “On Top of the World.” 
It may be recognized as the song playing over 
and over again in the movie The Incredible 
Burt Wonderstone. It’s extremely catchy, and 
continues the thematic element discussing being 
at the top, something very prevalent in the songs 
of the album, as well as the album cover itself. 

The album does cross some musical thresholds 
into other genres. Much of the album is produced 
by Alex da Kid, a hip-hop producer. This is 
noticeable in songs with heavy beats, which drive 
much of the album to a grand proclamation of 
sorts. 

Some songs have emulations of other bands’ 
sounds though, which is unsurprising in a 
landscape where making entirely original music 
is difficult. For example, the song “Underdog” 
sounds a lot like something the band Phoenix 
would create. 

Night Visions has a strong heart based in the real world, but also many dark 
fantasies meant to illicit strong emotional reactions. The album is a debut, and 
improvement can always be expected. But it is no wonder Imagine Dragons should 
feel right now that they are “On Top of the World.” 

Best Song: “On Top of the World” - The song is a condensed bundle of fun-sized 
alternative vibes. 

Worst Song: “Hear Me” - It’s okay, at best.

The Monuments Men

Editor-in-Chief Men. Based on the novel of the same name by Robert M. 

Edsel, the film tells the true story of a “the Monuments 
Men” — an allied group composed of artists, museum 
curators, and art historians — in charge of locating, retrieving, and returning artworks 
and other culturally significant items stolen by the Nazis during World War II. 

George Clooney stars as Frank Stokes — the man in charge of establishing “the 
Monuments Men.” After convincing President Roosevelt of the incredible cultural 
importance of returning the stolen artwork to the owners and museums from where 
it had been taken, Stokes rounds up a group of seven men including: Matt Damon 
as James Granger, Hugh Bonneville as Donald Jeffries, Bill Murry as Richard 
Campbell, Bob Balaban as Preston Savitz, John Goodman as Walter Garfield, and 
Jean Dujardin as Jean Claude Clermont. 

The comedy-drama combines elements of romance and suspense as it follows the 
men on their travels across Europe in search of the stolen art. 

Although The Monuments Men has received mixed reviews and has even been 
labeled as a “Hollywood propagandist film”, the plotline is incredibly engaging; the 
acting is convincing; and the choice of filming locations impeccable. 

The Monuments Men -'focuses on an aspect of World War II that is typically 
forgotten or ignored in literature and cinema — the desire to provide protection for 
historical and cultural artifacts — making it an incredibly fascinating film.

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The Sound of Nostalgia: 

A Night of Music and Searching For The Meaning of Remembrance

evening, the 24th

bumbled with coats and purses until the lights 
dimmed, and each audience member sank into a 
seat, ready to enjoy the night’s performance. The 
Sound of Nostalgia was performed by flutist Sara 
Bondi (Cuneo, Italy), and pianist David Revuelta 
(Madrid, Spain). Before the performance began, 

Ms. Bondi explained the inspiration to play 
this collection of pieces together. The Sound of 
Nostalgia is about immigration to America, and 
the creative artists whose work was influenced 
and inspired by the adventure of journeying to the 
United States to build new lives. She explained 
the roots of the word “nostalgia.” Nostos, means 
return home, and gos means pain. Together, they 
communicate the meaning of nostalgia as best 
mere language can.

Film Review: 
The Hunger Games

The Hunger Games is an action-adventure film based 
on the book series from 
author Suzanne Collins. 

Directed by Gary Ross 
(Seabiscuit), the film was released into theaters on 
March 23, 2012. The film is as close to perfection as 
possible for a novel adaptation, hitting all of the right 
notes, prompting dark conversations, and launching 
Jennifer Lawrence into complete stardom. 

In the nation of Panem, there are 12 districts, and 
each district must send two representatives to the 
annual Hunger Games, a competition where only one 
participant lives. After her sister Prim is called, Katniss 
Everdeen volunteers to take her place in the competition. 

She enters a world far from her life of destitution before 
entering the arena for the fight of her life. She must 
make allies and overcome foes to try and be declared the 
winner of the 74th Hunger Games. 

The adaptation of the novel into a film was very 
seamlessly done. There are occasional scenes that 
weren’t in the book, but those just add layers to ideas 
about the Capitol which were fleshed out in a literary 
sense that couldn’t be executed the same way in a movie. 

Major kudos have to be given to the screenwriters of the 
film. 

Jennifer Lawrence is the clear-cut star of the film, 
dominates the screen, allowing the audience to see how much she cares about her 
sister and her humanity, but also having a general understanding of what must be 
done to survive and thrive. It’s nice, in a movie that could be construed almost as a

superhero film, to have a female protagonist lead the way and exemplify strength not 

typically seen by women in movies. 

None of the other characters in the film really 
exemplified much of anything. The major male 
character was Peeta Mellarlc, played by Josh Hutcherson 
(The Kids Are Alright). He comes off as very weak 
and sensitive, almost leading to an interesting gender 
reversal than the social norm. The film is dominated 
by Lawrence, but beyond that, is not a character-driven 
movie in the slightest. 

The movie is instead controlled by the violent action. 
There is no good way to portray the killing of teenagers 
by other teenagers, as it is a pretty gruesome subject 
matter. Most deaths in the film aren’t shown explicitly, 
and this is probably the safest approach. Still, there are 
wonderful action sequences, especially with Katniss’ 
ability to control a bow and arrow. 

The darker tones of the film were also intriguing, 
where at the end of the day, not everybody gets a happy 
ending. As an avid reader of the book series, this was an 
obvious conclusion to arrive at. But the film really left 
a sobering vibe in all of its victorious moment. There 
isn’t even a dash of comedic value. 

The second book was a film released in November 
2013, and the final book will be released as a theatrical film in November 2014 and 
November 2015 (it is being split into two parts). After the excitement and suspense 
of the first film, catching up on the second and anticipating the third and fourth 
seems like the best recourse.

senior Kaitlyn McCaffrey 

The second year co-captain set a school record for 
caused turnovers as a freshman and was named to the 
All-Centennial Conference second team as a sopho- 
more. But injuries forced her to miss significant time 
each of the last two years. Now back to full health, she 
is eager to finish her career with a complete season. 

And a successful season. The Mules, who open up 
the campaign at Gwynedd Mercy on Wednesday, re- 
turn plenty of experience as they seek to qualify for 
the Centennial Conference playoffs for the first time 
since 2009. 

“This is probably one of the deepest rosters I’ve 
ever been on,” said McCaffrey. “You can tell in prac- 
tice. Everyone is competing for playing time. It brings 
the competitive nature out, which will be very good 
for us.” 

The Mules ended the 2013 season with three 
straight wins, which was a good news-bad news type 
of streak. It was good to play well and close on such a 
high note, but because of a slow start, Muhlenberg did 
not qualify for the playoffs. 

“We still talk about that Dickinson win,” said Mc- 
Caffrey, referring to a 16-15 victory in the last week of 
the regular season. “We definitely want to carry over 
that momentum to this year.” 

Carrying over from the last two all-region squads is 
junior co-captain Stephanie Umbach. The midfielder led the team with 72 points and 
77 draw controls last year, leading the conference in goals per game, and will again 
be expected to contribute in multiple areas. 

Senior Ally Shaffer made great strides last year, scoring eight goals, including the 
last-minute winner against Dickinson, and sophomore Arielle Sherman will move 
into a greater role after scoring six goals, mostly as a reserve, last year. Junior Allie 
Califano returns to the midfield after missing the entire 2013 season with injury. 

Senior co-captain Michelle Certosimo will run the offense for the third year in a 


row. She ranked 22nd in Division III in assists per game last year and enters her se- 
nior season just 19 shy of breaking the school record for career assists. 

Sophomore Casey Armstrong looks to be a threat 
again after setting a school record for freshmen with 
20 assists last year. The attack will also be bolstered by 
the return of junior Kayleigh Thies, who sat out the 
2013 lacrosse season and was an All-American in field 
hockey in the fall. 

“We have awesome weapons on offense who can 
score whenever they want. We just have to make sure 
the other team doesn’s score more,” said McCaffrey. 
“We have a lot of experience, and it’s just a matter of 
finding the pieces that work best together. I definitely 
think we can bring our goals-against average down.” 
In addition to McCaffrey, veterans on defense in- 
clude seniors Kelsey Mital and Anna Provax, juniors 
Christina Vittorio and Alexandra Oberle and sopho- 
mores Amanda Orlak and Rachel Pedersen. All have 
started games in their Muhlenberg careers and will 
push each other for playing time. 

For the first time in several years, that competition 
will extend to the cage. After going the last two sea- 
sons with a converted field hockey player at goalie, the 
Mules have three young players - a sophomore and 
two freshmen - contending for the starting nod. 

“Having three ‘true’ goalies for the first time is a 
big plus,” said McCaffrey. “You can tell that they’re 
learning a lot and helping each other out. And they’re 
all good. I would definitely be comfortable with any 
of them back there.” 

Freshman Kiersten Mulvey is the lone returning 
goalie, having played in seven games with one start 

last year. 

The Mules have beefed up their non-league schedule to include games against 
Lebanon Valley, Montclair State and FDU-Florham, all of which won at least 13 
games last year, as well as Rochester Institute of Technology, which received votes in 
the Division III preseason poll. The tough competition early on should help Muhlen- 
berg in the always tough CC. 

“We think we’re going to surprise some people,” said McCaffrey. “We think we 
can compete with anyone in our conference.”

Preview: Baseball Looks to Keep Improving

Muhlenberg Athletics The Mules, who are scheduled to open their season with a doubleheader at Gallaudet on Sunday, went 20-20 last year and improved by four 

games in the Centennial Conference standings. Now they are looking for more, and they’ve adopted the motto “Don’t Talk About It. Be About 
It.” 

“We’re all talented players, and we know all 40 of us can get it done on the field. But saying it and doing it are two different things,” explained senior third baseman John 
Scuderi. “We’re trying to focus more. Last year we feel we didn’t play to our potential and get the results we wanted. 

“It was great seeing everyone make strides and become the fourth 20-win team in school history. But that’s not really where we want to be. We want to be closer to 25 
wins, 30 wins, make the conference tournament and make some noise in the conference tournament.” 

Muhlenberg made plenty of noise at the plate last year, setting a school record with 84 doubles, and although two of its biggest bats graduated, the team has plenty of 
experience around the diamond. 

Senior co-captain Brett Rosen had his best offensive year in 2013, hitting .330 with two home runs and 29 RBI, and had one of the best defensive years in program history, 
setting a school record with 178 errorless chances behind the plate. Junior Conor McDermott, another solid backstop, will also see time at catcher. 

Senior co-captain Nick Kennedy returns at first base after hitting .329 with 13 doubles and 29 RBI, while juniors Danny Usewiclc (.267, 10 RBI) and Chris Manfredonia 
(.299, 21 RBI in 2012) will compete for time at second. Junior Michael Giordano will also get a look in the middle infield. 

Scuderi and junior Kurt Johnson will man the left side of the infield. Scuderi hit over .300 his first two seasons and will look for a bouncebaclc campaign after struggling 
with injury last year. Johnson, one of the top athletes on the team, started every game last spring and hit .299 with 21 RBI 

Interestingly, Scuderi and Johnson swapped the positions they played most of last season. “I was actually recruited as a third baseman and moved to shortstop so I could 
play right away,” said Scuderi. “It feels good being back at third base. I’ve played it most of my life and feel very comfortable there, and I know Kurt has played a lot of 
shortstop. The move can only benefit us.” 

Junior Jimmy Cody, the team’s active career leader in runs scored, extra-base hits and stolen bases, will start in center and bat leadoff. Senior co-captain Tyler Latrenta 
(.333 in 2013) mans one of the corner outfield spots, with juniors Chris Flynn and Vince Nardone in competition for the other one. 

Seniors Jimmy Aramanda (career .296 hitter) and Max Litvak (career .327 hitter) and junior Nick Plinio (career .294 hitter) are the top bats at designated hitter and off 
the bench. 

“I feel like our lineup has good balance,” said Scuderi. “We have guys at the top who can get on and steal bases, and guys behind them who can get RBIs.” 

Trying to prevent the other team from getting guys on and in will be a pitching staff that posted its lowest ERA in 10 years last season. Junior co-captain Matthew Lawsky 
is at the top of the rotation after going 3-2 with a 3. 18 ERA. Junior Nick Gies was right behind him with a 3-1 record and 3.23 ERA. 

Juniors Christian Ferlan and David Anderson also figure to be in the rotation, with junior Phillip Balseca moving into the closer role. Third-year veteran Austin Cush (3-0 
career record, one save in 27 appearances) will be one of the first relievers out of the bullpen in the middle innings. 

To prepare for the CC, which had seven of its 10 teams win at least 20 games last year, Muhlenberg will play a challenging non-league schedule that includes Division I 
Lehigh and 2013 NCAA Tournament participants Moravian, Penn State Harrisburg and Manchester, a top-10 team that reached the College World Series. And while the 
Mules are eager to play those teams early in the season - heck, after this winter, they’re happy to get out of the fieldhouse and play anyone - the key will be to maintain their 
energy level throughout the next two-plus months. 

“Everyone’s excited about this weekend,” said Scuderi. “The real challenge is to keep the same excitement through the 20th game and the 30th game.”

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Mule Men Win a Tight Game on Senior Day

team’s sixth man, always sparking a run off the 
bench. Brandon Bovino fights for every rebound, playing scrappy ball on the inside. 
Kevin Hargrove is the greatest shot-blocker in school history. Austin Curry is the 
greatest three-point shooter in school history. 

The common link between all of them is their senior status, and their desire to win 
their last game inside Muhlenberg’s Memorial Hall. 

They all played a critical part in making their wish a reality. 

Hargrove had a monster double-double with 1 1 points and 14 rebounds, and high- 
scoring junior Malique Killing propelled the Mules to a 67-65 win over Ursinus on 
Saturday’s special Senior Day. The win touched upon school history in various ways. 

Curry hit one three-pointer to let his record rest at 198 career three-pointers. His 
record stands six shots ahead of Ernie Koschineg '95, who made 192 treys. Hargrove 
added two blocks to his historic 239 for his career. While his block numbers are 
down from his record-smashing junior campaign, he still holds the school record for 
career blocked shots by a whopping 74 rejections. 

Killing also entered the record book on this day. His 1 8 points broke the school 
record for most points in a season, with 519. The former record holder? Malique 
Killing of 2012-2013, who scored 514 points. 

Fans who showed up for the second game of the school’s doubleheader (following 
a women’s victory) were given a treat in the form of an exciting game, with some re- 


ally exciting plays. 

Just over the halfway point of the first half, Hargrove slammed the ball through the 
hoop with rousing authority. The fans, and the Mules’ bench, stood in stark approval 
as Hargrove roared back down the court to the defensive end. 

Two minutes later, sophomore Alec Stavetski pulled off one of the rare feats in 
basketball lore: the four-pointer. With the score tied at 21, Killing dished the ball to 
Stavetski, who threw up the three-pointer while being knocked to the ground. The 
whistle blew as the ball dropped through the hoop, signaling a chance for Stavetski 
to attempt a free throw for the four-point play. He made it and the Mules took a four 
point lead, a lead they wouldn’t relinquish until the second half. 

The status of the game was touch-and go in the second half, as it looked like the 
Bears could ruin Senior Day at any given moment. But Ursinus missed a free throw 
to tie the game with five seconds to go, sealing the last home victory for this senior 
class. 

Bovino neared a double-double with 10 points and 8 rebounds, while Albano had 
five points and six rebounds off the bench. Curry, meanwhile, finished with seven 
points on the day. The senior class is the winningest men’s basketball class in twelve 
years, racking up an impressive record of 64-40. 

While the Mules home season is over, their playoff season may just be beginning. 
As the Muhlenberg Weekly goes to press, the Mules (16-9, 11-7 CC) have a playoff 
game scheduled at McDaniel (17-8, 12-6 CC) for Wednesday night. The winner of 
the contest moves on to the Centennial Conference semifinals. 


Women’s Basketball Wins on Senior Day

way, the Mules’ 76-66 victory was only the beginning. 

“It was sad,” junior Laura Gregory said of the emotional Senior Day ceremony. 
“We all had tears before the game, but we still have the playoffs. We just want to keep 
winning for them.” 

Like so many in their four years at Muhlenberg, the final regular-season game 
in the careers of senior captains Colleen Caldwell, Erin Laney, Leeann Lanza and 
Katy Mitton ended on the right side of the ledger. With a remarkable record of 80-30 
(.727), the 2013-14 class is the sixth-winningest in the history of the program. The 
mark the quartet has left off the courts is just as indelible. 

“In high school I didn’t have that many upperclassmen to look up to,” Gregory 
said. “Since day one they’ve really taken me under their wing and taught me so 
much.” 

“This senior class has really taken it upon themselves to make us feel like we fit 
in,” added junior Hannah Rush, who dished out seven assists. “They always make 
sure we know we can come to them for anything, on and off the court. They’re such 
a huge part of the program, and it’s going to be a huge loss when they leave.” 

The Mules hope that won’t be for some time. Muhlenberg (16-9, 12-6), which shot 
60 percent from the field in winning its fourth straight game, will host Gettysburg in 
the first round of the Centennial Conference playoffs next Wednesday. 

Though their 12th straight victory over the Bears (11-13,8-10) had no effect on the 
Mules’ postseason positioning, the senior foursome - honored before the game along 
with senior manager Morgan Duggan - had a big effect on making sure it ended on 
a high note. 

Though injured and unable to play, Mitton was announced as a starter. Laney led 
all scorers with 17 points on 7-of-9 shooting and grabbed five rebounds. Caldwell 


handed out five assists and came up with a career-high seven steals. And Lanza con- 
tributed five rebounds, two blocks and two steals to go along with her 10 points, 
which included back-to-back baskets that gave the Mules a 67-59 lead with two min- 
utes to play after the Bears had overcome a double-digit deficit early in the second 
half. The veterans got plenty of help from their understudies as well. 

Junior Leanna Tallamy finished with 16 points and 12 rebounds for her seventh 
double-double of the season, and her three-point play with just under eight min- 
utes to play staked Muhlenberg to a 60-54 advantage. Sophomore Christina Santone 
added eight points, while juniors Gregory, Stenger and Nicole Pepe chipped in six 
apiece, the latter two each draining a pair of threes. 

Pepe’s second triple came at a critical juncture. After taking a 38-30 lead into inter- 
mission and scoring the first bucket of the second half, the Mules watched Ursinus 
rally back to forge a seventh tie at 50-all with 1 1 :45 to play. After the teams traded 
baskets, Pepe’s right-wing trey off a pass from Laney gave Muhlenberg the lead for 
good at 55-52. Tallamy scored the team’s next five points, capped by her conventional 
three-point play. Ursinus never got closer than four the rest of the way. 

“We wanted to win so badly for the seniors so badly today,” said Gregory. “We 
really don’t want them to have their last game.” 

Now it’s on to the postseason, and a third matchup with the defending league 
champions. Muhlenberg and Gettysburg each won on its home court, an advantage 
the former will enjoy in the first-round clash. With two CC championships, two 
NCAA Tournament berths and a trip to the Sweet Sixteen under their belts, the Mule 
seniors are eager to add some more hardware to their collection. Their younger coun- 
terparts might be even more driven to keep the season going. 

“We always say to play for each other, and today we really wanted to play for the 
seniors,” Rush said. “They’re the ones who started that motto, and we just want to 
keep it going for them. They deserve another championship.”

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A Life in Two Genders: 

An Evening with Jennifer Finney Boylan 


By Amy McGovern On Monday March 24, Jennifer Finney Boylan, a widely re- 
Editor-in-Chief nowned author and professor of English at Colby College, 

traveled to Muhlenberg 
where she delivered a Keynote address in honor 
of Queer Week. Boylan has authored thirteen 
books, has appeared as a frequent guest on a 
multitude of national television as well as radio 
programs, has written for newspapers and maga- 
zines, and is a hardworking activist for LGBT 
people as she holds the position as a director for 
GLAAD in addition to her service on the Board 
of Trustees of the Kinsey Institute for Research 
on Sex, Gender, and Reproduction. 

Before Boylan took the podium, President 
Helm delivered to the audience a few words re- 
garding his connection to the speaker. Twenty 
five years ago, President Helm and James Boylan 
entered Colby College as new staff members. 

Although much has changed over the decades, 

Helm and Boylan remain friends to this day. 

Boylan began her address by telling the audi- 
ence, ‘Tve got a head full of ideas and they’re 
driving me insane.” These many ideas, however, 
lead to a fascinating, comedic, and informative 
conversation between Boylan and those in atten- 
dance. 

As a renowned author, Boylan chose to read 
three separate literary pieces to the crowd. The 
first, titled “In the Early Morning Rain” was a 
revised section from her book She’s Not There ; the 
second, titled “You Wreck Everything”, was a 
fictional short story with some autobiographical 
elements intertwined; and finally, the third was 
a chapter from one of her latest books focusing 
on parenting called Stuck in the Middle With You . 

Each piece focused on the struggle of identity; 
however, instead of highlighting only the more 

painful elements, Boylan focused on emphasizing the positives of each situation.

“There are a lot of ways to change the world. My mother used to say it’s impos- 
sible to hate someone whose story you know... and I believe telling stories is the best 

way to change the world.” Through her literary 
works-both fiction and non-fiction-Boylan has 
been able to help many in the LGBT community 
merely by letting them know that they are not 
alone and that it will get better. 

Boylan explained, “My life has been incred- 
ibly joyful and lucky and I’m glad I’m trans-I 
wouldn’t have been born any other way”; how- 
ever, despite her great fortune, Boylan did not 
by any means disregard the fact that in today’s 
society, “to be trans does mean to carry a lot of 
pain.” 

Boylan described that although some of her 
friends did not accept her decision to make the 
change to truly express her identity as a woman 
at the age of forty, in general, those who she 
cared for were on board with her decision-in- 
cluding President Helm. 

Finally, in her mid-fifties, Boylan feels that, 
“My female identity is firm and fixed... and peo- 
ple can not take it away from me.” As she men- 
tioned multiple times during her address, Boylan 
strongly believes that the best way to change 
the world is “to get stories [about members of 
the trans community] right and get them out 
there”-which is exactly what she has been do- 
ing through her multiple publications, Keynote 
speeches at colleges across the country, and her 
work with GLAAD and the Kinsey Institute. 

Boylan currently resides in Maine with her 
wife, Deirdre, to whom she has been married 
since 1988, along with their two sons, Zach and 
Sean.

Drought Causes High Food Prices 


By Jamie Rosenblum This year’s drought in the West Coast of the United States 
News Editor as well as the rest of the world is one of the worst that has 

been experienced in years. This strains the agricultural sys- 
tem and is causing food prices to soar. The simplest groceries like milk, meat, coffee 
and vegetables are now a greater strain on our wallets than ever before. 

According to the Wall Street Journal, federal forecasters estimated a 3.5% rise in 
retail food prices this year. This is the largest annual increase in three years. Meat 
and dairy prices are especially high since the drought is limiting farmers’ quantity 
of cattle. Similarly, fruits, vegetables, beverage and sugar prices are increasing. The 
drought in Brazil accounts for some of these prices as it is the world’s largest pro- 
ducer of sugar and coffee. Asia, a large producer of cooking oils, is raising prices as 
a result of the drought. 

Though inflation is climbing, it can be managed if farmers receive good weather 
this summer, since they will plant soybean and corn crops this spring. In the case that 


the crops are plentiful, the cost of feed prices for livestock and poultry would drop. It 
would also lower the cost of ingredients for baked goods and cereals. 

Statistics from the U.S. Department of Agriculture explain that last year’s food 
prices rose only 1.4%, while this year’s will rise 2. 5-3. 5%. The statistics also show 
that food prices have increased an average of 2.8% in the past 10 years, however 
prices of all other goods have increased an average of only 2.4%. It is estimated that 
consumer goods will rise 1.9% this year. 

However, the increase in food prices will not only affect consumers. It will also 
strain food makers, restaurants and retailers because they must figure out how to af- 
ford the high cost of food without losing customers. It is necessary that they balance 
how much extra money they charge consumers for the expense and how much they 
take as a loss to the company. 

One method that avoids the risk of raising prices, 

is to begin using less expensive ingredients or reduce see Drought | page 6

Malaysia Airlines Notifies Families. . .By 

Text Message? 

By Amy McGovern On Monday, March 24, more than two weeks after 

Editor-in-Chief its disappearance, the fate of the missing Malaysian 

jet was finally concluded. Based on a new analysis of 
satellite data, the missing Malaysia Airlines plane had crashed into a rather remote 
area of the Indian Ocean. 

Malaysian Prime Minister Najib Razalc announced to reporters that the satellite 
data proved that the pilot had flown the plane carrying 226 passengers and 1 3 crew- 
members “to a remote location, far from any possible landing sites. ... [and] ended 
in the southern Indian Ocean.” Although there has been much speculation that the 
pilots purposely caused the crash due to issues related to their mental health, investi- 
gators have not yet ruled out mechanical or electrical failure, hijacking, sabotage, or 
terrorism. 

Prior to the Prime Minister’s announcement, Malaysia Airlines chose to send a 
mass text message to the family members of the passengers on the flight. The text 
read: “Malaysia Airlines deeply regrets that we have to assume beyond any reason- 
able doubt that MH370 has been lost and that none of those on board survived. As 
you will hear in the next hour from Malaysia’s Prime Minister, we must now accept 
all evidence suggests the plane went down in the Southern Indian Ocean.” 

CTV’s Asian Bureau Chief Janis Mackey Fryer reported, “To have the final confir- 
mation after two-plus weeks of waiting, of holding vigils, of believing that there was 
a shred of hope that there were going to be survivors found, to get the news by text 
message perhaps underscored and punctuated the blow.” 

The fact that the Airlines found it appropriate to deliver through text message such 
devastating news about the tragic loss of lives is completely appalling. Understand- 
ably, a text message may be the quickest and most efficient means to reach many 
people instantaneously; however, the impersonal and faceless nature of delivering 
such a heartbreaking message is completely unacceptable. 

Today’s technology has lead to fewer and fewer interpersonal relationships and 
conversations. Texting or Faceboolc messaging has proved the more favorable means 
of communication over face-to-face meetings or even phone calls; however, I find it 
had to believe that any sensible person would find it adequate to deliver news of the 
death of a loved one via text message. Malaysia Airlines took a cowardly approach 
to delivering the news to their lost passenger’s family members and for that they must 
take responsibility. 


Don’t Silence Me: Comments on 
#StopWhitePeople2014 and Cultural Appropriation 


By Vernon Jordan III A couple of weeks ago, I posted a link on Facebook 

Op/Ed Writer in which I used the hashtag #StopWhitePeople2014. 

People had a problem with it. Much of the conversa- 
tion following the initial link focused on how they believed the hashtag to be “too 
much” - in other words, White people felt insulted, offended, and attacked. 

The hashtag, from what I could tell, has its roots on Twitter, and usually refers 
to things White people do that could be interpreted as funny or stupid. When you 
search the hashtag, you’ll notice pictures that indicate a number of the people us- 
ing the hashtag are White. I’ve also seen the hashtag used to shape conversations 
around cultural appropriation and White Supremacy I’m not the originator of the 
hashtag, and I don’t believe there is anything problematic about my use of the tool. 

The link I posted with the hashtag was to a video of Miley Cyrus’ cover of 
Outlcast’s “Hey Ya”. Miley ’s cover is not as simple as one artist’s interpretation of 
another artist’s song; it is white appropriation of black forms of music. Ultimately, 
her act is set in the tradition and history in which White artists emerge and ascend 
on forms of music that Black people have practiced much longer, and received zero 
credit. See Macklemore, see Miley twerking, see Madonna’s Vogue, see Elvis, see 
The Beatles; black rap artists have challenged heteronormativity, homophobia and 
capitalism before, twerking has its roots in West Africa, Vogue originates in Latin 
American and African American queer communities. The White artist, though, 
always stands at the forefront. White artists are seen as the movement, as the trend, 
as the originators - all while the communities where those art forms are prominent, 
where they actually originated, are ignored. Black people, then, are silenced. 

That’s why I used the hashtag. I am tired of the erasure of my people, I am tired 
of being ignored, I’m tired of being told to be nicer, I’m tired of being told I’m a 
reverse racist (which doesn’t make sense), and I’m tired of white people thinking 
that having their feelings hurt equates to the violence dealt against Black bodies in 
the United States. My one voice, my one black body, is not at all comparable to the 
power of White Supremacy. I just do not have that power. When I use the hashtag, 

I do not affect any White person’s livelihood- #StopWhitePeople2014 does not 
stop White people from receiving an education at this private college, #Stop- 
WhitePeople2014 does not imprison White people’s family members, neighbors, 
or whole communities, #StopWhitePeople2014 does not silence White people’s 
voices, #StopWhitePeople2014 does not strip White people of the right to vote, and 


#StopWhitePeople2014 does not steal art forms 
that have been used and created as means of 
survival. 

What the hashtag speaks to is the literal stop- 
ping of black bodies from doing, or having the 
right to do, anything. #StopWhitePeople2014 
is about the racist, stupid, things White people 
do that perpetuate White Supremacy, and how 
the layer underneath all of that lay millions of 
Black bodies. Silenced. Many physically, if not 
socially, dead. 

So I encourage my White counterparts to 
think about those silences and what they might 
mean (literal death? Jail? Inadequate access to 
spaces?), especially in light of the recent White 
Man’s March during St. Patrick’s day weekend. 

The march was one in which White people 
in New York publicly got together to discuss 
the “anti- white agenda”, to discuss the need 
for more erasure of black, brown, and yellow 
voices; that white people have a unique set of 
needs and feel that they are being targeted for 
discriminatory acts. That is White Supremacy 
in action. Similarly, the shutting down of Black 
voices, the appropriation, the mockery, Miley’s 
use of Black women as props is White Suprem- 
acy in action. 

So when somebody asks me how I would feel if they used a “StopBlackPeople” 
hashtag, I point to the White Man’s March and many other recent occurrences 
(Trayvon, Jordan, CeCe) and show them that “StopBlackPeople” is already in 
effect- and has been for centuries. White Supremacy needs “StopBlackPeople” to 
flourish - they are the foundations of this country. White people’s feeling offended 
at my use of #StopWhitePeople2014 means little in comparison to the suffering of 
my people and my ancestors.

from Drought | page l p ackage sizes. The hamburger company White Castle plans to keep menu prices the same for as long as possible and incur the cost itself, 
though the cost of beef will increase almost 27% from last year. 

Large companies will be able to better absorb the rising cost of ingredients since they make millions of sales and have sophisticated hedging strategies to offset higher 
commodity costs. Smaller companies will face greater difficulty and will be forced to raise prices in order to keep up with the rising cost of ingredients. 

Similarly, food prices have a much greater effect on emerging markets than on markets in wealthier countries. A rise in prices in 2008 caused riots throughout Haiti, 
Africa, and South Asia. 

The weather these past few months could end up having a serious effect on the global economy, though only time will determine the severity.

Philadelphia and has the opportunity to indulge in a 
meal, they ought to go 
to a Stephen Starr restaurant. This renowned 
restaurateur owns several joints in Florida, 

Philadelphia, New York City, Atlantic City 
and Washington DC. The majority of his 
establishments are concentrated in Philly, which 
is good news to those living just an hour away in 
Allentown. I have had the chance to visit a few 
of his restaurants and have always left with raving 
reviews. The common feature of his restaurants 
is the utter grasp at authenticity for the cuisines 
that the restaurants serve. In Philly, he has ethnic 
restaurants that promote the culture of over ten 
countries. This past weekend I dined at Alma De 
Cuba. From the moment that I stepped into the 
restaurant I physically felt as if I were in Cuba. 

Whether it was intentional or not, the temperature 
of the restaurant was set so high that I felt as if 
I was schvitzing in Havana. The ambiance was 
dark and charming, the walls were covered with 
pictures of Cuba and cigars, and the bar was 
stocked with tequila. Instead of bread and butter, 
there were mini rolls that are native to Cuba and 
made with queso fresco. They were so incredible 
that we had another plate rushed out, and good thing because while the food was 
fantastic, the portions were smaller than a Cuban cigar. I had tuna tostones and 
scallop ceviche. They were both flavorful and exotic. The spices were unique and 
certainly tasted like nothing that one could get at a TGI Friday’s. Another restaurant 
that holds true to its cuisine is The Dandelion. This British pub is the epitome of its 
theme. Consistent with his other restaurants, Starr has preserved the genuine decor of 


the restaurant’s homeland inspiration. The bar was draped in mahogany wood, the 
beer taps were lined with British ales, the hostess was dressed like a Topshop model, 
and the rooms looked like they were straight out of Sirius Black’s house from Harry 

Potter. Needless to say, I could have been satisfied 
with the experience from the aesthetics alone but 
to my pure satisfaction, the food was far from 
“fool’s gold”. We began the meal with a ricotta 
cheese appetizer, which was washed down with 
a hoppy British IPA. The warm and rich ricotta 
cheese dish was undoubtedly the Starr of the 
meal. The subsequent entrees varied among 
bangers and mash, fish and chips, shepard’s pie 
and rabbit pie. All of these comfort foods were 
mouthwatering and exceeded expectations, 
especially for anyone who has had the displeasure 
of eating in the average pub in London. Both 
of these restaurants are excellent for lunch and 
dinner, but my all time favorite Stephen Starr 
restaurant is Parc. This French bistro lies right on 
the side of Rittenhouse Square in Philadelphia, 
but could fool any Frenchman into believing he 
was at a Brasserie on the Champs-Elysees. The 
absolute dedication to the French bistro theme 
is borderline brilliant. From the wall artwork, to 
the wine list, to the WC, this cafe bleeds Parisian 
style. The decorative menu offers a wide array 
of French delicacies. The steak frites, steak au 
poivre, and pommes frites are delicious and will surely have you crawling back for 
more. The wine list is filled with the finest French wines and even offers rare spirits 
such as Absinthe, which is perfect for the aspiring artist who cares to drink like Van 
Gogh. Most everyone with whom I have dined at Parc has left screaming “Oui!” 
Starr has several other tantalizing restaurants throughout Philly and the east coast 
that I intend to explore and I encourage my fellow foodies to do the same.

The crowd, primarily composed of preteens 
accompanied by their parents, college aged students, and a sprinkling of late 20s/ 
early 30s concertgoers, instantly responded to the lively pop star’s high-energy 
performance. 

As she moved through her set list including songs such as “Stay Awake”, “Guns 
and Horses”, “Explosions”, and “Only You”, Goulding made it a point to highlight 
the extreme talent and dedication of her backup singers and cleverly played drum 
interludes between songs to keep the audience entertained and impressed. 

As Goulding moved into her beautiful and renowned cover of Elton John’s well 
known hit “Your Song”, audience members in the first few rows held up paper hearts 
reading, “Philly Loves You.” 

As many musical performers tend to do, Goulding saved the best for last. As she 
closed her show, Goulding performed “Anything Could Happen”, “I Need Your 
Love”, and “Lights” — instigating a crowd- wide sing-along before she left the stage 
only to return for her encore performance of “You My Everything” and, of course, 
“Burn.” 

Ellie Goulding has proved herself an incredibly talented and creative recording artist 
and, after seeing her live, it is safe to say she is an excellent live performer.

Review of the Mastermind Boss: 

Rick Ross

Managing Editor Ross. Maybach Music Group released the album on 

March 3, 2014. The album is somewhat typical fare 
from Rick Ross, but with a slightly edgier and brash 

twinge to it. 

Rick Ross, with his heavyset persona and bombastic, low-shuddering voice, has always 
had surprising success and a dedicated following. His songs on the radio tend to include 
features from other profile names, and Ross is just passing off the baton in the song. His 
music screams “cool”, but not “classic”. 

This album feels drastically different. Through operatic intonations in the background 
and some music that sounds suave and epic, Ross puts a different spin on his usual 
product. In a strange way, it sounds incredibly cohesive, yet decisively different on each 
track. 

“The Devil Is a Lie” is the preeminent track from the album so far, released as the first 
official single. Featuring Jay-Z, the song plays off of biblical ideals and involves some 
intriguing screams from Rick Ross, claiming “The devil is a lie!” It’s an anthem of sorts, 
and it is quite fun to run around screaming different lines from the song at friends. 

Contributing to the grandiose atmosphere of the album is “Sanctified”, featuring 
Kanye West and Big Sean. Almost in direct opposition to Jay-Z’s featured song, the 
background singer is crooning the virtues of God’s word, before the song devolves 
into admissions of guilt about living the luxurious lifestyle. Kanye and Ross do some 
rapping, Big Sean is only their for the hook’s sake, a Drake-like role. 

There are motifs to follow throughout to the album. There are ideas about the trappings 
of luxury, and the consequences they cause. There’s also a skit using news footage 
about how Rick Ross was almost shot, and how that incident affected him. 

The features on the album are plentiful and potent. One of the best ones is The 
Weeknd, who features his eerie vocal on “In Vein”. Lil Wayne also had an interesting 
feature on “Thug Cry”, which seemed like a surprisingly genuine way to go out on the 
album. 

Rick Ross does what he’s good at on the album, and that’s to provide his fleshed out 
vocals in a slow and methodical fashion. But the drive behind the music and production 
may help Rick Ross move closer to a spot on the rap podium, where he has thought he’s Rick Ross

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Softball Makes More History in CC

Two days after notching their first win ever against The 
College of New Jersey, the Mules recorded another first: 
their first doubleheader sweep of Gettysburg. 

Muhlenberg used small ball in the first game, scoring the lone run when a sacrifice 
bunt was thrown away in the bottom of the seventh, and big ball in the second, as 
senior Kelly Kline hit a grand slam in a 6-1 win. 

The twin victories 
gave the Mules (10-2 
overall) a 2-0 start in 
the CC and extended 
their CC regular-sea- 
son winning streak to 
10. Last year, Gettys- 
burg handed Muhlen- 
berg one of its two 
regular-season league 
losses. 

Juniors Kelsey 
Jones and Heather 
Porrini were magnifi- 
cent against a Bullet 
(8-3, 0-2) squad that 
averaged more than 
seven runs per game 
on its Spring Break 
trip and came in with 
a .367 team batting av- 
erage. Jones pitched a 
six-hitter in the opener 
for her ninth career 
shutout, and her sec- 
ond in a row. Porrini 
allowed seven hits in the nightcap and took a shutout into the sixth inning. 

Jones and the Gettysburg hurler matched zeroes until the bottom of the seventh, 
when sophomore Amie DeFeo was summoned to pinch-hit and lined the first pitch 
she saw into center for a single. 

“I just try to get in the mindset that Pm new eyes seeing the pitcher and to do any- 
thing I can to get on base so the people behind me can move me around,” said DeFeo. 


“It’s a hard role to play, but I know it’s important. 

“[The pitch] was high and Pm not always one for high pitches, but I saw it as a 
good pitch to hit and jumped all over it,” she added. The next batter, sophomore 
Nicole Iannarone dropped a bunt down along the third-base line. When the throw 
sailed high and into foul territory along the right-field line, DeFeo came all the way 
around to score, bringing a stunning ending to the game. 

“I had no idea what was going on back there,” said DeFeo. “When I got to sec- 
ond base I was basically stopped, 
and then I saw Coach waving 
me on and knew I had to step on 
it. When I was rounding third, 

Coach was so excited; I didn’t 
know if it was going to be a close 
play or if I was going to score. I 
just kept running.” 

The Mules took the momen- 
tum of the walkoff win and ran 
with it in the second game. They 
put two runners into scoring po- 
sition in the first inning, thanks 
to Kline’s double, and took ad- 
vantage of some wildness to 
score five runs in the second. 

Two walks and an error loaded 
the bases with one out, and the 
first run came in on a wild pitch. 

Another walk re-loaded the 
bases for Kline, who broke the 
game open by lining a pitch over 
the fence in right for her fifth 
home run of the season and the 
26th of her career. It was her sec- 
ond career grand slam. 

Iannarone scored the final run 
by sliding around a tag after dou- 
bling to lead off the sixth, and Muhlenberg, which was shut out in the second game 
after beating TCNJ on Thursday, completed the sweep this time. 

“It feels great. We always want to come out strong, especially in the conference,” 
said DeFeo. “In the second game we stayed focused, scored a bunch of runs early 
and kept putting runners on base. It was a great win for us.”

Upsets at NCAA Tourney 
Signal Big Shift 

By Holden Walter- Warner If you’ve been watching any of the men’s NCAA 
Managing Editor Tournament for basketball this past week, you’ve 

noticed big names fall down, such as Duke, Kan- 
sas, and even Wichita State, who spent the season 

undefeated. 

Even teams that didn’t bite the dust had scares, such as top seeds Florida, Ari- 
zona, and Virginia, who all won their Round of 64 games in ugly fashion. 

Is this just an abnormal year? 

Don’t think so. It seems more likely it is part of a larger sea change taking place 
in the college game, unfolding more acutely every year. 

The upsets and near-upsets this year can no longer be considered an anomaly. 
Last year, Florida Gulf Coast came out of nowhere as a 15-seed to wreak havoc on 
brackets everywhere. Two years ago, two 2-seeds fell in their opening game, includ- 
ing Duke. 

Simply, competition has become more even as a result of the one-and-done rule. 
This rule virtually requires players to spend a year at college (unless they choose 
to go abroad) before they are eligible to declare for the NBA Draft. The best play- 
ers, such as Jabari Parker (Duke) and Andrew Wiggins (Kansas) still go to the elite 
schools, but are young players who are less refined at their craft. The team also has 
less time to come together as a cohesive unit. 

Teams from less heralded conferences, such as the Atlantic Sun and the Patriot 
League, have players who tend to spend all four years playing with the same class- 
mates and with the same coach, allowing chemistry on the squad to develop. This 
allows teams in these conferences to peak in major ways the rest of the country fails 
to see coming year after year. 

There are other potential reasons for mid-majors to be having such surprising 
success in the NCAA Tournament, such as the volume of young kids committed to 
playing basketball and efforts to recruit those kids. 

Regardless of the reason, it’s time to embrace these mid-major teams are stronger 
than ever, and will be a force to be reclconded with every March.

Muhlenberg Athletics Baseball, softball and women’s lacrosse are all doing their part to assist in fundraising efforts for cancer research, culminating in special events 

during selected games over the next two weeks. 

Members of the Mule baseball team will have their heads shaved following Saturday’s doubleheader against Washington College in support 
of the Vs. Cancer Foundation. Founded by Chase Jones, who was diagnosed with Stage IV brain cancer as a freshman baseball player at the University of North Carolina, 
the Vs. Cancer Foundation is a non-profit organization dedicated to saving kids’ lives by empowering athletes and communities to fund lifesaving childhood cancer efforts. 

The Mules are raising money for the organization through an online pledge form and e-mails to family and friends. Half of all proceeds will benefit national childhood 
cancer research, and the other half will help kids directly at Lehigh Valley Children’s Hospital. Last year, Jones himself made the trip up from Raleigh to help with the post- 
game trimmings and talk to the team about his story and the mission of the organization he founded. 

The Muhlenberg softball team will also be holding its event on Saturday. The Mules annually participate in the National Fastpitch Coaches Association’s “StriKeOut 
Cancer” program. Since starting the StriKeOut Cancer initiative over 10 years ago, NFCA membership teams have raised tens of thousands of dollars to support the fight 
against cancer. In addition to fundraised dollars, this initiative has provided a platform to raise awareness for breast cancer as well as support for women’s cancer research. 
The Mules will sell pink ribbons and t-shirts and solicit pledges for every offensive hit and defensive strikeout they have during the doubleheader against Washington. 
The women’s lacrosse team is joining in with a fundraiser for the Friends of Jaclyn Foundation. Founded in 2005, the organization’s mission is to improve the quality of 
life for children and their families who are battling pediatric brain tumors and to raise awareness about this insidious disease. 

Friends of Jaclyn was founded in honor of Jaclyn Murphy, who was diagnosed with medulloblastoma, a malignant brain tumor, in 2004. In 2005, Jaclyn became con- 
nected to and was later adopted as an honorary member of the women’s lacrosse team at Northwestern University. Jaclyn’s courage and joy for life inspired the players to 
achieve a “perfect season,” winning Northwestern’s first NCAA championship in 64 years. After the season, the Murphy family started the foundation to pair children with 
pediatric brain tumors with college and high school athletic teams. 

During their game against Washington next Saturday, the Mules will collect donations for Friends of Jaclyn and raffle off gifts donated by local businesses.

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Eric Cline: 
Jerusalem Besieged

By Amy McGovern On February 26th, Eric Cline travelled to Muhlenberg to 

Editor-In-Chief deliver a presentation entitled “Jerusalem Besieged: 4,000 

Years of Conflict in the City of Peace.” Cline, a professor of 
Classics, Anthropology, and History at George Washington University, has possessed 
a great interest in the field of Classical Archaeology since he was rather young. 

“When I was seven years old, my mother gave me a copy of the book The Walls of 
Windy Troy by Marjorie Braymer. It’s a biology of Heinrich Schliemann written for 
children. After I finished reading it, I announced that I was going to be an archae- 
ologist. When I graduated from college with a degree in Classical Archaeology, my 
mother gave me the same book again, this time as a graduation present. And now Fve 
just published my own book on Troy, called The Trojan War: A Very Short Introduction. 
So, things have come full circle...” 

Cline received his B.A. from Dartmouth College in 1982 and went on to earn his 
M.A. in Near Eastern Languages and Literatures from Yale University in 1984. Cline 
was awarded a Fulbright scholarship in 1989 and received his Ph. D. in Ancient His- 
tory in 1991 from the University of Pennsylvania. Since then, Cline has gone on nu- 
merous archeological expeditions. When asked to recount his most memorable expe- 
dition, Cline explained, “My first one, at Tel Anafa in Israel when I was a sophomore 
in college” was especially memorable, “because I found a little bronze statue of the 
Greek god Pan.” In addition, Cline recalled that on his most recent expedition this 
past summer at Tel Kabri in Israel, “we discovered a palatial wine cellar, with 40 stor- 
age jars that had originally held wine. President Helm helped us excavate it.” 

In his lecture “Jerusalem Besieged: 4,000 Years of Conflict in the City of Peace”, 
Cline gave those in attendance a brief overview of the content in one of his latest 
publications Jerusalem Besieged. The publication discussed the near constant tension 
that has existed in Jerusalem for the past 4,000 years. Over those years, there were 
118 separate conflicts, the city was completely destroyed twice, and only successfully 
changed hands peacefully two times. Cline explained that in those 4,000 years, “The 
only things that change are the weapons and the people.” 

As history tells, “Everybody thinks of Jerusalem as their own.” It considered to 
be the homeland for three different religions-each claiming ownership. The sense 
of entitlement exemplified by each religion has led to the extreme number of violent 
conflicts in the city meant to represent peace. 

Cline, and other historical archaeologists have been able to study these ancient (and 
current) conflicts by closely examining artifacts and ruins in the city. According to 
his findings and his belief that “there is no good reason” for the conflicts aside from 
a sense of religious entitlement, Cline believes that Jerusalem is “just a city that is 
repeating and repeating [history].” 

In conclusion, based on his in-depth study of the history and archaeology of the 
city of Jerusalem, Cline stated, “I don’t question //there will be a battle over Jerusa- 
lem, I question when.”

News Writer watching Netflix this spring break, a dozen Muhlenberg 

students and Muhlenberg College staff David Rabold and 
Linda Kelly trekked to North Carolina for the third year in a row on a volunteer trip 
for Habitat for Humanity. This March, Habitat for Humanity celebrated 25 years of 
serving communities through the Collegiate Challenge, in which young people ages 
16 to 25 choose to volunteer over a traditional spring break trip. 

Habitat for Humanity is the largest non-profit builder in the world, and has a 
mission to build affordable housing and bringing communities together in address- 
ing the issue of poverty. All housing is built with volunteer labor and are sold at no 
profit. 

In the months leading up to the trip, students held various fundraisers - including 
Five Guys and Applebee’s nights and a dorm storm- to cover the travel costs. While 
in North Carolina, the group stayed at the First Presbyterian Church, showered at 
the Statesville Family YMCA, and were welcomed into the homes of community 
members for many meals, including the home of Mayor Costi Kutteh and his wife. 

Group leader Julia Burns, sophomore has worked with Habitat for Humanity 
four times previously but this trip was her first experience through Muhlenberg. She 
notes that “On this trip what struck me the most was the overwhelming welcome 
of the Iredell community. This was the first trip where families of the community 
hosted us, and it was a new connection between my work on the house and the com- 
munity it is being built in.” 

Beginning with a 9-hour drive to the small city of Statesville, students were the 
first group to begin working on a site in a neighborhood designated for Habitat 
housing. In the following three weeks, three different colleges will also work on 
the site. The house is being built for Doraine Dalton, a single mother of two young 
daughters who is attending night school with plans to become a nurse. The house is 
designed as a single floor home with three bedrooms and one bathroom. 

Construction supervisor Billy Little spent the first day showing the group how to 
properly hammer and training them how to use power tools such as drills and saws. 
The site began with just the foundation and by the end of the week, the group man- 
aged to install the floor and raise the framework for the first front wall. 

Sophomore Dan McKenna said, “It was amazing how quickly Marisa [DiPaolo] 
and I took over the measuring and cutting of all of the wood for the project and I am 
proud of everything all of us accomplished.” 

Students were able to return from spring break with new friends of both the 
Muhlenberg volunteers and the welcoming members of the Statesville community. 
Adds McKenna, “Statesville may have been cold on the outside, but it was very 
warm on the inside.”

Disappearance of a Flight 

According to the New York Times, on Saturday, March 8th, Malaysia Airlines 
announced that it had lost contact five hours earlier with one of its flights. At the 
time of the disappearance, the flight was carrying at least 239 people to Beijing 
from Kuala Lumpur. The flight took off at 12:41 a.m. and air traffic control in 
Subang, a suburb of Kuala Lumpur, lost contact with the plane almost two hours 
later. 

Since this news emerged, people have been scrambling towards their televi- 
sion sets on a daily basis to hear about the latest developments pertaining to the 
search of the missing aircraft. The latest reports say the plane couldVe crashed 
somewhere in Eastern Asia, or sank to the bottoms of the Indian Ocean, a vast 
water source with minimal radar available, making the detection of the plane 
nearly impossible. 

The immediate concern is with the people who have likely perished aboard the 
flight, and the families and friends who have lost a loved one. This is an unthink- 
able tragedy, or even worse, attack, that has ruined the lives of many, including 
four American families who have faced the devastation. 

The instant reminder needed is the tragedy should’ve serve as discouragement 
for those who travel through the air. Events like this do happen ocassionally, and 
can’t be predicted. Infinitely more flights are safe and enjoyable, though. 

Secondly, be careful in terms of media exposure. This story has been the top 
story in the news for nearly two weeks, but each day presents contradictions and 
alterations from the previous broadcast. International governments are changing 
their stance almost daily, presenting a new position or new evidence previously 
hidden from the public. Taking the news with a grain of salt is a worthwhile 
policy, as opposed to having an extreme reaction to a development susceptible to 
changes in the future.

Letter to the Editor

Op/Ed Writer the Philadelphia Health Corps, I am serving as a 

Health and Benefits Advocate at Eleventh St. Fam- 
ily Health Services of Drexel University, a Nurse Managed Healthcare Center 
(NMHCC) in North Philadelphia. I am also certified through the Center for Medi- 
care and Medicaid Services (CMS) to help consumers apply for insurance on the 
new health insurance marketplace. This year happens to be the 20th anniversary of 
AmeriCorps so in the spirit of spreading information about my experience with the 
Philadelphia Health Corps, I would like to speak briefly about my experience engag- 
ing with patients on the new health insurance marketplace. 

Now, before I jump into that, let me first say that for many of the patients I in- 
teract with at Eleventh St., living at or below the poverty level (about $972 a month 
for a single individual) and living without insurance is the norm. As a member of 
the Philadelphia Health Corps, I have been able to aid in shifting the status quo in 
the community surrounding my host site. In October, the Marketplace opened up 
and although it started off pretty shakily, the health insurance marketplace is now 
strutting its stuff as if it has been up and running for years. Prior to October, if you 
were sick enough — with one of the chronic diseases currently plaguing America i.e. 
heart disease, diabetes, or cancer, you were eligible for free state-based Medicaid. If 
you made below $205 a month, the state would give you coverage to take care of less 
threatening illnesses, such as asthma and high blood pressure. If you were a patient 
who was slightly above the poverty level, I was able to help you become insured if 
and only if one of the Nurse Practitioners on site wanted you to follow up with a 
specialist and/or agreed to fill out a form saying that your present health conditions 
were serious enough to be considered a temporary disability. Healthy patients living 
below the poverty level or slightly above the poverty level, excluding pregnant women 
and children, were out of luck when it came to acquiring health insurance coverage. 
Since October 1st, more than 2 million Americans have enrolled in health insurance 
through the Marketplace, including many of the healthy individuals who frequent 
Eleventh St. 

I have been able to help patients get insurance coverage for as little as 30 cents a 
month! When was the last time you bought anything for a quarter and a nickel? Af- 
fordable health care is even more affordable than the name Affordable Health Care 
Act (ACA) suggests — at least from a consumer standpoint.

Barcelona, Spain

more could one ask for? If you plan on studying 
abroad or just taking a European adventure, this is 
a must-see city on the Costa Brava in Spain. This cosmopolitan city has a fascinating 
history and has bred extraordinary culture icons. 

Antoni Gaudi was a talented Catalan architect 
who left a remarkable footprint on Barcelona. La 
Iglesia Sagrada Familia, Casa Mila, Casa Batllo, 
and Parc Guell are just a few of the many projects 
that he designed. One may think that Gaudi was 
on a psychedelic trip when he created the mas- 
sive and melting Iglesia Sagrada Familia. He is 
the father of modernism in Cataloina and his mas- 
terpieces are the gems of the city. Salvador Dali, 
the renowned and eccentric Spanish artist, was of 
Catalan decent and was particularly influenced 
by Barcelona. He was one of the first Surrealist 
painters, and his horrific and bizarre images at- 
tracted much attention from the start. His artwork 
is recognizable, especially his work The Persistence 
of Memory , which features several melting clocks. 

His publicity stunts gained him fame and often 
criticism from the art world. Other notable artists 
who have left their mark on this city are Pablo 
Picasso and Joan Miro. The Picasso Museum and 
Joan Miro Foundation in Barcelona are necessary 
destinations for some artistic culture. 

Anyone who has had the privilege of visiting a Barcelona club will undoubted- 
ly rave about their experience. The most notable clubs are Opium, CDLC, The W 
Eclipse Lounge, Catwalk, Sutton, Razzmatazz, and Sholco. Barcelona culture en- 
courages dinnertime at about the same time most of your parents are getting to bed. 
This late-night dinner leads to all night festivities being pushed about two hours. The 


clubs start filling up around 2 AM. The party in the club lasts until a bit past 6 AM, 
at which point club-goers will empty onto the beach to keep the fiesta going until the 
sun comes up. There is nothing like watching the sunrise from the beach after a good 
night at Opium. If you are hooked up with MJ Barcelona, one of the top Barca club 
promoters, expect to get free entry into most of these venues.

Alex McKhann directs “Still Life with Iris,” Steven Dietz’s fantastical adventure for 
young audiences. Matt Dicken will perform the world premiere of his one-man play 
“butyou’reaman, or The Seven Men I Came Out to in India,” directed by Arthur 
Strimling. 

The festival runs Wednesday through Sunday, March 19-23. “Every Good Boy 
Deserves Favour” and “butyou’reaman” will be performed together for a single ticket 
price, March 19, 20 and 22 at 8 p.m. and March 23 at 2 p.m. “Still Life with Iris” will 
be performed March 21 at 8 p.m. and March 22 at 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 

In “Every Good Boy Deserves Favour,” Soviet dissident Alexander Ivanov has 
been imprisoned in a mental hospital until he admits that the statements he has 
made against the government were caused by a mental disorder. He shares a cell 
with a schizophrenic triangle player who believes he is in command of a symphony 
orchestra. Stoppard’s politically charged black comedy serves as a powerful fable 
about truth and dissent and as an absurd fantasia, set to the music inside your head. 

An out-since-age-13 American man, playwright and actor Matt Dicken navigates 


the cultural dangers of staging his recent travels in India as stories for an audience in 
the USA. Evoking intimate landscapes rich with political and sensual variety, Dicken 
asks what it means to find love in a yet-to-be-legalized body. 

“Still Life with Iris” centers on a little girl’s search for the simplest of things: 
home. Iris lives with her mom in the land of Nocturno — a magical place in which 
the workers make, by night, all of the things we see in the world by day. In Nocturno, 
memories reside not in people’s minds but in their coats. In their desire to have the 
best of everything, the rulers of Nocturno take Iris away from her home to be their 
daughter. To ease the pain of this separation, they remove her memory coat, leaving 
her with no recollection of her home or family. All that remains of her past is a single 
button. Recommended for ages 8 and up. 

Muhlenberg College is a liberal arts college of 2,200 students in Allentown, Pa. 
The college offers Bachelor of Arts degrees in theater and dance. The Princeton 
Review consistently ranks Muhlenberg’s production program in the top ten in the 
nation, and the Fiske Guide to Colleges lists both the theater and dance programs 
among the top small college programs in the United States. 

Tickets for either performance (“Still Life with Iris” or the combined “Every 
Good Boy Deserves Favour” and “butyou’reaman”) are $15 for adults and $8 for 
LVAIC students, faculty and staff and for patrons 17 and under. Combination tickets, 
including both performances, are $20 for adults, $12 for students, faculty and staff, 
and can be used for any two performances. 

Performances are in the Studio Theatre, Trexler Pavilion for Theatre and Dance, 
Muhlenberg College, 2400 Chew St., Allentown.

“GIR L” was distributed by Columbia Records on 
March 3, 2014. Putting a smile on the face of the au- 
dience is the simple task Pharrell performs, but there’s 
nothing particularly thought-provoking or deep taking 
shape. 

Pharrell has been absolutely all over pop music in 
2013. He’s the crooner in Daft Punk’s “Get Lucky”, 
and does some singing in Robin Thiclce’s controversial 
“Blurred Lines”. He usually stays behind the scenes as 
a producer, but there was no denying his building name 
in getting back out in front of the microphone. 

Helping create the soundtrack for “Despicable Me 2” 
contributed as well. Out of the movie spawned a mega- 
hit, “Happy”, which became the first single off “GIR 
L.” The song plays on retro-sounding dance music, and 
Pharrell doesn’t interject himself too much into the mu- 
sic, creating a sound reminiscent of a flash mob break- 
ing out on a boardwalk.

Happiness would become a common theme across Pharrell. 
the album. Lyrics didn’t really strain too far from the

It sounds as if the same back- 
drop was in Pharrell’s studio for weeks, and he just sang various things over the same 
humming tune. 

This doesn’t have to problematic; it appeals to an audience in need of a constant 
pick-me-up.

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survive the test of time. 

Another song, the one immediately following “Hap- 
py”, is “Come Get It Bae.” It utilizes the vocal stylings 
of Miley Cyrus, and is a boatload of fun. It also doesn’t 
sound terribly different from “Happy.” There’s a devo- 
tion to the edict, “Why change if it works?” 

There are parts of the album that completely fall 
apart, in odd places. There’s a duet with Justin Tim- 
berlake, “Brand New”, which one would probably have 
high expectations for. But there is no musicality to 
the piece, and it just sounds like a broken blob of mis- 
pitched tunes. 

There are surprises that can blow one away. “Lost 
Queen”, which has Jo Jo singing, is a seven-plus minute 
shrine to women, and is perhaps the strongest feminist 
moment an album Pharrell geared towards the subject. 
It’s hard to define, but there is an exceptionally beauty 
hidden within the track. 

The main issue is the lack of evolution. The album 
stagnates itself within the sphere of unbridled happi- 
ness, but never tries to ask why people aren’t happy, or 
how to react when life gets you down.

10. There aren’t any elite squads. . . 

Just look at these years 1 -seeds. Virginia and Wichita 
State are strong, cohesive units, but would hardly go 
down into the lore of college basketball history. Arizo- 
na lost their second best player, Brandon Ashley, over a 
month ago, and Florida has a great squad, but no super- 
star leading the way. The game’s best players are stashed 
away on lower seeded squads. 

9. . . .but the tournament is still top-heavy 

If 6-seed North Carolina or 6-seed Baylor get hot 
from behind the arc, they could be a threat to make a 
run at the Final Four. Otherwise, there aren’t any teams 
outside of the 4-seeds or better that look like major con- 
tenders.

Just because there don’t appear to be many contend- 
ers outside of the top-ranked teams doesn’t mean it isn’t 
worth it to take a fun little risk. Mine is Oklahoma State, 
a 9-seed. They have all the talent in the world with Mar- 
cus Smart, Le’Bryan Nash, and Markel Brown, to make 
a real run at things. That said, if they lose right away to 
Gonzaga, it wouldn’t be a huge surprise either. 

2. Some traditional schools will find their way to Ar- 
lington 

Michigan State has been a familiar Final Four member for some time, really since 
Tom Izzo became head coach at the beginning of the century. Nearly every player 
who has played for him in East Lansing has made the Final Four. Florida may be 
less traditional, but Billy Donavan has been there before: his teams won the title in 
2006 and 2007. 

1 . But something even more familiar will take it all 

That Florida Gators team was the last to repeat as national champions. That 
changes this year, when the Louisville Cardinals take the title for the second year in 
a row. The team is peaking at the right time, and the 4-seed carries a chip from the 
slight of their low seeding. Russ Smith is “Russdiculous”, and Montrezl Harrell is 

the best big man you’ll know by the end of the tournament as MVP.

Killing Named to Baseball Doubles Pleasure, 

All-Region Team Beats Penn State Harrisburg

Muhlenberg Athletics Killing of the 

Muhlenberg men’s 
basketball team was named to the D3hoops.com 
All-Mid- Atlantic Region second team. 

The all-region honor is the first for Killing, but 
not his first time represented on the site’s postsea- 
son honor roll. In 2012, he was named regional 
rookie of the year. 

Killing, a three-time All-Centennial Confer- 
ence second-team selection, broke his own school 
record with 542 points this season and averaged 
21 .68 points per game, just a shade off the school 
record of 21.73. Through games of March 9, he 
ranked 16th in Division III in scoring average. 

Killing led the CC in scoring for the second 
straight year and also paced the league in free- 
throw percentage (.876) while tying for the lead 
in assists (90) and tying for third with 37 steals. 

During the season, Killing was named Scotty 
Wood Tournament MVP and scored his 1 ,000th 
and 1,500th career points. He vaulted into seventh 
place in school history with 1,505 points and needs 
284 in his senior season to break the all-time mark 

that has stood for 43 years. 

His record-breaking ways reached a crescendo in late January, when he became 
the first Mule - and just the second player in the CC - to score 30 or more points in 
three consecutive games, culminating in a 3 5 -point effort that helped Muhlenberg 
pull out a 75-72 victory at regular-season champion Dickinson, which went on to 
reach the NCAA Tournament “Elite Eight.”

upon returning to Allentown, the Muhlenberg 
baseball team couldn’t wait to get outside 
again. 

That feeling went double for the Mule hit- 
ters. 

Four of the first seven batters belted dou- 
bles in a four-run first inning, and the Mules 
held on for a 10-7 win against 2013 NCAA 
Tournament participant Penn State Harrisburg. 

Junior Jimmy Cody went 3-for-4, stole two 
bases and drove in a career-high four runs, and senior John Scuderi knocked in three 
runs to help make a winner of junior Nick Gies, who pitched the first six innings and 
allowed only five hits and one earned run. 

Junior Kurt Johnson led off the game with a double and came around on Cody’s 
two-bagger. Scuderi doubled in Cody, and senior Max Litvak knocked in two more 
runs with the first of his two doubles. 

Cody’s RBI single in the second and a two-run single by Scuderi in the fifth ex- 
tended the Muhlenberg lead to 7-1 . But the Nittany Lions (3-11) plated an unearned 
run in the sixth and scored four runs on a pair of home mns in the seventh, making 
the score 7-6. 

The Mules (6-5) responded with three runs in the eighth, highlighted by a two-run 
single by Cody, to extend its lead to 10-6. Junior Austin Cush came on in relief in 
the bottom of the inning and closed out the game with two innings. He did not allow 
an earned run and finished in style, starting a 1-6-3 double play in the bottom of the 
ninth before striking out the last hitter looking.

The Mules played to a near draw against Richard Stock- 
ton, giving up a late goal to reach the final score of 11-9 
in favor of the Ospreys in Saturday’s men’s lacrosse game. 

The loss ended the nonconference season for the Mules, 
who probably wish to leave this part of the season as far in 
the rearview mirror as possible. 

Just because they suffered another heartbreaking loss 
doesn’t mean it was all negative for the Mules, though. 

They were led valiantly by junior Jason Mertz, who ac- 
crued stats worthy of some of the best individual games 
in school history. He recorded six assists, a school record, 
and recorded eight total points, which matches the school 
record last matched by Brent Siebold in 201 1 . 

Different class years also had members accomplish the 
same objective in the game: first career goal. Senior Mat- 
thew Gallo, junior Michael Heenan, and freshman Brad 
D’Alessandro all performed the feat along the course of the 
contest. Naturally, Mertz was the player who fed the ball to 



each of them for their triumphant scores. 

The Ospreys started the scoring early in the game, scor- 
ing exactly two minutes into the first quarter. After another 
goal, the Mules responded thanks to Gallo, who put the 
squad on the board with 8:26 remaining in the first quarter, 
down 2-1. 

From there on out, the competition was spectacularly 
close. 

The Mules actually held the lead after the first quarter, 
4-3. The game was tied at the half at 5, then after three 
quarters at seven. It was the fourth quarter where Richard 
Stockton (5-2) found a dose of momentum and used every 
inch of it to close out the victory over the Mules. 

Even though the nonconference portion of the schedule 
left the Mules (1-5) with a bitter taste in their mouths, all is 
not lost for the team. The Centennial Conference season 
is practically akin to starting the season over again, and so 
the team will have to take that message to heart as they gear 
up for conference play.

Men’s Tennis Heads into Spring with Depth, Experience

Muhlenberg Athletics When the Mules open the season Lafayette tomorrow night, they’ll have no shortage of options to fill the lineup. 

“We are pretty deep top to bottom” senior Ben Berlcowitz said. “A lot of teams have a great top two players but then a huge drop-off after that. 
That isn’t the case with us. Everyone can compete with everyone.” 

Berlcowitz and company are hoping that internal competition, and the experience gained by a young Mules squad a year ago, is evident when they take the court against 
someone other than themselves. Ten of the 13 non-freshmen on the team saw action in at least one league match a year ago, and seven have at least 20 matches to their name. 

Berlcowitz and fellow senior and second-year captain Jason Teitelbaum have plenty of experience to share with their younger counterparts. Teitelbaum, who steps into the 
No. 2 singles spot, is the Mules’ active leader with 42 victories, split evenly between doubles and singles. Berlcowitz, who will play No. 3, is the leader with 24 career singles 
victories. 

Junior Daniel Lalchman is back at the head of the Muhlenberg lineup. Lalchman, who led the team in singles wins last spring with five, captured the top doubles flight at 
the Mule Fall Classic with sophomore Max Blumenthal, the owner of three victories in the second singles slot a year ago. 

Junior Eric Chavis, who teamed with Teitelbaum to go 8-6 (5-4 in the CC) at No. 2 doubles last year, will man the No. 4 spot, while freshman David Woods and sophomore 
Derrick Eng round out the singles lineup. 

Junior Keith Beizer won two matches at No. 6 singles a year ago, while sophomore Neil Shulman prevailed at No. 5 singles in the Mules’ final dual match of the fall. 
Junior Corey Galembo has seven career victories. 

“We didn’t graduate any seniors last year, so everyone has that experience under their belts,” Berlcowitz said. “In that sense, we can only get better. It certainly helps the 
younger guys to play alongside people who have played for a couple years. Hopefully that will help us in matches.” 

So too, Berkowitz hopes, will the team’s offcourt chemistry. 

“I would say we are very close as a team,” Berkowitz said. “We’ve focused on coming together as a group, and that has definitely helped us on the court.” 

A year ago, the Mules were in contention for a Centennial Conference playoff berth late in the season. But, needing two wins in their final three matches, Muhlenberg 
dropped all three to finish 4-10 overall and 2-7 in the CC. One of those setbacks was a 5-4 decision against Ursinus, which nabbed the conference’s fifth and final playoff spot. 

Picked eighth in the preseason poll, the Mules hope to take on the role of dark horse in a loaded league with four teams ranked inside the top 10 in the preseason regional 
rankings - a list that includes Johns Hopkins, ranked 10th in Division III. Despite the tough competition, Muhlenberg hopes its depth paves the way for the program’s first 
winning season since 2008 - and maybe more. 

“I think if we play well we can definitely contend for that final playoff spot,” Berkowitz said.

Eugene Jarecki Kicks of the 
Social Research Social Justice Conference 


By Amy McGovern On Thursday, April 3, renowned 
Editor-in-Chief author and filmmaker Eugene 

Jarecki visited campus to kick 
off the eleventh annual Social 
Research Social Justice (SRS J) Conference hosted by the 
Department of Media and Communication. 

Over the years, Jarecki has appeared on numerous talk 
shows as well as print media in addition to acting as direc- 
tor of the Eisenhower Project and having his productions 
appear at the Sundance Film Festival. 

During his lecture, Jarecki explained, “I went to Sun- 
dance when I was 21 . I was the youngest person ever 
there”; however, despite this great fortune, the next decade 
was full of feelings of personal failure. Following his first 
trip to Sundance, Jarecki said, “I was a failure for about ten 
years — meaning I failed to get done what I wanted to.” 
Jarecki turned his full attention to pursuing issues of 
social injustice. Jarecki says, “It’s been a lifelong call of 
mind” to promote social justice. As the grandchild of indi- 
viduals affected by the Holocaust, Jarecki identifies with the 
marginalized groups who are unjustly targeted by society. 
He compares the Jewish struggle in Europe during the early 
to mid 1900s to the African American struggle in Ameri- 
ca — specifically in relation to the war on drugs. 

Jarecki believes that the Civil Rights Movement went 
awry when the war on drugs intensified. His 2012 docu- 
mentary The House I Live In focuses on how the war on 
drugs has impacted the country. According to Jarecki, 



“Drug laws, generally speaking, were laws on race. . .but 
they’re becoming laws on class.” Jarecki further explained 
that, “My dream was to stop the drug war or how it was 
affecting poor people.” 

One of the “veils of injustice that plagues the justice sys- 
tem” is the common practice of those in the police force to 
specifically target poorer areas of the country that often are 
populated by more African Americans in hopes of accumu- 
lating more arrests. Because of this clearly unfair but far 
too common practice, there is a huge sentencing and arrest 
disparity in this country in regards to drug related crimes. 
Although there are far more arrests of African American 
individuals for drug related crimes, in reality, the number of 
African Americans who partake in drug use and drug traf- 
ficking is far less than other races. 

What Jarecki finds especially disturbing about the war 
on drugs, however, is the fact that our country chooses 
incarceration rather than the promotion of public health. 
Although he does not recommend the legalization of all 
drugs, Jarecki explains, “The reality is, you decriminal- 
ize these drugs and return sanity back to the situation and 
return the focus to public health.” Rather than lock away 
those affected by drug use, Jarecki suggests our country take 
the examples set by many European countries and instead 
promote rehabilitation rather than incarceration.

Number of Stay-At-Home 
Mothers Soars 


By Jamie Rosenblum The percentage of stay-at-home mothers has been de- 
News Editor creasing for decades as the 

economy has gotten worse 
and more women are go- 
ing back to school. However, in the past few years, 
the share of stay-at-home mothers has actually been 
increasing. There are numerous demographic, eco- 
nomic and social reasons that explain this. 

The Pew Research Center has reported that in 
1999, 23% of mothers stayed home, and by 2012, 
the number rose to 29%. The most common reason, 
given by 85% of stay-at-home mothers, is to care 
for their families. Only 41% of single stay-at-home 
mothers claim to do so in order to help their families. 

As a result of the struggling economy, many wom- 
en are losing their jobs or cannot find work, and thus 
they stay at home. Also, there is a large increase in 
the number of families who are immigrants. In many immigrant families, it is more 
common for the mother to stay at home with her kids while the father provides a 
living. 


The differences between males and females also results in more mothers than 

fathers staying home. Pew found that mothers are 
much more likely than fathers to take time off, work 
less hours, quit a job, or turn down a promotion that 
interferes with caring for a family member. About 
42% of mothers and only 28% of fathers have reduced 
their work hours in order to care for a family member. 
Mothers are more likely to stay home because they 
believe that kids who grow up with a parent home will 
have a better childhood. 

While thousands of mothers are leaving the work 
force to care for their children, studies have found that 
there is hardly an increase in the amount of college- 
educated mothers who are staying home. In 2000, 
the share was 20% and in 2012, it had only increased 
to 21%. This may be because people who are college 
educated are less likely to lose their jobs as a result 
of the bad economy. It is clear that the struggling economy has a serious effect on 
working mothers who are not college-educated and results in more of them staying 
home with their children.

Fighting Loneliness 

In May of 2012, a senior at Yale University, Marina Keegan, wrote a prophetic 
and inspirational commencement speech of sorts that the University printed in a 
special graduation issue of the campus newspaper at the end of the academic year. 
Titled “The Opposite of Loneliness,” the essay exposed the ways in which a school 
and those who give life and energy to a school can make students feel “safe,” make 
students feel “humbled,” make students experience “the opposite of loneliness.” 
Keegan touched on the “sense of possibility” harbored in college, writing, “At this 
place where thousands of people had sat before me. And alone, at night, in the 
middle of a New Haven storm, I felt so remarkably, unbelievably safe.” Tragically, 
Keegan died in a car accident a few days after her graduation, and after her death 
on May 26, 2012, the celebrated writer’s haunting words: “We’re so young. We’re 
so young. We’re 22 years old. We have so much time” went viral. 

As commencement draws near, a lot of “lasts” have been emerging for the se- 
niors. Conversations about last lectures, commencement speeches, and awards 
ceremonies have saturated the campus, affecting seniors and underclassmen 
alike. While this experience of “lasts” is not unfamiliar for most, we thought that 
Keegan’s words would resonate with the campus community throughout this last 
month of school. “Lasts” always seem cliche no matter how we phrase them, and 
while Keegan’s words may address the same cliche themes that are often born out 
of “commencement talk,” her story seems extremely relevant - the story of some- 
one who experienced community, who experienced “the opposite of loneliness.” 
While the month of April may always seem hectic, overwhelming, and back-load- 
ed with work from professors, we hope that you find something to appreciate be- 
fore the school year ends. Take a step back from your schoolwork for five minutes 
or go outside with some friends - hopefully you will also experience “the opposite 
of loneliness.” 
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Philip Roth’s I Married A 
Communist , A Joy to Read

Op/Ed Editor studied; instead, the effects of those beliefs are what 

normally capture the curiosities of the average person. 
In Philip Roth’s I Married A Communist , a frame story in which the character of 
Murray Ringold, a retired English teacher, recounts his memories of his brother’s, 
Ira Ringold, life to Murray’s former student, Nathan Zuckerman, one cannot un- 
derstand the characters without understanding why they are the way they are. Not 
only does I Married A Communist do an exemplary job of putting the reader into a 
world marred by paranoia over Communism, which was believed to be a threat to 
the American way of life, but it furthermore redirects the traditional focus from the 
question of Is this person a communist? to How and why did this person become a 
communist? thereby making the novel more of an analysis and interpretation than a 
collection of accusations. Roth does not, however, select one explanatory paradigm 
over the other; the novel seems to be more of a study of all explanations than an 
argument for one explanation over the other. From the wealth of suggestions that 
Roth places ingeniously throughout his novel, it is clear that the motivations for the 
characters’ political beliefs serves as an underlying force that drives the narrative. 

As a work of Cold War literature, I Married A Communist forces the reader to 
examine various facets of societal structure and how societal structures influence 
individuals. Personally, this novel allowed me the chance to study the impetus 
behind one’s political beliefs, especially in how Murray and Ira Ringold, the two 
brothers in the novel, who were raised in similar conditions, managed to diverge so 
dramatically from one another in terms of their philosophies of life. Therefore, for 
those who enjoy an in-depth character study, riddled with historical allusions, this 
novel will provide great satisfaction. However, at the heart of the novel is a love 
story between Ira and Eve Frame, which grounds the novel. What Roth accom- 
plishes so ingeniously is his ability to create independent layers of thought, so that if 
the reader wants to delve deeper, he/she can; however, if not, the surface meaning is 
entertaining in itself. Of all of the books that I have ever been assigned to read in a 
class, I Married A Communist manages to capture my attention more completely than 
any other.

Restaurant Review: The Mint Gastropub

Editor-in-Chief as an “American Gastropub that focuses on premium 

food and beer as well as premium spirits, cocktails, and 

martinis.” 

Situated in the renovated Bank of 
Pennsylvania building from 1955 with 
the depository, drive-thru window, 
and vault (now used as a wine cellar) 
still intact, The Mint flawlessly creates 
a one-of-a-kind atmosphere by fusing 
elements representing the building’s 
original use with the incredibly 
modern and vibrant decor. 

At the age of 11, head chef and 
owner of The Mint, Domenic 
“Mimmo” Lombardo, began working 
at his family’s Italian restaurant in 
Bethlehem, Stefano’s. He went on 
to receive formal culinary training at 
Johnson and Wales University as well 
as the Italian Culinary Institute for 
Foreigners in Northern Italy. 

However, Lombardo broke the Italian 
tradition as he created The Mint’s 
contemporary comfort food inspired 
menu. In a quote on the restaurant’s 
website, Lombardo states, “America is a melting pot, is it not? Multiple ethnicities 
and their respective cuisines have become comfort food for all households. Never 
limit your imagination or your palette by geographic location or ethnic background, 
celebrate the diversity of our culture. And where better to celebrate and integrate 
culture than at a dinner table? Everybody loves to eat!” 

The menu is unlike any other. Broken up into sections titled “Beginnings”, “Fork”, 
“Spoon”, “Knife”, “The Macs”, “Hands On”, and “Accompaniments”, there are 


options that even the pickiest eater couldn’t resist. 

Instead of the typical breadbasket, each table receives their own bowl of cayenne 
peppered kettle corn. We began our meal with an order Chick Pea Fries with a Sweet 

Curry Dip in addition to an order of 
Truffled Mac’n’Cheese. Although 
each was delicious in its own right, 
the Truffled Mac’n’Cheese was my 
favorite part of the night. The Mint 
makes their Mac’n’Cheese using 
large shell pasta covered in their 
house cheese blend made with gouda, 
cooper, and sharp cheddar all topped 
with a thin layer of breadcrumbs. 

Although this dish alone could 
have sufficed as my entire meal, for 
my entre, I ordered the Fish’n’ Chips 
fried in a Weyerbacher Verbotten 
batter atop a bed of malt vinegar 
fries with Asian cocktail and lemon 
emulsion sauces on the side. Fish 
and chips was one of the more 
traditional menu options — especially 
in comparison to the entre ordered 
by a man at the table next to mine. 
For his meal, he ordered Chicken 
and Donuts. His fried chicken was 
accompanied by bacon donuts with a bleu cheese icing. While this may not sound 
all that appetizing, he, as well as the numerous other diners I saw ordering the same 
thing, seemed incredibly pleased with his unusual entre. 

The service as well as the diversity in menu options offered at The Mint is truly 
incomparable. 

For a decently priced and incredibly delicious meal, head to The Mint Monday- 
Saturday nights for dinner.

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Muhlenberg’s Production of “Mad Forest” 
Offers Innovative Take on Romanian History

of Theatre and Dance College Theatre and Dance presents the story of 

similar events from a quarter century ago. “Mad 

Forest,” by award-winning playwright Caryl 
Churchill, set during the 1989 Romanian Revolution, plays on the Muhlenberg 
mainstage April 24-26. 

Directed by Beth Schachter, “Mad Forest” captures the events of the 1989 
Romanian Revolution through the eyes of many who experienced it. On the eve of 
the revolution, and under the pressures of a paranoid society with secret police, two 
families, one poor and one wealthy, struggle to survive the chaos and deprivations of 
Nicolae Ceaucescu’s megalomaniacal Communist regime. A play of romance and 
politics, bookended by weddings, “Mad Forest” blends together documentary theatre 
and magical realism to explore the psychological landscapes of people trying to find 
freedom. 

“’Mad Forest’ tells the story of what happens when people who were once 
oppressed have the freedom to speak truthfully,” says Schachter, who serves as chair 
of the Department of Theatre and Dance at Muhlenberg. “It comments on the fragile 
nature of families and relationships in a very human way.” 

Schachter became familiar with “Mad Forest” when she served as dramaturg for 
the American premiere of the play in New York City in 1991. She has wanted to 
revisit the play ever since then. 

“Working on that production gave me insight into what is going on underneath the 
words, and more importantly, underneath the silences,” says Schachter. “This play 
clarifies what so often goes unsaid between people in difficult situations.” 

Shortly after the 1989 revolution, Churchill travelled to Bucharest with director 
Mark Wing-Davey and a team of students to interview eye-witnesses and experience 
post-revolution Romania first hand. While there, they lived with Romanian families 
and collaborated with Romanian drama students. What emerged was “Mad Forest,” 
which premiered in London in 1990 and opened in New York the following year. 

The Romanian Revolution refers to a series of protests and riots that took place in 
December of 1989 and led to the overthrow of Ceaucescu. Schachter hopes to bring 
these stories of revolution to a new generation. 


“These stories have become particularly relevant in the last few months,” 
Schachter says. “History is unfolding in the Ukraine, with remarkable parallels to 
1989 Romania. It’s not every day that you see world leaders toppled in a matter of 
weeks.” 

British playwright Caryl Churchill has been writing since 1958. She has received 
Obie Awards for her plays “Top Girls,” “CloudNine” and “Serious Money,” as well as 
the Obie Sustained Achievement Award. Churchill is known for artfully commenting 
on such controversial themes as gender roles, power struggles, and political conflicts 
throughout the world. 

“Churchill’s writing is fascinating because it is blunt and direct,” Schachter says. 
“She is able to capture how these characters struggle to find their voices after a shift 
in power through the revolution.” 

“Mad Forest” also features a faculty spotlight performance by Holly Cate, who 
teaches acting at Muhlenberg. She plays a variety of roles in the show, including an 
angel, a grandmother, a dog, and a translator, among others. This will be Cate’s sixth 
mainstage performance at the college in the past seven years. 

“I love working on shows here because it is so much fun to play alongside students 
that I have had in class,” Cate says. “I have always wanted to work on a Churchill 
play, so this is a great learning opportunity for me as well as for the students involved 
in the production.” 

Muhlenberg College is a liberal arts college of 2,200 students in Allentown, Pa. 
The college offers Bachelor of Arts degrees in theatre and dance. The Princeton 
Review consistently ranks Muhlenberg’s production program in the top ten in the 
nation, and the Fiske Guide to Colleges lists both the theatre and dance programs 
among the top small college programs in the United States. 

Performances of “Mad Forest” are April 24-26: Thursday and Friday at 8 p.m., 
and Saturday at 2 and 8 p.m. Tickets are $15 for adults and $8 for LVAIC students, 
faculty, and staff and for patrons 17 and under. The performance is intended for 
mature audiences.

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Summer Housing in 
New York City 


By Steven Kraushaar It is human nature to have desires: children desire toys, 
Arts & Culture Editor middle-aged men desire Porsches, and college kids desire 

their “dream internship” in New York City. Many of us 

are fortunate enough to land these coveted summer intern 
positions, but what many of us 
don’t have in mind is the summer 
living arrangements. 

Whether you live in central New 
Jersey, Connecticut, New York 
suburbs or Arkansas, the ideal 
summer living situation is right 
on the little island of Manhattan. 

A majority of top-tier Finance, 

Fashion, Marketing, Business, 
etc. . . internships are in Manhattan. 

Everyone wants to minimize the 
time of their commute and ideally 
live a few subway stops or even 
steps away from their office. 

If money were not a factor, 
then every student in the tri-state 
area would flock to NYC. This 
is definitely not the case so we 
must weigh all options. There are 
basically three key options for 
student summer housing in NYC: 
sublet someone’s apartment, live in 
an NYC college dorm, or squat on 
the steps of St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 

The latter is certainly “the road less 
taken”, but always the most cost 
efficient option. 

Some of the well-know college 
dorms that are available for summer 
rentals are New York University, 

The New School, and Fashion Institute of Technology. They have 10- week housing 
options and they will put you up in the same dorms that their students utilize during 
the Fall and Spring semesters. The rates vary based on dorm size and location. NYU 
charges weekly and requires a meal plan of its guests. FIT offers shared apartments 


($3,750 per student) or single apartments ($5,966 per student) for a 10-week period. 

There are other summer housing arrangements that cater to students like 
NYCintern.org. This company offers apartments in Brooklyn Heights, the Financial 
District and Midtown Manhattan. For 10 weeks in a midtown triple apartment, it 

will cost each resident $4,050. This 
is actually a very reasonable price 
for a midtown apartment, but the 
downside is that you would have to 
live in ONE bedroom with THREE 
people. A rule of thumb is that if 
you are living in the city for less 
than 4K during the summer, expect 
to live like a peasant. 

The ideal option that will 
inevitably be the most costly 
is renting an apartment for the 
summer. It is difficult to find a real 
estate agency that rents for less than 
a year, so your option is sublet an 
apartment. A sublet is merely taking 
over the current renter’s lease for 
a fixed period of time. There is a 
common misconception that this 
option is cheaper than signing a 
year lease, but this tends not to be 
the case. The most convenient place 
to find sublet listings is Craigslist. 
Weekly, there are hundreds of posts 
on the website that advertise sublets 
in NYC. The cheapest studio 
apartments or 1 -bedrooms range 
from $1,700 to $2,200 per month. 
It is rare to find an inhabitable 
apartment for less than this range. 
There is also power in numbers, so 
if you can gather two or three other friends to get in on a summer sublet, it may cut 
the cost significantly. After much research, the sublet route will likely come to 2K per 
month for a suitable dwelling. Options are certainly not limited to Manhattan, but as 
the saying goes “location, location, location!”

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Porrini No-Hitter Caps Softball Sweep

Muhlenberg Athletics still bummed about her pitching performance yesterday, 

when she lost a shutout with two outs in the seventh and 
the game on a walkoff home run in the eighth. 

“I wanted to get it out of my head, but I couldn’t,” said the junior on the 
Muhlenberg softball team. It’s a safe bet to say she’ll have trouble getting her next 
outing out of her head too, albeit for entirely different reasons. Porrini tossed the 
first no-hitter of her life and the 10th in program history, blanking Washington Col- 
lege over five innings as the Mules completed an impressive doubleheader sweep 
with an 8-0 win. Muhlenberg took the first game, 4-1. 

The Shorewomen (18-6, 7-3) won the Centennial Conference championship on 
Muhlenberg’s field last May and came into the twinbill with a six-game winning 
streak and in sole possession of first place in the CC. They have been ranked as 
high as 20th in Division III this season and were still receiving votes in this week’s 
poll. 

The sweep vaulted the Mules (16-4, 8-2) into the top spot in the league standings 
(tied in the loss column with 6-2 Franklin & Marshall) and capped a week in which 
they went 4-2 against the other three 2013 CC playoff qualifiers. 

Porrini allowed only three runners in her gem - on a hit batter in the first, a field- 
ing error in the second and a leadoff walk in the fourth. Without striking out any- 
one, she relied on her fielders - including herself. Porrini handled five comebaclcers, 
one of which started a 1-6-3 double play in the second. 

“It feels really good coming off yesterday’s loss,” said Porrini, shown above 
working on her masterpiece in front of the sharp new windscreen at Cedarcreek 
Field. “I just wanted to throw the best I could, and obviously a no-hitter is the best 
I could! 

“I was still really nervous before the game, but once I threw that first pitch I knew 
it was going to be a good day,” she added. 


Porrini said she knew she had the no-hitter going into the last inning, but it didn’t 
impact her pitching. After getting two hard outs on a liner to third and a ground 
ball to second, she ended the game with, appropriately, a 1-3 putout. 

“It was a team effort. I couldn’t have done it without my teammates,” she said. 
Her teammates provided plenty of run support against a Washington pitcher who 
came in with a 5-0 record and 2.23 ERA. Senior Kelly Kline singled in a run in the 
first, and doubles by junior Jaimie Klotz and sophomore Nicole Iannarone made it 
2-0 in the second. Iannarone scored later in the inning on an error. 

Muhlenberg blew the game open with a five-run third that featured a two-run 
single by Klotz and a two-run double by junior Alyssa Schell. 

Porrini’s no-hitter was the second strong pitching performance of the day against 
a Washington team that came in with a .341 batting average and had been shut out 
only once all season, by third-ranked Montclair State. In the opener, junior Kelsey 
Jones scattered seven hits for her seventh straight win, losing her shutout bid with 
two outs in the seventh. 

Again, the Mules jumped on top early. With one out in the first, senior Erica 
Wenzel and Kline ripped hard-hit singles, and sophomore Taylor Trifiolis brought 
them both home with an opposite-field double to the fence. Trifiolis scored from 
third on a wild pitch with two outs following an excellent at-bat by senior Col- 
leen O’Donnell, who fouled off several two-strike pitches before drawing a walk. 
Muhlenberg added another run in the fourth after an infield popup by sophomore 
Alexis Giovinazzo landed untouched in the pitching circle. She eventually scored 
on a sacrifice fly by Schell. 

After totaling only six runs on 1 5 hits in their first four games of the week, the 
Mules regained their hitting form against the defending champs, with 12 runs on 17 
hits in the two games. 

“I think we caught them off guard,” said Porrini. “We took it to them and started 
early with the hitting and great defense. That’s what made the difference.” 


Jones, Umbach Earn Centennial Conference Honors

Junior Kelsey Jones was named pitcher of the week in softball, and classmate Stephanie Umbach was women’s 
lacrosse offensive player of the week. 

Jones, honored for the third time this year, was 3-0 with a 0.67 ERA against three teams that made the CC playoffs a year ago. She pitched 
five-hitters against Haverford and McDaniel, the latter game her 10th career shutout, and had a four-hit shutout with two outs in the seventh 
before allowing a run against Washington. Jones fanned 10, walked just one, and allowed opponents to hit just .210 in the three starts. 

The Mules went 4-2 on the week to move into first place in the CC. 

For the season, Jones is 9-1 with a minuscule 0.94 ERA. She leads the CC in ERA and is second in complete games and wins. Over the last 
two years, she is 26-5 with 30 complete games in 31 starts. 

Umbach, honored for the second time in her career, scored 14 points on 13 goals and an assist as Muhlenberg split a pair of close games 
against 2013 CC semifinalists Haverford and Washington. She had seven goals and an assist in a 14-12 win against Haverford, including what 
proved to be the winning goal with 7:15 left after the Fords had cut a 12-5 margin to 12-11. Umbach added six goals for her 1 1th hat trick of 
the season in a 13-12 last-minute loss to Washington. 

During the week, Umbach also became the eighth player in CC history to record 200 career draw controls. She is second in team history 
with 201 draw controls, 23 away from the school record. 

Umbach leads not only the CC, but all of Division III with her average of 5.36 goals per game. Her 59 goals this season are tied for 
the secondmost on the Mules’ all-time list, 14 short of the school record. Umbach’s 118 goals over the last two seasons are the most by a 
Muhlenberg player in a two-year span.

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Darkness and “Leit”

Muhlenberg Athletics Monday, in many ways it was just like any other day of 

practice for the junior on the Muhlenberg cross country 
and track and field teams. But in one way it was completely different - and it was 
about to get more so. 

A half hour before practice, Leitmeyer and the rest of the track and field teams 
were addressed by one of their teammates, whose ongoing battle with depression 
has kept him from normal activities at Muhlenberg this year, both academically and 
athletically. In an emotional, tear-filled conversation, the popular teammate talked 
about the importance of not taking what you have for granted and reaching out to 
others who may be struggling. 

Little did Leitmeyer know that he would shortly 
put that advice into practice. 

Rather than running with the rest of the team, 

Leitmeyer decided to run by himself that day be- 
cause he wasn’t feeling his best. He was on his 
way back to Muhlenberg, about a mile-and-a-half 
from campus near the Allentown Municipal Golf 
Course, when he heard a distant crying. 

Investigating, he saw a girl sitting in a crouched 
position on the ledge of an overpass, her feet dan- 
gling over the side. 

“At first I was sort of confused and alarmed,” he 
recalled. “When a girl is crying and that close to a 
drop, my first thought is that she was suicidal. 

“There was also a split second of doubt,” 
he admitted. “I didn’t want to intrude on a situa- 
tion where I might make too much of it or make 
it worse.” 

But with his teammate’s talk still fresh in his 
mind, Leitmeyer, who is a resident assistant at 
Muhlenberg, decided to help - and get help. He 
found two elderly women walking nearby and told 
them of the situation. Together, they decided to 
talk to the girl, who Leitmeyer estimated was 1 1 
or 12 years old. 

“I wanted to be reassured that if I was going to 
do something, there would be people with me,” 
he said. “I wasn’t sure what to do, and it’s always 
good to have other people there so you feel less the 
weight of responsibility.” 

None of the three had a cell phone, so one of the 
women went off to ask a woman walking her dog 
to call the Allentown police. For about the next 20 
minutes, Leitmeyer and the woman who remained 
talked to the girl. 

“She would sometimes answer and sometimes 
not because she was crying hysterically,” Leitmeyer said. “I didn’t talk at first because 
I was trying to figure out what was the best thing to say.” 

When he did talk, Leitmeyer, who says he had bouts with depression in middle 
school, focused on trying to develop a relationship with the girl. He learned that the 
girl was at odds with her parents and was indeed suicidal. She had been to counsel- 


ors, but didn’t feel like they helped. 

“I said, ‘I’m not a professional but I’d love to listen to you,”’ said the psychology 
and music double major. “I don’t know if her parents really understand all the things 
she’s going through. I also told her that I know what it’s like to be depressed, and it 
does get better.” 

Leitmeyer and the woman made a small breakthrough about 15 minutes in, when 
the girl finally told them her name after repeated inquiries. 

“I asked her, ‘Do you remember my name?’, and she said ‘Jason.’ I thought that 
was really a sweet moment, one of the only moments I felt we weren’t just talking to 
her and she was actually listening.” 

To Leitmeyer, it seemed as if the girl was inch- 
ing closer and closer to the drop as they talked. 
The older woman asked the girl to turn around 
and face in the other direction, but when she re- 
fused, Leitmeyer said they considered pulling her 
off the ledge. 

Finally a policeman arrived, grabbed her from 
behind and sat her in the back of a van. 

“She was squirming and flailing her arms - 
from the way she reacted I’m glad we didn’t do 
that,” Leitmeyer said. 

Leitmeyer completed his run, and upon return- 
ing to campus he recounted his incredible story to 
his teammates, who thought he had gotten lost. He 
also ran on the track with head cross country 
coach Steve Finley, talking about everything 
that had happened in the last couple of hours. 

“That was a good kind of debriefing,” he said. 
“During my run I was thinking a lot about the con- 
versation [with the teammate before practice]. I’m 
sure I still would have helped her if that talk didn’t 
happen, but it was definitely in the forefront of my 
mind.” 

Leitmeyer kept himself occupied for the rest 
of the evening before turning in, and it wasn’t un- 
til the next day in classes, and as news of his act 
spread across campus, that he began to reflect on 
what he did. 

“I felt a little sad,” he said. “It was a deep sad- 
ness for people who are going through depression 
or an emotional struggle that they feel they can’t 
get out of. I was happy I could do something, and 
it made me feel incredibly fortunate to be where I 
am in life.” 

It also brought into focus his career path; his 
plan now is to get a master’s and do “something 
in counseling or social work.” And as happy as 
he was to have possibly saved the girl’s life, he was just as happy for his struggling 
teammate. 

“He felt like he had an impact on me, or a greater purpose,” Leitmeyer said. “I’m 
sure when you’re depressed you’re searching for that purpose. Maybe he can have an 
impact on others, and that’s a reason to keep fighting.” 
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Muhlenberg Involved in 
Consortium for Faculty Diversity

Managing Editor issue of diversity on the Muhlenberg campus. 

On the heels of the Diversity Strategic Plan- 
ning Committee’s ideas to increase various types of diversity here at Muhlenberg, 
the college has chosen to become an active member in the Consortium for Faculty 
Diversity (CFD), an initiative run through Gettysburg College. 

According to the program’s page on Gettysburg’s college website, “The Con- 
sortium is committed to increasing the diversity of students, faculty members and 
curricular offerings at liberal arts colleges with a particular focus on enhancing the 
diversity of faculty members and of applicants for faculty positions.” 

Muhlenberg’s application to the program stems back to three years ago, and the 
fruits of the application are finally set to bloom in the upcoming year. Professor 
Richard Huizar of the political science department is a current CFD fellow, and 
Provost John Ramsay has been working with department chairs to assist in the in- 
terviewing and hiring of fellows. 

“Goal #1 of the Diversity Strategic Planning Committee is ‘cultivate a campus 
community that is supportive of inclusion, justice and social equality.’” according 
to the Provost. “An increasingly diverse faculty will help us to achieve that vision.” 
Muhlenberg’s campus has not been known for its vast array of ethnically diverse 
students or faculty. Becoming an active member in the Consortium could be an ef- 
fective means to approach both of those problems. 

Provost Ramsay continued, “A diverse faculty can have an impact on multiple 


aspects of Muhlenberg’s campus: the curriculum, the recruitment and mentoring of 
students, and the achievement of an inclusive, just and equal campus community.” 

The short-term effects of joining in on this process will be felt throughout the 
campus during the 2014-2015 academic year. Five members of the Consortium 
have been hired in the following departments and programs: English, Media and 
Communication, Political Science/Latin America and Caribbean Studies, Psychol- 
ogy, and Religion Studies. 

The effects of this program are designed to be felt for a long time, however. Ad- 
ditionally, an intriguing design facet about the program is the mutualism benefitting 
the college and students, as well as the incoming fellows themselves. 

Provost Ramsay concludes, “There are three long-term goals of Consortium 
membership: 1) the recruitment and support of CFD fellows who will learn about 
teaching at a liberal arts college as a career path; 2) the hiring of CFD alumni into 
tenure track positions in the arts, sciences, humanities and social sciences; and 3) 
learning from our consortial partners the best practices in hiring, retaining and pro- 
moting the success of teacher-scholars, who will contribute to Muhlenberg’s effort 
to achieve excellence through a broad and deep and ongoing commitment to diver- 
sity.” 

Hopefully, the inclusion of new and more ethnically diverse faculty members will 
foster an engaging environment for learning at Muhlenberg, and create unique ex- 
periences that may have been hard to come by without the arrival of a diverse set of 
teachers, scholars, and fellow liberal arts learners. 


Pulitzer Prize Winner and American Historian Laureate 
Ron Chernow Announced as Commencement Speaker 


Ron Chernow, American Historian Laureate and Pu- 
litzer Prize- winning author of Washington: A Life, 
will speak at Muhlenberg College’s 166th Commence- 
ment on May 18, 2014 at 10:00 a.m. The ceremony 
will be held on the historic college green. Chernow 
will also be awarded an honorary doctorate. Other 
individuals receiving honorary degrees will be Henry 
David Abraham, M.D. ’63, Donald Holder, Rev. 

James Lawson and Dr. Carson D. Schneclc, M.D., 
Ph.D. ’55. 

Ron Chernow is one of the most distinguished com- 
mentators on politics, business and finance in America 
today. The St. Louis Post-Dispatch has hailed him as 
“one of the pre-eminent biographers of his genera- 
tion” and Fortune called him “America’s best business 
biographer.” His first book, The House of Morgan, 
won the National Book Award as the best nonfiction 
book of 1 990 and is considered a modern classic. The 
Modern Library Board voted it one of the 100 best 
nonfiction books published in the twentieth century. 
His second book, The Warburgs, won the prestigious 
George S. Eccles Prize for the best business book of 
1993 and was cited by the American Library Asso- 
ciation as one of the year’s ten best works. His 1998 
biography of John D. Rockefeller, entitled Titan, was 
nominated for a National Book Critics Circle Award 
for biography and remained on The New York Times 


bestseller list for 16 weeks. Both the Times and Time 
magazine voted it one of the 10 best books of the year, 
while The Times of London praised it as “one of the 
great American biographies.” 

His biography of Alexander Hamilton was pub- 
lished in April 2004. Excerpted by Business Week and 
chosen as the main selection of both The Book-of- 
the-Month Club and the History Book Club, the book 
spent three months on the New York Times bestseller 
list and was the first recipient of the George Wash- 
ington Book Prize for the year’s best book about the 
founding era. It was nominated for a National Book 
Critics Circle Award in biography. 

Chernow’s long-awaited biography of George 
Washington was the main selection of the Book-of- 
the-Month Club as well as the History and Military 
Book Clubs. Excerpted by the Smithsonian magazine, 
the book spent five weeks on The New York Times 
bestseller list. The Wall Street Journal named the book 
one of the year’s ten best and The New York Times 
included it among its notable books of 2010. It was 
nominated for the Los Angeles Times Book Prize in 
History. In March 2011, the New- York Historical Soci- 
ety gave the book the coveted American History Book 
Prize for the best book about American history pub- 
lished in 2010, endowing Chernow with the honorary 
title of American Historian Laureate. In May of that 


year, Washington was honored with the Pulitzer Prize 
in Biography, the highest honor reserved for a writer in 
that field. 

A frequent contributor to The New York Times and 
The Wall Street Journal, Chernow is a familiar figure 
on national radio and television shows and has ap- 
peared in numerous documentaries. He has served as 
president of PEN American Center, the country’s pre- 
eminent organization of authors. He also sits on the 
executive board of the Society of American Historians 
and is a fellow of the New York Academy of History. 
He recently joined the board of trustees of Humanity 
in Action, a global human rights organization. Cher- 
now resides in Brooklyn, N. Y 

Henry David Abraham, M.D. graduated as valedic- 
torian at the Muhlenberg College in 1963, attended 
the Johns Hopkins University School of Medicine and 
served as an intern and fellow in the Harriet Lane Pro- 
gram in Pediatrics at the Johns Hopkins Hospital. He 
fulfilled his military obligation at the Communicable 
Disease Center as the medical advisor of the National 
Medical Audiovisual Center from 1969-71. Following 
a year as a pediatrician at the University of Arizona, 
he completed a residency in psychiatry at the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital in Boston in 1974.

Where are the 
Spring Crops?

Most people agree that the past few months in the 
Lehigh Valley have been unseasonably cold and wet. 

According to CBS, the 2013-2014 winter was the third 
snowiest on record in Pennsylvania, breaking a 130-year record for the rate of snow- 
fall. Coupled with this is an 
increased amount of rainfall, 
snow melt and lower-than- 
average temperatures. So, just 
what does it mean for the Le- 
high Valley’s produce farmers? 

For many, the atypical 
weather patterns have meant a 
delayed, and possibly, abbrevi- 
ated, spring growing season. 

Major challenges including 
wet soil and loss of storage 
crops have set back local 
farmers by an estimated two 
to three weeks. However, oth- 
ers have reported being as far 
as four weeks behind. Kevin 
Ruch, farmer/ owner of 14 
Acre Farm in Summit Hill, PA 
(36 miles from Muhlenberg) 
reported that his major dif- 
ficulty is an inability to plant 
because of excessively satu- 
rated soil. 

Casey Spacht, Lancaster 
Farm Fresh Cooperative 

General Manager, echoed this concern. “The soil saturation is likely compounded, 
ironically, by the sustainable practices that many of our farmers use,” explained 
Spacht. “For instance, using animal and hand power see Crops | page 3

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The Responsibility of 
Doing What You Want

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from Crops | page 2 instead of fossil fuel-consumptive machines can 

result in ‘healthier’ soils which hold more moisture.” 

Under normal conditions, soil’s efficiency at holding water is beneficial, as 
less water must be added to crops and there is a lower risk of crops dying in drier 
weather. However, this year’s frost level reached 18-20 inches deep which is good 
news for killing harmful larvae, but bad news if you want to get crops in the ground 
on time. 

It is too early to give an accurate estimate of the degree to which the weather will 
affect Lehigh Valley farmers financially, but it certainly seems to be stressing their 
productions in other ways as well. Hay, which is important as animal feed, will only 
produce two cuttings this year, not the average of three. This alone will result in a 
33% loss in feed and profit. 

As both Kevin and Casey acknowledged, a shortened spring season will mean 
a few massive harvests in a very short amount of time. Along with the possibil- 
ity of having to hire more seasonal help for harvesting, some farmers must spend 
additional time, energy, money and other resources fixing damages caused by the 
extreme winter weather. Farmer / owner Ryan Ehst reported that some of his 
greenhouses at Butter Valley Harvest in Bally, PA (15 miles from Muhlenberg) were 
punctured by ice. Compared to previous years, his organization spent an estimated 
25-30% more on propane this winter in order to heat the greenhouses. 

So, what can we do to help? We can support our local farmers by purchas- 
ing their non-produce goods such as dairy and meat, where available, as well as 
supporting Buy Fresh, Buy Local of the Greater Lehigh Valley and similar orga- 
nizations. 

It is also imperative that we eliminate the disconnect many of us have with the 
farm-to-table process by continuing to educate ourselves about where food comes 
from and how it grows. Your Muhlenberg Dining team and Sodexo-sponsored 
“Grow Lehigh Valley” (Grow LV) is working to illuminate these relationships. 
Awareness of the effects in changes to weather patterns have on produce produc- 
tion will allow consumers to anticipate possible delays or temporary price increases 
for produce, and adjust accordingly as this overarching issue continues as weather 
patterns shift.

pital for two years. In 1981 he was named the Director 
of Psychiatric Research at the St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
and initiated a series of studies on the long-term ef- 
fects of hallucinogenic drugs in humans. In that year 
he served as a consultant to the National Academy of 
Sciences, Committee on Marijuana and Health for the 
Institute of Medicine, Washington, D.C. Data from 
his research efforts contributed to the development of 
the Diagnostics and Statistical Manuals of the Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association. In 1993 he was named 
Director of Substance Abuse Programs at the Tufts 
University School of Medicine and Clinical Professor 
of Psychiatry. In 1995 he became the Chief of the 
Alcohol and Drug Treatment Services of the Butler 
Hospital, an affiliate of Brown University. Currently 
he conducts a psychiatric practice and writes essays, 
non-fiction and fiction. 

Honors include the IRIS, Peabody and Emmy 
Awards for Best Public Television Programs in 1978, 
1979 and 1982. A founding member of Physicians for 
Social Responsibility and the International Physicians 
for the Prevention of Nuclear War, Abraham was an 
author of the constitution of those organizations, and 
in 1985 shared at Oslo in the awarding of the Nobel 
Peace Prize. In 2007 he was elected Distinguished Life 
Fellow of the American Psychiatric Association. 

Donald Holder has worked extensively in theatre, 
opera, dance, architectural and television lighting in 
the U.S. and abroad for over 25 years. He has de- 
signed more than 40 Broadway productions, has been 
nominated for nine Tony awards, winning the Tony 
for Best Lighting Design for The Lion King and the 
2008 revival of South Pacific. His recent and upcom- 
ing Broadway productions include: Spiderman Turn 
Off The Dark, Bullets Over Broadway, The Bridges 
Of Madison County, The King and I (Lincoln Center 
Theatre), Golden Boy, Come Fly Away, Ragtime and 
Movin’ Out. 

Projects at the New York Metropolitan Opera in- 
clude Julie Taymor’s production of The Magic Flute, 
this season’s Two Boys and the upcoming Otello in 
2015. He has worked at most of the nation’s lead- 
ing resident theatres, including Baltimore’s Center 
Stage, Arena Stage, The Goodman Theatre, Steppen- 
wolf Theatre Company, Mark Taper Forum, Seattle 
Repertory, La Jolla Playhouse, Huntington Theatre 
Company, South Coast Repertory and the William- 
stown Theatre Festival. Holder has designed over 100 
Off-Broadway productions, including the premieres of 
Jitney, The Most Fabulous Story Ever Told, Jeffrey, 
Sight Unseen, The American Plan, Spunk, Three Days 
of Rain, A Man of No Importance, The Last Letter, 
Pterodactyls and many others. His television work 
includes the theatrical lighting for seasons one and two 
of ‘Smash’ (NBC- Dreamworks). 

He was head of the lighting design program at the 
California Institute of the Arts from 2006-2010. He 


has been on the Faculty of the Broadway Lighting 
Master Classes for many years and has an ongoing 
teaching/mentoring relationship with the Korean Arts 
Council (ARKO). Don served as Technical Director 
for the Muhlenberg College Department of Theatre 
from 1981- 1983 and was a lighting designer, produc- 
tion manager, technical director and bassist for the 
Muhlenberg Summer Music Theatre Festival for 10 
seasons. 

He is a volunteer fireman and Vice President of the 
Chemical Engine Company in his community of Cro- 
ton on Hudson, N.Y., where he resides with his wife 
Evan Yionoulis (Faculty- Yale School Of Drama), son 
Josh and daughter Sarah (freshman- Yale College). He 
is a graduate of the University of Maine and the Yale 
School of Drama. 

Rev. James Lawson introduced the principles of 
Gandhian nonviolence to many future leaders of the 
1960s Civil Rights Movement. Born in western Penn- 
sylvania and raised in Ohio, he spent a year in prison 
as a conscientious objector during the Korean War, as 
well as three years as a Methodist missionary in India, 
where he was deeply influenced by the philosophy and 
techniques of nonviolent resistance developed by Mo- 
handas Gandhi and his followers. 

While enrolled as a divinity student at Oberlin Col- 
lege, Lawson met Martin Luther King, Jr. , who urged 
Lawson to postpone his studies and take an active 
role in the Civil Rights Movement. Following King’s 
advice, Lawson headed south as a field secretary for 
the Fellowship of Reconciliation. In Nashville, Tenn., 
he helped organize the Nashville Student Movement’s 
successful sit-in campaign of 1960 and was expelled 
from Vanderbilt University School of Divinity as a re- 
sult. He trained Diane Nash, Bernard Lafayette, John 
Lewis and many others through his famous workshops 
on the tactics of nonviolent direct action. 

When the original CORE Freedom Ride stalled in 
Birmingham, Ala., Lawson urged the Nashville Stu- 
dent Movement to continue the Freedom Rides. He 
conducted workshops on nonviolent resistance while 
the Freedom Riders spent several days holed up in the 
Montgomery, AL home of Dr. Richard Harris. Dur- 
ing an impromptu press conference on the National 
Guard-escorted bus that traveled from Montgomery 
to Jackson, Miss., he told reporters that the Freedom 
Riders “would rather risk violence and be able to travel 
like ordinary passengers” than rely on armed guards 
who did not understand their philosophy of combating 
“violence and hate” by “absorbing it without returning 
it in kind.” 

In 1968, Lawson chaired the strike committee for 
sanitation workers in Memphis, Tenn. At Lawson’s 
request, Martin Luther King, Jr. spoke to the striking 
workers on the day before his assassination. In 1974, 
Lawson moved to Los Angeles to lead Holman United 
Methodist Church where he served as pastor for 25 
years before retiring in 1999. Throughout his career 
and into retirement, he has remained active in various 


human rights advocacy campaigns, including immi- 
grant rights and opposition to war and militarism. In 
recent years he has been a distinguished visiting pro- 
fessor at Vanderbilt University. 

Dr. Carson D. Schneck received a B.S. degree from 
Muhlenberg College in 1955 and M.D. and Ph.D. de- 
grees from Temple University in 1959 and 1965. He 
served on the faculty of Temple Medical School from 
1960-2012 with joint appointments in the departments 
of anatomy and diagnostic imaging. He was elected 
to the AOA Honorary Medical Fraternity in his junior 
year in medical school. 

As a faculty member, Schneck received 18 Golden 
Apple Teaching awards, four Medical Yearbook dedi- 
cations, four Sowell Teaching awards and was selected 
by 28 medical classes to be a hooder at their gradua- 
tions. In 1988, he received the Temple Great Teach- 
ers award in its inaugural year and the AOA-AAMC 
Distinguished Basic Science Teacher award as the first 
recipient of this national award. He also received the 
Temple Medical Alumni Achievement award and the 
Stauffer award for Distinguished Service to Temple 
University. The anatomy lab in the new Medical 
School Building was dedicated to and largely designed 
by Schneck. Upon his faculty appointment, in addi- 
tion to teaching in first year anatomy courses, Schneck 
initiated PGME and CME clinical anatomy courses 
in essentially all of the clinical departments and senior 
medical student elective courses in all of the medical 
specialties 

Even though medical basic courses were classi- 
cally lecture/lab courses, because Schneck had been 
impressed by the Socratic dialogue style of teaching 
of philosophy Professor Russell Stine at Muhlenberg 
College, when he was appointed director of the gross 
anatomy course in 1969, the anatomy department de- 
cided to eliminate all lectures and replace them with 
clinical problem solving conferences that immediately 
followed the dissected anatomy. Schneck wrote anato- 
my notes containing considerable clinical applications 
of the anatomy. Actual clinical cases were selected 
from the Diagnostic Imaging library and scripted 
Power Point presentations of the history, physical, 
imaging and laboratory findings were shown and the 
students were all called on individually in problem- 
solving conference to use their just learned anatomy 
to solve real clinical problems at the very beginning of 
their medical education. Temple medical students have 
consistently evaluated the gross anatomy course as the 
best basic science course for the past 40 years. 

In research, Schneck published 30 peer reviewed ar- 
ticles in clinical journals mostly involving MRI imag- 
ing of musculoskeletal pathology. He wrote 22 books, 
monographs and chapters on similar topics. He also 
produced 18 hours of videotape dissection directions 
and 20 hours of commercially marketed videotapes 
that correlated sectional anatomy of the entire body 
with CT and ultrasound images. 


Muhlenberg Participates in National Water Dance

dancers and a camera man playing in the cold waters of 
the stream. If you bothered to stop and ask this group 
what was happening, we would have told you that on this day, we were celebrating 
the National Water Dance.

From these shared phrases, danc- 
ers performed at different lo-cations to choral and drum music on the designated 


day. 

What began as a stream of a project flowed into a bigger wave. This was and still 
is the goal of National Water Dance, to empower and spread the voice of young 
artists. 

The power of art as an active voice in our society is an incredibly valuable tool 
that we dancers are learning here at ‘Berg. “Art is about community,” said dancer 
Dougherty. “It con-nects people and inspires people. What could be a better mode 
for inciting change?” As we have progressed in our dance majors, we have learned 
that we are capable of using our artwork to inform and encite others. During Na- 
tional Water Dance, several park goers asked us about what we were doing, which 
gave us the opportunity to talk about how important water conserva-tion is to us. 
This communication felt like a key component of our water dance experience. 

Though there is much more dancing to be done in the name of water conserva- 
tion, we were proud to represent Muhlenberg last weekend in a national event. 
Mostly, though, I think we were overly thankful for the beautiful day in Allentown’s 
streams. After a long winter season, this spring is definitely something to dance 
about!

Musical Review: Jersey Boys 

By Amy McGovern On Friday April 11,1 was fortunate enough to attend a remarkable performance 

Editor-in-Chief of the renowned musical Jersey Boys at the August Wilson Theater in New York 

City. The “jukebox musical” tells the story of the formation, rise to fame, and 

breakup of the notorious 1960s rock group The Four Seasons. 

The show itself is broken up into four seasons — each one narrated by a different member of the group. 

Because Jersey Boys is a “jukebox” musical, the majority of the songs are performed as they would be at a 
concert rather than narratively integrated into the show, making Jersey Boys the perfect musical for those 
usually uninterested in musical theater. 

The highly experienced cast members were able to capture the essence of their characters perfectly. Joseph 
Leo Bwarie took over the role of Frankie Valli in late January 2014; however, this is not his first time playing 
Valli. Before the production at the August Wilson Theater, Bwarie had performed the same role on Broadway, 
in Las Vegas, and on the first national tour productions of Jersey Boys. His vocal range is absolutely amazing — 
making his voice almost indistinguishable from the actual Frankie Valli. 

Richard H. Blake played the role of Tommy DeVito — the man essentially responsible for founding The Four 
Seasons and finding the young Frankie Valli. Drew Gehling originally made his Broadway debut playing Bob 
Gaudio — the lyricist and true musical genius of the 1960s rock band — and returned once again to this role 
after some years during which he starred in On a Clear Day You Can See Forever. Finally, Nick Bogart played 
the role of Nick Massi — “the deep-voiced, man-of-few- words Four Season.” Although he may have had the 
smallest musical part in the show, his character was by far the most amusing. 

The show included thirty of The Four Seasons’ hit songs including “Big Girls Don’t Cry”, “Walk Like a Man”, “Can’t Take My Eyes Off You”, and, my absolute favorite, 
“Sherry.” Off all the musicals I have been able to see so far, Jersey Boys has definitely become my favorite. The fast-paced and documentary-style narrative, catchy musical 
numbers, and superb acting makes Jersey Boys a must-see show.

— 30 students in all — have pooled their talents 
to produce Muhlenberg’s first Circus Workshop. Their work will culminate in two 
performances on April 25. 

Noah Dach ‘16, a dance and business double-major, launched the project. Henry 
Evans ‘16 serves as an assistant director and performs. Paige Klibanoff ‘15 and MJ 
Hodge ‘16 helped to develop the script and will be performing as well. 

“Eve always wanted to form a dance company,” Dach said. “I had experience in 
aerial before I came to Muhlenberg, and thought it would be interesting to combine 
that with the skills that students have been working on here. I approached Karen 
Dearborn, the head of Muhlenberg’s dance program, with the idea, and she helped 
me get it on its feet.” 

The project builds on the aerial acrobatics classes that the Muhlenberg dance 
program began offering in spring of 2012, under the instruction of experienced 
aerialist and Muhlenberg alumna Madeleine Hoalc. 

Aerialists who had taken Hoalc’s class auditioned for the Circus Workshop in 
January. Other auditioners performed dance combinations or gymnastics skills or 
recited song lyrics as dramatic monologues. From those who auditioned, Dach 
assembled an ensemble of diverse performers and began weekly rehearsals. 

“What is most fulfilling about directing this project is how my ensemble members 
are always surprising me with new things,” Dach said. “I could never imagine this 


project being where it is now after setting this idea in motion last semester.” 

The 30-minute performance tells the story, through motion, music and circus art, 
of a young woman looking back on her life. The other performers represent different 
aspects of her life, including Joy, Love, and Temptation. 

“I’ve always wanted to create something modern that could tell everyday stories 
through art,” Dach said. “With this project, we have focused on creating something 
very true and human that cannot be captured in a grand, enormous circus setting. I 
think that we have found an intimate balance between the abstract and the reality.” 
Response on campus has been enthusiastic. Of the 70 seats available for each 
performance, all sold out in less than two weeks. Dach said he would hopes the 
project will grow from here. 

“Going forward, I would love to see this project expanded and incorporated into 
more of Muhlenberg’s productions, or even to use the members of this workshop to 
start forming a performance company after graduation,” Dach said. “This has been 
a great beginning, and it would be wonderful to see the project move into a larger 
theater so that more audience members could see it and support it around campus.” 
Muhlenberg College is a liberal arts college of 2,200 students in Allentown, Pa. 
The college offers Bachelor of Arts degrees in theatre and dance. The Princeton 
Review consistently ranks Muhlenberg’s production program in the top ten in the 
nation, and the Fiske Guide to Colleges lists both the theatre and dance programs 
among the top small college programs in the United States.

An Eye into Italian Cooking: A Review 
of “Leonardo da Vinci and the History of 

Italian Regional Cuisine”

Arts & Culture Writers recently got the opportunity to hear Maria 

Liberati speak about Italian cuisine from her 

cookbook, The Art of Italian Cooking: Da Vinci 
Style. Both of us are beginner Italian students, having begun in the preliminary 
course of Elementary Italian I. One of the things that has been stressed by our 
professor, Daniel Leisawitz, throughout the semesters is that learning Italian is not 
purely about speaking, but also about the culture. In this case, the food aspect of 
culture acted as a portal into learning about Italy. This event took place on Monday, 
April 8th in the Baker Center for the Arts in the Recital Hall. There was a great 
attendance, with audience members including Muhlenberg Students, professors, as 
well as members of the Allentown Community.

We certainly enjoyed the connection 
between listening to the presentation and then getting to taste what she cooked 
and what she was talking about during her presentation. Ms. Liberati provided 
an extraordinary evening and a way for the Muhlenberg community to tour Italy 
through our taste buds.

Tower Theater to co- 
headline their Spring 
Tour along with headlining acts Sleepwave and 
Tonight Alive. 

The first group to hit the stage was 
Sleepwave — a new band formed by Underoath 
singer Spencer Chamberlain.

Their set was not only tunefully pleasing, but 
their stage setup was visually exciting as they had 
what appeared to be stacks of old television sets 
which acted as an unusual light show piled on 
either side of the drum set. 

To close the show, Taking Back Sunday, a well- 
known and fifteen-years-strong rock band from 
Amity ville, New York took the stage.

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Women’s Lacrosse Closes Home Season with Fun

Muhlenberg Athletics game against Bryn Mawr wasn’t 

much fun for the defensive play- 
ers on the Muhlenberg women’s lacrosse team. The Mules 
controlled the ball for almost the entire half, only allowing 
the Owls four offensive possessions, leaving the defenders to 
stand behind their restraining lines as spectators. 

In the second half, the fun started. 

All seven seniors scored, including the four who usually 
play defense, as Muhlenberg wrapped up its home schedule 
by snapping a three-game losing skid with a 21-1 win. 

One of the seniors, Michelle Certosimo was a big part of 
a record day in which the Mules (8-6, 2-5) tied the school 
record for margin of victory (set in a 24-4 win against Wid- 
ener in 1987 and matched in a 21-1 defeat of Cedar Crest in 
1993). 

Certosimo set school records for points (12) and assists 
(10) in a game, assisting on five straight goals in one stretch. 

Her 10 assists were one short of the Centennial Conference 
record. She also scored her 200th point and broke the school 
record for assists in a season (60), which she had tied in the 
last game. 

Junior Stephanie Umbach had five goals and three assists, 
breaking the school records for goals (75) and points (86) 
in a season. She also broke her own school and CC record 
with 17 draw controls, breaking another of her own school 
records with 82 on the season and moving to within one of 
the career mark. 

Umbach recorded all five of her goals and 13 of her draw 
controls in the first half, helping stake the Mules to a 15-1 
lead. Also scoring in the first half were starting senior midfielder Ally Shaffer and 
reserve senior attack Rachel Chinman, who found the back of the net for the fourth 
time in her career. 

With the game well in hand, Muhlenberg started sending its senior defensive 
players to the offensive end in the second half. 

First came Kaitlyn McCaffrey, who tied her own school record for caused turn- 


overs in a season in Muhlenberg’s last game but got little 
opportunity to add to her total against Bryn Mawr (5-10, 
0-8). She converted a pass from Certosimo early in the sec- 
ond half for her second career goal, and her first in three 
years. 

With 10:28 left in the game, Anna Provax scored on the 
first shot of her four-year career to make it 19-1 . 

That left two senior defenders, Kelsey Mital and Veroni- 
ca Maccia. For the rest of the game, the Mules ran set plays 
for the duo, prompting the Bryn Mawr coach to yell “watch 
33 [Mital] and 22 [Maccia]!” - probably the first time either 
of the two was considered one of Muhlenberg’s most dan- 
gerous offensive threats. 

They would not be denied. Mital scored first, with 1:30 
remaining, for her second career goal. And just 13 seconds 
later, Maccia - who has been injured for much of the year 

- closed out the scoring by burying a pass from Umbach as 
the Muhlenberg bench erupted in cheers. 

“That was really awesome,” said junior Christina Vit- 
torio, who starts on defense with McCaffrey and Provax. “It 
was great to see them end their home careers like that. They 
had fun out there and that was the most important part.” 
The seniors weren’t the only ones who got in on the fun 

- in all 15 different players scored goals, tying the school 
record set in the 1993 Cedar Crest game. In addition to 
Provax and Maccia, freshman Amanda Brefach netted her 

first career goal. 

The Mules ended with a 45-4 advantage in shots in keep- 
ing their CC playoff hopes alive. In spite of their 2-5 CC 
record, they are very much in the playoff picture heading into 
their final two regular-season games at Dickinson and Ursinus. 

And nothing would make their teammates happier than extending the careers of 
their beloved seniors with a playoff game. 

“The seniors bring fun, and they have this eccentric special thing about them 
that brightens the team up,” said Vittorio. “They’re all great role models and best 
friends, and that is so important to this team. They’re really going to be missed.”

Sex, Intimacy, and Consciousness 


By Dylan C. White In “Does Consciousness Exist?” William James 

Op/Ed Writer argues for the validity of the ‘subj -object,’ the constant 

exchange between the self and the perhaps not-so- 
objective perceived world, and the validity (or, I suppose, ‘real-ness’) of all percep- 
tion. This paper you are holding is physically perceived by you, it is a member of 
your objective perceptions. But if you close your eyes and imagine the paper in your 
mind’s eye, it is no longer physical, but it is still there, is it not? It is still a percep- 
tion. 

James would argue that both papers are ‘real,’ where many would see that argu- 
ment as irrational, perhaps arguing that if something cannot be touched or ‘felt’ 
then it is not real. James argues that both papers are valid manifestations of our 
consciousness, and even though the objective object follows the laws of physics, the 
subjective object (the paper inside of your mind) does not necessarily have to, even 
to maintain its valid existence. 

For instance, in his argument about fire, he explains how odd it is that we call fire 
and water hot and wet, but we do not call our thoughts of fire and water hot or wet. 
We don’t ascribe them to reality, merely because they exist only within our selves. 
This is where the question posed in James’ title comes into play. If both subject and 
object are equitably real, then where is the line of what is or isn’t consciousness 
drawn? It could be suggested that everything is consciousness, or perhaps nothing 
is, due to the embodiment of our minds. 

James eloquently expresses this conundrum (in the form of an answer) by equat- 
ing the stream of consciousness (his own invention) with the simple implicit act of 
breathing in and out. Just as subject and object work in tandem (and may be the 
same thing), so too do body and mind (which also may be the same thing). Two 
sides of the same coin. My neverending stream of thought is precisely the same 
thing as my neverending stream of breath (neverending being a euphemism for 
inevitable impending death). 

This brings us to the way in which James would define and navigate the topic 
of intimacy. I think intimacy would mean the synchronicity of two (or more) 
consciousnesses. We are all at the mercy of our own implicit consciousnesses (the 
thoughts and actions constantly occurring that we are not explicitly aware of), 
so the ability to climb out of that suffocating web of complexities and attempt to 
navigate someone else’s is quite impressive indeed. It, perhaps, is the most valuable 
asset of the highly intelligent human consciousness. 

To preface my explanation of how James might see this synchronicity, I should 
point out that it seems humans spend a lot of time trying to tailor their conscious- 
nesses for compatibility with others. The more I think about this, the more terrify- 
ing it becomes because that is counter-intuitive to what intimacy must actually be. 


It’s about two selves accomplishing 
synchronicity, but if those selves 
are actually just manipulated into 
what we think they ought to be, 
the intimacy will be founded on 
false identities and ultimately fail. 
James would have us concentrate 
on what is and not what ought to 
be (keeping in mind his pleasantly 
encompassing definition of ‘what 
is’). 

We can’t confine such a complex 
idea as intimacy into a constrict- 
ing definition. Friendship, com- 
panionship, sex, roommate-ship, 
etc. are all different pathways for 
exploring and achieving intimacy.

Sexual communion is similar to 
this, when taken in concert with 
James’ idea of breathing and the 
stream of consciousness being one 
and the same.

from Intimacy | page 2 to trick ourselves into believing that sex is just physi- 

cal, and therefore manipulate our own minds and 
the minds of others (our own bodies, and the bodies of others) into this physical 
communion. This, I suppose, raises the question: is bad sex (whatever definition that 
may take) still intimate? 

Making some leaps and assumptions here, James might consider full sexual 
intimacy as a physically expressed synchronicity of body and mind, unmuddled by 
what ought to be and made full by an understanding of ‘what is’ between these two 
or more consciousnesses. This raises the question of whether that scenario is even 
possible, given the difficulty we all tend to have with accepting our own conscious- 
nesses for what they are, much less anyone else’s. 

To muddle the situation further, we are never going to be entirely aware of what 
another person is thinking, so is this synchronicity of consciousness that I’ve been 
calling intimacy even real at all? 

We’d best not worry ourselves with that question and instead focus on the kind of 
interpersonal intimacy that can be confirmed (and here my rather Romantic tenden- 
cies take hold); I undeniably subjectively feel positive around those I feel intimate 
with. The small hints of synchronicity that do happen are (sometimes) enough to 
let the anxiety of those looming questions go, like a knowing look shared with your 
partner, or the simple act of holding hands, anchoring us through the waterslide 
of consciousness, or a monumentally validating confirmation of mutual beliefs. If 
James believed in the subj-object, the embodied mind, then he must also have put 
faith in the validity of subjective experience, even in the face of something as impos- 
sibly unpredictable and unpredictably impossible as intimacy.

‘Gruff!’ original musical for young audiences, June 18 - July 26 

Allentown, Pa. (April 22, 2014) — The Muhlenberg Summer Music Theatre festival at Muhlenberg College announces the lineup for its 2014 summer season — the 34th 
in the festival’s history The season will feature the groundbreaking 1970s musical “A Chorus Line,” Monty Python’s “Spamalot,” and “Gruff!” a new musical for young 
audiences. 

“A Chorus Line” opens the summer season, June 1 1-29. The Tony Award-winning best play of 1975, and one of the longest-running plays in Broadway history, “A Chorus 
Line” delves into the lives of 17 dancers auditioning for eight spots in the chorus of a Broadway musical. SMT artistic director Charles Richter directs the production. 

“Spamalot” — the zany Monty Python musical comedy adapted from the classic movie “Monty Python and the Holy Grail” — runs July 9-27. Directed by James Peck, 
the show parodies the legend of King Arthur and his band of haphazard knights as they sing and dance their way through a ridiculous divine quest. 

“Gruff! A New Family Musical. . . with Goats!” runs June 18 through July 26. In this interactive and puppet-filled musical, a young goat leaves the junkyard for the first 
time and stumbles into the fantastical land of the trolls. The show is a new creation of the neo-vaudeville theater group Doppelslcope, and is recommended for ages 4 and up.

“A Chorus Line” takes the audience behind the scenes of an unnamed Broadway musical, and into the minds and lives of 17 Broadway hopefuls in the midst of a soul- 
baring audition. As the ranks thin, the auditioners face the realities of life, love, and a career in show business. “A Chorus Line” features such memorable numbers as “What 
I Did for Love,” “One,” “I Can Do That,” “At the Ballet,” “The Music and the Mirror,” and “I Hope I Get It.” 

The Broadway production of “A Chorus Line” garnered numerous awards when it premiered in 1975, including the Tony Awards for best musical, best book, and best 
score. Charles Richter directs the production. Michael Schnaclc is musical director, and Muhlenberg dance program chair Karen Dearborn choreographs. 

The Muhlenberg premiere of “Monty Python’s Spamalot” features “some of the funniest antics introduced on a Broadway stage,” according to USA Today. The show is 
“lovingly ripped off” from the classic 1975 film by beloved British comedy troupe “Monty Python and the Holy Grail.” King Arthur and his knights embark on an ill-fated 
quest for the Holy Grail, dodging giant wooden rabbits, obnoxious Frenchmen, and a death-defying limbless knight along the way. James Peck directs. Justin Brehm serves 
as musical director. Sammy Reyes choreographs the production. 

In the world-premiere family musical “Gruff!” a young goat learns the wonder of the natural world, and a new adventure begins, in which trolls and goats learn to live 
and play together. This innovative take on the story of the Three Billy Goats Gruff is the work of Doppelskope, a neo-vaudeville theatre ensemble that creates original works 
featuring puppetry, magic, and clowning. Gruff is directed by Ora Fruchter, with music written by Ora Fruchter and Toby Singer. It is appropriate for ages four and up. 

A sensory-friendly performance of “Gruff!” will be presented Saturday, June 28, at 1 p.m. The performance will feature lighting and sound design conducive to children 
with autism and other sensory processing difficulties; a cast meet-and-greet and orientation before the performance; an open house and available sensory stories in advance 
of the performance; and facilities available for children who need time away from the performance. Tickets are provided at a discounted rate of $5. For reservations and 
information about the sensory-friendly performance, please contact general manager Jess Bien at 484-664-3087. 

An accessible performance will be presented during the SMT season, featuring audio description for patrons with visual impairments and open captioning for patrons with 
hearing difficulties. Details are still pending; however, the performance will take place on a Sunday at 2 p.m. Call 484-664-3087 for information. 

“A Chorus Line” runs June 1 1-29; “Spamalot” runs July 9-27. Performances are Wednesday through Saturday at 8 p.m. and Sunday at 2 p.m. 

Ticket prices for both “A Chorus Line” and “Spamalot” are as follows. For the first four performances: regular admission tickets are $33; seniors are $29; students and 
children are $18. For the remaining 11 performances, beginning Sunday of opening weekend; regular admission tickets are $39; seniors are $36; students and children are 
$ 20 . 

“Gruff!” runs June 18 through July 26. Performances are Wednesday through Friday at 10 a.m. and 1 p.m, and Saturday at 10 a.m. only. All tickets to “Gruff!” are $10 
for June performances and $12 for July performances.

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Dark Horse Women’s Lacrosse Team 
Roars into Postseason

Muhlenberg Athletics song for its upcoming playoff experience, it would have 

to be “Dark Horse.” 

The top two seeds in the Centennial Conference tourna- 
ment, Gettysburg and Franklin & Marshall, are ranked in the 
top 10 in Division III and have combined to win every CC 
title (and three national championships) since 2002. The third 
seed, Washington, is in the playoffs for the fourth straight year 
and played in the 2012 championship game. Fourth-seeded 
McDaniel, the Mules ’s first-round opponent tomorrow, re- 
corded two postseason wins in the ECAC Tournament last 
year. 

Muhlenberg, on the other hand, is making its first playoff 
appearance since 2009 and has never won a postseason game. 

But the underdog role is one that the Mules (10-6) have 
embraced ever since seeing that they were picked ninth (nearly 
unanimously) in the CC preseason poll. 

“We definitely wanted to prove to other people - and to 
ourselves - that we weren’t deserving of that,” said senior 
midfielder Ally Shaffer. “It’s just so amazing how we worked 
our hardest, and now we have this opportunity.” 

The first opportunity is against McDaniel (9-7), and the 
Katy Perry song that best describes the regular-season meeting 
is “The One That Got Away.” Muhlenberg led 5-1 midway 
through the first half and 7-5 early in the second half, but the 
Green Terror went on a 9-1 run and eventually won the game, 

15-10. 

“It was a hot day and we weren’t quite used to the warm 
weather,” recalled Shaffer. “They got ahead of us and we were a little frazzled. Our 
mental game was off and we just didn’t do the basics. We weren’t doing anything 
we know how to do.” 

The Mules returned home after that game and subsequently suffered their third 
consecutive loss, in double-overtime to a Swarthmore team that finished just 2-7 in 
the CC. A season that had begun with such promise - Muhlenberg received votes 
in the national poll for only the second team in program history early on - seemed 


destined to end in disappointment. But a closer look at the standings and remain- 
ing games revealed that the Mules still had a shot at the playoffs, if they finished 
strong and other results went their way. They took that opportunity - and some 

built-up anger from the losses - and ran with it, ending the season 
with three straight wins, one in overtime at Dickinson, where they 
hadn’t won since 2002, and one at Ursinus, where they had never 
won. 

In both of those games, Muhlenberg’s defense made big stands, 
holding Dickinson without a goal for nearly 23 minutes in the first 
half and keeping Ursinus off the board for a stretch of almost 21 
minutes in the second half. While offensive “Fireworlc”s are noth- 
ing new to the Mules (they have averaged at least 13 goals per 
game five of the last six years and are at 14.44 this season), it is the 
improvement of the defense that has transformed the team into 
a playoff qualifier. Muhlenberg is allowing 10.31 goals per game, 
down from 13.54 two years ago and 12.13 last season. 

“We have a lot of skilled players and verbal leaders on defense, 
and it’s not just the seniors,” said Shaffer. “We have juniors, sopho- 
mores and freshmen who are not afraid to be a leader. All the 
grades are working together.” 

Senior Kaitlyn McCaffrey, junior Christina Vittorio sophomores 
Amanda Orlak and Rachel Pedersen and freshman Allison Mur- 
niclc have been the primary stoppers on a defense that ranks fourth 
in the CC in goals-against average, while sophomore Kiersten Mul- 
vey is third in the CC in saves in her first year as starting goalie. 

That balance of classes extends to the other side of the field, 
where the three-headed offensive monster consists of one senior 
(Michelle Certosimo), one junior (Stephanie Umbach) and one 
sophomore ( Casey Armstrong). They are one of only four trios of teammates in 
Division III to have 70 points apiece, and they are ready to “Roar” in the postsea- 
son. 

“Everyone’s pumped up and excited. We’ve got nothing to lose, and we won our 
last three games in a row, so we have that momentum,” said Shaffer. “As a senior, 
this is the first time I’ve gone to the playoffs. I never even went in high school. To be 
able to play at least one more game together is all I could ask for.”

Three Mules Honored by Centennial Conference

Muhlenberg Athletics the Centennial Conference. 

Freshman John Icaza was named baseball player of 
the week, junior Jennifer Goldberg was tabbed women’s tennis player of the week, 
and sophomore Casey Armstrong was selected women’s lacrosse offensive player of 
the week. 

Icaza hit .522 with two home runs, seven RBI and an .870 slugging percentage 
in five games to help the Mules clinch a playoff berth. After starting with an 0-for-4 
game against Haverford, he strung together four consecutive three-hit efforts. His 
game-tying two-run homer in the bottom of the eighth sent the Mules into extra in- 
nings in a must-win game against Johns Hopkins. 

Icaza became the first Mule to hit a home run in both games of a doubleheader 


since 2011 that day, and he also had a two-run double to help Muhlenberg come back 
from a 5-1 deficit for a 6-6 tie at Dickinson. 

Goldberg won two pivotal matches in Muhlenberg’s playoff-clinching 5-4 win at 
Dickinson. With partner Gabriela Contino, she came back from a 7-4 deficit to pull 
out a 9-8 win at No. 3 and give the Mules a sweep of doubles. Then, after Dickinson 
won the first four singles matches off the court to take the lead, she rebounded after 
losing 6-1 in the second set to pull out a 7-5 win in the third. Goldberg also won in 
straight sets at No. 4 singles in the Mules’ 6-3 defeat of regional top- 10 Swarthmore. 

Armstrong scored 16 points on 12 goals and 4 assists as Muhlenberg won two road 
games to clinch a Centennial Conference playoff berth. She scored a game-high 6 
points (3 goals, 3 assists) in an overtime win at Dickinson, including an assist on one 
of the Mules’ OT goals, and tied a school record with 9 goals at Ursinus.
